Jet, but of fo ftateiy a Carriage, that 
Addition to the good Mcin of his Mai 



a Shield of burnilh'd Steel, on which was figured 
a Rofe-Bud broke off the Stalk, and a Pomgranate- 
Trce thrown down to the Ground, with this De- 
Tice, With the fame Stroke. His Horfe was black as 

he was an 
Mafter. This 
Knight* after having follow'd the Courfe of the 
Hiverfor fome Paces, forced himfelfinto the thick- 
eft Part of a Wood which ftood on his Right-hand, 
and there alighting off his Horfe, and giving his Hel- 
inec to his Squire, he laid himfelf down on the 
Grafs to think on his Misfortunes, and how he 
might revenge himfelf on him that had been the 
caufe of them; when he heard a Voice, which 
obliged him to make a Truce with his Reflections : 

• Forbear, Adellnda^ f aid that Voice ^ to perfuade me 

• to live, and fcek Relief, fince I can hope for none 

• but from my Dcfpair.* 
Thefe tender Words no fooner reach'd the Ears 

of our Knight, but he took his Helmet from his 
Squire, and went into the thickeft of thofe Buflies, 
"Which prevented him feeing the Perfon who com- 
plain'd ; but fcarcely had he gone twjgpty Steps, be- 
fore he perceived two Women fat on the Grafs, 
one ofwhich, who fecm'd not to be above the Age 
of Fifteen, was x Beauty that could not have been 
exceeded in this Knight's Eyes, but by the Lady he 
regretted every Moment he brcath'd. * Madam, 
faid he^ the Complaints I have heard from your 
fair Mouth, give me no Room to doubt of the 
great Misfortunes wherewith you are opprefs'd : 
I fhould think my fc If happy, if I could, before 
the End of this my raiferable Life, dcftroy your 
Enemies ; and to oblige you to entertain the more 
Confidence of my fincere Intentions, muft tell you 
that I am Elmedcrus of Gnwada^ Knight of the 
Fatal ikuofdy fo well known throughout all Spain^ 
for the Love I bear the incomparable Alzayda.* 
^ Sir, /aid the unknown Lady^ raifing herfeJfup asfoon 
^ ^^ Elmedorus b/id fpoke^ ^oxir l^aiix^\&toxt^\\R.Vi 
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* celebrated in the World, that it is enough to hear 

* it, to be perfuaded that nothing is impoffibic for 

* your Arm to execute. You will pardon me, if 

* the dreadful Mij>fortunes wherewith I am perfe- 

* cuted, force me to acccpn of the generous Offers 
< you make me ; and that you may be the better 

* informed of my Enemies, give me leave to tell 

* you my Adventures.' 




The Hijiory of the Trincefs Zamea, 
and the Prince Almanzon. 

1 Am Daughter to Zamut^ King of F«, and the 
Queen Zamara : The many Years they were 
without Children, made them look upon me as a - 
Gift of Heaven, for whom they could not have too 
great a Tcndcrnefs ; and as the People generally 
ifollow theE^campIesof their Sovereigns, I became 
the Delight of tke whole Court. The fmall Stock 
of Beauty I was Miftrefs of, and the Crown of Fez% 
to which I was Heir, engaged mod: of the Princes 
o^ Africa to come and layithemfelves at my Feet* 
They negleSed nothing that might pleafe ; the 
Court of Fez never was fo fplendid before ; not a 
Day paffed without either Horfe-Races, Tourna- 
ments, or other Diverfions, in which I always gave 
the Prize. Among this great Number of Knights 
and Princes, the Prince of Marocy iirnam'd the 
Ijernhley for his extraordinary Size and fierce Lookf 
was the Perfon for whom the King, my Father* 
defigned me, and to whom he pro mi fed his Con- 
fent, if he could obtain mine. Thefe fluttering Pro- 
mifes made Zaroajlefy which was his Name, to re- 
double his Cares ; but the more 'Z.^«W^^«.V ^^^"^ 
ra>; Service, the more 1 \vat^d Vv\tiv, *^Vi«.^^^'? 
Friciidfliip for him was a gc^axOx\fii ^.^ ^"^^ ' 
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1 as often told the Queen, my Mother, from whom 
I concealed nothing, that I would fooncr die than 
marry him« 

At that Time Zoroajter^ to celebrate mr Birth-Day, 
publifli'd a Tournament, and fent Challenges to all 
the Courts of Spain and Africky for all Knights to 

' come and confefs the Princefs of Fez to be the 
greateft Beauty in the World. So great and bold 
fi Contempt of Princeffesi adored by fo many illuf« 
tcieus Knights, brought great Numbers to Fez on 
^ht.D^Y Appointed; when the King, Queen, and 
myfclf, were placed on Scaffolds built on purpofe, 
and cover'd with Tapeftries and Velvet erabroider'd 
with Gold, with the whole Court, magnificently 
drefs'd, at. our Feet. As foon as the Judges of the 
Tield had opcn'd the Rail, Zoroafier entered the 
JLifts in Gold Armour befct with Emeralds ; hisHcl- 
met was covered with green and rofe-coloured 
l^eathers, and on his Shield, which was the fame 
iis his Armour, he bore the Reprefcntation of a 
Venus prefcn:ing me a golden Apple, with this De- 
vice, *Xo her I yield. 

After having pafled by the King, and fduted us 
with a fierce and lofty Air, he placed himfelfat 
the End of the Career, to wait for thofe who 
would difpute the Prize with him. In left than a 
quarter of an Hour a Knight prefented himfclf, 
whofe majeftick Mein drew every onc*s Eyes upon 
him ; but his Arm did not corrcfpond with his 
ftately Carriage, for Zoroafter foon rid himfelf of 
that Enemy, and feveral others, and never doubted 
hut he fhould carry the Prixc, which was my 
PiQurc fee round with Diamonds, when a confu- 
fed Noife that was heard among the Crowd, gave 
us new Attention : It was occafioned by a young 
Knight who ask*d to enter the Lifts. Bur, O Hca- 
•vens, ho.v fatal was that Sight to me ? and what 
Tears has that Day coft me ! That amiable Stran- 
£er*s Armour was Silver enamelled with Blue, with 

-nlArge P/ume of blue and \Nh\tc ¥t%.iKcrs on his 
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Helmet ;. his Shield, which was the fame as hi»' 
Breaft- Piece, in the Middle had a large Ruby fhap'd 
likea Heart, and thisDevicc under it. For the Fair ejt* 
His Horfe was white as Snow, and fo proud of ha- 
ving the moft charming of Men upon his Backus 
that he made the Ground tremble under him. The 
whole Court could not but admire this handfome 
Stranger ; and, for ray parr, I muft confefs, I nevcrs 
before conceived fo much Trouble, nor more Joy, 
than when I faw him, in thefccond Career^ throw 
the terrible Zoroafier to the Ground. Every body 
faid he delervcd the Prize ; and the Judges of the 
Fie}d». defiring him to difmount, led him to the 
King's Scaffold, wha order'd me to give him my 
PiSure J which he received after fo. noble a Man- 
ner, that he appeared more lovely in my Eyes. 

The Tournaments being thus ended, I re:urned 
with the Queen, my Mother, to the Palace ; where • 
in the Evening, there was a fine Ball, at which all 
the Kaights were prefent but Z^rMJIer^ who was 
fb bruixed by his Fall, that he was forced to keep 
his Bed for feveral Days. The Stranger* whom we 
knew afterwards to be the Prince oi^unis^ firna- 
iBed the Knight of the dun, becaufe he always bore 
the Figure of that bright Li^ht on his Shield till- 
that Day, was moft magnificently drefsi'd, and 
drew on him the Eyes of the AiTembly a fecond 
Time ; and as he appeared to us in the Tournament 
the God of War, in this fine DreG v/e took him for 
the God of Love. My Heart, tho* armed with all . 
the Pride I was Miftrefs of, could nor refill fa 
many Charms, but was forced to yield to this young 
Hero: My Eyes made thefame Imprcfllon on his 
Soul ; for during the Ball he regarded nothing but 
mc, and I knew with Pleafure, that the fame 
Flame kindled in his Breaft. 

Several Days had paffed after his Arrival, in 
which he never fpoke to me but by tender Looks 
and Sighs ; till one Afternoon, \y V\^u xv^tv^ hi^^^^s^ 
bttt jny Women, he faid» ^ IJl^^^m^ ^Jc:^fi.

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« which has been referred till now for the Faircfti 
' has founH at lall what ii has fought: ThcPrinccCf 

* Zamea cannot have Rii^nls who dare difpute with 
' her the Prize oi Beauty; but I have reafon to 
' fear left this poor Prelent Ihould be rcfufcd, 

* which will make mc the moft Unfortunate of all 

* Men ! It is fo agreeable, replied I, fmilinj;. to 
obtain the glorious Vi'nc you oiler, that you had 
no need to fear being rejcQed. ' If I am fo happy, 

* r^p/ji'rf Almanzon, as tohave my Vowsand Paflion 

* rcceiv'd, Ifwcar, myPrinccfs, that never Knight 
' fhall love with more Conftancy, and that I will 
' employ every Moment of my Life, to (hew my 

* Acknowledgment.' The not rejc3ing your Ho- 
mage replyd I, in a fcrious Air, is not accepting 
your Love: Princeifes, like me, cannot receive n 
Knight, but who is prefenred to ihem by thofe who 
have a Rightof difpodng of them ; you mull tncric 
their Choice, wiihoot expefling any more from 
mc than a blind Obedience to Jiheir Commands. 

* I ask your Pardon, Madam, ariftuet'd Almanzon, 

* for explaining your Words too favourably ; I 
» ought to have known, that fo charming a Con- 

* feffion merited, at Icaft, Years of Pain and Mifc- 

* ry.' Sir, anfwcr'd I, rifmg to go to the Qiicen, 
who had fent for me, to tell you, to engage the 
King to bid me receive you, is fufflcient to inform 
you I (hould be glad of that Pcrraiflion ; and if that 
]s not enough to make you happy, 'tis at leaft all 
J can do for you. 

I then was fo nigh the Queen's Apartment 
when 1 fpokc, that Almiinx.ev could anfwcr me but 
by a low Bow he made in letting go my Hand. 
I went into the Qiieen's Clofet, with fo great a 
Diforder in my Face, that flie might have per- 
ceived it eafily, but that the News Ihe had to tell 
mc, troubled her too much to obferve me. ' Zamea, 

* faid Jhe, the King, notwithfianding all I could 

* Jiy, orden me to prepare you to marry the Prince 
/ ofMafoe witJiin eight Dfty» ; He V»s ^vietv l\\s 
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* Word> and every Thing is making ready to con- 

* furamate that fatal Marriage." Judge, generous 
Knight, that if I fear'd this Marriage when I had 
no Grounds for my Averfion, how great my Defpair 
was, at a Time when my Heart could find none but 
Almanzon worthy of my Tendernefs. I made my 
Grief no Secret to the Queen my Mother, who 
figird along with me* and told mc flie could noc 
prevail with my Father, but that I muft refolve to 
obey him. After thefe cruel Wt)rds I retired to my 
own Apartment, and fent Adelinda to tell the Prince 
of *jtums the News ; and that he might do what he 
thought fit to preferve mc for his Love. That 
Knight, overcome with Paffion, went to the King, 
and declared his Love for me : Zamut received 
him very gracioufly, but told him he had given his 
word to Zoroafier^ and could not receive the Honour 
he intended him. When Adelinda returned with 
this (hocking Anfwer, it increafed my Sorrows ; I 
Dafs'd the Night in bewailing my Fate, and in the 
Morning was informed that the Prince of *Tunisy 
having challenged his Rival, after a long and 
bloody Duel, had wounded Zoroafter dangeroufly, 
and difarm'd him; that himfelfgot a little Hurt 
in his Shoulder, and was retired a fmall Diftance 
from Ftz\ that the King had taken a great deal of 
Care of Prince Maroc^ and was fo enraged againft 
Almanzin^ that he had fent to forbid him the Court. 

At this melancholy Account 1 fell in the Arms of 
my Women in a Swoon : The Queen, informed of 
this Accident, run to me, and by her Tears and 
Cries brought me to Life again ; and at the fame 
Time had herfelf like to have fallen down in the 
fame Condition , to fee me fo miferable. Soon after

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• vrill reftorc us the Prince of Marocy whom I will 

• have you marry before ihc other leaves this King- 

• dom, to punifli him for the Trouble his fatal Va- 
*- lour has given us/ After thefc cruel Words the 
Xing left me and the Queen, who ftay'd the reft 
of the Day to comfort me. In the Evening fhe lent 
privately to the Prince Almanzon, to know how he 
did ; at the fame Time I fent him a Compliment. 
That Prince, charm'd with the Queen's Goodncfs, 
writ to her, to beg leave to come to the Palace the 
TiCxtDay difguized, fince his Wound was but flight. 
The Qacenconfcntcd, with theDefign to perfuade 
liim toTeave the Kingdom, for fear Zorooper fliould 
have him aflaffinated. 

Almarizon came at the Hour appointed. We inform- 
ed him, (after a Quarter of a Hour, which we 
fpent in complaining of our hard Fortune,) that an 
Inchantcr, a Friend of the Piince of Maroc'sy had 
perfeftly heal'd his Wounds; but that the King» 
fearing a fecond Duel, had fet a Guard upon him 
till he ihould be married, which was to be within 
three Days. After that the Queen, without giving 
him Time to reply, told him. That if he had any 
regard for me, he ought to leave Fez^ and not ex- 
pofc me to the mortal Chagrin of being the Caufe 
of his Death. • Madam, anfwerd A\m9,moni if the 

• Princefs confents to marry my Rival, I fliall do 

• what youadvifeme, not to preferve my Life, but 

• to put an End to it, where her Eyes nvay not be 

• Witneffes of it.* • I will never confcnt, replyedly 

• to marry Zoroafier ; yet you will not be the more 

• happy, fince I cannot beftow myfelf on you with- 

• out the Kinj; and Queen's Confenr.* • But if 
« Zamut, fa'fd be, fhall force you to this Marriage, 

• how will you prevent it V * By Death, cry'd /, if 

• Tears cannot prevail.' * Ah ! Madam, /aid he U 

• *^* Q^^^y ^neelln^^ what Mifchiefs may you prc- 

• vent ? If you would give me Leave to carry off this 
' charming Princefs^ I promlfc, ui^ou the Word of 

' s Knight, that I will place i\\e Cto\^xv fil turns

* upon her Head, as foon as we fhall. arrive there;, 

* and to have, all my Life, an entire Obedience to 

* your Commands.' The Quecn> amazed at fo bold ; 
a Propofal, atfirft refufcd it with Anger, but at laft. 
was affeSed by our Tears. JJmnnzon was ready to 
die for Joy at the Change of our Fortunes ; and. 
after having protefted to the Queen that fhe never 
i&ould have caufe to repent of her Kindnefs, reti- j- 
red to prepare everyThing for our Departure. 

The next Day he came at the Hour appointed,. 
when it was with no fmall Grief that I parted from. >. 
lb good a Princefs and Mother ; but Love prevailing . : 
o'er Nature, I followed Almanzon ^ attended only by 
Adellnda. At the Gate of the Palace we found the. :: 
Prince's Squire with. Horfcs, which we mounted, , 
and paflcd through the Kingdom oi Fez without, 
any remarkable Adventure ; when one Day, going 
thro' a dark Foreft, we heard feme body complainings 
in thethicked Part of the Wood, whither Almanzon < 
rid, and faw a beautiful Woman, who feemcd very 
much afflifted : * Generous Knight, faldjket as foon > ^ 

* as Jhe difierned him^ come and deliver a Princeft 

* out of the Hands of a monftrous Giant, who keeps • 

* her a Prifoner in a Caftle a Mile off, where fhe - 

* endures the moft infappor^able Torments ; the. 

* the God» have referved this terrible Adventure for 

* your Arm, and the-mignificcnt Fairy foretold it.* 
Juft as this Woman fiaKhedthefe laft Words,.! came . 
up to them, and did all I could to diffuade Mman- - 
zon from this Entcrprize ; but the Defire. of gaining 
a ViSory prevailed over my Intreaties; he deffred 
me to ftay a little* and went along with that Wk)- 
man : I followed,, notwithftanding, and faw as foon 
as he was over the Ditches that furrounded thi»-. 
Caftlc, the Bridges draw up, the Gates open, andV 
that unhappy Prince go in with that ft»ange Wo- 
nviny and then fhuL again* Kevcr Grief equalled 
mine, when I faw Almanzon no more ; tc^LlVdVoosw 
all the remaining Day, ai\Aa\\'^\^\\'2k^'^> X^^^s.^^ 
ia vain, for nciihcr^Tiiars not Cx\r^^<5.^^V^^^* 
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ftU that Adellfida and the Prince's Squire could fay, 
could not induce me to leave that fatal Place, till 
in the Morning I faw a Knight who told me I 
ihould find no End to mine and Almanzons Misfor- 
tunes, but on the Banks of the River 'Tagus ; and 
afrer thefe Words dilappeared. I followed his Ad- 
vice, and left that fatal Caftle, where I left all 
tha- roulit make me defire Life, to come hither. I 
have been here this Year, without having feen any- 
thing like The Execution of that Scrangcr's Pro- 
mife: Would to Heaven, generous Knight, you 
were the Perfon referv'd for this Adventure. * Whe- 

• ther 1 urn, or not, refly'd Elmedorus, 1 fhall not 

• fiiii to attempt it, when you fhall defire n^e ; and 

• fhould think my felf too happy, charming Zamea^ 

• it I could rcftore toyou fo accomplifli'd a Prince, 

• who is fo deferving of your Tcndernefs !' * To- 
^ morrow Morning, reply'd the Fnncefs o/Fez, I will 

• carry you to the Place of the miferable Almantons 

• Abode ; but for to Night, go along with me, and 

• take a flight Refrefhment, and a firtle Reft, in a 

• Hut which I have made my Palace fince the Lofs 

• of my dear Prince.* Elmedorus durft not refufc 
ZameUy and for the firft Time fince the Death of Al- 
7,ayda^ lay in a Bed, where his mortal Sorrows gave 

*him noRcfpire, but kept him awake till the Morn- 
ing ; when afhamed to find himfelf in a Bed, he 
got up, put on his Armour, and being informed 
that the Princefs Zamea was ready, he went and 
hclp*d her to mount her Horfe. They travelled 
all chat Day without baiting; but as their Horfcs, 
could not hold out anfwcrable to the Impatience of 
the Riders, they ftopp*d in a pleafant Meadow, wa- 
tered by a purling Brook ; bur had not been there an 
Hour, before thcy'perccived a Knighr, whom 7ja- 
fnea knew to be Zoroafier. ^ The Fear of falling into 
liis Power made her Ihriek out, which Elmedorus 
asking the Reafon of, and the Princefs narning thf 
r err J hie Knight, he immediately mounted his Horf 
nod tHkiDg bis Helmet and Lance {rom Vvu "^c^vxv^ 
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went to meet the Prince oiMaroc^ who was making 
towards the beantiful Zamea. * Knight, faid £lme- 
doruSf I come to tell you, you no longer defcrvc 
that Namci fince you ufe Force to poffeft a Prin- 
cefs who loves you not.' * Who are you, anfwetd 
the prottd Zoro^ttcr J who take the Part of a falfe 
Princels, whom I feek after to punifh for her ' 
Crimes 1* * If I am ViSor, repJy*dthe Prince of 
Granada, 1*11 tell you : But let us not waftc our 
Time in Difcourfe.' Then Elmedorus pufh'd at him 
with his Lance, which fhtver'd in a thoufand pie- 
ces ; and Zoroafier at the fame Time broke his a- 
gainft his Enemy; and after that, both brandifli'd 
their glittering Swords in the Air. Zamea trem- 
bling tor her Defender, oflFer'd up her Prayers to 
Heaven ; when Zoroafier^ pierced with Wounds, fell 
at the Feet of the Knight of the Fatal Sword, and' 
cafed her of her Fears. Zamea ran to the Prince 
to ask him if he was not hurt, and feeing fome 
Blood trickling down from a Wound in his Right- 
Arm, bound it up, and began to hope, from what * 
fhe had feen him perform, that he wouldfoon de- 
liver her beloved Almanzon. 

They left the Care of the Prince otMaroc*^ Body 
to his Squire, of whom the Princefs, before their 
Departure, would know how the Queen her Mo- 
ther did, and what the King faid after her Flight.

* all Stratagems to make her confcfs where you 

< was gone with the Prince oflunis. That Princefi 

* feeing that flic could not conceal your Flight with 

* the Prince Almanzon^ and fearing a Purfuit, faid 

* that you was gone to take Sanftuary with the 

* Queen oiGranada, your Aunt. Zamut believed 

< it, and fcnt out Parties on the ^^^^v^^Qftatia^*^ 

* to bring you back lo fcx.% ZiOToaJ^t ysx\:^^^^^'^'^'». 
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* and without ftaying for the Return of thofe \vha» 

* weire fcnt after you, fet out alfo; and within this^^ 

* Year we have traveU'd thro' Spain twice or thrice, 

* till at laft my Mafter's ill Fate brought him into 

* this Mead, where this invincible Knight put an 

* End to all his Misfortunes." 

The Princefs could not forbear crying at the 
Troubles her Mother had undergone upon her Ac- 
count ; but the Prince affuring her that fhe fhould 
foon fee her dear Almanzen SLgaJriy (he mounted her 
Horfe, and fet forwards. The Motion of Riding 
fet Elmedorus*s Arm bleeding afrefh, which Zamea 
ftopp'd with an Herb flie apply'd, and obliged him 
to alight at a little Town there was in the Road, 
and fent his Squire for a Surgeon, who having ex- 
amined the Wound, told him, he muft keep his> 
Bedatlcaft three Day», not wirh (landing thcWound 
was but flight: The Princefs had much ado to get 
the Knight to take a little Reft ; who after he had 
promifed her he would go to Bed, retired to her 
own Chamber. The next Morning being told that 
the Prince was aflcep, fhe waited in her Chamber 
till (he was informed he was awake ; when going 
to his Bed-fide, and asking him how he did, he 
anfwer'd, * I am coe well, Madam, for an unhap- 
•^ py Wretch : Alzayda, during that fmall Sleep into 

* which my Lofs of Blood caft me, has been to re- 

* proach me : I faw her in a Chamber of the fame 
^ Caftle Almanzon is confin'd in; fhe feemed to me 

* to be covered with a Veil of black Gauze, and to 

* reproach me for the little Care I had taken to 

* revenge her Death. I would have thrown myfelf 

* at her Feet, and told her that the OAth I had 

* made to punilh her Enemies, prevented my fol- 

* lowing her ; and that I had not neglcftcd one 

* Moment to find them out ; but the Effort I made 

* to embrace her Knees, waken'd me.* * This 
*^ Dream, reply^d the Vnn:efs^ \% very myflcrious ; 

* Alzayda is not dead, but is, without Difpute, in 

* gljc Sune Triion with my dear Prince." * Ah ! Ma- 
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* dAm, /aid Elmedorus, letting fall 'If or s^ I cannot 
^ doubt of the Veracity of^/^/n^ my Squire, who 
^ faw her dying, and who has told me her dying 
^ Words.' * If I knew your Hiftory, repfy^d thePrhh- 
^ cefs\ and you could put the fame Confidence in 
^ me, as I have done in youi F could ipeak with 
^- the more Certainty : Talmut may tell it me while 

* your Wound is dreffing.' Elmedirus^ could not 
refufe Zamea* The Surgeon came at that Inftant, 
and fhe went out with iTalmut and Adelindd^ leaving 
Almanzton* s Sqviirc to attend the Prince. They went 
into a little Wood behind the Houfe, and having 
fought out a fhady Place, the Princeis and Adelinda 
fat down on the Grafs, with Talmut at their Feet, 
who began the Hiftory of hi$ Maftcr's Life ia thcfe 
Words..

The Hi/lory of Prince Elmedoras, of 
Granada^ and tbeVrincefs KXz^iyA^L^ 

You know, without doubt. Madam, faid ^Ti/- 
mUt, that my Matter is the Son of the King 
oi Granada and his Q^ctnErmendlnt^ whofe Beau- 
ty and Virtue were the Delight of the Court of 
Granada, The Prince was named E^medonts ; and 
fince, for hisglorix)us Exploits, the Knight of the 
Fatal Sword. He began to be known by that.Nanic 
in a War the King his Father made agtinft the 
CapHii^n I^oors, where he performed ASks exceeding 
common Courage ; fo that he was look'd upon as 
the Author of that Peace thofe People were forced 
to fiie for. 

After this War, he asked Leave of the K.vcv'^xs^ 
travel, incognito througVioui S{am>>N\vVi\\ nr^%'^^^'^ 
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him; but the Queen, ifvho doaced on him , oppofed 
it very much, becaufe a Magician her Friend, call'd 
Zamut^ had told her, the Prince would run great 
Dangcrji in his Travels ; but td fccure him, gave the 
Queen an inchanted Ring of a Ruby, cut in the 
Shape of an Heart, which had the Power to deftroy 
all Enchantments when the Point was turn'd up- 
wards.

" won with fb great an Addrefs, that he was admired 
By the whole Court, and afterwards went to receive 
it ^om the Hands of the charming Alzayda. *■ If I 

* had not feen you. Madam, ccntinued Talmut, I 
' fhould fay that the Princefs of Leon was the mod 
' beaudiiil Lady in all Spam : Never was more Ma- 

* jefty accompanied with more Sweeinefs of Tcm^ 

* per; her Hair was of a light Brown, and her Com- 

* plexion fo fine and lively, that nothing could 

* exceed it but her brilliant Eyes ; in ihort, her 

* whole Perfon abounded in Charms.' 
Elmedofusy ravifh*d with fo much Beauty, was loft 

in thought ; and if the King, to whom he had told 
his Name had not juft then made him a Compli' 
ment, to which he was obliged to reply, it would 
have been fome Time before he would have get 
out of that pleafing Trance. When the Races were 
over, the King returned to the Palace, and having 
forced my Prince to accept of an Apartment, he 
wenr and chang'd his Habit, and returned to pafs 
the Evening with the Queen, and had the Happi- 
ne/s o/" talking above two Hours with the Princefs.

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Sweetncfs) attended with a ftriS Modefty, reigned 
in all her Aftions; the which, tho' ir infpired him 
with Love, yet would not allow him to complain, 
Elmedorus was but too fenfible of this tyrannic k 
Power, and retired to his Apartment, the moft in 
Love that Man could be : Every Day after ftrenc- 
then*d his Chains, and render'd them as invincible 
as thofe of Death 

At the fame Time I became acquainted with a 
young Maid of the Princefs's Retinue, named San^ 
cheat for whom I had fomeEfieem, and was inform* 
ed by her, that that admirable Princefs conceiv'd 
an Inclination towards my Mafter, which ihe op-> 
pofed in vain ; and notwithftanding her fevcre Vir- 
tue, fhe was not difplcas'd to fee the Conqueft her 
Eyes had made, but coBcealed her Sentiments fo 
well, thsiV Elmedorus f perceiving no more than a 
bare Civility, doubted whether (he knew how 
much he adored her. Sometimes he would fay 
foftly, and looking full upon her, ^ Divine Alzayddf 
* is It poflible that my Sighs and languiQiing Looks 

< fhould not inform you how much lam in Love, and 

< that my Paflion exceeds all others 1 Can fo pure a 

< Flame offend V And at thofe Times was juft ready 
to declare his Love; but his Refpedl, and the Fear of 
being banifh'd that lovely Princefs's Prefenccj pre- 
vented him. At this Time the Prince of Afiurlas de- 
clared War againft the King of Leon, who, that he 
might not be furprixed by his Enemy, affembled 
his Troops, put himfelf at the Head of them, and 
march*d with Elmedorus, who wou'd accompany him 
to the Frontiers. My Prince could not take his 
Leave of the Princefs but in the Queen's Prefence, 
where fhe was afraid fhe fhould not be Miftrefs 
enough of herfelf to hide her Grief at his going to 
a War, which, it was thought by all Perfons, would 
be very bloody : And the Prince of Granada, for 

, his part, was very much concerned that Ka <iCiN5JA 
not tell her, that to (hcvi Vvo\q xi\\xc\v\C\^ \l\^<i' ^'^ 
con/ecrated to her, he Y{a^ gP^^S^^^^^*-^"^^^^ 
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Father's £nemies. When we arrived on the Fron- 
tiers, where the general Rendevouz of the Army 
was, the ILin^oiLton would have given the Prince^ 
of Gf^^dnada a Command; but he refufed it, faying^ 
that he would have the Honour of fighting near his 
Pcrfon. We were IbmeTime before we could have. 
anOppoi'tunicy of coming to a general Engagement, 
till the Prince, whofe Army was larger than ours, 
prefented one. Both Armies fought with equal 
Courage and ConduS, and Vi£^ory fecm'd to de- 
clare for our Enemies; when my Prince changed 
the Scene of the Battle by killiflg the Prince of 
AfiuridSf whofe Troops, infl'ead of revenging his 
Death, thought only of Flight, and left us the 
Field of Battle. 

This Viftory put an End to the Campagin, 'the 
Encmjr retirea to their Frontiers, and the King, af- 
ter giving my Mafter a thoufand Thanks, return'd 
to Leon* The Queen and Princcft came to meet 
us ; the Roads were crowded with People, who 
laid aloud. That the only way to (ee the King of 
leon Matter of great Part of Sfaltty was to marry 
the Prince of Granada with the Princefs Alzayda. 
Elmedorusy finding the Occafion favourable to fpeak 
of bis Love, went up to Alzayda*s Chariot, with 
whom there was none but SancheMy and faid to her,

* /)/^V Alxiiyda, ^//(fP?/^^, if it is the Will of the Gods 

* to unite the Crowns of Leon and Granada, it 

* would be in vain fdr me to refift it ; but let me 
^ fva/t till they declare themielves by Voices lefs 

* mnwltuous; and give me Lea.\c dW \ikfctv^xo 4.o\x\i^ 
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* of their grofound Decrees, and not force me. ta 

* forget the Viftory we owe you, to remember ihc 

* Crime you commit in (peaking to me of Love, 

* which I out^ht not to riften to without the Con- 

* fcnt of the King and Queen.* * I have no reafon 
^ to believe they will rcfufe me it, anfnveYd the 
^ Prince ; but as I cannot doiibt, Madam, but I have 

* the Misfortune to difpleafe you, I fliall punifh- 

* this rafh Heart, which harbours a guilty Flame 

* too much, fince it is difown'd by the Lady who 

* firft gave it birth.' The King, who then came 
up to Alzayda*s Chariot, prevented her making £/- 
tnedofus any Reply ; but whatever Conftraint flic 
put herfelf under to conceal the Regard flie had 
for him, (he made him a Sign to retire, with fo 
fwcet and obliging a Look, that he forgot all the 
fivere Things (he faid before .^ From that Day E/w*- 
ioTUs began to hope, and redoubled his Cares and 
Love with fo much Refpefb and Tendernefs, thac 
the beautiful AlfLayda declared (he (hould not oppo(e 
his Pa(fion, if the King her Father approved it. 

At thatTime, Madam, continued the Squire, the 
P):ince of Mar$t*s Challenge was brought to Court,, 
and my Mafter asked the King and Princcfs's Con- 
fbnt to go to maintain her Charms. Alzayda refu- 
fed him with a Modefty which rendered her more 
dcferving of the Care Elmedorus would take to gaia 
the Viftory for her ; but the King, who loved her 
tenderly, and who Was pleafed to find that the 
Prince of Granada had an Inclination for his Daugh- 
ter, gave him Leave to go and call himfelf her 
Knight, and obliged the Princefs to give him a 
Scarf (he wore that Day to hang the Sword on he 
won at the Horfe- Races. The Pirincefs obey 'd. with 
fo obliging a Bluih, that my Prince never difputed 
but that with thefe Marks of his Happinefs he 
ihould overcome Zcroafier^ and all the Knights in 
the World ; and taking his Leave of the King, . 
Queen, and AJzayda, fet forward on his ^ourae^ 
to Fez,* 
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We travelled feveral Days without any Adven- 
ture befalling us, till we came to the Sea-fide* 
which we were to crofs to Afrkkf where we went 
on board a VeiTel that we found there juft go- 
ing o£F; but, Madam, we were no fooner out at 
Sea, but a fudden Sleepinefs feizM us that we could 
not refift. When we awaken'd, we found ourfelves 
in a magnificent Palace, built on an Ifland in the 
Atlantkk Ocean. All that could be dafired to make 
a Place agreeable, was found here, whether for the 
Noblenels of the Buildings, the Richnefs of the 
Furniture, or the Beauty of the Gardens, and fine 
Fountains and Canals. The Woods about abound- 
ed with Arbours of JefTamin, and fine Walks of 
Orange and Pomgranate Trees, where the Birds, 
by their fweet harmonious Concerts, rayiHi'd the 
S^nfes \ in fliort, a perpetual Spring reign'd in this 
heavenhy Abode. Elmedorus was very much furpri- 
zed to find himfelf in fo beautiful a Palace ; and 
while he was rcfleSing how he came there, he 
law A beautiful Lady cntcv, foUow'd by a great 
many lovely Nymphs. • ElmedoruSy J aid the Lady to 
him, the Gods, to whom the Lives of Heroes are 
always dear, informed me that the Tournament 
at Fez would be fatal to you ; therefore be not 
difpleas'd with me for preventing your going to 
a Place fo fatal to your Life. No Lady can dis- 
pute with Aizayda the Prize of Beauty ; and Zoro- 
after s Challenge cannot aflFcft her Charms. As 
foon as the Time of this dangerous Diverfion is 
paffed, the fame Veffel that brought you h'her, 
fliall carry you a much fliorterWay to the charm- 
ing Princefs oiLeon^ if nothing here can detain 
you.' * Nothing can keep me from my Princefs, 
interrupted the Prince in a Pajfion ; and tho* I fee 
here all that is moft perfeft in Nature, I fliould 
have been better pleafed, if the Gods would have 
j^ermitted me to have dy*d fighting for, and 
^ njaintaining the Charms of rtve "Dv>?\tv^ AliLasda^ 
^ tAsn tolujguiOi out my Day« altWAl>\&w^^^ «^ 
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* her bright iPyes.* * W4^~/aidthe Lady^ prefenthg 

* him her Hand to lead htm into the Garden^ Time will, 

* perhaps, n^ake you change your Mind.* 

After two or three Turns in the Flower-Gardcn, 
where there were very beautiful Statues, fhe pro- 
pofed to him to run with one of her Nymphs in a 
long Alley of Orange-Trees ; telling him that all 
the Knights whom Fortune brought thither, were 
obliged to try their Swiftnefs with Vrhpa^ which 
was the Name of the Nymph. Elmedorus^ unwilling 
to be the firft that ihould break through that Cuf- 
tom , tho* he knew not the Myftery of it, fet out at 
the fame Time with that Nymph, and was at the 
End of the Alley above twenty Yards before her; 
but found himfelf fo dry with that Exercife, -that he 
drank plentifully at a Fountain that ftood at the 
End of the Race, tho* the Water was of a blackilh 
Colour, and difagreeable Ta(!e. He had no fooner 
fwallow'd this Water, bur he thought of never lea- 
ving this Place: Alzayda was blotted out of hU 
Heart, and his Paffion dccreafing, when void of 
the Remembrance of the Perfon, he believed the 
Fairy Defideria to be the Objeft ; and approaching 
her, received the Compliments fhe made him for 
vanquifliing Liriopa with fo tender an lAir, that the 
Fairy applauded herfelf in her Succefs. When it 
was Night, we return'd to the Palace, where we 
had a delicious Supper, and after ic a charming • 
Concert of Mufick, which concluded the Evening. 
Then the Prince retired to his Apartment, where 
he flept all the Night, without thinking of the 
beautiful Alzayda. 

I have been Hnce informed, that the enchanted 
Fountain, which made fuch a prodigious Change 
in ElmedofUSy took its Rife from the River Styx ; and 
that the Fairy, by an extraordinary Charm, had 
added to its natural Virtue that.ofrendring herfelf 
the ObjeQ: of the Knight's Love. I was told, more- 
over, by one of her Nymphs> that DeJWttVa ^-jSSjccv^ 
ojie Day thro* Leoyi, to %«LtVv^x tom^ Vi»^^ ^^^ 
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Mountains whkh furrounded that Kingdom, and 
feeing the Prince of Granada^ fhe conceived a vio- 
lent Pai&on for him, and refolved to get him to 
her Ifland ; that the Opportunity of the Tourna- 
ment feem*d favourable to her ; and that fhe laid 
that fatal VefTel on the Coaft which brought us to 
her Palace. The Prince, charmed with the Boun- 
ties of the Fairies, paffed his Time very happily : He 
could wiHi for nothing but he had it ; and the 
Fairy amufed him agreeably by a thoufand new 
PiverHbns : Sometimes thefe two Lover5, accom- 
panied by Nymphs finely dre's'd, were drawn in 
Chariots of Ebony by white Unicorns to the Sea^ 
fide, where the Fifh in Obedience to thelnchant- 
nients of Defideria, hung themfelves on the Hooks 
which the Prince threw out for them ; fometimes 
on Horfes as fwift as Deer, they hunted the mofi: 
favagc Beafts, which could nor avoid the fatal 
Darts which Elmedorus threw at them, but fell 
before him ; and fometimes, yielding to fofter Pica- 
furesf they diverted themfelves in feeing the Shep- 
herds and Shepherdefles dancing on the ilowry 
Meads; but more often pleafed themfelves In tender 
Converfations, without any Witneffcs to their Loves, 
and paffed whole Days in tht mofi dark and fhady 
Parts of the Wood, where they could be the molt 
retired. 

One Day when the Prince, impatient to fee his

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« comes nigh her Beauty : * And faying thefeWtrdff 
gave him her PiBure, ElmedoruSy amamed at thefe 
Keproaches, and ftruck with thofe Features which 
he had fo long adored> remain'd for fome Time diP* 
trailed* * Throw off this Inehantment which makes 
^ thee a Slave, continued this Stranger ; why kail 
"• thou forgot to make ufe of the Ring which the 

* Queen thy Mother gave thee when at Granada f^ 

* turn it up on that Side on which it hears its Fata* 

* lity, and hehold its Divine Virtue.* 
'Elmedorusy coming to himfelf at this Difcourfe of 

tl\e InchanterZ^;»^> looked on his Finger, and faw 
that his King was turned with the Point down- 
wards ; and rollowing the Advice of this wife Ma- 
gician, found him fell to be the fame as when he 
was at Leon, He blufhed with Rage and Anger for 
the Time he had wafted with the Fairy Defideria ; 
and bein^bour to ask Zamat how he fliould get 
out of thht Ifland, could not find him. In hafte to 
go and deliver the Princefi, he ran to the Palace, 
and ordered me to get the Horfes ready. Juft as 
we were going, the Fairy, informed of his Intent, 
came to ftop him ; but without being moved by her 
. Words or Tears, we left her Palace, and the in- 
chanted Ifle. We found a VefTel in the Port ready 
to fail y and foon reached the Continent again, 
where, mounting our Horfes, we purfu'd our Jour- 
nej. One Morning as we were coming out of a 
thick Foreft, we few a Knight arm'd Cap-a-pee,. 
mounted on a ftately Courfer, who came and ac- 
coftcd my Prince. ' Elmedorus^ faid i&f, I am the 
« Knight, the Revenger of Infidelities; and that 
< thou haft been guilty of towards the FairyDf/We- 

* ria^ cannot be repaired but by thy Death. I am her 
« Brother, and am as welUkiird in Inchantments; 

* but believing my felf able, by my Courage, to make

* fhall only make ufe of my Sword.* * Let ijs fee 

* then, faid Elmedorus, drawing hi Sy if viLi^^'^4».Tw« 

^ jerous as ihy Charms, uu^ il \ cwtiSvxA ^ ^^^ 
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^ Place in Inchantcrs, as well as in other Knights.' 
In faying thefe Words he turned his Horfe half a- 
bom> and attack'd the Knighc with a furprizing 
Valour : They fought both dcfperately ; and the 
Prince feeing that he bled, rcdouble4 his Fury, 
and threw his Enemy to the Ground, and fetting 
his Foot upon his Throat, faid to him, Thou muft 
^ own that thy Enchantments would have been of 

* more Service to thee than thy Sword.* * I confcfs, 

* fald the Knight^ that my Life is in your Power.* 

• Rife then, faid Elmedorus I give it thee, to acquit 

• myfelf of what I owe to Dejideria ;* and helping 
him to get up and mount his Horfe, left him full 
of Shame and Raee. In the mean Time we were 
forced to ftop at tne firft Houfe wc could come at, 
to ftop the bleeding of my Prince's Wounds ; and 
putting him to bed, notwithftanding 4is extreme 
Defireto fee his Princefs, I went for a Surgeon, 
•who told me that his Wounds were very dangerous. 
I declare, Madam, that at this News I was fcnfibly 
concerned ; but the Gods, who referved this unhap- 
py Prince for greater AffliSions, fent us a Succour 
which I could not cxpeft ; for while the Surgeon 
was probing the Wounds, the Matter of the Cot- 
tage, where we had taken up our Quarters, came 
in, and feeing the Wounds, went out and rcturn'd 
prefeatly with his Hands full of Herbs, which he 
bruized, and dipping CompreiTes in the Juice, ap- 
ply'd them, and affured my Mafter he fhould be 
perfeftly cured in two Days. My Prince found his 
Hoft's Words to be very true ; and after having 
recompenc"d him for his Charity, fet forward for 
Lew ; and in our Way we were informed, by a 
Perfon whom we met, of all the Changes that had 
bappen'd during our Abfence. 

How that Afmonadus^ Prince of EpremadurAf a 

cruel and wicked Magician, falling m Love with 

the Princefs, and being refufed by the good King 

her Father, to revenge h\m^e\t, U\<i ^v^^^ v^Iaw^ 

which he found dcfencclcfe^ ^udi m^i^ Vytcv^^^ 
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Matter of it, and put the King and Queen to 
death. That be kept the Princefs a Priloner in 
the Palace, and hj feeming RefpeS: and Pre- 
fents, endeayour'd to make her forget his Crimes; 
but that that g;enerous Princefs, defpifing his Love 
as much as his Hatred, fpent her Days in Sorrow 
and Affli&ion ; and that for the laft Fortnight ihe 
had been very ill. This melancholy News had a 
terrible Effeft on the Heart o{ Elmedorus^ who fell 
into a Swoon. His Wounds broke open again, and 
were attended with a violent Fever, which brought 
him almofl: to Death's door. His Uneafinefs for the 
Misfortunes of the Princefs, made him fend me 
direSly away to Leon. I found the Palace all in 
Confufion, no Gentries at the Gates, and went in- 
to Alzayda*s Apartment without Hindrance: But 
when I came Jinto her own Chamber, O Heavens! . 
what a Sight did I behold ? Her Face was as pale 
as Death, her Eyes half fhut, and her Mouth half 
open ; in (hort, there appeared no Signs of Life in 
her. My Surprize and Grief were i«kgreat, that I 
could not help crying out, which made Sanchea^ who 
fot by that dying Beauty all in Tears, turn her

« dead, anfweted /, but would have been here, had 

* not the News oif the Princefs's Illnefs put him 

* in danger of his Life.' Juft Heavens ! cry^d 

* Sunchea, what Fatality hangs over the unhappy 

* Houfe of Lfon ! The Pnncefs, continued that Maid, 
.* had Courage enough to refift all the Cruelties of 

* Afmonadus : But flie could not bear the Lofs of 

* ElmedortfSf whom that perfidious Tyrant told her 

* WAS kill'd in a Duel ; but from that Moment fhe 

* has fliewn no Token of Life : In vain I conjure 

* her to give me fome Signs that (he knows me^ 
^ but can get nothing from Vv^ Vox ^^^^^ ^v^'^- 
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• licious Joy, which increafes her Grief. But let 

< us try if the News you bringi can recall her to 

< Life; go to her, and fpeak to her as from the 

< Prince/ « Madam, //?/^ / to the PrttJee/s, takmg up 
*< one of her fair "Bands, andfqueezjng It to waken her^ 

* ElmedoTHs is not dead ; he lives for you ; will you 

* forfake him V At this Name, fo dear to her, {he 
open'd her Eyes, and turning them towards me, 
feem'd as if me wanted to know who I was. * I 

< am, Madam, continued /, Talmut, whom the Prince 

* of Granada has fent to let you know how much 

• he can aflure you of his refpeftful PafSon/ * ^al- 

* muty /aid fhey I have no Share in this Life; but 

* tell your Mailer, that as I die for him, I would 

• have him live to revenge me.' And in finifhing 
thefb Words, which I could but juft hear, ihe feu 
into her former Lethargy ; and Afmonadus coming 
in, I retired ; but, I was no fooner upon the Stair- 
cafe, but I heard a Cry, The Trincefs Is dead. With 
Grief I returned to the Prince, and not daring to 
let him know the Truth, I told him x}^9ii Ahayda was 
better; but he feeing in my Face the Marks of 
the Tears which 1 had ihcd, no longer doubted of 
his Misfortune. 

All thatllage could infpire and invent^ this mi- 
ferable Prince faid and did ; and if I had not told 
him the Commands of that dying Princefs, he 
would not have furvived her Death a Moment.

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Sanchea could not be perfuaded to leave* and that the 
Palace was (hut up. I thought it to no purpofe to 
make any further Inquiry, but return'd to tell my 
Mafter that AfmoriMdus was gone from Lean ; which 
increafed that unhappy Prince's Grief the more. 
However, refolv'd to find him out, we fet forward 
for Eftremadufaf believing that for Fear of the Peo- 
ple's rifing at the Sight rf their Prfncefs's Body, ht 
was gone to bury her in his own Dominions : £uc 
there we could not find him. Since then, the un- 
fortunate Elmidortis has trayell'd thro' all Spain to 
find his Enemy, and for this Year has pafs'd his 
Kights in the Forefts, and his Days in Places where 
he hoped to fatisfy his Revenge. 
« I could not have believ'd,//it/V/*^e Princefs Zamca^ 

* aftet the Squire had made an End of his Relation j that 

• I could have been fcnfible of any other Perfon's 
« Misfortunes after my own ; but the Prince of 
« Granada*s are very moving , let us go and comforc 

* him/ At the fame Time the Princefs got up, and 
return'd to the Houfe ; and then going into Elme^ 
/forir/s Chamber, faid, * Indeed, Sir, yourMisfor- 
^ tunes are able to draw Tears from others Eyes 

• befides your own ; and for my part, I could not re* 
^ frain.' * Madam, r«^/y'<if the Prince^ I fhould tell you 

• that the Compaffion of fo great a Princefs as your 
« felf foftcns them ; but, amiable Zamea^ mine are 
< of fuch a Nature, as to admit of no Comfort bur 

* from Death.' * I hope for an happier End, aji^ 
« fwerd the Princefs of Fez, fince I have heard your 

• Hiftory and doubt not but the admirable Alzayda 

• is yet living. ^Twotj^^wi knowing of your Return^ 

• and fearing your Prefence, certainly took the 

* Princefs of Leon away in that Sv7oon, whicli made 
« your Squire believe me was dead ; and to conceal 
^ her, keeps her a Prifoner, as I told you this Morn- 

* ning, in that fatal Caftle from whence you are to 
< deliver the Prince of Tunis : Tis what the In- 

« chanter Zamat would have you to wcv^i^x^^'cvWsj^ 

* the Dream ; and we have i[\o o^c«w^o^ ^^"L^^

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-* thing but your Health, and the Ring he gave you,

* the Fates have depriv'd me of that friendly Affif- 

< tancc.' * Your Courage, anfwerd the Frincefsf

* Health/ And after thele Words, Zii;»/tfy fearing 
ihe ihould difcompofe.him by too long a Difcourfe, 
retired. 

The next Day the Princels took a Walk in the 
fame Wood again, attended by Adellnda and the 
Prince of Tums's Squire, where, after feme Turns, 
fhe fat down in the lame fhady Place that iTalmtit had 
given her the Hifiory of his Mailer's Life in : But had 
not been lon^ fat down before fhe heard a Per (on 
talking loud, faying, * Imuft own. Madam, the In-

' Hatred ; 1>utl would have you moderate it, and 

* returntotheCrTJ/^rylflands." * No, Fhenlfay reflyi

Zamea^ curious to fee this Ssrangcr, in the Sound 

of whofc Voice there was fomcthmg very moving, 
^ot up, and advancing forwards, faw two young 
Knights fat on the Grafs; and not doubting, by 
what (he had heard, of the Realbn that obliged 
this StrangcrtoconccalherSex, and charm'd with 
her Youth and Beauty, ran to her with open Arms, 
and faid, • Lovely Princefs, be not difpleas'd that 

< Chance has let me. know that I can give you 

* fach tender Proofs of Fricndfhip, as none that fee 
^ /ou can refufe, I am an unVia'g^^ ^rm5:.^^^> con«

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us complain together ; it may h^lp to comfort us/ 
Whatever Reaibn I may have to be angry that I 
am known, reply* d the Princefs of the Ginaries, I 
have BO Caufe to be difpleas'd at the happy Op- 
portunity of mingling Tears with fo illuftrious a 
Perfon, which may contribute to afTwage great 
AfflidioDs. But ihe Misfortune you heard me 
complain of, is certainly fo injurious, that nothing 
but the Death «f him who was the Caufe of it can 
make an Atonement.' * The Death of an Enemy 
who once was dear to us, anfijuer* d ZAxnen.^ and 
whofometimes remains fo, tho* we don't think ir, 
is not always a certain Remedy. But, my Princef% 
xentiftud Jbe^ it is not now a proper Time to difpute 
about your Revenge ; feme Days Acquaintance 
may gain me more of your Friendfhip, and thenr 
I may convince you«':}Let us think now of a lit- 
tle Refrefhment, after your Fatigues, in a fmall 
Habitation, where the Wounds of a great Prince 
keep me fome Days.* This Piece of Fricndfhip of 
the beautiful Z^meas the Princefs of the Canaries 
could not refift, but went with her to the Cottage* 
The Prince of Grtf;74^ was furprized to fee fo 
beautiful a Knight with the Princefs otFezs Buc 
the charming Zamea having told him the Adven- 
ture, he oftcr'd the Princefs of the Canaries his 
Arm and Sword to revenge her. < I have no need o£ 
any other Hand but my own, Generous Knight» 
faidjhey to punifh the falfe Wretch ; for (hould 
another fpill his Blood, his Death would coft mc 
Tears.' * I told you, Madam, r^^^VZamea, that 
this ungrateful Man was dearer to you than you 
believ'd : You are afraid of trufting your Revenge 
into too fure Hands.' V Judge not fo ill of my 
Hatred, anfiuer'dihe Frlncefsofthe Canaries : If ever 
you felt that cruel Paffion, you muft grant that 
the Pleafure of revenging an Injury one** fclf i* 
very fenfiblc.' * I can fee nothing in all you fa\{^ 
fair Princefs, faid Zamca, but a ^\^%\x\^'t^ Vss^'e.\ 
And if rhc too-happy A/i»Js:,irvi«i%vj vg^^^^^^^^^^ 
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-* Feet, bis Sighs and Repentance would foon^ 
^ abate your Paffion than his Death.* The Sur- 
geon coming to drefs the Prince's Wounds, the 
PrinccfTes retired to their own Chamber, where 
their charming Converfation cuhivated an extraor- 
dinary Love and Friendfliip. The Princefs Zamea 
Jhaving obliged the Princels of the Canaries to pro- 
mife not to go without her, fince they were both 
to go to Granada f defired her the next Day to in- 
form her of AUnzors Infidelities ; which the lovely 
Princefs of the Canaries did in thcfe Words : 

The Hijlory ^Zalmayda Trincefs of the 
Canary Ijlands^ and the Prince of 
Numidia. 

YOtJ know already. Madam, faid Zalmayda^ 
That I am the Princefs of the Canary Iflands, 
'but may be ignorant that my Mother died in Child- 
Bed of me, and that my Father did not furvive her 
many Years. I was left under the Care of the 
Princefs ZanttUa^ my Mother's Sifter ; and during 
my Infancy, my Father committed the Government 
of my Dominions to the Prince of the Summer Id^ndis^ 
who was a prudent Prince, and very fit to govern 
fo headftrong a People as my SubjcSs. But Love, 
unhappily for me, made him think that the greateft 
of all Bleffings was to be beloved by me. Thb 
Princefs ZantiUa ufedatll her Power with me, and re- 
prefcntcd continually, that a Scepter was too weigh- 
ty for me to hold ; and that the Canariansy ufed to 
the Government of Zenorus^ which was his Name, 
would be pleafcd to fee my Crown upon his -Head. 
All lict Arguments were of no Force with mc ; 1 
cctild not like Zeno¥Us \ and tV\^ "^.^t^wmv^iTvV^Wd 
of being a great Soiccrcr, ga^c t^^ ^^^^ ^"^ KN^tx- 
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fion to him I could never overcome ; though he ha« 
ferved me after fuch a Mannery that I ought to have 
all the Obligation in the World to him. 

The Court of the Canaries Was in this Condition^. 
when I had a great Defire to go to the Temple of 
Dianay which ftood upon the Continent. The Prin- 
cefs ZantUU could not undertake this Voyage, b^ 
reafon of an Indifpofition (he lay under; and Ze- 
ftorus was gone to quell an Infurrefiion in his own 
Dominions. I cmbark*d only with this Maid yoti 
fee with me, and fome Slaves, by reafon I had a 
mind to perform this Pilgrimage incognito. VV6 
landed aner a pleafant Voyage at the neareft Sea- 
port to the Temple, from whence I went in a Cha- 
riot to fome fine long-fhadcd Walks, which led di- 
reftly to the Temple great Gates. VVhen the Sacri- 
fices began, I went in ; and during the Ceremonies 
ebferved over againft me a young Knight of an ad- 
mirable Shape, who looked at me fo earneftly, that 
he made me bluih : But difcovering in his Face a ' 
thoufand Charms, my Thoughts were more intent 
to watch him, than on the Hymns tliat were fung 
to the Honour of the Goddefs. VVhen the Sacrifiees 
were over, I went out of the Temple, and was fol- 
low'd throua;h all the Walks by this Kniphi like my 
Shadow- Wherever I went, he Wi»8 nigh me ; and 
his £yes always meeting mine, we kindled in each 
other's Breaft a pure and everlafting Flame. This 
Effeft of Sympathy was fo extraordinary, that thi»^ 
Knight, who was the Prince oi'Namidia, could not 
forbear fpeaking to me, and offering me hisHand^r 
to help me into ray Chariot ; and I, in the Per- 
plexity of Thought whether, or no, I fhould accept 
of the AfBftance of a Stranger, could not tell how 
to refufe him. * Madam, faid he, I muft be wcU 
« beloved by the Goddcfs we worfhip in this Place, 

* to have infpired her Veftal not to offer my Sacrifices 
« till to-morrow, fince by this Delay (he has fhewn 

* me the moff admirable Pcrfon the Gods cve.^ C^x^^- 

* td/ Certainly than Lady VIavxlf^VKi35^^^^»KS^^% 
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reply d ly unmUlng to take fi jtattitiitg s Speech Umy 
felf\ for I faw no Woman that attrafied mv Eyes/ 
The Reafon is. Madam » reply* d the held AlinzoF, 
you faw not your felf| (ince you knew not your 
felf in that beantiful P^oni whofe tyrannick 
Power I feel/ < Sir, fald /, with afirioMs Ah^ the 
Cufloms of your Country are undoubtedly different 
from thofe of mine ; for I cannot beliere that fo 
accompliflx'd a Knight would otherwife be wanting 
in the Refped that is due to my Sex and Rank* 
If the Laws of fome Nations admit of Silence near 
the adorable Objed of their Paffion, fepfy*d Alinzor, 
I muft confcfs the Nttmidianst whofe S07ereJgn I- 
am, arc of fo violent and paffionate a Nature, 
that — — • * Say alfo, and fo inconftant, replfd I 
laughing* *" Indeed, fald Alinzor, that horrible 
Crime is laid to our Charge: But, Charming 
Stranger, your Eyes can give no Chains but what 
Are la(ling ; therefore you need not fear this fable 
Hue of my Country.' * I am more afraid of your 
Maxims, reply* d I -y and for the fhort Time that we 
are together, kt us forget them, I befeech yon, 
for I have no mind to change Laws with you , buc 
as a Knight, you ought to follow mine.* * With 
all my Heart, reply* d the Ftlnce ; I fwcar by your 
fair Hands to have no other.' * Begin then, att^ 
fwer*d i, from this Inftant ; let me get into my 
Chariot, and be content with this fhort Acquain- 
tance without accompanying me any further.* I 
bwn,Madam,I fliould have been very forry if he had 
obey'd me, and that I was very well plcas'd to find 
him at my Chariot-Door, when I came to alight. 1 
made him fome Reproaches; but they were fo faints 
ly fpoken, as to be no Hindrance to his leading me 
into my Apartment ; where growing bolder, I fur- 
vey'd all his Charms. If, Fair Princefs, you knew 
that Lovely Traytor, you would excufe fo odd a 
Conduft in one of my Age: And if fparkling black 
"Eyes, finely cut, and full of Fire, a majeftickFore- 
Aeac/j a Mouth of white Teeth fct within ruby lipi, 
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A delicate and noble Shapei Wit which render\l 
fais ConTerfation bewitching, are Charms fufRcient 
for an Excufoi I am undoubtedly innocent : But no- 
thing can excufe me but that Sympathy which a- 
nites Hearts in aa inevitable Chain> notwithftand- 
ingall the.EflForts of Reafon* And this fatal Incli- 
nation engaged me to ftay the remaining Part of 
that Day and the next, to be Witnefs of the Sacri- 
fice he was to offer ta Diana* 

The next Morning he met me in the- Walks lead- 
ing to the Temple ; and as he had been told by Fbe^ 
nifa that I defign*d to go away after the Ceremonyt 
he came arm*d» to be ready to follow me. His Hel- 
met was ihaded with red and white Feathers ; on 
his Arm he bore a light Shields on whioh there was 
the Rcprefentation of Lightning breaking out of a 
Cloud) and drawing after it a Cuptd^ and thefo 
Words, 1 am nofooner homf but I die* As foon as he 
ikw me, he came to me, and prefenting me hi« 
Hand, led me. into the Temple* where he was more 
intent ujpon gazing at me, than imploring the Affif- 
tance ot the Goddefs he invoked; for which I re- 
proach'd him after the Ceremony was over, and to. 
which heanfwer'd, * Madam, when I came here I 
wanted to confult the Goddefs; but my Fate is 
fince changed : Tou are my Altar and my Goddefs, 
and your Eyes the Oracles I ought to confulr. 
Reproach me not for the Neglea of Latorta's

miferable/ * If your Fate depends on me, reply d /, 
I would try if I could not create a Love in your 
Heart that would not die fo foon/ « Ah ! Ma- 
dam, cffdhe^ going to fcraub out that Device t but that 
1 would net Ulhimy vou have created a Paffion which 
fliall never be fubjea to Death : My Flame ia^as 
immortal as the Beauty is that gave it Birth, apd 
fliall burn for ever. But that it 9iay live with 
< Pleafure, ypu mnft nor, Charming Zalma^da,^ bo. 
? angry that you gave it BeW, ^^^^J<u^^^ 

C 4 *" ^**^ 
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* laughing^ to have the Glory of rendring a Numidian 

* faithful, I will gram you your RcQueft : But take 

* care, Alinzor^ left I experience before Sun-fet that 

* the Lightning triumphs oyer Love.* 

AUnz<» fwore athoufand Times that nothing IhouM 
ever make him change his Sentiments ; and tmfting 
to Oaths as inconftant as his NitmidUn Sands, let him 
know all the Tendemefs I had for him before we 
arrived at the Port where we were to part : For I 
would not permit him to go along with me to the 
Canaries^ for fear the Princefs ZantilU (hould not ap* 
prove my Condu& But unable tb be long feparated 
Srom him» I bid him come to our Ifland the Day 
we celebrated the Feaft of the Sun. Alinzer recei- 
ved this Command with Grief; for when he had 
led me on board my VefTel, I faw him turn about 
to hide his Tears ; a^d when we were failing out 
of the Harbour, I faw him with hin Hands lifted up 
ro Heaven fall into his Squire's Arms. Such Marks 
of his Love fully perfuaded me that the Prince of 
Numtdla was only worthy my Tendemefs ; and 
pofTefsM with this Paffion, I arrived at the Canaries 

• much changed from what I was when I left them. 
The Princefs my Aunt and Zenoras came to receive 
jne with a tender and obliging Zeal, which I an* 
fwer*d only by broken Words and Sighs : Zavtllla 
took no Notice, or did not obierve mc ; but Zenorus- 
by his Science knew that he had a Rival belov'd, 
and that that Rival was the Prince of Numtdla ; and 
fccm'd fo grieved, that tho* he attended me to my 
Palace* he faid nothing to me. 

I pafled my Time moft an End with Phemfa in- 
reckoning how lon^ it would- be to the Feaft of the 
Sun, and in inventing luch QrelTcs as might fet off 
that fmali Stock of Beauty the Gods had left me 
with* And it may not. Madam, continued Za}mky» 
da^ be difpleafingto beinfbrnied of the Cuftom 
of this Feaft. On the firft Day of Summer the L'a- 
cfJes, all richly drefsM, place ihemfelves on Scaf- 

fotds ere&eid (or thut Puruofe a\oii?,^\w^^^ ^\>8^ ^x: 
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Orange- Trees that leads to the Tempje of the Sun« 
where there is a Statue adorn'd with Jewels placed 
en an Altar of white Marble. At the Gate of tho 
Temple there fl'ands a wonderful Tree, the Leaves 
of which produce continually a gentle and a^ree-* 
ableDeWy which dropping into great Veffels of Por« 
phyry, ferves to water all the Lands and Gardens, 
and makes Amends, after a wonderful Manner, for 
the Cruelty of Nature, which refufes us thofe gen- 
tle Showers the refrof the World enjoy. ^ This Fcaft 
is made to obtain this neceffary Liquor *, and chat 
Year the Lot fell upon me toprefent the OSerings ; . 
when, pleafcd with the Thoughts of appearing that 
Day in ^ extraordinary aDre^, I negleaed nothing 
that could give a Luftre to my i^atural Charms. 

As foon as it was Day I came from my Palace, 
reprefenting the Goddefs Flora in a Chariot a« 
dorn*d with Feftons of Flowers, and drawn by fi» 
white Horfe;*- My Habit was a Silver Gaufe, work*d 
full of all forts of Flowers in the moft natural and 
lively Colours ; my Breaft was ftuck full of Jeffa- 
mine and Rofes, and my Hair platted with Lilies 
and Orange-Flowers. On my Head I had a Crown* 
of Pomgranates and Tuberofes, and behind mc there 
hung down a Veil of the fame with my Habit, and 
fkftcn'd at the bottom to the Left-fide of my Gown ; 
f^nd in my Hands I carried a Basket of Flowers. 
The Attendants, of the Goddefs I reprcfented fol- 
low'd me, and Pomona and Veftumnus carried noble 
Baskets of the fineft Fruits in Seafon. In this Order, 
accompanied wich Bands of fincMufick cloath'd gal^* 
lantly like Shephei^ds, we arrived at the facred TreCy 
where I alighted out of my Chariot^ and laying my 
STofegay upon an Altar built for that Purpofc, left 
it to be refre(h*d by that divine Water, P()»«w/f and' 
Viftumnus doing the fame. Then taking up our 
Baskets again, we went into the Tcmpf^, where 
we madea Sacrificeof our Flowersiiod Fruits upon 
a little Altar of Chryftal fer in Gold» by fettm^ 
firatathc IbcenTe wbicht Yias w^q^v ^'?">\^^'i^V«^^'t-, 
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f ccntcd Woods, which perfumed the Temple with a 
ravifhing Odour. During this Ceremony an Hymn 
was fung to the Sun, to accept eur Vows ana Of- 
ferings, and to continue that heavenly Dew* After 
this, we return'd back in the fame Order we 6ime; 
but not without my obferving wiicther the-F^ince 
of Numldia was there. I was very uneafy.not t# 
find him ihere ; but thought to^e him at a Tourr 
naraent Zenorus made upon my Account. I waited 
with Impatience for the Hour when this Diverfion 
XfAs to begin, and, I believe^ made all the Ladies 
angry, for keeping them fo long on the ScaflFolds 
before the Lifts were open'd. At laft the Judges, 
of the Field having open'd the Rail, I faw a Knight 
enter, who, by his Shape and Air, feem'd very like 
the falfe Mnzor ; and I never doubted but that it 
was him, when I faw him Vidor. I made myfelf 
ready to give him a Scarff of Blue and Gold, which 
I had worn that Day with all the Pleafure imagi- 
nable : But when he kneel'd before me, and lifted 
%ip his Vifor, and I found it was not AUnzor^ I had 
fcarcc Strength enough to give him the Prize. I 
return'd to my Palace in a violent Rase and Paffion. 
Phefiifa endeavour*d to miike me think that the 
Prince of NumtUa was not fb guilty as I believed, 
but that fome important A&air had detain'd him 
againft his Will- 

The Princefs ZanfilU was.farpriz*d at my Grief, 
and could not imagine what troubled me : But Zeno^ 
rujy knowing that he never ihould be able to difpofe 
me to marry him fo long as Ilov*d J/rir«or, endeavour^- 
ed to engage me to make him the Confidant of my 
Paffion. ^ Madam, /aid he U me one Day^ if I faw that 

* ray Rival was defcrving of your Love, I fkould 

* forbear my Rcmonftrances : Buttofuffer themoft 
< beautiful Perfon in the World to figh for a falfe 

• Prince,* who, not content with forgetting the 

• P/incefs he has adored, prefers anoiher inot Mif- 
^ erefs of half her Charms') before her ; is — * 
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* an End o{<whathe was going to fay ^ if you can make 

* me fenfible that the Prince of Numidia is incon- . 
t ftanty I promife you to hate him as much as I love 

« him.' * It'ihall be your own Fault, Madam, tf»- 
« fwer*d Zenorusi if thofe bright Eyes of yoUrsfee 
< him not this Day at the Feet of one of the Beau- 

* ties of his Court/ You may believe, my Princef^^ 
continued Zalmayda, that I could not refufe an oif- 
f er fo agreeable to niy Jealoufy* As foon as it was 
Night, the Prince of the Summer Iflands ,took me 
and Phemfd with him in his Chariot, drawn by fl][- 
ing Dragons, who, cutting the Air with a furpri- 
zing Swiftnefs, alighted in the Gardens of Alinzor]^ 
Palace, which were lighted by vaft Numbers of 
Lamps; -wYitr^ Alinzor, regardiefsof a fine Concert 
ofMufick that was playing, was laid at the Feet of 

\ ft young Numldtan, who in my Eyes feem'd to have 
nothing engaging in her Perfon. Struck at this 
Sight, I would have call'd out to him ; hut Zemrns - 

' would not give me Time ; the Chariot llew away, 
and all I could do, was to drop my .Pi£lure as 
nigh the falfe Vrintc of Numidia as I poflibly could. 
As foon as we got to the Canaries again, I ihut up 
myfelf and Fhemfa in my Clofet, and fpent all'thac 
Nightin complaining ofAlinzor. This.Pfece of Scr- 
Tice that the Prince of the Summ^erlQsinds had done 

'' me, contributed in no wife to his Happinefs ; on 
the contrary, all that Hatred which I fliould have 

. entertain'd for Aiinzor, fellto his Share. * 'Tis you. 

* faidi fo him one Vay^ who have been the Caufc of 

* all my Sorrows : Had I been ignorant of my MiP 
< forXunes,IJhould have been lefs unhappy.' i;^;i9n/i 
made no. Anfwer to thefc Reproaches but by Sighs, 

. and-endeavout'dbyhisCompUifanccallthathecould . 
imagine to pleafe me. One Evening, after having 
fpent the D4y in my Complaints, I took a.Walkm 
my Gardens follow'd only tiy Phent/a, who! was the 
only Perfon whofc Company I could bean At the 
turning ofan Allieyrfawa Manlaid on the Grafs, ami 
looking on a PiSurc he held ^xvVv\&V^%xi\^^^:^?^v• 
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Attention ; but the little Curiofity I had for any 
Thing but what regarded my. Paffion, made me to 
take no great Notice of him, but to turn another 
way. The Noife we made by our walking rouz'd 
this Stranger^ who feeing me, ran after me, cry- 
ing out, ' Whither do you fly, my Princefi T" 
This Voice, fo dear to mc, and which I knew Co 
well made me turn my Head about| when I law 
Alinzor throw himfclf at my Feet^ v^ho held me 
a long Time before I could get from him. ^ * My- 
< dear Zalmayda^ fatd hcy I am then permitted to- 
' fee you again, and the Gods at laft have beca 

• * moved by my Tears.' 

.' All the Love he fhew'd in his A&ions and Dif- 
courfe feem'd to me to agree fo little with what I; 

,had feen of his Inconftancy, that I could not reco- 
ver my Surprize. But at laft, being perfuaded that 

!ithe perfidious Wretch came again to deceive me 
the more, I faid to him, ^ What can bring you 

* here?. Can you believe that I am ignorant 6f all 
^ your Infidelities ; and thut I am flill fo weak as 

* to aiford you any Marks of a Tendcrnefs you are 

* fo ill deferving of? No, Alinzor^ my Heart can- 

• not be the Prize of fo bafe. a Return, which is 

* jDwing to the Pifture which I let fall, to put you 
' in Mind of what you have lofh Go, and leave me 

• to forget you, and come not with that Cruelty fo 

* unworthy of a Knight to oppofe my eternal Quicr, 

* If I, was not afraid of bem^ interrupted in what 

* r am going to fay, reply*d Alinzor, I would juftify 
^' my felf fo clearly, that you ihould rather pity 
*^ than accufe me. But too ungrateful Princefs, you 

• do all this to make me forget how much you pre- 

* fer the Prince of the Summer Iflands before me : 

• which is what you cannot deny ; And if you will 

• give me an Hour's Audience in your^Clofct, I 
< will ftew you that fatal Order which did forbid 

• my coming to the Feaft of the Sun.' * You tell 

• rceThingj fo remote from Truth, refly^d /, leavhg 

• J&/»j^ hcanfi IJjiw ZiuitUla An4 Zenorus coming to- 
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^' lokrds me ; ' but to oblige y^u to confefs your te- 

* vityi I give 1117 Confenc thrat Phinifn candu£bs you 

* into my Apartment wHenevery body's retir'd r 
^ But be gone-from meprefently^ and be notfeen.* 
And after thefe Words I went to meet my Aunt, 
but in lb great a Dilbrderi that ihe might hare ea* 
fily obfenr'd it. 

The Impatience to fee whetber my faithtefs ABn* 
zor would make good what he told me, caufed me 
to retire fooner thab ordinary. The Sight of him 
had fo enliTon'd the Vivacity of my Sentiments, that 
I believed fo aecomplflh*d a Prince could not be 
' inconftant, tho* I had feen it with my own Eyes : 
And to fecond my Impatience, fent lPh$mfa to the 
PUce I bid him come to, where fhe waited the 
greateft part of the Night in vain; and being unable 
to day any longer, return*^d to let me know my Mii^ 
fbrtune. But, -Heavens ! What a Condition was I 
in, when I faw her come in alone, andflie told me 
he came not to the RendevouZiL Love, Rage, and 
Jealoufy, attacking me all at the fame Time, threw 
me into a Swoon ; which was attended afterwards 
by fo violent a Fever, that I became delirious, and 
talk'd to all that came near me as if they had been 
the perfidious Prince of Numid^a' Zgnorusj in De* 
^air for my lUnefs, and in fear for my Life, gave 
mc fo excellent a Drink, that it not only cured my 
Fever, but califi*d the Tranlborts of my Mind, and 
I was capable, tho' I was always griev'd at the In- 
fidelity olJlmzfit^ to refolve to ftrive to forget him* 
Zafitifla advifed me not to value fo fickle a Lover ; 
and , willing to haflen the Efhibliihment of my Health 
by Change of Air, perfuaded me to go for fome Time 
to the Summer iQands ; to which I at laft confented* 

Zenoruji pleafed to fee me in a Country where 
he was Sovereign, made magnificent Entertain- 
ments evcrv Day to divert me. Every Thing he did 
feem'd to oefpeak his Love and Cooflancy, and no 
Lover ever knew better how to make ufe of what- 
CLvertmight make him bt b^V^^^^^.'&^x.ii^X^N:^'^^^^^'' 
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yours could not force the ingrateful AUnztritora 
xny Heart. Indeed, when my Grief render'd my 
Keafon ftronger, I was fometimes capable of wiilv- 
ing I might be fcnfiblefor the Prince of the Summetr 
Ifles ; but that was all I could do ta recompence his 
Lore* The Tryal I had made of his Art, made me 
ask him again to difcover more of my Knight's 
Falihood, as the only Means to cure my Pamon. 
But the Fruits of his firfiComplaiiance made him ap- 
prehend, that the Prefence of Alinzor would ferre 
only to increafe both my Lore and Defpair. < How 
cruel are youi Madam, faldhe^ nvhen Iffefi*d him 
to do me thai Favour^ to force me to ftrengthen your 
Fetters? Don't you remember how much your Ha- 
tred was augmented towards me when you rer 
turn*d from NnmiMal Why, inhuman Princefit 
will you punifli xne for the Fault of my too-happy 
Rival V * If your Rival, rgflfdl^ in a Faffion^ was , 
falfe, you would not be fo much afraid of giving 
me fuch Proofs of his Inconftancy as might com- 
pleat my Cure : But undoubtedly you know that 
he loves, and fear, with Reafbn, that being con- 
vinc'd of his Love, I fhould prefer him before 
you/ * Well, Madam, /^/J Zenorus, (ince I mufir 
give that melancholy SatisfaSion you ask, remem- 
ber, unjuft Zalmayda^ that you force me to it.* 
And after thefe Words left me. 

At Nlghr, when everjr body was retir'd, we wciit 
in the fame Chariot again ; and after croffing Seas 
and paffing over great Mountains and Valleys, wc 
ftopp'd at the Ifland of the Fairy Vefiderta, O Hea- 
vens ! what Beauties did my Eyes there behold ; 
and if my Thoughts had not been fo intent upon 
finding the deceitful AUnzor^ I (hould have taken 
great Pleafurein admiring this charming Abode. But 
^r^&xi% Z»ncfu$ to Ihew me the Prince of Numidia^ 
he ftopp'd juft over a fine Parterre ol the choiccft 
Plowers ; wfiere a Nymph of a charming lively 
Beauty was making a Garland oftbefineft Flowers^ 
Acrd^eiri/ig It .to one of her Companions; faid, ^ I

* to endue it with the Durablenefs of that MctaK* 
And after thefe Words, fhe perceiving the perfidi-- 
ous Numidian at the End of the Garden, ' Come» 

* Prince, faidjbef and receive this new Mark of 

* my Tendernefs/ Alinzor^ tranfported with this 
charming Rival, came and threw him (elf at her 
Feet ; and the N/mph patting the Garland upon his 
Head, told him of the Effedihe defir'd ; while the 
treacherous Alinzor kifs'd her Handi and fwore that 
nothing could deftroy his Paffion. Judge then, my 
dear Princefs, of my Condition. I begg'dofZtfuo- 
rus a thouiand Times to let me alight out of the Cha- 
riot, to difturb by my Prefence thpfe their happy 
Moments* But he, inexorable to my Intreatiest 
hurried me away from that fatal Place, and brought 
me back again to my Apartment*. All the Senie I 
had of the firft Time of mj^ knowing thelaconftancjf' 
of Alinzor f came nothing nigh'what I fudPer'd at this 
fecond Proof of my Misfortunes : But fearing left 
ZenoTUi would do me no more of thefe cruelSeryices, 
I conceal'd my Defpair, and fliew'd him the more 
Complaifance ; who, charm*d with the Hopes of cu- 
ring; me of a Paffion that was fo great an Obftacle 
to his own, entertained me continually with frefli 
Diverfions. At laft tir'd with them, and not being 
able to fupport the Chagrine of being in a Place 
where I could not refuie them, I return*d to the 
Canaries \ where, abandoning my felf to the moft 
cruel Jealoufy, I pafs*d my Nighu in the Place 
where I met the uncondant Prince ofNumidia.

you tell me 1 /aid 1^ blujhing ; What has thePrbce 
to do with what I ask you ? ^ More than yon 
think for. Madam, reph'djbe.' * Thenlfa^ 'fi*'d i^^ 
in a terrible Jgitafienf tell me this Myftery, with- 
out provoking me any further.* ^ Well then, 
faidjhef (ince I muft obey you, you muft know, 
that as I folio w*d you this Morning, I heard my 
fell call'd ]uft as you was got out of the Walk of 
Orange-Trees ; and being curious to know who it 
was, turn'd my Head about, and faw AUnzor. I 
dole away from the reft of your Attendants as you 
was entring the Temple, and follow'd the Prince 
under the Trees, where he ftopp'd, Thenifa^ 
faid hey the Anger of your Princefs prevents my 
appearing before her in publick, for fear of diP 
pleafing her : But I cannot live if fhe refufes to 
hear me a Moment in private. Obtain me that 
Favour, dear "Phenifa^ and if I cannot recal in her 
Soul the Remembrance of that Bounty ifae fhe w'd 
me at the Temple otBiana^ I promife you to de- 
liver her from my hateful Prefence by a Death 
which fhall appeafc heritage. Sir, reply^dly the 
Princefs has fo much Caufe to complain of you, 
that I cannot promife you to perfuade her rofee 
you; but will inform her ot what you requeft. 
Be you in the Labyrinth at Sun-fet, and I will kt 
youknow herPleafore. Then, rMr/m^WPhenifa, I 
parted from the Prince in hafl to rejoin you, iCnd am 
now come to ask you, what ybu pleafe to have me 
do.' * Alas ! Phentfdy /aid 7, can I know myftlf ? 
I am too well convinc'd 6iAlitfZmr's Perfidioufncfs ; 
^ my own Eyes, which cai^not deceive me, have 
*' been ' WitnefTes of it ; and notwithfianding fuch 
^ceriMiD JRroofs^ I cannot rc&fe my felf the fad 
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* Plcafurc of reproRching him. Yes, Phenlfa, I will 

* 20 CO the Labyrinth) and, perhaps^ I may make 

* him repent the wearing any other's Chains bat 
•^ mine/ 

FlatterM by this foolifh Hope, and guided by my 
evil Genius, I went with Phenifa to the Place of 
Kendevouz ; but had not gone far in a Path that 
led by the Park-Gate to the Labyrinth, before I faw. 
the rrince of Namidia gallop by, mounted on a fine 
HorTe, with a beautiful young Lady behind him : At 
which difmal Sight I fhriek'd out ; and he without 
fo much as turning his Head, rid through the Gate* 
ProToked by Ra^e and Jealoufy, I ran af ter hjm to 
the Sea-fide, which w^ juft by, and without bein^ 
able to hinder him, faw him go on board a Veflel 
which waited only for his Arrival to fet fail. Ac 
this certain Sign of AHnzor*s Difdain, I fell into a 
Swoon ; and Phenifa getting me brought back, to^ 
the Palace, I lay great Part of the Night without 
giving any Token of Life, till feme Demon, an Ene- 
my to mv Repofe, brought me to Life again, that I 
might abandon myfelf to the moft inexprefliblc De- 
fpair. I was no longer Miftrefs of my Reafon ; to 
moderate my Tranfports, I di&uifed myfelf like a. 
Knight, and obliging my Confidant to do the famOy 
notwithftanding {he begg'd of me to defift from a

that I ihould wiQi AUnzorM manner of Mifchief, 
if he was capable of loving any other Beauty but 
yourfelf/ • You know by my Hiftory, repfy'd the 
Pfincefs of the CsintiricSf that that Prince never 
loy'd me* but took a cruel Pleafure in rendering 
me the moft unhappy of my Sex.' * Inftead of think- 
ing him criminal, attfiver'dZumetL^ I believe him 
to be innocent; for his CouduQ is fo extraordina- 
ry, that I cannot help fufpeding Zenorus to be the 
moreguiltyof thctwo.' * Ah .'.Madam, interrupted 
Zalmayda, the Prince, of the Summer IJles has fer- 
ved me too well, to believe him to have a good 
Underftanding with his Rival.' * But, reply* dZ^-- 
mea, he nHgbt without having a Correfpondence 
with Alinzor^ have forced him to appearto you fo 
culpable. The Prince of Granada was carried into 
the Ifland ofBefideria^ and paf^'d away a long Time 
at the Feet of that Fairy, without being falie to the 
beautiful and unhappy Princefs of Leon ; and your 
Lover, by the fame Fatality, may have been forc'd 
to forget you, without being guilty of Inconftancy.' 
I comprehend fo little what you tell me, reply' d 
Zalmayda, that I cannot conceive I can find Alin- 
zors Juftification in that which makes his Crime,

Zal- 
mayday conftant to her Hatred, would not liften to 
what the Princefs of ¥ez laid to mitigate her Sor- 
rows ; and it was as much as the charming Princefs 
could do, to perfuade her to ftay for ker, fo impa- 
tient was flie to end her AffliSions by the Death of 
her unconftant Lover.

< to take away thy Life, to puniih tnee for all tky 
•Crimes.' The Frincc of Numidia, furpriz'd at the 
Sight and Fury of this Princefs, and weaken'd by 
his Wound, fell fenfelefs by hri Enemy, while the 
enraged Zalmajda^ belierio^ (hfibsA Vui^'^^v^Vs^^ 
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if Impoftor, was in Delpair that her Revenge had 
ftjcceeded fo welL 

While Zamea was employ *(i in comforting the 
Princefs of the Canaries ^ the Prince of Granada and 
his Squire look*d to fee if any Signs of Life ap- 

?ear'd in the unfortunAte Alm)f:or ; and in the mean 
^imethe Princcfles Maids did all they could to ftop 
the bleeding of the miferable Zenorus's Wounds* 
^ Forbear to fare my lAk^faid he tothem^ my Crimes 

* are too great to efcape Punifhment ; and all I ask. 

* of the Godsy is Time to confefs them.* At that in- 
ftant the Prince of Numldia coming to himfelfy 
fought his loyel^ Enemy with Eyes where Death 
ieem'd to be painted. But the Princcfs's Hate re- 
viving as the Prince gain'dStrength^ ihe would fain 
have left the Place where fhe was divided by two 
fuch terrible Paffions ; when the Prince of the Sum- 
wer IJles raifihg himfelf half up to ftop her, faid 
with a weak Voice, *• Stay, Madam, day, and knov&. 

* to whom all your Hatred is due : I alone have 

• been the Caufe of all the Misfortunes of your 

* Life; and if Love may ferve for an Excufe, now 
•* lam. going to give up my Accounts to the juft 

• Gods, that Paiuon was the Caufe of my Guilt. 
•^ Tealous^of my Rival's Happinefs, I fent to him as 

• if from you, to forbid his coming to the Eeaft o£ 

* the Sun. And when your Pifture reminded him 

• of your Charms, I tranfported him into the Ifland 
•of the Fairy Defiderla^ where forcing hiai to be 

* falfe, I Qiew'd him to you under that hateful Ap- 

• pearance. But the laft and worft of all my Crimes 
^ was that which obliged you to fcek a Revenge fa 
•^ contrary toyour Nature, byraifing a Phjmtom in 

• your Shape when you went to^ive the Prince AUn- 
l^zortL Meeting, and thought yourfelf out of my 
.* Power. Heaven has this Day punilh'd me for all 
^ my Deceits by the Hand of that Prince I have fo 
^ cruelly oflFended. Live both of ye happily ; the 
^ Gods fatisfied with this miferable Viaim, will 
^ crown yo« with Bleffings, and for my greater Pa- 
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^ nilhment make me declare jrour Felicity.* la 
making an Endofthefe Words, Zewrus fainted> and 
died fi>on after* The Princefi of the Canaries piex" 
ced with Gritf to be theCaufeof herdeari{//u;i:or's 
Death, and to know him innocent, approach'd him 
cryingf and helping ElmedotHs and Zamea^ who were 
^4>ihding up his WoundS) bath*d them with her Tears 
without daring to fpcak to him. ^ Why, Madamt 

• fald hey do you oppofe a Death which U your own 

• Work? And can I have a more glorious one than 
« that which I receive from your own Hand?" Ahl 

• Alinzort faU fie^ fince you are innocent, how guil- 

< ty am I? And how ihall I repair what my jea- 
« ious Rage has made me do ? * Thefe Marks of 

• your Tendernefs, reply* d the wounded Prince f are too 
« precious for your Fault. 'Tis I that am criminal 
« fince I appeared falfe to you.' * You are fo unable^ 

• /aid ZAmetLtohimy to fpeak with fo much Violence, 

< that you may do yourfelf more Injury than all the 

• Princefs's Rage has done. Let us lay you on a 

• fort of Litter, which the Squires I fee are making 

• for you, and carry you to the neareft Cottage W6 

• can find.' Zalmayda having thank'd the Princefs 
of Bp^ for her Care, dcfired Alinzor to confent, while 
the Prince of Granada helping the S<|mrcs, they 
mounted on their Horfes, and got to a conveaiienc 
Habitation ; where after they had given Orders fbr 
the burying Zenorus^ they laid the wounded Prince 
upon a Bed ; and the Maftcr of the Houfc being one 
of thofe skilful Shepherds which Spain is fo remark- 
able for, look'd at Alinzor $ Wounds, and affured 
them that he could apply an Herb that Jhould cui^e 
IhimintwoDays, provided they would leave him a- 
lone the reft of that Day and all the Night to re- 
pofe himfelf.

You 
may tell your Princefs, {continued he^ to the Mejfenger^ 
that I am as glad to break my Chains, as I fliould 
have been to have made them lafting^ if ihe had 
known how to have prized her Conqueft. After 
thefe Words, which his PaflionforcM from him, he 
di(miis*d the Perfon that brought this facal Lattery 
and retiring to his Clofet abandon'd himielf co a 
Defpair which made me tremble for his Life. A 
Month or more Aid away after this cruel News, be- 
fore he could refolve not to leve you ; bur at laft 
afham'dof his Weaknefs, he made his Addre0es to 
a Princefs at his Court ; but as his Love feem'd to 
take its Flight towards jrou, he never made them 
but in publick ; for his Heart refufing to obey him^ 
could not forget your charming Image. 

One Evening when he made an Entertainment 
for her in the Palace Gardens, and was fitting by

Fairy conceir'd fo great an Avcrfion for all Men, 
chat ihe would not fuft'er any to abide in her Pa- 
lace, but embark'd them ail on board a VeiTel, and 
fent them away* As foon as my Mafteri Madam, 
cofitin'd be^ left this pernicious Abode, and reco- 
ver*dout of that Lethargy in which he had been ib 
long loft, he remember'd the Rendevouz you ap- 
pointed : and willing to juftify himfelf, or die, went 
a fecond Time to the Canaries, fpoke to Phemfa, and 
went into the Labyrinth. 

He had not been there an Hour before you came 
all in Tears : Almzor^ faid you, fince you haye been 
gone I have made the Traitor Zenorus confefs that 
he deceiv'd you by a falfe Letter, and that to pre- 
vent my knowing that Crime, he had tranfported 
you to the Ifland of the Fairy Dfjideria ; and now, 
to make us the more miferablc, he will force mc to 
marry him: Deliver me out of this frightful Mon- 
ger's Power, and carry me into your Dominions-; 
and when I am fafc, come and take his Life and 
my Crown. Mjr Prince overjoy'd to fee you fo 
ready to follow him, and unwilling to let (b happy 
a Moment flip, after having promifed to adore you 
all his Life, went and unloofed his Horfc which he 
had ty*d to a Tree, and taking you up behind him^ 
made all the hafte he could to get out of the Park, 
flind carried you x>n board his Ship, and faii'd away 
for Numldla \ but as foon as he arriv'd there, you 
difappear'd. AUnzor, in all the Rage imaginable, 
knew then that Z«wfi/j railed this Phantom, to fend 
him a great Way ofFfrom you, Madam, and exafpe- 
rated, reium'd for the Canaries^ refolding to let you 
know his. Innocence, and to oblige the perfidious 
Prince of the Summer IJles to acknowledge his Bafc- 
ncfs. I attended on bin?, and was aWitnefs of his 
Rage and Fury, when he was inform'd that you 
was gone, and his Rival had follow'd you. Not 
mUc to uhidc long in that fatal Place, he went to 
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confulc the Magnificent Fairy, to know where to 
find you, and was order*d by her to go for Granada, 
Accordingly we took that Road ; and comiog into 
this Valley, we met 2jen&rttSf whom my Prince, 
tranfported with Rage, actack'd. You, Madam, 
was a Witnefsof the End of that Combat, where, 
following the Inclinations of your unjuft Anger, 
you thought to haye depriT*d yourfclf of the moft 
faithful Lover in the World.

* rous Wounds, but none fo glorious as Alinzor's/ 
After this Difcourfe, thefe illuftrious Adventurers 
feeing the Night approach, got up to feck for a 
Place where they might rcpole themfclvcs. The ' 
Princefs of the Canaries had too diiferent Emotions 
to combat, to get any R^ft : The Plcaiurc of find- 
ing Alimjof faithful, gave her a fenfible Joy, which 
could not be balanced but by the Fear of lonng him ; 
and Day appeared before fhe could tell to which of 
thefe two Paffions {he ought to abandon her feltl 
The Princefs Z^;«e/», who had a fincci e Rcfpcft for 
her, and whofe own Afiiidions would not permit bee 
cotafte more of the Sweets of Repofc, bore her com- 
pany. And thefe two amiable Ladies being told that 
the Prince of Granada was gone to fee how the 
wounded Prince did, made hafte to follow him* 

' Zalmayda enter'd into his Room with tremblings 
and going to his Bed fide, ask'd him, how fared 
his Health. * 'Tis you, Divine PrinceG, faid h*^

The fage Sheoherd fearing left fo paflionate a 
Converfation might hinder the £ffc& ot his Rente- 
dy» defired Elmedorms and Zamea to put a ftop to it ; 
■who, for that End, propos'd a Walk by a River's 
Side in that Valley, while the Prince's Wounds was 
dreffing. They had not gone very far before they 
faw a knight coming towards them, mounred on a 
Horfe, which by his being weary, let *em know the 
little Reft his Mafter had given him. This Knight's 
Armour was of burniftied Steel inlaid with Gold ;

< that your Felicity is retarded for fome Davs ; and 

* to engage i;s the more to ferve you, in/orm the 
« PrincefTes of E;;^ and the C^i^^r/ [(lands of the Caufo 

* of your Misfortunes : I am fure, generous Knight^ 
« you cannot fpeak before Perfons more dlfpos'd by 
« their own to pity yours/ The Knight, after ha- 
ving ask'd Pardon of the two Princeffes for not 
paying them that Relbcfl: which was due to them^ 
began the Recital of his Adventures, as foon as 
the illuftrious Company had feated themlelves on a 
convenient Piece of Ground by the River-fide. 
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The Hijiory of the TPrince ^/Mauritania, 
and the Trincefs ^/Caftile. 

TH E Misfortunes of my Life are fo great, faid 
he, addreffing himfelf to the two Princeffes^ 
that I &ould be afraid to trouble you with them, 
but that the Prince oiGranada has aflurcd me thac 
yours have learnt you to pity thofe whom ill For- 
tune has opprels'd. I am Son to the King of Mauri^ 
taniay and my Name is Zalmandar.

;, jeftick Mien drew my Eyes upon him. I know not 
whether he found any Thing in me worthy his At- 
tention; but I obferv'd his Eyes were always fix*d 
upon me. But in the End» this Difpoficion which 
we had to efteem each other, cbang*d into a Hatred 
as durable as our Lives. We faw one another ever 
ry Day ; in Combats our Defires were the fame; 
'we both fought after the Vi£^ory, or at leaft to merit 
equal Praife. The King ofCafiUe willing to engage 
us to him, and for fear one of us fhould be difguftedy 
and go -over to his Enemy, and turn the Scale of 
ViQory, ^carefs'd us both with equal Friendfhip : 
But not knowing who we were, he prefs'd us one 
Day fo much to tell him, that wc were not able to 
deny him.

. I WAS fortunate enough to do him fignal Services 

j'n that W^r; and if they did not eiicctd vhofe done 

^r the Prince of Arragon^ th&j ^wetetvot. «i\.\«i«i^ vx- 

'er/or to chenu . When the CAra^aigci >N«i% «si^^^^ 

-wife 
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we rcturn'd to Caftile, without being able to know 
which of us was the moft efteem'd by the King. 
The Queen and the whole Court came to meet us ; 
and the King, in prefenting that Princefs to me, 
told her, in commending me, that none but the 
Prince of Art agon was to be compared with mc» 
The Queen made me a very handfome Compliment; 
and being acquainted with the Knight of Immortal 
Love, talk'd very freely with him. When we ap£ 
rived at the Palace, the King would make me ac • 
cept of an Apartment as well as Armandtis ; and to 
ihew us how very much he efteem*d us, fent for 
the Princefs his Daughter that Evening. I never in 
jny Life beheld any Thing fo charming before : Her 
"Eyes were fo bright and lively, that they inflam*d 
the Heart with the firft Glance, and a foft and en* 
gaging Air invited to wear her Chains. I found 
from that inftant I could not refift her Charms ; and 
the' I faw that fhe anfwer'd the Tcndernefs of my 
Rival with fome Bounty, 1 abandon 'd my felf to 
the violent Inclination which forced me to love 
her, and flatter'd my felf, that perhaps Afimandtis 
might not be fo well approved by her, but that I 
might at leaft be able to have feme Share in her 
lEfieem.

I carefully conceai'd my Paffipn, and 
jnade my Addrefles to a young Lady at Court : For 
whom I often made Entertainments and Horfe-Ra* 
ces, and negle&ed no Gallantry that might be of 
Advantage to me. 

The Princefs came fometimes to be a Witnefs of 
thefe Diverfions I made for Celdina, which was the 
Lady's Name; and J perceiv'd with Joy that ihe

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How much did I endure by reftralning the Love I 
bore her \ But the Fear of not having Foundation 
enough, made me difguife my Paffion till a more 
bappy Opportunity. At the fame Time 1 knew that 
the Prince of Arragont haying gain'd one otAmsndi^ 
ff4's Maidsy wentfometimestothe Palacoi and often 
fpoke to the Princefs of his Love, without any 
other Witnefs but the Confidant ; and that if his 
PaiSon was not anfwer'd with Tendernefs, it was 
heard without Anger. Inihort, he foUow'd her to 
the Temple and Places of Worihip, and was always 
with her when flie appeared in Publick. 

The King began to harbour (bme Jealoufy at this 
Proceeding ; and notwithftanding the Friendfhip he 
bad for him, his Policy obliged him to defire him 
. to leave the Court ; wnich Command the outrajged 
Prince of Arr agon v/ as forc'd to obey, but not with- 
out Refentment : And the King after this thinking 
hjmfelf morefecure, feeing that I wasengag'd with 
Celdlna^ gave the Princef« more Liberty.

One Evening, when I made a Ball for Celdlna in 
a Green-Houfe that belong'dto the Palace-Gardens» 
after having danc'd very much, I went into an Al- 
ley to take a little Nap ; but had not gone very far 
before I heard fbmebody talking on the other fide 
of a Palifade •* No, Phedima, faid the Voices which I 
« J:ne'W to he the Prtncefs's, no, I cannot fuffer Celdina^ 

* to have this Advantage over me ; and thou canft 

* not comprehend how much I am chagrin'd that 

* Zalmandirlorts her.* * I own. Madam, anfiverdthat 

* Maidf this is a fantaftical Humout of yours, if 
^ jrou win lorgire the Boldnefs o£ tVve "fi.'SL^Ta^^xi''. 

' rou permitted the unhappy Princ© cs£ Atta^w v 
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make his Addrefles to you ; you gave him Leave 
to hope a Preference before ail- his Rivals ; and 
(ince that the King has forbid him the Courr^ you 
was not difpleafed when I, without acquainting 
yoUy contrived Ways for him to tell you all the 
Grief of his afflided Soul, for being deprived xif 
the Liberty of feeing the Objed of his Adoration: 
Why then, Madam, ihould you concern your fel€ 
at the Care the Prince of Maurlianlt takes to 
pleafe the beautiful Celdina ? And wh&t Matter is 
It to youi in whofe Hands a Heart falls that you 
would never kccept of? ^ ^ As I have not hitherto* 
reply'd th$ Frlncefs^ told thee my true Sentiments, 
thou haft Reafon to be amaz'd at my Uneafineflk 
But, PbeMma^ my Soul is too much opprels'd, not 
to feek after the fad Pleaforc of complaining : 
Armandus never had any Share in my Tendernefs. 
The odd Humour of the King my Father, who, 
under the Pretext of I know not what Predidion, 
wiU not let me live like other Princeffcs of my 
Rank, made me dcfirous to engage one who might 
proted me from being facrificed to a Prince, a Sub- 
JC& of the Crown I am to wear : The Princd o£ 
Jftagon, T/^ho is Mafter of himfclf and his Domi- 
nions, feem'd a proper Perfon for my Defign. I 
received his AddrciTes favourably, 4.nd thought 
that I might love him : But then I had not feen 
ZMlmandor. As foon as I beheld him, I had no 
more than a bare Indifference for Armandus^ 
Some Days I flattered my felf with having made a 
Conqueft ; and my Heart even flew to meet my 
Wiihes, till the Entertainments made for Celdina 
inform 'd me how much I have been miftaken. Ah! 
Pbedima , if thou knewft but the Torments of a 
proud and ambitious Princefs, who thinks (he de- 
ferves to be belov'd, and fees others run away 
with the Incenfe (he had promifed her fclf^ th^^ 
wouldft own no Pain isYociu^iV \'^^'^^'^^^'^

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ier'd agiiinft my Charms : I eyen affeSed in thofe 
EntertainmenUy where I was a Witnefi of m.y Ri- 
val's Triumph, to hear the Prince of Aftagon more 
favourahly. I mull confefs, I fomecimes fancy*d 
that Zalmandor was melancholy ; and I often lur- 
pri:iL*d him looking at me with all the Tendemef^ 
of a Lover. This Evening, this very Evening, my 
dear Phedtma^ all taken up as he ieem'd to be with 
the happy Celd'tna^ his £yes,« full of that Fire 
which Love affords, were fix*d on mine with fo 
eloquent a Languiih, that I could noc fupporc his 
Looks. Neverthelcfs, I cannot doubt but he loves 
my Rival.' * Oh ! my dear Princcfs, fold /, m 
longer able to conceal my felf^ and throwing my .felf at 
her Feet, I love not Celdina : You alone have poP- 
fefs'd my Soul with that Flame, which none but 
your fair Eyes could kindle. I pretended only to 
love her, to deceive the King your Father, and 
to fhall I dare to confefs it ? to make you 

defirous of making a Conqueft of me, notwith- 
ftanding the Efteem you had for my Rival. Alasi 
how much did I endure in that cruel Rcftraint ! 
How often have I been juft going to kill him ! 
But bridling thofe Tranfports, for fear of (hewing 
my Paffion, I return 'd to Celdina; and this Day 
Fortune, favourable to my Love, conduced me hi- 
ther. £e not angry, my adorable Princefs, at 
what I have heard. Let us no longer reftrain our 
felves ; and accept of an Heart which never wore 
any other Chains than yours. ' * Zalmandor^ reply d 
the Trlncefsy I cannot deny my Wcaknefs, fince 
you have heard it : But to merit that I fhould 
make a Confeffion of it to your felf, and to facrifice ! 
the Prince of Arragon for you, you muft give me 
Proofs that you don't love my Rival, and (lijght her 
as much as you have made her triumph before my 
Eyes ; and when by a Negligence as publick as

Afte^ thefe Words, fhc returned to the Ball ; and 
I, to Aew her that I knew how to obey her, never 
went nigh Celdina^ but went away the firft of that 
Aflembly, that I might not hand her to her A- 
partment, ^ 

But willing to have a little more Dilcourfe with 
the Charming Amandina before fhe got into her Pa- 
lace, I waited for her in a Flower- Garden, into 
which her Clofet. Window looked. But I had not 
been there above an Hour before I perceived my 
Rival, and Phedima leaving the Princefs to go to 
fpeak to him* I could nor hear what fhe faid to 
him, becaufc I had hid myfclf behind a Bulh of 
Honey- Suckles* But foon after I faw the Clofet 
Window open, and the Prince of-/irr4|^(?» talking to 
a Perfon who looked out of it for half an Hour, 
whom I took to be the Princefs. I had like twen- 
ty Times to have forfeited all my RelpeS to my jea- 
lous Rage ; but at laft I waited till Armandus was 
got both out of the Palace and the Town; and 
overtaking him jufi as he was going to take Horfe, 
faid to him, * Sir, you cannot di^bey the King's 

< Commands,and not make me your mortal Enemy, 

* who muft force you to Obedience.' I could not 
« havethought,r^^//</ Armandus, thatfuch Princes 

* as you were the King of Caftile's Spies ; and that

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Words we began a Combat, which would have been 
perhaps fatal tome, if the Prince of Art agon s Sword 
had not brojce. After which I recir*d; and feeing 
his Servant coming to\yards us, left him with them 
to take care of their Mailer's Wound, which he 
had receiv'd in his Thigh ; who, that he might not 
he known, order'd them to carry him fbme Miles 
, from the Towo, i^hich he had chofe for his Re- 
treat. 

As we had no other Wicnefles of our Duel biic 
cur Doniefticks, it was kept fecret a long Time, and 
no body knew of it but the Princefs, who learnt it 
from Phedimay whom Armandus had inform 'd of it- 
She reproached me the firft Time that I faw her : 
But as this A&ion was a Mark of my Paflion, ihe 
pardon'd me ; but would not promife to baniih tnj 
Kival. In the mean Time, the Care I took to avoid 
Celdina in all Places, for whom I had fhewn fo 
much Refpcft, wasobfervd by all the Court ; and 
as {he was a Relation of the Queen's, ihe was an- 
^ry with me. I told her, that the Orders which I 
had receiv'd lately from the King my Father, who 
did not approve of that Alliance) oblig*d me to con- 
ceal the Sentiments I entertain'd for that beautiful 
Lady, for fear he fhould command me to come 
home. For Celdina, as ihe was proudf and I had 
the Misfortune not to difpleaie her, and Ihe had 
flatter'd herfelf with being one Dsy Q?^" of Maw- 
ritania^ (he could not hearken to fuch weak ReafonS} 
lut foon guefs'd at the true Caule of my Change : 
She concciv'd fo great a Jealoufy, thatine told the 
King, thePrince ofArragon had not left the Kingdom, 
hut had a Defign to fteal away the Princefs ; that I 
was his Rival ; and that we fought the Day of the 
Ball : Which fhe knew from one of my Domefticks» 
who gave her a faithful Account of all my Ac- 
tions. 

The Kingalarm'd at this News, fent to maketh* 
vnhappy ^rm^tii^us a Prifoner, and coxv^ti ^Vvm m 

• C»aic tJjAt comiDflja'ded the Town •, ^^ Qx^t.T^^ 
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the Queen not to lee the Princefs ilk any more otfC 
of the Palace ; but doubled the Guards. He faid 
nothing to me» for fear he ihould have occaflon for 
me in his War, he haying only made a Truce for a 
Year ; but fet Spies oyer me, who gave him an Ac- 
count of every Step I took. - All thefe Changes gave 
me a monal Grief. I was in defpair for the Mif* 
fortune I had caufed my Rival to undergo, thro' my 
imprudent Anger, and for bavins deprived my fell 
of the little Liberty I had fometimes of feeing the 
adorable Amandina* But as Love is ingenious, I 
found out a way to get into a little Wood, into 
which the Windows of her Apartment look'd, and 
where. ihc ufed fometimes to walk. I was there 
two Days before I could fee her : But one Evening, 
when it was very hot, (he came to take a little frefh 
Air, attended only by Phedima- I went to meet her, 
and was going to ask her Pardon for my Boldnefs : 
But that Princefs, without giving me Time to ipeak, 
faid ; * ZaJmandot^ you ought to be content with the 
Mifchiefs you have been the Caufe of, without 
coming to create new ones. How angry would 
the King be, if he knew that you came into this 
Palace, and at a Time when no body is aIIoW*d to 
come near me but my Women. What Right have 
you to (light his Commands, who knows fo well 
how to make them to be obeyM 1* * If your 
Heart, Madam, faidly was not prepolTeflTed in the 
Favour of my happy Rival, you cannot lay my 
not being able to fufter his Happinefs as a Crime 
to my Charge ; and if you had any little Bounty 
for me, you would foon fl^nd an Excufe for me in 
what I hav€$ done to-day* But, (»o cruel Prin- 
ceis, the Care I have taken to draw the Hatred of 
Cildlna upon me, does not affcft you : You are 
pleafed with that remarkabk EfFe6i of your 
Charms, but have no Regard for the Pcrlbn/ 
you arc very unjuft, foM \ttia.tv^vxv^^ xaT^^x^vicfc 
jne thus ; You know mebwt vei^ V\\x\^'fc'ZAtt\maxv^'5>r 
if yon believe the SacrifiLCCvc«i^\>^ %V^^^^; 
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the Hand that offers them be not dear to me : Tw 
that makes me fupport my Confinement withouc 
murmuring. Be faithful, and depend on me for 
a Recompence. I own I am very much concern'd 
for the Prince of Arragons Miaortunes, and am 
forry to fee him imprifon'd by my Father, and 
wifh I could rcftore him to Libcr>y ; but not to 
receive his Love any more, (ince I am rcfolved to 
partake of yourChains, and not hearken any more 
to his Sighs. Af&ft me to free him from thofe 
Chains my Father loads him with, and I promife 
you to forbid him wearing of mine. ' * Whatever 
Danger there may be. Madam, anfivered /, I will 
make ufc of all my Power. But, divine Princels^ 
remember that this Prince— ' • I fliall only re- 
remember, faidpej what relates to the tender In- 
clination I have for you, if you know how to ferve 
me as I would be ierv'd. ' After thefe Words fhe 
ordered me to retire, without giving me any Time 
fay any more ; but did not forbid me from com- 
ng again : And I knew fo well how to make ufe of 
his Indulgence, that I faw her every Evening. 
Ye Gods ! what new Charms did I difcover in thefe 
private Convcrfations ; and how much did I blefs 
Heaven for my Happinefs ! But in thefe Tranfportf 
I did not forget my Rival, tho' all my Interceffions 
w^cre in vain : The King would not hear of his 
liberty; and though the Queen, who loved this 
Prince, made ufe of all her Intereft, it was to no 
purpofc. 

Armandus was no fooner cured of his Wound, 
but he found out a Way to make hiiEfcape by a 
Window that look'd into the Fields, and which . 
was fo high and dangerous, that it was thought 
jiccdlcfs tofecure it with Iron Bars. The firft 17 fe 
he made of his Liberty, was to fee the Princefs ; 
find to that End gor to fpcak to Phedima, who, hav- 
ing alvvAys favoured him, hid him in Amandina's 
Clofct, and when that Princefs was alone, brought 
him into her Chamber. The Princeft was verv 

u^uch 
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much furprixed to fee him, and very glad that he 
was out of the King's Power: But refie£^ing on. 
what might befal him, if he fliould be taken, *■ Ar-^ 
mandus^ faidjhe^ the Gods can bear me witnels 
how much I have been concern'd at your Imprifon- 
ment, and what I would ha^e done to have fet 
you at Liberty. Heaven has feconded my WiHies ^ 
Be not fo obftinate as to ftay in a Place fo fatal 
to your Repofo} fince the Danger is greater than 
at firft» but return to Arragon ; and if you have 
any Friendfhip forme, forgivci for the Refped I 
bare you, the Injury my Father has done, and think 
not of Revenge.* * To be fure of my Obedience^ 
Madam, anfwer'd Armandus, you muft not let me 
go ; for while I fee my Princefs, I can never hate 
the Author of her Birth : But 1 cannot aflure you, 
if you are fo cruel as to banifh me, I can forget 
the ill Treatment I have received. * * You cannot 
ftayhere, r^^/^V Amandina, without being difco- 
ver'd; and I cannot fee you without being the moft 
unhappy Perfon of my Sex.** <Alas! Madam, tn- 
terrupted the Prince of Arragon, you had none of 
thefe frightful Forefights wnen youfhew*d me ibme 
Bounty. Without doubt Zalmandoty who bv fight- 
ing me fhew*d me too plainly how much ne was 
my Rival * * Armandus^ /aid the Frlncefs^ 

not giving him *Time to make an End of what he was 
going to fay y the Prince o£ Mauritania has no part 
in the Intreaty I make you ; my Duty alone, and 
the Fear of being the Caufe of your Death, ob- 
lige me to it; tho', to hide nothing from you, that 
Prince is dear enough to me, to prefer him before 
all the World." * Then I have nothing to do but 
die, reply* d Armandus, fince you pronounce the 
Sentence of my Death. * At the fame Time the 
Prince in a Rage drew his Sword, and had pierced 
his Breaft, if Thedima and the Princefs had not 
taken it from him. After whicli he ran out of Ar^ 
mandina's Apartment, and wcnt^ and pafs'd the 
Night ia an empty Houfe. 
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The next Morning he lent me a Challenge, and 
appointed the Pltcc ; where I met him, attended 
only by this Squire you fee along with me ; and 
without asking him the Occafion oi' this fccond Duel, 
we cngag'd, and I was fo happy as to be vi&orious 
Again ; for the Prince of Ana^on growing weak by 
the Lofs of Blood from two Wounds, fainted, and 
fell. My Squire and I carried him to the firft 
Houfe we could come to, fent for a Surgeon, who 
loon ftopp'd the Bleeding of his Wounds, which 
were large, but not very dangerous* As foon as he 
was come to himfelf, I went to his Bed-fide ; * Ge- 
nerous Prince^ faid /, fince Fortune has given me 
the Vi&ory, which you was as defervins of as my 
feljf, give me Leave to fliew you, by the Care I 
{hall take to fupply you with all Neceflaries in a 
Place where every one's your Enemy, that, if you 
cannot love me, fince our Love for the Princefs 
of Ct^piU is the Obftacle, I merit your Efteem/ 
Brave Zalmandor^ fold he^ to acknowledge your 
Generofity, I ought to yield our Divine Princels 
to you ; but I cannot prom ife you that: There* 
fore to get rid of an Enemy whofe Life is incom- 
patible with yours, leave me to finifii my unhappy 
Days. You have robb'd me of the Heart of the 
ungrateful Amandlna ; be not fo cruel as to force 
me to be a Witnefs of your Happinefs.' * 1 don't 
know,/i/V/, whether you have not a greater Share 
of that Princcfs's Eftcem than my felf ; But how- 
ever it be, let us be de.termined by her Choice, 
and not by our Duels deprive her of two faithful 
Lovers ; and if you truly love her, difpofe not, 
without her Orders, of a Life that belongs to her.' 
Armandus agreed to this Propofal, and promifcd to 
endure whatfoever fliould be neceffary for his Cure ; 
and after that I rctum'd to the Town, for fear of 
being fufpcScd. 

When I came to Court, I found the King in a 
terrible PaCHon at the Prince of iltrrtgon &^^c«i^, 
%? ^a re out Ari& Orders to ukc Vvinv >kVv^^^ ^^^1 
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fhould find him ; which made me fo much afraid 
left they Chould difcover him, that I went to the 
Princefs in the Evening, to beg her to fend Phedi^' 
may to command him to iu£Fer himfelf to be con* 
Tey'd into Arragon ; which he refifted a long Time, 
and at lad confented ; and for which purpofe Ipro* 
Tided a Litter; but durft not accompany him my 
felf, left the Sight of me might not be over agree- 
able to him. 

During this Time the King fell fick, and dy*d 
within eight Days ; and the Queen, with grievingf 
foilow'd him witnin a Month after* The rrincefs, 
notwithftanding the King's Severity, was fo much 
affliSed for the Lofs of them, that I was in Pain 
for her Life ; and but for the Tendemefs fhe had 
for me, her Tears had not been fo foon dry'd up: 
But at laft flie yielded to my Intreaties, and the De- 
fires of the People, who acknowledg'd her for 
their Queen with all Acclamations of Joy. CelM^ 
na,^ whofe Hatred was not in the leaft dimini(h*d» 
feeii^ then no Obftacle to our Happinefs, had re- 
cour& to the Sorcerer Amerdtn^ whom you all know 
to be fo bitter an Enemy to Mankind, that he em- 
ploys all his Science to make them unhappy, and of 
their Tears forms a Rivulet, by which he works the 
moft cruel Enchlintments. That wicked Wretch, 
overjoy*d to have a new Subje£fc to exercife his 
Kage, ftole the Princef* away one Day, and cari^'d 
her to a fatal Caftle, where Jie keeps (b many Prin- 
ces and Princefles inchanted, making them under- 
go fo many thoufand different Punifhmcnts* Never 
was Grief equal to mine, when I found myfelf de- 
priv*d of my dear Amandina. I would have made 
CeWna'i Life pay for her cruel Revenge ; but a- 
{ham*d to ftain my Hands in a Woman's Blood, I 
ran after my Princefs, and arrir'd at the fatal Ca& 
tie. I ftaid there feme Days, but could nor, either 
by my In treaties or Menaces^ %<&t vcv^ \i^^'^ ^t^ %sv- 
fwer me. At laft , inraa'd sit m>j YciTvax^^n '^"^^'^^'^^ 
feek rlwr adorable Fairy, y^Vv^fc ^xii^xs*. ^V:?^^^^ 
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is to affift the Unfortunftte, who ordered me to 
wait for you hcre> and afluicd me, that the Power 
of punj(hing Amerdin, and fetting fo many illuf* 
trious Perfons at Liberty, was refery 'd for you alone* 

Here the Prince of Mauritania finifh'd his Rela- 
tion with a deep Sigh ; which affe&ed Elmedorus la 
much) that he jpromis'd him afrefh to expofe his 
Life to reftore him his beloy*d Amand'ina \ and the 
Princefles, after gettingup, and thanking him for 
the Trouble they had given him in telling his Ad- 
ventures, returned all together to the Prince of I'^ir^ 
midia, to whom they prefcnted the Prince of -Aif<Mi- 
tftania. The skilful Shepherd having cur'd Allnzjor 
in two Days, as he had promi^'d, all thofe illuT- 
trious Perfons fet forward for Amerdin's Caftle, af- 
ter having firft recompens'd their charitable Hoft ; 
and at the firft Town they arriv'd, the Princeft 
of the Canaries and Phenifa reaflum'd Woman's Ap- 
parel, having no Reafons to oblige them to conceal 
their Sex any longer. They purfu'd their Journey 
for fevcral Days, without an^ Thing remarkable 
happening; when one Morning, as they had a- 
lighted from off their Horfes to refrelh themfelvci 
by a River's Side, they perceiv'd a little Galleyt 
with fevcral Rowers, who were gallantly drefs'd, • 
and a Nymph, like one ofDiana'sy fat on Culhipns 
of green Velvet embroider'd with Gold at the up- 
per End, who feem'd to look earneftly towards thfi 
River-fide. 

So agreeable a Sight prelently gain'd the Prin- 
ccflcs Attention. The Nymph, when (he was near 
the Shore, came to the Side of the Galley ; and ad- 
drcfling herfelf to E/w^</orii/, faid, * Prince of Griii- 

< nadaf the Magnificent Fairy, whofe Abode is not 

< far from hence, fends me to tell you, ihe defires 

* to fee you, and all this amiable Company, before 

* you attempt the Adventure of Amerdin's Caflle* 
' She can rcdore to you the iau\ "R.vi\^ ^\n^tv mqu 

* by ^amatj and by wbich alone ^om \^*ii\\>^ w^^^. 
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* to break the Enchantments of the cruel Magiciant 
< and enjoy an Happinefs you hope not for. Fear 

* not, faidjhe^ ( feeing he was unrefoWd what to 

* do>) that this is any Artifice of the Fairy Defidt- 

* TiM-Sj fince (he that fends me has no need of any 

* other Charms than thofe of her Beauty to create 

* Love, and wants to fee you only to make you 

* happy* • The Prince, afliam'd of this Reproach* 
offer'd his Hand to the Princefs of the Canaries^ who 
happen*d to be firft, to help her into the Gallcyt 
and after all the Company had embark'd, went in 

fllhimrclf, and put off for the Magnificent Idand,, 
^ where they foon after arriv'd. Nothing could be 
compar'd to it ior Grandeur; every Thine (hone 
with Gold and Jewels, and the plaincft Houiei were 
built with Marble and Porphyry : The Inhabitants 
were fendble of the EflFeQs of their Sovereign's 
Magnificence, and nothing was to be fccn but what 
was very (lately. The Princes and Princeffes could 
not bear the Luftre of the Palace, which was built 
of clear Chryftals, and adorn'd with Columns of 
Gold ; the Apartments within were anfwerable to 
thej outward Beauty; and that of theFairv's was 
fo bright with precious Stones, that it daxxled the 
Eyes to behold it* 
" The Fairy receiv'd them at the Door of her own 
Chamber, and without borrowing any Thing from 
,Art to heighten her Beauty, (heappear'd the chief 
Handy-work of Nature* Her Shape exceeded all 
that was Human, and her Features were fb per- 
fed, that it would be inipoffible to draw themt 
without robbing them of lome Charm ; all which, 
with a Majefty attended bv an engaging Sweetne(s» 
render'd her compleatlv adorable* The Princefles 
paid her all the Refpea due to a Goddefs, by prof* 
crating themfelves at her Feet} whom (he rais'd up 
with Bounty ; and having embrac'd them, faid to 
the Prince of Granada^ « I have fo vcco.Oa.'^&R^wj^ 

* tor your Vcrtue, that 1- 'viXV t^^w^ ^^'^ ^'^^ 
' Hiog which you loft \ b\xv\j«S»t^l^^^^T\. 
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confidemblc a Piece of Serrice, as the DeftrufiioH - 
of Amerdlnh Caftle, it will be jw for me to make 
you theRequeft myfelf.* * I ought not, M&dam, 
jMid ElmederttSi to regret my fad Days, if they can 
be any ways fer yiceable to yon ; and the unforcu- 
niitc4fzayda cannot complain of my deferring the 
revenging of her, if I am Co happy as to give you 
any Proof of my Refpe&s. ' * You will revenge AI- 
zayda in ferving me, reply* d the 'Fairy ^ and will find 
that lovely Lady in the fame Place where you 
fhall punifh the wicked Afmonadus. * ^ Ah ? Ma- 
dam, cry'dthe amorotu Prince of GransidfLj how muclA 
do you flatter me? Is my Princefs living ? And 
can I ho])e to fee thofe bright Eyes again declare ^ 
my Happinefs V • Perhaps, repJy'dtbe Fairy ^fmi- 
lifigy my Oracles may not be certain.* * Oh ! lAUf 
danii /aid Elmedorus^ I cannot doubt of them, they 
pi;omire me a Blefling too invaluable not to hope 
them true. ' After thefe Words, the Fairy fear- 
ing that the PrincefTes might want a little Repofet 
bad them conduQed into an Apartment, where they 
found Nymphs, who offer'd them magnificent Ha- 
bits, which the Fairy made them Prefents of; to 
plcafe whom, they drcfs'd themfelves, that they 
might not offend ner by a carelefs Negligence of 
themlclves. But how charm 'd was the Prince of * 
Numidia with his Choice, when he faw the Prin- 
cefs of the Canaries enter the Fairy's Chamber, 
and how beautiful did he find her in that neW 
Drefs 1 The Fairy faid a great many fine Things of 
her as well as the Princels Zamea ; and after hay- 
ing fpent beft part of the Day in a delightful Con- 
rerlation, that adorable Princefs carry*d them into 
the Gardens, which were fo wonderful fine, that 
Nature and Art feem*d to vie with each other ; 
where, after walking feme Time, they went to 
reft themfelves in a large Arbour of Myrtle and 
J*(^/27^rana re-Trees, in the midft of which ftood a 
Statue of j^tim^ holding fjgrth inVier Vlati^s «c ^t^«x 
mMnjr Crowns, which form'd cuiiom* ^o\xtA%\t»* 
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Here the Fairy entertained them with a fine Con« 
cert of Mufick, which aereeably furprii'd them ; 
and after that had play'd half an Hour^ fhe be^n 
to talk to Elmedorus about his Enterprixc, and to 
give him Advice for his better Condu&i by which 
he, and all that illuftrious Company, perceiv'd a 
fccret Intereft fhe had in that Undertaking ; and 
Zamea, more bold than the reft, told her, ^ That 

* ihe was perfuaded that the Prince of Granads 

* would accomplifli that dangerous Enterprife; 
A but, to induce him to neglcS nothing, begg'd that 

^{hc would have the Goodnefs not to conceal from 

* him the Pare Ihe took in it.' Zalmayda back'd 
the Prince fs of iijfs: in this Requeft ; and the Princes, 
by their rcfpcSful Silence, (hew*d, that they 
were no Icfs dcfirous than thofe fair PrinceiTes. 
The magnificent Fairy granted what they prefs'd 
her {b earneftly for, but could nor refolvc to be pre« 
lent at the relating of her own Hiftory ; therefore 
rofe up, and order*d Cr//i74, oneof her Nymphs, to 
fatisfy their Curic^ty; who, in Obedience to her 
Commands, as Too.: as (he was gone, gave it then]i 
in thefe Words: 




The Hiftory of the Magnificent Fairy 
and ^Prince Salmacis. 

* 'XT O U all know, without doubt, fald Celina^ 

* JL addre^ngberfeif to the Prlnceffes, that the m ag- 
' nificent Fairy is the Daughter of VenuSf and the 

* Great King PoUander^ fince ihe inherits the Beau- 

* ty of that Goddefs, and the Grandeur and Ma- 

* jefty of the King her Father ; who was fo very 

* fond of her, that he made Vvet •.^w^tiv^'^'tvcL- 

* ce/ias fboa as (he wascapa\Aeo^^o^^TTC«i^> %.^ 
' g^re her this liland ; nxidVenHs^ \o ^^^^t^^ 
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more powerful, render'd her one of the greateft' 
Fairies in Europe, Her Science (he employs, in { 
compleating the Happinefs of all who are unfor- { 
tunate> and therefore is fought after and ador'd 
by all the World. In this Court there liv'd a 
Prince, nlAm'd SaJmacis^ whofe Merits Beauty, 
Wit, andCourage, made him the Admiration of all 
that knew him ; and tho' Fortune deny'dliim thofe 
Crowns his Anceftorshad worn, his Merit was not 
lefs, but too plainly proy'd Fortune to be blind 
as well as Love ; and it is not furprizing that liOi . 
who was fuchas I reprefent him, or, if pol&bl%. 
more charming, (hould gain the Hearts of all th? 
Nymphs of that bright Court. But the Height- of 
all his Glory was, that the Divine Fairy look'd . 
upon him with a favourable Eye, and conceiv*d 
an Inclination for him, which fheconceal'd with 
Pain. Her Pride dilated to her, that as a Daugh- 
ter of Venus and King FoUanderi and Queen of a . 
flouriOiing Empire, flic ought no; to look upon 
Salmacis, who. was her Subjefi/ 
Without doubt the Greatnefs of the Fairy hin- 
der*d the Prince from offering up his Vows to her, 
and made him difcover Charms in a young beantifill 
Lady, whofe Name was Ifmira^ for whom he figh'd 
not long in vain. Ifmlra^ flatter'd with the Vanity* 
of having the Preference before all the other La- 
dias of the Court, return'd his Love w;ith equal 
Paflton, and glory'd fo much in her Conqueft, that 
fhe in no wife diiguifed her Tendernefs. SalmacU^ 
in the Height of Felicity, could not live a Moment 
£:om his charming Nymph ; every Thing was infop- 
portable to him when ihe -was abfent, and the 
Time that he was obliged to pay his Reipc£istothe 
Fairy, robb'd him of two many precious Moments; 
and, tobefhorti he was never &en in publick, but 
when he waited on Ifmira, Every Day he found 
out fomething or other to divert her, and fpent a 
great Purt of every Night in fereua^n^ Vi^t 'vVxk 
the bcBMufick. 
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So much Love offended the Queeny who if {he 
could not overcome the Inclination ihe had for 
Salmacls^ jQie was fo much Miftrefs of herfelf as to 
conceal it| as long as he forbore to make his Ad* 
drefles to another ; but as foon as Jealoufv rouz'd 
up her TenderneiS) ihe became thoughtfult unea- 
fy, and melancholy ; and as her Pamon w^ a Se- 
cret to the World) {he was every Moment hearing 
of her Rival's Happinefs; till at laft, ^being unable 
to keep thefe cruel Paflions lock'd up in her Breaft, 
ihe laid to me one Day, < CeUna^ is it true, that 
Salmacls loves Ifmira with fb much Tendernels V 
Madam, anfwerd /, (having perceiv'd that the 
Prince was not indifferent to her,) Ifmira is only 
belov'd by Prince Salmacls^ becaufe he dares not 
look on aPerfon in this Court who far excels her.' 
And who do you think more amiable than that 
Nymph V faid the Fatty, * If you would permit me 
to tell you, Madam, reply d l^ I ihould fay the 
magnificent Fairy exceeds her both in Beauty 
and Birth.* * Alas! CWii}/f,/4f/Wj{?f, how little ac- 
quainted are you with the Power of Love, if you 
vbelieve it is govern'd by Reafon ! Salmacls fees 
none 'fo petfea as the happy Ifmira ; and I am 
fure, in his Eyes, Ihe would prevail before the 
Goddefs my Mother.* < I cannot tell, anfiver^d /» 
whether he would think her more beautiful than 
that Goddefs ; but I know that all his Love for 
thi» Kymph does not hinder him from praifing 
you with Exaggeration ; and I'll anfwer lor him. 
Madam, that he only pays his AddrefTes to Ifmira^ 
to fccure himfelf from being fo unhappy as to 
find you too worthy of his Adorations.' * Alas! 
Cellnay fatd Jhe, how little Reafon has he to fear 
that Misfortune, and how pleas'd ihould I be to 
let him know, that if his Btrth keeps him at too 
great a Diftance from my Throne^ his Merit an- 
proaches too near my UesitxX "^aix. ^V^ ^^'^^^ 
barter my Grief with fo dec^\tt\3\ «LXi\&.^^i ^^^^^ 
I Zee him fo much taken YluVi m^l^Iv^^"'* ^^^ 
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fent him to me with all the Colours of the bUck- 
eft Ingratitude ; tell me that notwithftanding all 
the Kmdnefs I have for him, he would not hear- 
ken to it, but to make a Saonfice of it to Ifmirat 
whom, tho* {he has no Crowns to offer him, he 
makes tOrtriumph over my Tendemels for him. 
All this I can fi)oner forgive, than his havine 
looked fo little at mc, not to know all that pafs'S 
in my Soul. 'Tis this cruel Indifference I would 
punim fevcrcly , but for facrificing me to my Ri- 
val, I accufc Love : That blind Boy difpofes of us 
with fo much Power, that he does not fuffer us to 
know any other Happinefs than that which he 
offers us, how precious foevcr that may be 
which he makes us negleQ.* 
Tho' Salmacis was much more guilty, ^^V^ A 
than you make him to be, yet I cannot help tnink- 
ing that your Power draws a Veil over his^yes in 
regard to your Pcrfeflions ; and dazzled with the 
Luftrc of yowr Throne, he dares not approach you: 
And tho' he might perceive you gave him ibme fa- 
Tourable Looks, he might be cautious how he ex« 
plain'd them, for fear of rendring himfelf criminal. 
O how linle 'acquainted are you, faid the Fahj^ 
with the Myfteries of the God my Brother ! If Sal* 
mads had that tender Inclination for me, he which - 
makes my Life fo burdenfome to me, he would 
have forgot my being his Sovereign ; and the long 
Race ot Kings from whom he takes his Defcentg^ 
would have made him think himfelf equal with the 
greateft Princes ; and his Love rendering him bold- 
er, he would have (igh'd loud enough to have been 
heard. He would have been raOi enough to have 
explain'd my Looks , and charm'd to have feen the 
fame Fire fparkle in them which raged in his 
Heart. — But Cr/mtf, the Happinefs of learning 
faim fo charming a Language, is referv'd only for 
iftnlfa. How pleafantly do they pafs away their 
time ! Nothing interrupts tW\r T^i\dwTv^^%% Vl^ve 
n^MTc^ roo iiappy Lovers* c#i4iTn»dt>)f ftjs?*'"*'* A 
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making rour Fate too adorablci before I htye de^ 
termined of mine. PerhapSy proyoked by Jealoufjf, 
I may take a Pleafure in rendring you as miferablo 
as myfelf; I may make you anfwer for all thofo 
unworthy Sighs chat have efcaped from my weak 
fooiifh Heart, and you may ihed Tears to dry up 
mine. But whither, unhappy Princefs, does thy 
Paffion carry thee ? For what Crime would'ft thoa 
punifli them 1 What reafon haft thou to complaia 
of thy Rival 1 Is not (he ignorant of thy Love ? 
And wastheinfenfible ^^/m^m obliged to underftand 
it 1 And fuppofe he did, doft thou not know by 
"^Experience that thou art not Mafter enough of thy 
own Heart, to force it away from the Obje& where* 
with it is taken ? Why would*ft thou then have 
them do more than thou art able thyfelf 1 Haft 
thou lefs Virtue than thefe Lovers 1 Permit them 
then to love, fince they may with Innocence ; and 
to punifh thee for harbouring Thoughts of fepara- 
ting them, be a Witnefs of their Pleafurcs — 

Some Ambafladors coming juft then for their Au« 
dience, and the Queen being told they waited, 
went to receive them ; and I in the mean time 
went to take a Turn or two in the Gardens, where 
I met the Prince. My Penfivencfsi and the Air of 
Concern that appeared in my Face, made Salmacis 
ask me what was the matter with me, and if Love 
made me fo melancholy. I told him laughing, thac 
that God had undoubtedly fome Share in my Mu- 
fings, and that I was thinking on the Fantaftical- 
ncls of his Empire* Let me know, /aid the Frltue^ 
whether you have any Reafon to accule him, and 
of what it is that you complain. You have more 
Caufe to complain yourfelf, Sir, fald /, hohng ear^ 
nefily Hfm him ; for if Love had not blindfolded you, 
there are few Princes who might be "^o happy as 
yourfelf; and I doubt, whether the Favours you

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felf) or perhaps you may make me guilty of Crimei 
(hat may coft me my Life. Sir, /did 1, fuck Princei 
as you never can, when they make choice of God- 
deues for the Subjef); of their Vows : Venus loved 
Anchifes '* After thefe Words I left him to go 

€0 the Queen, whom I perceived at the End of the 
Alley wherein we walk'd. 

Ever after this Converfation, SaJmaciSf who nn- 
derftood well enough what I meant, faw the Fairy 
every Day, and appear'd fomctimes conftifed and 
thoughtful* He no longer valued Ifmira*s CharmSi 
he made no Entertainments for her, his Vifits were 
lefs frequent, and every body took notice of this 
Change. She herfelf grew jealous, but was refolv- 
ed to difcover her Rival before fhe iboke to her 
Lover. In the mean time, the Fairy obferving the 
Afliduicies of the Prince, never doubted but I had 
told him. CeUna^ /aid Jbe, you have betray 'd me; 
Salmacis knovismj Weakneis : his Sighs and Looks 
tell me fo; for if vou had not faid fomething to 
him, he durft not nave been fo bold. Tis Love 
renders him fo, reply* dl^ and not my Difcourfe yrith 
Hm : That little God has difcover'd to him that In« 
clination which gives you that Efteem for him, as 
to think him worthy of your Chains. But GelinOf 
faid Jhe agaln^ the Prince does not love me ; 'Ifmhrs 
is the ObjeQ of his Tendernefs, and Love cannot 
let him know what paffes in my Heart, (inco he has 
none for me. It may be, Madam, anftvetd f, he 
doe >]iot love that Lady, but endeavours only, as I 
told you before, to prevent the Misfortune of find- 
ing you too Charming, and fomc one Look of yours 
may have inform'd him, that his Conftraint is to 
no purpofe. 

The Prince, who came in juft as I was fpeaking, 

made the Queen blufh fo much, that he (lood like 

one thundcmruck ; and 1, to give them an Oppoiv 

-tunity to explain themfelvcs, iaid> The Prince hcrfc

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Salmacls^ to know any thing that merits your Cu- 
riofity ? Cellna^ /aid the Fairy ^ hlujhlng again^ is fome- 
tlmes fo much out of the Way, thut one rauft not 
always minid what fhe fays ; and what I ask'd of 
her IS not worth any further Information. It is 
worth fo much, Madam, reply^A /, that it may give 
you a little more Confidence again in what I have 
the Honour to tell you; therefor^ I defire I may 
acquaint the Prince with the SubjeS: of our D'lC- 
pute. CeUnty fold the j^ueerty I chufe rather to be- 
lieve you, than that you fhould take Prince Salman 
CIS for a Second* Well, Madam, th^n, f aid I ^ lam 
very well fatisfy'd chat you give Credit to my 
Words, and the Prince ought to be fo too. CeUna^ 
reply*d Salmacis, ^lo compnbended by the Queen* s Con- 
fufien that we tvere talking of hinty has always been fo 
much my Friendi that after what I have heard her 
fay, I am fure I ought to return youThanks for the 
Belief you have in her Difcourle. It happens fome- 
times, that the great RefpeQ we have for Perfbns 
whom we adore, obliges ui to be ^lent ; and with- 
out the favourable Affiftance of a good Friend, we 
die before we dare declare that which is the Caufe* 
You fee, Madam, faid /, laughing^ that Love takes 
care to explain my Riddles, and the Prince—— 
Hold your Tongue, fald the Fairy ^ who chcfe rather to 
he angry with me than her Lever ^ and do not force the 
Prince to (ay what he does not think. I ought to 
puniih you lor his Raihnefs ; had it not bced for 
you, he would neither have oSended me nor l/mi" 
ra. Ah ! Madam, faid Salmacis, forgive Cetina*s 
Compaflion for a miferable Prince. If it is a Crime 
to adore you, I am moft guilty. Confumed by a 
Paffion which I have concealed with Care, belie- 
ving my Flame unworthy of the Author of its Birth, 
'I pafs my unhappy Days in complaining of Heaven 
for having made you fo perfcd, that no Mortal dare 
lore you without Raihnefs: For vrho^ l^^<\^\sw^^v^ 
prefume to adore you wuV\ t\\at Stt^eV ^H. "^^vox^ 
eind Virtue that gives YOU tlae Prefctcace.\i^^^^^^ 
Vox. m. ■£ ^'^^^'' 
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Goddcfs your Mother? SalmMciSy faid the Fatty ^ you 
certainly forger that you are fpeakii)gJ)cfore ine» 
or at leaft think me very indulgent. Forbear to 
pcrfuadc me to what you don't think, and force 
nic not to baniih yon for your Raihnefs as well at 
Deceit. Can you hope that I am ihe only Pcrlbn 
in my Court who is ignorant of your Love for If- 
ffura? And how would you have me receive fo 
profane an Inccnfe ? I have not profaned mine, 
Madam» rep!y*d iheFrlncey but offer it you as pore 
as that which burns on the Altars of the Queen of 
Love. Reproach me not with my Love for IfmkM^ 
fince you, Divine Fairjr, forced me to it. Vcx'd 
with myfelf for conceiving a PafTion which I name 
Sacrilege, I made my Addrcffcs to that Nymph, to 
difengage myfelf from fo dangerous a Chain* I 
thought for fomcTime that I had found in bcrKind* 
ncfs lor me that Succour fo ncceflary to my Quiet • 
but one Glance fi om your Eyes, perhaps, undeiign- 
edly caft on me, has difturbed a-ncw the Happinds 
of my Life. Pleafcd wiih the Love I have for my 
Queen, I cannot live without her, and, Madam 
continued he, throivhg hlmfelfat her Feet^ 'tis in your 
Power to difpofe of my Fate : And if my Vows aro

happy Heart, which has rendered me fo guilty. 
SalmMclSf fa'id the Fahy, raijhg him up, incroach not 

. upon my Rights ; leave to me the Care of making 
choice of a Chaftifcment which you deferve : Wii^ 
•ut attempting any Thing upon your Life] I can 
findother Ways to revenge myfelf ; but like an im- 
partial Judge I have examined your Crime, and 
find your Raihnefs merits aPunifhment more mild 
than your Treafon. After thefe Words (he took her 
Leave of the Prince, and would not hear him fay 
any more. When we were alone, £be made me 
/bme Reproaches^ which I knew proceeded more 

/jrom her Modcfty than Angtir. *tVvfi'?t\tiQ.^^Ytk\si 
thdt Day groYfing bold, never t«i\« xVv^Qs^^tw'Wl 
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he entertain'd her with bis Paffion, and knew ^^ 
well how to perfuade her that he did not love If- 
miraf that ihe permitted him to Sigh, and to hope 
his Sighs might have their defired £fFe£^. 

A Fate fo much to be envy'd, ought to have made . 
Sdlmacis forget Ifmlra^ whatever Charms that beau- 
tiful Maid was Miftrefs of; but the Reproaches (he 
made him when flie knew who was that formida* 
ble Rival who had robb'd her of her Lover's Heart, - 
brought him to he/ again. He vificed her every 
Day, and endeavour'd to perfuade her that it was - 
his Intereft that obliged him to wait fo much uf on 
the Queen : But Ifmira^ not fatisfied with thefe 
weak Exculcs* and knowing moreover the Power 
fhe had over him, told him, that (he could not re* - 
folvc with herfelf to ftay, and be a VVitnefs of her 
Rival's Happinefs, but would go and live retired ac 
a Houfe fhe had at the furthcrmoft Part of the 
Ifland. The Prince concern'd at this Rcfolution^ 
and to prevent her going, fwore a thoufand Oaths 
that he would never love any other but her ; with 
which the cunning //Jwirrf fcem'd well fatisficd; but 
the next Morning, as fbon as it was Day, (he went, 
knowing well enough that while the Prince faw 
the Queen, fhe muft yield to that dangerous Rival, 
ftnd that if fhe left the Courr, he would follow 
her. Which Notion of hers was very juft ; far as 
foon as Sahnacis underftood ihc was gone, he imme- . 
diately poded after her. * What! cruel Ifmlra^ 
faid he^ do you forfakc me ? What ! would you 
break thofe Chains which you have fwore fo often 
fhould be as durable as Life 1 ' * Sir, te^lyd that 
Moidf with 'Tears in herEyes^ 'tis not I who break 
them ; you know, unjuft Prince, the Plcafure I 
take in wearing them with you, and what I have 
done to make them light. How often have you, 
pleafed with the Happinefs of loving, and bcin^ 
beloved, preferr'd your Fate to\.Vva\ q\^^ C^^^^'' 
Bur rhar charming Time is ivo rcvot^ \ Ccv^Naxv^ 
Luilre of a Crown has fuT^rii-e^ ^^xxt"Cw^ 
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^ nefs, And you can no longer think yourfelf blefs'd 

* but by A Miftrefs who can Add Power and Gran- 
< deur to Love : Follow that blind Divinity, and 

* leave me to prefer ve the Remembrance of that 

* too-happy Time. FAithful to my Tendcrnefs, I 

* ihall only remember thofe Moments when yoa 

* deferred fo well> and {hall forget that yon have 

* betray'd met for fear leaft fo cruel an Idea, by ~ 

* kindling my RagCi fliould weaken my Love/ 

* Ah 1 my dear Ifmira^ dry'd the Priftce^ throwing him" 

* felfat her Feet^ what muft I do to repair my Crime V 

* Love none but me> Sir, reply d Jbe, and fliew 1^ 

* ftaying with me here how dear I am to you** 

* Yes, charming Nvmph, /i/if Salmacis, I love none 

* but you, andmallthinkmyfelf happy to renounce 

* the Bounties the Fairy has promiled me, to prove 

* that my Love is as violent as in the firft Days of 

* its Birth.' 

While the Prince with fo much Imprudence for- 
f^ot all the Obligations he had to the Queen, that 
lovely Fairy v^as fenfibly provoked at the Prefe- 
rence he gave a Perfon fo much beneath him in 
Beauty and Birth. In her Rage (he could not find 
out any PuniHimentgrcAt enough to expiate fo hor- 
rid A Crime : Her firft Tranfports reprefented the 
Plcafure of Revenge fo lull of Charms, that (he 
vras ready to invent an Enchantment by which thefe 
Criminals might live in Deipair. But Love pre- 
Tailing over herPaffion, (he contented herfclf wicb 
venting her Anger in Tears. * Ah ! CeHna^ faidjbg^ 

* how great an Injury have you done me by nat- 
^ tering my Tcndernefs I Had it not been for you, 

* I had never tafted of the fatal PlcAfure of being 

* loved by the Prince \ I fhould have aIwavs feen 
*• him At the Feet of my Rival, and that cruel Sight 
<- would have made me hate him : But poifon'dliy 

* his falfe Paffion, I was reduced to the fweet Nc- 
* cefTtty oi thinking myfelf always beloved by him. 

■* Wh^^t Kemcdicsy cruel Maid, cx\\ ^Q>a^w^^\^ x.^ 
^ the MvilsyoM have trougVit oum^V 
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* Madam, /aid /, if my Death can make an Atone* 
ment, Til undergo it with Pleafurc : I confefs I 
was in the Wrong to you: As to the perfidious 
Prince Salmacis^ he is undeferving of your Boun- 
ty, fince he is Co negle£lful ; and you ought ro 
punidi him, if he was not fo dear to you that his 
Puniftiment would be the greater to Vourfelf ; 
but if he is ncceffary to your Rcpofe, forget hi» 
ill ConduQ, and attribute it not to the Inclina- 
tions of his Heart : The artful Ifmira^ for fear of 
your Charms, keeps him from you through a Ufe 
of admiring her Beauty. Go and fhew yourfelf» 
Madam, at her Palace, and force from your Ene- 
my a Slare who is but too much honoured with 




being beloved by 
the Prince, I cannot refolve to take fuch a Step, 
which would turn to my Shame, and might per- 
haps add to my Rival's Triumph.* ♦ Well then. 
Madam, fald /, publiih the Tournament which 
you always give upon the Account of your Birtb- 
Day, and let the Prize be fo great as to flatter the 
Vanity of the weak Prince, who, fond of Glory 
and Honour, will leave his Nymph ; and if he fees 
you but a Moment, I'll beanfwerable for his Re- 
pentance/ The Fairy, after having well wcigh'd 
my Advice, refolved to follow it, and ordcr'd a 
Tournament to be appointed, and for the Prize a 
^Iden Crown fet with Rubies, which the ViSor 
fhould wear at all publick Ceremonies in that 
Ifland. 

The Hopes of this Rccompence had the EflFeO: I 
expeSed. Salmacis could not refift the Defire he 
had of being honour'd by fo particular a Diftinc- 
tion, but Icttlfmirai and arrived at Court the Night 
before the Tournament. T'he Affront he had put 
upon the Queen prevented kitiv ft^xc^ ^^'^^ "^"^ 
make her a Vi/it. The next Dst^ tW^wvx-^ ^ xcasS^>Sv- 
centJy drefs'd, placed herfcU on <L^c9.&i\^'i^^^^'^^^ 
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by ftU her Court ; and after the Judges of the Field 
had perform'd the ufual Ceremonies, the Prince 
was the firft who enter'd the Lifts. His Afmour 
ihined bright withjewels, his Helmet was adorn'd 
"with a Plume of white Feathers, and on his Shield 
was figured a Cupid endeavouring to pierce three 
Hearts with one Arrow, but could not accompliih 
it, and this Device, "Tis too much for one. He never 
in all his Life appear'd fo charming as that Day ; . 
for the God of Love, who thought none more wor- 
thy of his Care than that Prince«nd the Fairy, had 
cnrliven'd his natural Beauty by their Charms. Sal- 
macis^ after having taken a Turn or two about the 
Field, pafiing by the Qiicen,. faluted her with a 
Countenance whereon his Shame for his Crime was 
piiinrcd, and furprizM at himfclf for preferring If' 
mm before that adorable Fairy, ftood above a Quar- 
ter of an Hour before he could take his Eyes oflF 
her. But a Knight prefenting himfeif, he foon 
made himfclf ready to receive him ; and not only 
gain'd the Viftory over him, but over all who dil- 
putcd it with him ; and being declared Viftor, Vas 
led to the Queen's Scaffold, to be crown*d by her 
own Hands. 

When the Tournament was over, the Fairy re- 
tired into her Clofet, and would not be feen by 
any Body ; and the Prince, unable to refift his De- 
fire of getting her Pardon, came to me. * Celinaf 

* faid he to mcy either kill me, or get me Leave to 

* throw myfelfar the Queen's Feet : I know I am 

* unworthy of her FavOur, after what my blind Paf* 

* fion has made me commit ; but if a quick Re- 

* pcntance, and a Fidelity, Proof againft all the 

* Tryalsfhc can put me to, can bear any Weight^— 

* And yet, CeVina^ I know fo well how by Love to 

* repair my Weaknefs, that fhe fhall be obliged to 

* renew my Chains.' * My Lord^ reply'd /, I can- 
^ noepromife that the Queen will hear vou^ (ince 

^ /he forefecing that you wo\\\d comc^ W^V^cV:^ 
' heriblfujD. and forbid any IBodv to '\iv\^tx^^x.\v^T* 
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< CtVina^ faid h$^ I know that you have that Liberty ; 
« grant me the Favour that I ask, or I ftiall believe 
* .that you never was my Friend/ At latt overcome 
by Salmaciss Intrcaties, and believing that I ihould 
notditpleafc the Queen, I went and knock'd at the 
Clofet-Door; but was furprized when flie bid me 
be gone, and would not hear a Syllable of the 
Prince's Repentance. With this cruel Anl'wer I 
went to him, and thought he would have died ^ 
away at the News ; and fo great was his Grief, that 
he retired to his own Apartment without faying 
one Word* It was feveral Days bef9re he could 
get a favourable Opponunity to fpeak to her ; for 
fhe had forbid him her Sight: Till one Evening, as 
ihe was walking by the Sea-fide, attended by her 
Maids, be came and cad himfelf ac her Feet, and 
knew lb perfcftly well how to talk by his Eyes and 
Sighs, that the Fairy promifed to forget his Crime, 
provided he would forfake Ifmira ; which che Prince 
confented to without any Hefitation, and from that 
Moment gave her all the Tokens of a conftancPaf- 
fion. Ifmira made ufe of all her Charms to fcduce 
him again ; but finding the Attempts fruitlefs, to 
baniih him from ker Heart, lefr the Ifland, and 
married a Prince who ha'd loved her a, long Time. 
In the mean Time the Farfie of Salmac'us Happf« 
nefs reach'd the Ears of King Poliander, who, taking 
it ill that a Subje£l ihould dare to make Love to 
his Sovereign, hnt ior Amerdinf that famous Magi- 
cian, and order'd him to take away and confine 
Salmaeis in his inchanted Caftle;' and that cruel In- 
ftrument of Mifchief having furpriz'd Salmacis when 
he was out a hunting, convey'd him to that fatal 
Abode. The Queen in Defpair for his Misfortune, 
confulted her l^ooks, to know how her Lover 
might gain his Liberty, and found that it was you 
alone, Generous Prince, (faid Celina^ addrcfling her 
felf to ElmedoruSf) who could defltt^i^ xV^^kOcww^x- 
inexif of that Caftle, where Co m«iTi>j \\\xi& Awi.% ^^^- 
ibrtunace Prmces and Princeffc^ WS^t^fixv^vW-^c^^ 
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unknown to other Mortals. The Qp^^ii ^w with 
Sorrow that you had loft the Ring on which the 
SacceCs of this Adventure depended; when Zamsit 
dying, committed that Treafure fo precious to her 
TcDaernefs into her Hands, charging her to reftore 
it to you for the Advancement of her Happinefs* 
She conduced you to the River 'itagus^ where the 
beautiful Princefs of Fez, by her Orders, waited fot 
you : And knowing that you was going to attempt 
10 dangerous an Enterprize without any other Af* 
llftance than your own Courage, fent me this Morn* 
ing to you, that ihe might herfelf give you that 
valuable Ring, on which the Change of hers and 
your Fortune depends, (ince thereby you will find 
your charmingPrincefs again always conftant to your 
Memory. Afmonadus knowing of your Return from 
the Fairy Dfftderias Ifland, and fearing you fKould 
go and take Alznyda from him, took her away in that 
Swoon wherein your Squire thought flie was dead, 
and left Leoriy taking Sanchea along with him. He 
hurried her to Amerdln*s Inchanted Cafile, where 
Dejideria^ to be revenged of you, told hinr he might 
make himfelf belov'd by that charming Lady : Bat 
has fince found that his Inchantments could have no 
£fFed upon her Heart ; for fhe, always faithful to 
her dear Prince of Granada, pafles her Da^rs full of . 
Grief. For you, beautiful Zamea^ your Knight, de- 
ceiv'd by your Refemblance, taftes all the fweet 
Pleafures which makes him blefs his Fate; and A- 
mandinaf' to fatisfy the Hatred of the revengeful 
Celdifia^ fomctimes regrets the Lofs of the Prince of 
JMauritania in a Deluge of Tears, and fometimes be- 
wails the Death of the Prince of Arragin. For Sal- 
maciSf. his Puniihment is great enough in bein^ fe* 
parated from his adorable Fairy: But as he believes 
he (hall never fee her again, he is as much to be 
pitied as the reft> who are kept in that terrible 
Abode0 

CeVma 
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CeVtna having rhus finifhed her Relation, made 
the Prince of Gr^ada fo defirous of arriving at 
Amerdin's Cattle, that they had a great deal to do to 
perfwade him to ftay in the Magnificent Fairy's 
Ifland till the nextDay ; and the Joy to know that 
his Princcfs was living fo employ'd his Thoughts » 
that he forgpt to thank Celina for the Favour fhe 
had done him, which ZaJmayda tind Zamea did for 
him, and after wont to the Queen in her own A- 
partment. That Night i^as fpent in begging of the- 
Fairy to affift them with her Advice; and the next 
Day, by Sun-rife, this lovely Troop left that Ifle^ 
ana were carried back by the fame Galley that 
brought themt and found by the' River-Side a mag* 
nificent Chariot for the PrinceiTe*!, and for the 
Princes Fairy Hcifes, which could neither tire 
nor be wounded. A Dwarf prefented £/irzf^0ri// 
with a Suit of Armour of mafly Gold, enrich'd with 
Rubies and Pearls ; and on his Shield, which was of 
the fame Metal, was the Reprefentation of himfelf 
trampling expiring Monfters under his Feet. El- 
tnodoTHs accepted of fo valuable a Prefent, and was 
armed with them by^the Dwarf, who inform*d him 
of their Power. Afterwards they purfued their 
Way for Amerdin*% Caftle* 

All that Day they tea veird without any Molefk- 
tion from any Perfon, and at Night arrived at a 
Utile Hamlet, fituate hj^ a pleafant River's Side» 
where the Huts^ were built of red Marble, and the 
Shepherds and Shepherdefles doath'din StufFs of 
the fame Colour, with Silver Crooks in their 
HandS) came to offer them their Habitations for 
that Night. The Princefles furpriz^'d to find fo^ 
much Politenefs among Shepherds, asked them 
whom they belonged to. The Shepherds anfwer'd^ 
theywereSi^bje^ of the Magnificent Fairy, who^ 
had ordered them to receive them after the beft: 
Manner they were capable of. Thcfe HxaftarvV^ss^ 
found to be as convenient Wv\\v\ti^ «a ^«^ ^«t< 
bandfomcJy built without. K\\ \\\^^^Ktx^v^^^^ 
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cf a Rofe-colour'd and Silver Stuff; and Tables of 
red and green Porphyry, oover'd with Vcffcls of 
Alabafter full of ievcral Sorts of Flowers, from 
-which there exhaled a Perfume that ravifhed the 
Scnfes. 

The Princeffcs, after they had admired thar 
charming Place, laid thcmfelves down for Ibme 
Time onBcds of Repofe, and during aRepaft, which 
was fervcd up, the Shepherds play'd on fofc Flutes ; 
and when the Supper was over, they all rfetir'd to 
their Apartments. The next Morning by Dav-break 
owr fair Adventurers, follow'd by the Knights, got 
into their Chariot; and after carcfling thei«. kind 
Hofteffes, purfued their Tourney. The next Even- 
ing they fpcnt as agreeably as that in the Marble 
Hamlet ; for in a great Foreft, the Track which 
they follow'd led them to a fine Caftle, the Walls 
of which where white Agate, and the Corniihes 
€Lt\d. Covering of Flame-colour'd China. A Nymph 
of heavenly Beauty, cover'd with a Veil of Green 
and Gold Gaufe, ftood at the Gates ; and addrei&ng 
licrfelf to the Prince of Granada^ faid, * Generous

with great Civility, and prefented the PrinceiTes, 
who embraced their beautiful Hodefs ; who led 
them into a Hall of Agate, the fame as the Palace- 
Walls, fupported by twelve Flame-colour'd China 
Pillars, where all tl»e Furniture was green Velvet 
embroidered with Gold, As foon a> they were UlI 
down, fix Nymphs came and prefented Baskets foil 
cf Fruit and Sweet-Meats. After this Collation they 
walk'd into a Wood of Pomegranate- Trees, of an 
cxtraordinai*y Height, where there were fine Foun- 
tains v.hich fell into large China Bafins of iIk^c 
Nymph's favourite Colour. Zalmayda and Zamea 

u'ctc fo enc/jantcd wiihth\s cV\a\iulrgj^^b<ide^ that 
they could hardly refohc lo k^N^ '^^^ \>>i^ ^!^^^ >>t\^

Nymjph led ihcm infenfibly into the Foreff, where 
a noble Entertainment and Concert of fine Mufick 
was prepared for them. *All which, as foon as the 
Prince^and Princeffes rofe from Table, difappcar"d ; 
and from all the Alleys, which ended in that Place» 
came forth Moors^ and gaye them a Morris- Dance* 
Great Part of ^he Evening glided away in thefe 
Sorts of Diverfions, till the PrinceiTes refle&in^ 
that they were to rife early the next Day, returned 
to thePalace: Tho' the next Morning, more idle 
than ordinary, they lay till two Hours after Sun- 
rife ; when their charming Hoftefs led them to their 
Chariot, and taking her Leave of them, gave Ehn^ 
dorus a Dog of an extraordinary Size, and bid hiflr 
follow that Dog, which would lead him to the fa« 
tal Caftle. Eimedorusy^tis well as the reft of thefe 
Adventurers, thank'd her a thoufand Times, and 
follow'd the Dog, who took a large TraQ in the 
Foreft. 

They had not travcU'd more' than three Hourly, 
before they difcern'd Amerdin's Caftle, at which thc^ 
Prince coneeiv'd an inexpreffible Joy, and making 
the Princeffes ftop, defir'd the Princes to flay with 
them to guard them, and advanced by himfelf to^' 
the Gates of that infernal Place ; from whence, af- 
ter the ufual Signal, there came forth a Knighr

S almacn Jby his Device. The TSL^^^^ptV^V'a.^^^i 
the Fairy preyeme^ bU ero^W^iav^.Vfib^vi^^^v'^ 
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Uc fall the Point, and fliew'd his fatal Ring. The 
Knight afliam'd of his Defign, ran to his Deliyerer 
with ojjen Arms. * Prince, fald Elmedorus, the 
Magnificent Fairy^ by vrhora you have always 
been tenderly beloved, frees you from thefeChains 
to oblige you to wear hers.' < Ah ! Generous 
Knight, rtfly^d Salmacis, what Happinefs do you 
pronounce ! Is it pofliblc for me to lee that Charm- 
ing Fairy again 1 ' * Yes, /aid Elmedorus, and find 
her always beautiful and conftant* But leaye me 
to finifh my Undertaking ; for the dear Intereft I 
have in it urges me to make a Trial of all the Ene- 
mies the cruel Amerdin can fend againft me. Go to 
the PrinccfTes, who wait for me; but have a care 
of their Charms/ The Knight ; obey'd and Elmi* 
dfus feeing a third Adverfary, who vtm AfmottsdtiSt 
advanced towards him with his Sword in his Hand. 
Who art thou, rafh Youth, /aid Afmonadus, who 
come here to faek thy Death 1* * I am Elrned^rtu 
of Gfannda^ reply* d theTrlnce^ who, favour'd by the 
Gods, come to punifh thee and theTraytor ifmir- 
din^ and to deliver the Priocefs Alzjnda out of 
the Hands of her Enemies/ At thefe Words they 
fought with fo great Fury, that the Princeffes trem- 
¥led for their valiant Hero, and the Princes, for* 
getting that they were not to concern thennfelyes 
in this Adventure, ran to his Affiftance ; but before 
they could get to him, he had brought his AfTai' 
lant to the Ground, whofe Soul flew to the infernal 
Regions thro* a large Wound in his Side. Elfaedtrnt 
being thus deliver'd of his Rival, thank'd the ^ene- 
rous Knights, and defired them to return again to 
the Princeflcs. 

As foon as Afmonadus had yielded up his Breathy 
these came out of the CafUe a roaring Lion to at- 
tack the Prince, who, without making ufe of his 
Ring, kiird him, after an Hour's Fight, by Afinth 
fiadus* The Lion was no fooner defeated, but there 
appear'd a Knight mounted oa a Griffin^ with his 
VI for halfAiftca up, and bis Imggwc^ 'E>i^^ Wi\ ^l 
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Fury. * Think not. Prince of Granada^ faid he^ be- 
^ CRufe thou haft yanquiOiM fo ofren, to accomplifh 

* thy Enterprixe. Thou canft not efcape my Rc- 
^ yenge/ < Let us fee then,y^i^Eimedorous> if thou 

* art mere invulnerable than the reft of thy Defen- 

* ders, by whom thou thought'ft to weaken myArm ; 
' but know, that my Strength increafes with my 
< Viftories/ Then Amerdtn flew with his Griffin 
towards Ehnedorus^ who found himfelf in great Dif- 
ficulty thereby ; but growing outrageous that this 
Traytor fhould defend himfelf fo well, fetch'd fo 
furious a Stroke at his Sword- Arm, that he cut it 
off; and the Magician finding that he was no longer 
able to refift, flew away on his Griffin. From his 
yenemous Blood there iprun^ up fo many Snakes 
and Serpents, which turn'd their murdering Tongues 
againft the Prince, that he feeing that he could noc 
defend himfelf againft fo many Enemies, turn'd his 
King, and paffing thro* the Midft of them, went di- 
redly to the Caftle* 

Two Bears of an enormous Size guarded the 
Porcb,and would infallibly have fallen upon him,buc 
being reftrain*d by theVirtue of his Ring, ran away* 
The Gates opened, and a Knight of a haughty Mein 
adyaiic*d to defend the Entry. BimedoruSf lorry to 
facrifice fo accomplifh'd a Prince, defir'd him noc 
to put himfelf to the Propf of his Arms : But the 
Stranger, whom the Magician had told that he was 
come to force away Amandlna^ not lifteniag to the 

food Adyice he gaye,ftruck him on the Helmet with 
lis Sword* Upon which the enraged Elmedortts^ diC- 
daining to ufc his Ring, attacked him.; and though 
there was no Knight more braye than the unhappy 
Prince of Arragon^ laid him lifelefs at his Feet; Af- 
ter this^ our generous Prince, impatient to find his 
Princefs, went in ; and haying trayerfed feyeral 
difmal Apartments, came to a Tower, where there 
was neither Door norWindow, and heard the Com- 
plaints of thoie who were inclofedin u \ ^xvI^^cbsj^tv^ 
the reR, thought he couU ^\^\T\'g3^S^>^ivi^iv^^^^5'^ 
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Voicet Moved with thefe plaincire Sounds, he 
took a Hammer, which the Magnificent Fairy had 
order'd him to carry with him, and faftening his 
ma^ick Ring to it> (Imck the Wail therewith, 
which prefentlj opened, and he went in, and found 
it full ot bcwiuriful Ladies, who by their Tears form* 
cd a Brook which ran out at the Bottom of that 
Piece of Fuilding. There he found his dear Alzdydd 
fat by a Tomb, which ihe bcfprinklcd with her 
Tears, and faw himfeif fo well rcprefcnied, that 
he was amazed : But defirous to put a Stop to the 
Princefs's Sighs and Torments, prefented (he Ring ; 
upon which the Tomb immediately difappear'd, 
and the Walls of the Tower were changed into a 
magnificent Triumphal Arch, where the Names of

* Prince, reply* d Alzayda, ^itk An Air ofPleajure In her 

* Ceuntenavcey you fee by the Puniihmcnt the cruel 

* Afmonadus\nR\StQ^^ how dear you was to me, fince 

* I for my Difdain of him was condcmn'd to bewail 

* your Death all my Days. But what favourable 

* Deity condu6^cd you into this Cadle, and has pre- 
' fcrvd you from ihe wicked Amwdin «LikdNo\xt ^v- 
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« ral?* • My Rival, npiy'dthe Prince, Kath withhij 

* Life paid for the Injuries he has done us ; and the 

* other perfidious Magician , unable to defend 

* himfelf againft me, fled on his winged Griffin. 
He WAS going to give her a full Relation of his Ad- 
ventures, but Alzayda reprefenting to him that the 
Prefence of lb many illuftrious Perfons would noc 
perniit them to hold a longer Converfution faid, 

* Let us leave this fatal Place, and be afTured that 

* Alzayda is the fame as when you left her at Leon' 
After this favourable AfTurance, the Princeis went 
to the other Princefies, who were dill praifing the 
Prince's Generofiry. AlZdyda mi>fing in their DiP* 
courfe, faidy. ihe mufi own that they were all very 
much obliged to him, and would be much more 
if he would lead them out of that frightful Prifon. 
Elmedofus reply'd, he would as foon as (he plcas'd : 
But firft defir'd to know which of all thofe amiable 
Perlbns was Amandlna, The Princefs of CaftlJe no 
iboner heard her Name pronounced, but ihe ad- 
vanced;^ and the Prince told her, he defircd only 
her Pardon.for the Death of ArmanduSy which ic 
was not in his Power to prevent. The Princefs 
blufh'd, andfigh'd at this melancholy News ; when 
Slmedofus^ to eafe her troubled Soul, faid, > But 
« fince. Madam, I have been To unhappy as to de- 

* prive you of one deferving Lover, to repair m y 

* Fault, I will rcftore Zalmandar to you/ * Ah! 
< Sir, faid Amandin:!, do not flatter me with falfe 

* Hopes, to comfort me for a certain Misfortune.* 

* You fhall know in a little Time, repfy'd the Ptince^ 

* that I promife nothing but what I can perform/ 
In faying thefe Words, he prefented his Hand to the 
adorable Alzayda^ who was followed by the other - 
Ladies, who were^cd by all the Knights then pre- 
fent. 

As they pafs'd thro' the Porch, the Princefs ofCafiile 
pcrceiv'd the Body of the unfortunate Prince of 
Arragcn, which Sight drew Teats {'t^m Vv^x^^^^\ 
find ArmartdHs's Squire, Cfift\T>^Vv\rcAOiS.^'^'SAmtd.«t>^'* 
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Feet, Ondy < Give me leaye> Sir, to perform the laft 
Duties to my iiluftrious Mafter» and to ereft a 
Tomb in the fame Place where he loft his Life.* 
I conjure you, generoas Prince, faid the Princefi of 
Caftile, not to rcf ufe the faithful Cleon the Favour 
he asks of you.' * Alas ! Madam, cry*d the Squire^ 
it is fome Ton of Recompencc for my unhappy 
Mafter, that you obtain a Grave for him who im- 
ploy*d the laft Moment of his Life to ihew his 
Love : For after he was cured of his Wounds, he 
left his own Dominions, and being inform *d that 
you was brought to this Caftle, came to find you 
out ; where he was rcceiv'd by the cruel Amerdin^ 
who promifed him, if he could defend this fatal 
Place againft the valiant Prince of Granada^ to de- 
liver you up to him, that he might carry you back 
to CafiiU. My Prince accepted of the Conditions, 
and this Day put an End to His miferaMe Life/ 
CUon^ fald Amandina, the Gods can witnefs how 
fenfible lam of the Misfortunes of your iiluftri- 
ous Mafter; and that I would, if it lay in my 
Power, reftore him to Life again en the Price of 
my Crown : But fince thatisimpofSble, let us pay 
to his Shade thofe Offices which it expeQs from 
uf. Prepare a funeral Pile, and let him have a 
Tomb worthy of fo perfefl: a Knights' Elmedorus 
defired Cleon to undertake that Work, and promifed 
to fupply him with all Neceflaries. And after that, 
impatient to return to the lovely Troop that waited 
for him, left the Caftle, foUow'd by a numerous 
Attendance. 

They were no fooner got over the Bridge of the 
Moat which fvrrounded the Caftle, but the Hea- 
vens appeared all on Fire, followed by Lightning 
and terrible Claps of Thunder ; which made this Ii- 
luftrious Company look back to the Caftle, wkm 
they ftw infinite Numbers of Demons, whichTik- 
ving deftroy'd that difmal Place, took their Flight; 
through the Air and with this Storm the Enchant- * 
mem ended. TbePxinceffesftvu4^«vu^«^ii^xt^m- . 
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bliog nvith Fear, knew not what to think, till Da]^

That Cafile, which i/^as more horrible than the 
moftdifmal Repreiencation of Hell, was changed in- 
to fo magnificent a Palace, that no Eyes could bear 
theLuftre of the Jewels wherewith ic was adom'd ; 
and on the Front might be read, in a Cartridge of 
one fingle Carbuncle, thefe Words : 

Sl/i fiaUty Edifice ivat ereHed to ImmottaUze the Me^ 
mety ejthe Valiant Elmedorus, the Bonour and Gkty 
of Knighthood f and the true Pattern of faithful Love* 

A beautiful Lady flood at the Gates, who, ap- 
proaching /f/i^^/^, faid, * Madam, the MagnifitenC 
Fairy, to leave toPofterity the Remembrance of 
the Valour of your illuftrious Lover, hath raifed 
this Palace from the Ruins of that which was 
deftroy'd by bis heroick Courage. Honour it with 
your Prefence ; and in a Temple dedicated to the 
Goddefs of Conftancy, confecrate that myftcrious 
Ring which has effeQed your Liberty : You have 
no more Occafion for its magical Aid, fince no- 
thing can difturb your Happinefs, and your Days 
will roll away in Love ana Pleafure. For you. 
Prince, faidjbe to Elmedorus, know that nothing 
can equal your Glory ; Pofleflbr of a large Empire^ 
and one of the moft virtuous and beautiful Prin- 
cefTes in the World, you will furpafs the greateft 
Heroes ; and to compleat your Wiihes, there ihall 
f]^ring from your Loins a Son who ihall make 
himfelf known to the moft diftant Poles.* £/ixr#- 
dorus and Alzayda were fo furpriz'd at the Happineft 
that this learned Fairy pronounced, that they could 
not make any Reply ; \yhen the Princefles Zalma^da 
and Zamea^ and all the Knights who accompanied 
them, having feen the End of the Enchancmeut^ 
came to teftify their lo^. *t\v^'^tVftR.^ ^\ d^atia^* 
utkiDg Zalmandor by theH«iixii^ H^V\\^^fefc^^^^'^^ 
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were embracing Alzayda^ and {n'clenring him to the 
beautiful Amandha^ faid ; * You fee. Madam, Iper- 

* form my Promifes.* The Princeis, wirhout re- 
turning any Ahfwer, held out her Hand to her 
lover, and receiy'd with an extraordinary Satisfac- 
tion all the Teftimonies he gave her of his Love. 
And after the firft Tranfports of all ihefe admirable 
Perfons, the obliging Fairy engaged them to go in- 
to this new Palace, which was extreamly beautifult 
Nothing elfe was hardly feen but Gold, and Silfcr, 
and Jewels ; and in the Midft. of the Court was 
ereSed a Trophy to the Honour of the Prince of 
Granada, After they had admired this new Edifice, 
the Fairy led them into a Temple of TurquoiTc, 
where the Goddefs Conjiantia flood on an Altar of 
the fame Stone, the Bafis of which was all maffy 
Gold.

As the Fairy fafd thefe Words, 
Ihc walked to a Pyramid of black anfl white Mar- 
ble, where all the Anions that the unhappy Arman^ 
dus had performed on the Account of hi^Love, were 
reprefenred below in Relievo ; and on the Top of 
the Pyramid flood the Figure of tl^t Prince, in 
the fame Armour wherein he fought, which were 
fo well painted, that no one could diflinguifli them 
at that'Diflance. On his Shield was reprefen ted 
the cruel Goddefs, the Deftroyer of all Things* 

holding an Hearty out of which iiTued Flames> ami 
tAfs Device, Infflght of Death. 

Ama«- 
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Amandina could not behold fo melancholy a Sight' 
butfigh'd, and let fall feveral Tears ; tux^Zalmandf 
himfelf bore her Company in this her State of Sor- 
row, till the Fairy, whofe fole Aim was to afford all 
thefe illuftrious Perfons infinite Plcafurcs, obliged 
them to leave that Tomb, and go into moft ftacely 
Appartments; where (he left all thefe happy Lovers, 
10 give them an Opportunity of entertaining their 
charming Princcfies, Salmach alone was uneafy ; 
for the Happinefs he faw thofe Princes enjoy, 
made him impatient to tade the fame Pleafures, 
when ^he Sound of Trumpets and Hautboys awa- 
kcn'd him out of this his Melancholy. He ran to 
the Window, to fee who was coming : But how 
great was his Joy, to fee his charming Fairy in a 
Chariot, drawn by Unicorns more white than 'the 
Horfcs of the Sun, and folio w'd by all her Nymphs 
in others ! He went and threw himfelf at her Feet 
before (he alighted, and by Tranfporrs, which 
nought but Love could infpire, exprefled the moft 
tender PalTion. She raifed him up with all ther 
Bounty imaginable ; and her Eyes appear'd fo lan- 
guifhing, that he thought he fhould have died away 
with Plcafure. By this Time the Princes and Prin* 
ceffcs follow'd, who, overjoy'd to fee the Queen, 
believ'd that nothing more coulS difturb their Hap< 
pineO. ' The Magnificent Fairy embraced all the(e 
amiable Heroinesi and turning towards the Prince 
of Granada, faid, * It is juft, Generous Elmedortts, 

* that I thank you for the Care you have taken of 
« Salmach, and your reftoring him faithful to me : 

* But to recompence you, I will complcat your 

* Happinefs in this Palace confecrated to your Vio- 

* tory. In a ihort Time we fhall hear from the 

* King your Father ; and for the . other Princes, 

* whofe Confent is neceffary to finifh all thefe Ad- 

* ventures, I have taken care to inform them. In 

* the mean Time, tafte the Plcafwi:^ q^ Vltv^^^Vw^"^-^ 

« well you are beloved by 'joxxt \ie9L\xv\l>3X^^vw:^^'^'^; 

* For you, Charming Fair^ of ?\^W^>ax^^^ W^"^** 
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* loer who appeared at the Gates of the nevo Palace^ neg- 

* loSt nothing to make us pafs away our Days hap- 

* pily, while we wait for that of the Celebration of 
^ fo many illuftrious Weddings.* 

After thefe Words, the Queen gave her Hand to 
the Prince of Granada^ and led him into a HalU 
where the W^ls were lin'd in the Manner of 
Wainfcot with white Agate, vein*d with Green and 
Flame Colour. All the Furniture was of Cloth of 
Gold, embreider'd with Pearh, Rubies, and Erne- 
raids ; and under a Canopy, fupported by four CU' 
fids of Turquoife, there lay a Crown of Hearts 
interwoven together. A Throne of the fame Agate 
as the Walls was ere^ed fix Steps from thence, and 
cover'd with a rich Piece of Tapeftry, where the 
Queen placed herfcif, with all the Princefles, (at 
on each Hand of her, on very fine Cuihions. No- 
thing was ever fo charming as this Sight, nor ne- 
ver were there fo many Beauties aflembled toge- 
ther in one Place.

You know> Madam, faid the Falry» addreffing 
hcrfelf to the Queen, that lam the Daugh- 
ter of a powerful Fairy, who kept her Court in an 
Ifland hard by yours, which was call*d the Haffy 
JJle, My Mother walking one Evening by the Sea- 
fiHe, law Venus rife out of the Water, follow'd by 
the God of Pleafures ; who perceiving her, left the 
'Goddefs to declare to her the Love with which ihe 
had infpired him. The Fairy was not long infenfi- 
ble to his PafBon ; and their Union brought me 
forth. My Mother, charm'd to fee me rciemble 
the God my Father fo perfe&Iy, endued me with 
all the Gifts that lay in her Power; and confulting . 
her Books on my Fate, found that I was threaten*d \ 
by a great Misfortune, if I ihould be loved by a 
Prince that was a Magician. To avoid this Preface, 
fhe built a Palace in this fatal Place, furnilhed it 
with every Thing that might delight me, appoint- 
ed the moil agreeable Perfons of both Stxcs for 
my Companions; and the God my Father, to fhew 
how dear I was to him, ihut up with me the FUa- 
fHTu^ which were young Children of an heavenly 
Beauty, who by their Prefence infpire the moft for- 
rowful with Toy.

I never in all my Life beheld a Man 
fo difagrecable, and fo. capable of infpiring Hatred 
and Horror. * FairPrincefs, /aid he^ be not amax'd 
^ to fee me again ; for who can behold you but a 

* Moment, and not wifh to live all his Life nigh 

* you. I willingly relinquifli the Power I have to 

< n^ake the Earth tremble, to perfuade you that 

< nothing can equal my Love : You cannot make a 
^ more glorious Conqueft. 1 am as powerful as the 

< Gods thcmfclves, and the Heavens and Earth obey 

* my Voice' I reply *d, * Sir, my Ambiiion will 

* never make roe envy the Happinefs of pleafing 
..< you. I am content with reigning in this Palace* 

« aad in the Heart of Prince Conflantius; and defire 

* no more. Beftow your Heart on fome fair Lady 

* who will know how to value it, and let me enjoy 
« that Peace and Tranquillity, which nothing but 

* your Prefcnce can dillurb." After thcfe Words, I 
would have left him, to go to meet C$nJIanfiuSf 
whom I perceived at the End of the Alley : But he 
holding me by the Gown, faid, * You cannot» 
' PtJncefsf have a greater Hapig^inefs than in an- 

^ ffverwg my Paflion: I eanuox \>t«ct vVv«c\. >a^\k. 
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* ihould .prefer a young Adonis before me. If you 

* are wiie, you will accept of the Offer I make you 

* of my Hearty or be afraid left I ihould punifii you 

* for having made me fenfible of a Tenderncfs fo 
^ contrary to my Nature* I haveitold you I can do 

* whatlpleafe^ therefore have a care left you force 

* rne to hate ay much as now I love. To-morrow 

< rll come to know your Refolution^ which will 

* determine both our Fates.' As he ipoke thefo 
Words, he mounted his Griffin again ; and after he 
was got out of Sight, I went to Con^antluSy to tell 
him this new Misfortune. We fpem ail that Night 
in bewailing our hard Fortune, and the next Morn- 
ing the cruel Amerdin appear'd in my Chamber* 

* Well, Princels, faid be^ ivlth a Countendnce wherein 
^ Ragt and Love were painted^ have you ref!e£led on 

* the Honour I have offer 'd .you 1 Are you difpofed 

* to accept of an Heart, which never figh*d for any 

* but yourfeli.' ^ Sir, faid /, we cannot difpofe of 
^ pur Affc£iion$ as we pleafc. I muft confcfs you 
'are defer ving of the greateft Princcffes in the 

< World ; but Love has not referved that happy 

* Fate for me : I am entirely devoted to Prince 

< Confiantim^ whom I have loved almoft from my 

* Cradle. Do not therefore force in upon thofe 

* fweet Chains, fince I knew you not when I re- 

* ceiv'd his Vows ; why then would you endeavour 

* to break fo pleafing a Bond.' * I ihall have a care 
' how I break that Bond, reply* d the perfidious Amer* 

* din, (ince T intend to make that your greateft 

* Torment. 'Tisdone: My Heart, fo little ufed to 

* Tendcrncfs, yields to its natural Hatred. Tremble, 

* unhappy Princefs, tremble, for the Sighs you have 

* caufca me, and which prepare the rooft horrible 

* Misfortunes for you, which are much the greater, 
« that they affeS not your Life.' At the fame 
Time he flruck this Palace with a Rod which he 
had in his Hand, and changed it into a frightful 
Prifon. Priyice Confiantlui^ v«V\o 'SKwiW Vvq^ ^'i^- 
fended me, he put in a To\iW Cci^v VkJk^ xiKCfiawt 
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an Entry, nor going out, and chafed away tht 
Pleafures. And my Paflion for the Prince increa- 
fing every Day, I fpent my Time in walking round 
that Tower, to find an Entrance. 

From that Time the wicked Amerdin became an 
Enemy to all happy Lovers, ftrove to difturb their 
Pleafures, and fill'd that Tower with all he could • 
get in his Power, inventing new Torments to in* 
creafe their Tears, which were receiv'd in a Bafin 
of black Marble, and form'd a Brook, by which 
1>riny Water he perform 'd all his Inchantmcnts* 

One Day, having confultcd his Books, he found 
that a "Prince beloved by Heaven would come and 
deftroy his Power. Enraged at this Order of Fate, 
he foueht to invite into his Cadle all Knights that 
were the moil renowned for theirValour. To this 
End he placed in Forefts and great Roads Demons 
in the Shapes of beautiful Ladies, who ask'd their 
Affiftance againft him. 'Twas by one of thefe Phan- 
toms that Prince Almanzon was decoy'd ; and under 
the deceitful Promife of having the beautiful A* 
mandlna reftoredto him, the un^rtunate Prince of 
Aftagon loft his Life.

Palace, to the Glory of our invincible Prote&or. 
I made ufe of all the Power my Mother gave me, 
and now Prince Confiantlus is gone to bring back to 
this happy Abode thofe TUnfuus that the cruel Ma- 
gician had forced away. 

The Fairy had no fooner made an End of her 
Story, but Prince ConRanttus enter'd the Room vdih 
thefe beautiful Childtren, fo neceflary to the Happi- 
nefs of Life. They came and proftrated themfelves 
at the Feet of the Queen, and told her they would 
accompany her ever after. The Ma^tviftceut Fairy 
receiv'd their Homage wuVi an iiit o^ Yl> ^^'^^ 
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BOthing but their Prefcncc <:ould create : And the 
Night being rcrjr far advanced, after a light RepaS^ 
Wf hich was nevenhelefs magnificent, the Queen re- 
tired CO her Apartment, as did alfo all our Prin- 
cefles, After they had bid their Lovers good 
Night. 

All the Days following were fpcnt in gallant 
Feafts ', and the Ambafladors of Granada^^unUyYez^ 
and A^auritama being arriv'd, the Magnificent Fai- 
ry, to unite all thele heroic k Lovers in one ever- 
lafting Band, made the Fairy of Pleafures confent te 
the Happinefs of Prince C^nfiMntius^ and orderM the 
Pleafures to prepare the Feaft. Salmacis would wfl^ 
lingly have made one among thcfe fortunate Lovers^ 
But the Queen told him, tfcat ihe was too much 
afraid that his natural Inconftancy would not let 
him as yetrclifh Matrimony, therefore fhe had s 
mind to continue him fome Years longer as a Lo-« 
ver. But this hard Law was attended with fb ma- 
ny flattering Promifes of loving him for ever, that 
he thought himfelf too happy to expiate his Fickle* 
ncfs by pleafing Hopes* 

That Day, lb much defired by our Princes, and 
perhaps by our Princeffes too, being arrived, Al^ 
zayds led by Ehnedortu^ the Fairy of Pleafures by 
Prince Confiantlus^ Zalmayda by Allnzor^ Amanditia

AlmMttzim and Zamta, the King being dead ; thac 
the Prince of Nitmidia wm rerolv'd to flay in the 
Cauarltj, left the Inconfiancy of his own Countiy 
might give him an ill Example; that Zaliruvdor^ 
to be nearer Granada^ was in CafiHt; and that the 
Fairy of Plearures was in the Ifle of Kappiuefu All 
this }ay was ftill augmented by a Son, which the 
beautiful Altajda wasdeliver'd of a Year after 
their Marriage, who proved to be a Prince as fa- 
mous for hisgreat DeedsiOs the Fairy of Pleafiirei 
foretold.

O R, 

The Fair Italian, &c. 

N the firft Ages of the World there wts 
« Prince in Italy ^ who was the Delight 
of his Subjcds. They enjoy *d under his 
Goyernment $, perfed Tranquillity; «nd 
his Neighbours, kept in Awe by his 
Courage and Condud» durft not difturb that fweet 
Kepofe. This Prince trayell'd frequently thro' all 
the Proyinces of his Dominions, to fee that Juftice 
was equally diftributed : The Queen his Spoufe, 
who always bore him company, arriying at a 
Caftel on the Borders of his Kingdom, was happily 
deliyer'd of aPrinccfs, who was call'd FlorinM^ 
and who from the Moment of her Birth gaye 
eyident Proofs that ihe would be a perfefi 
Beauty. They had fcarcely began to tafte the Plea* 
fares of that Child, when the King was informer 
that an ambitious Prince, willing to take the Ac' 
vantage of his Abfcnce, had made an Irruption i; 
to his Dominions, which oblig'd him to go aw 
with his Court, and all the Troops that were w 
hinu Before his Departure, he lent for a Mas;? 
an to render the CgAkK itiiiceeflible againfl 
5t7rpr/zcs and Infu\t«»^fBt AweTlrftt^txv^iii^^ 
'Priaccft who was to beU''"* 
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The Magician, obeying the King's Commandty 
perfonn'd the mod folemn Conjurations his Arc 
vould devife ; writ Charaflicrs, invok'd the Powers 
of the Air, and ofFer*d Sacrifices to them ; made a 
Circle with his Wand round the Caftle, putting it 
under the Care and ProteSion of the Genii* There 
he buried Pieces of Metal aiid precious Stones, 
whereon Italifmans were engraved ; and after this 
Ceremony^ tho' the Caftle was open, it wasimpol^ 
iible to go in or out, without the Confent of thofc 
Pcrfons whom the King entrufted with the Govern- 
snent of it. It was ficuated in the pleafantcft Part 
of Itdly^ was built of Marble and Porphpy, and 
was look'd on as a curious Piece of Antiquity. The 
Apartments and Gardens were anfwerablet and were 
augmented very jAich by the Art of the Sorcerer. 

Fiorina was left in this Caftle under the Care and 
ConduS: of a Govcrnant, fit to educate and be an 
[Example to her, with a great many other Ladies 
to attend her, who, every one in particular, ex- 
ceird in all the Arts requiiire to make her an ac- 
compliih'd Princefs. They found in Fiorina^ as (he 
grew up, a Difpofition that anfwer'd all their Care : 
Fiorina gave them every Day lurprixing Tokens; no^ 
thing came up lo the SprghUinefs of her Wit and 
Repartees. 

At feventecn Years of Age, the Fame of her Per- 
fcftion^ being fpread abroad, Aiauritianay one of 
the Princcffes of the Fairies, had the Curiofity to 
fee whether what was faid of her was true, which' 
made her quit her Court, difguife her felf, and go 
to the Caftle where Fiorina was kept ; and who, as 
foon as (he arriv'd there, obtained Leave to go in 
and fee the Princefs. Kdauritiana was furpriz'd ac 
the Sight of the Princefs, who aprear'd more charm- 
ing than fhe was reported to be, and was forc'd to 
confcfs, that; tho* ah old Fairy, fhe never beheld 
any Thing fo delicate as that Princefs. 

Mtiuritiana was not one of tVvofe^^XtW^^^'Si'^^ 
te& Virtue, but one oi tVvofc \Oew^ ^^ ^Ts^s^2C\sssi&. 
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revengeful, and who do what they can to accom- 
plilh their wicked Ends. £7 thefe Means (he was 
raifed to the Station of a Princefs and Queen of 
the Fairies, by an unlucky Accident that befel 
their true Queen Feliciana. The Sight of Fiorina 
kindled in the Heart of Mauritlana a great Jeaioufy, 
which made her form a Defign of carrying het 
awayr, on purpofe to deftroy her : But knowing 
that it was in vain to attempt it while ihe remain*d 
within the Boundaries of the Caftle, {he endea- 
vour 'd to gain theGovernant, and to introduce her 
fclf near the Princefs, pretending that it would be 
recefTary to learn her to work Embroidery, fuch as 
flie (hcw'd her^ which was exquifitcly fine. 

The wife Governant, not willing to have a Pcr- 
fon whom fhe knew not, fo nigh the Princefs, re- 
fufed Mauritlana^ who was forced to retire, and 
find out other Ways to fuccecd in her Defign. She 
believed, that tq excite theCompaffion and Bounty 
the Princefs had naturallv for unfortunate Pcrfons, 
might produce the Effea fhe proposed. And one 
Day, as {he was walking on a Terrafs within the 
enchanted Circle, fhe amimcd the Shape of an old 
Woman overwhelmed wijth Sorrow. The Princefs 
hearing of her, fent one of her Maids to know 
what was the Matter. The Maid return 'd, and 
told her it was an old Woman laid on the Ground, 
who appear'd to be very ill, and defired her Affif- 
' tance. Whereupon the Princefs. ran to her; and 
Mauritlana feeing her out of the Circle, catch'd 
hold of her Hand, and drawing amyfteriousCircle 
round her, they were in an inflant fnatch'd away 
in a dark Cloud out of the Maid's Sight. Then Mau- 
fitiana put her into an Ebony Chariot drawn by Vul- 
tures, which flew in the Air with fuch Swiftnefs» 
that they foon gain'd her Palace. 

At her Arrival all the Fairies came and paid their 
Jl eipeSs to her. She alighted from her Chariot 
with Fiorina^ who created in tV\e Weaixs ^£ vVv^Ca 
FklrJes diBkrent Sentiments. TYie ^oo^<ii«i^x\xwx^\ 
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her very amiable, and pity'd her; and thofe wha 
were of JMauritianas Party could not look on hor 
without Anger ; which made them hope impatient* 
ly for an Opportunity to torment her. Maurltiana 
ordered the Princefs to be condu£lcd into one of 
the Apartments of her Palace> till ihe confider'd 
what ihe (hould do, and how ihe Hiould ufe her : . 
But lucky was it for her, that the Charge was gi- 
ven to one of the good Fairies, who took her by 
the Hand, and led her into a magnificent Apart- 
ment, the Furniture of which was of an incftimable 
Value. 

The Fairy having placed heron a Settee, fatlier- 
felf down by her, and did all (he could to recover ' 
her out of the Surprii^e fhe was in. * Alas! fald 
the Vrincefs^ ivith a great Sigh^ why am I forced 
from the happy Abode, where I liv'd with Satif- 
fa&ion 1 What Crime have I committed, to be 
thus hurried away to a Place, which, all agrees 
able as it appears, ftill makes me apprehenfive of 
ill Ufage 1 • ' The Queen's Jealoufy, /aid the Fai- 
ryj is the Caufe of it : She defigns you an ill 
Turn, if the good Fairies who are here prevent 
her not, and hinder her from carrying her Paflion 
and Relentment as far as fhe would: We know 
you, and fhall not fuffer a Perfon guilty of no 
Crime to be ill ufed. As for me, who fpeak to 
you, I am fenfible of your good Deeds, and 
ihould be guilty of the greateft Ingratitude^ 
fhould I not aflift you all that lies in my Power/ 
* How have J^/aid thePfincefj^ had the Opportu- 
nity of obliging you 1 * * You Ihall hear, /aid the 
Fairy J by informing you who we are, and from 
whence we^deriye our Origin : The Stars that 
you fee in the Firmament have every one a Gemus 
that governs them : Thefe Gem are all-powerful 
Spirits, and the Influences which proceed from 
the Stars are executed by their Orders* TVs5:s^ 
have under their Command a ^^^vxcL^si^^^-^v^-^ 
who bcBow their In&uence oii Y^^^^'t ^^^>^ 
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* over which they are appointed. Wc are thefe 

* Spirits, and thefe Influences are diftributed under 
' ourConduQ: We hare no Bodies, but only fuch 
^ as render us yifiblei and which are of fo^ure a 
' Nature, that they ought rather to be' taken for 
' Spirits thin Bodies : We delight more in human 

* Shape than any other, as being the moft perfed* 

* Our Power is great : We difpofe of the Ele- 

* ments, and all therein ; and the compleat Know- 

* ledge we have, makes us do Things which Men 
^ take for Prodigies, becaufe they are ignomm of 

* the true Caufe, and how, from our underftand- 

* ing the Secrets of Nature, we are properly dilpo- 
^ fed to do good or ill, as we pleafe. 

* Wc are not always benevolent; we partake of 

* the Influences of the Stars from whence we come, 

* which are either good or evil ; the good being 
< given to reward Virtue, and the ill to puni£ 

* Vice. ^ 

* We are not always prefent here ; ior when any 

* of us leave the Earth after the Time prelcribed 
« us, we return into that Star from whence wc 

* came; which hath made fome Philofophers fay, 

* that we are dead ; which is not true ; for wc die 

* not till the laft Diffolution of the Univerfe. 

* All thefe Advantages are balanc'd ; for every 

* Day wc take a different Shape, as a Wolf^ a Sef 

* pentt a Moufe^ or any other Animal which Fate 

* ordains ; and if, under this Form, we receive any 

* mortal Wound, we aftually die, without retum- 
« ing to our Star. One Day, when I- was a Weazeli 

* one of your Servants would havekiU'd me, but you 

* hindered the Stroke ; and then I conceal'd myfelf, 

* recoUefling that I was a Fairy* Saying this, fho 
embraced the Princefs, who was glad ihe had done 
an Aftion, from which fhe could never i\ave 
thought of receiving fe much Satisfa^ion. "* 

The Fairy took a Golden Wand, which , fhe 
had under her Garment, vjitVi w\\\cVv fl\^ ftruclr 
ike Floor where they wcre^ ani lYi^t^ ^V* 
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pcar'd a magnificent TabJe, fet out with the fineft 
Fruits, which fhc prefented to Fiorina: * They 

< are excellent, fald Jbe^ and you have occafion for 

< them, not haying had any Rcfrefhment (ince you 
• left your own Palace/ The Princefs could noj: re- 
fufe, but eat, and ihared of her ^craordinarf 
Bounty. Afterwards the Fairy ilruck her Wand 
upon the Floor again, and tne Table vanifh*d : 

We muft diffcmble our Friendfliip before others, 
faid the Fairy^ as much as we can, that we may 
be the better capable to ferye you.' Then ike 
made a Prefent to the Princefs of a Bottle of im- 
mortal Water of Life. * Keep this, faidpe, it 
will be yery ufefiii to you ; this Water has the 
Property to change the Nature of Poifbns, and 
make them faluta^y which were deadly ; the Bot- 
tle will always remain full. This is the firft Af- 
fiftance whicn I can ^ive you ; as Occafion offers, 
I will furniih you with freih Supplies, to (hew 
you my Gratitude.* 
Maurltiana call'd a Couneil of Fairies, and faid 
thus, * This Pcrfon whom you faw alight from 
' my Car, is a Princefs, whofe Reputation is f© 
great, that Mortals think her a Goddefs ; the 
Fame of which reaching my Ears, raifedmy Cu- 
riofity to that Height, that T went to fee her ; 
and me appeared to hayea noble Prefencc, unlike 
the common People of the World ; therefore I 
refoly'd to know ifthofc Accomplifhriients which 
belonged to none but Fairies, could i^and the 
Proofs of Fairies ; and therefore I judg'd it pro- 
per to bring her away, and make fuch Tryals 
of her as may difcoyer the Truth.* 
•The Fairies, who were of the fame Difpofition 
and Party vfhhMaufUiariaf approy'd of her Opinion, 
and proposed the moft difficult Tryals as flight 
Matters, eafily to be done. But one of the Fairies, 
who ^ always be^n one of the chief Counfel- 
lors of^P:/4;i^, the true Quteti^ XjCk\^ ^^scc^^ ^^cvv^ 
|%?f//;/iuippear*d throughout ^W Yv^x K^v^'o* v^ ^ 

* ^5 ^ 
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very modeft ; and tha( flie had no Inclination buc 
for her good ; that the charitable A&ion ihe had 
done, which was the Caufe of her being in the 
Quecn'i Power, might let them know fumciently 
the Motions of her Soul, and therefore that the 
fiighteft Proofs were enough to impofeupon her. 

MaufHlana haying obferved that her reafoning 
appear'd judicious to the Company, was afraid 
that another Argument urged with the fame Force, 
would oppofe her Defigns, and faid. That to ayoid 
the Tedioufnefs of long Debates, it would beneceA 
fary to tell her her Fate ; and hence every one 
might judge what fhe thought proper for her to do« 
This Advice was receiv'd, and the poor Fiorina was 
condemn'd to fpin a Web that would fcparate Day 
and Night. This Order was given to one of the 
worft of the Fairies, to acquaint her with it, and 
deliver her Materials for the Work. 

This Fairy was glad to be charged with this 
CommifSon: She went to'P/ar/W, and forgot not 
the leaft Circumftance of her Order. The poor 
Princcfs could not have fnpported herfelf, but 
through the fweet Hopes fhe conceiv'd, that the 
Fairy who lov'd her would not forfake her. She 
heard refpc&fully what the Fairyr faid, and re- 
ceived what was brought her, which was a Reel 
of Ebony, a Spindle^ of Ivory and Cobwebs, which 
might ferve her to fpin the Thread, and make 
the Web. * I doubt not, faid the Fairy^ but you 
^ are fo ingenious, as to know well enough how 

* to put the Thread upon the Reel, and to beat 
« the Cobwebs, fo that the Filth which they have 

• cpntraSed may fly out. Here's a little Switch for 

* you ; we hope youll think y our felf happy in the 

• Beauty of your Work, and do Juftice to it* This 
faid, fhe conduced her into a Place appointed for 
her to work in. It was a Clofet, where the Floor 
itnd Cieling were of black Marble, and the Furni- 

rurc ofEbonyf with a little wVvite dama.^k Bed to 
repofc on ; in ihort, this PVac^ \i5c% xxci\V\\\%\jiViX. ^ 
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little Dungeon, yrhich had no Light come in buc 
only fo much as to make it more difmaL 

The Fairy left the Princefs alone in this Apart- 
mcnty advifing her to be diligent to pleafe tkem» 
or elfe Ihe would be dilgrac'd ; and that {he would 
make ufe of her Intereft with the Queen to fervc 
her. Fiorina^ after having furvey'd the Place, took 
up the Web, and, from the firft Stroke ihe kid 
upon it with her Wand, there came forth fuch a 
Number of large Spiders, which fiunk fo abomina- 
bly, as that they had like to have deftroy'd her* 
This Wand which was given her, was of the Ser- 
vice-Trec, which has a Quality to recal a latent 
Poifon that hath been dead* The Princefs figh'd* 
and without giving way to her Sorrow, ftruggled 
every Way to free herfelf : She recolleSed, that 
the Bottle of immortal Water, which h^r i^riend 
had given her, would expel the Poifon, and pour*d 
it on the Cobwebs, when in an Inftant the Spiders 
Tanifh'd, and the Web became as white as Snow : 
She took it, and wound it on her Reel, which ihe 
had rubb'd with a little of the faid Water. She 
fpun it afterwards, and cover'd her Spindle with a 
Thread as fine as the expertcft Fairy could make. 

The Fairy, who had in Council fpoke in favour 
of Fiorina^ melancholy with what fhe had heard 
pronounced againft her, went out conccrn'd into 
one of the Walks of the Garden : Prince Prohus^ 
Mauritiana*s Son, meeting with her, faid, * I be- 

* feech you, fage Fairy, you would let me know 

* the Reafon of^your Sadnefs ; if I can help yon, 

* depend upon my Friendlhip.* The Fairy thought 
herfelf oblig'd to anfwer ingenuoufly to fo generous 
a Prince: She told him 'twas his Mother, who had 
done an AS: of Ii>juftice. Policy would have en- 
gag*d her to make a Myftery of this, and difTcmble 
her Thoughts; but as flie knew him thoroughly 
virtuous, fhe would not hide from him the Secret ^ 
That his Mother had ftole %.^^^^ ^x^Wst^x^^v 
foaer in her Court| a yox^n^'PxVsv.^^^^'^ ^Xnsj^I^^^' 
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ric was fo great, that fhc gain'd the Refpefi and 
Veneration of all Mankind. She told him^ That 
the Queen imagin'd, that fhe had no other ckana 
pretended Virtue, and that fhc attempted that 
^hich belong'd to none but Fairies; and that, 
holding a Council, fhe had gain'd fo extraordinary 
and particular an Order, that, under the Pretence 
of Juflicc and Difcovery of Truth, this poor Prin- 
cefs was condemn'd to fpin a Web that fhould di« 
vide the Day from the Night, 

* There u no Time to be loft, refly^d Probus ; 

• this poor Princefs muft perilh, if wo don't pre- 

• fently relieve her ; I'll go and falute the QueeB, 

• who waits for me, and return in a Moment: See 

• that every Thing be done, to give her what Al^ 

• fiftancefne wanti with all Secrecy.* The Fairy 
who had conduced Fiorina to this Dungeon of a 
Work-Houfc, to perform what fhe had enjoin'd her, 
return*d in hopes to find her dead, or at leaft ex* 
piring ; but was much furprix'd to fee the Princefs, 
who was laid down to repofc herfelf on the Bed, 
had finifh'd her Work with the utmoft Perfeftion. 

This firft Dcfign, which Fiorina had fo happily 
cfcaped, afflidJed the Fairy, for fear left fhe fhould 
' ftand other Tryals impos'd upon her ; and this 
Grief or Refcntment touch 'd her fo, that flio 
could not fpeak to Fiorina otherwife than thus : 
« 1*11 go and acquaint the Queen, that the Work is 

• done.* This Fairy ran toher, and related what 
Ihe had fcen. The Queen continued fome Time fi- 
lent : * They have ci?en her, faid Jhe^ their ne- 

• ceffary Advice ana AfEftance : It will be yfe- 

• lefs for me to inform myfelf; bring her to me.* 
This Order was inftantly obey'd. The Princefs 
brought her Work, which fhe prefented to the 
Queen: She receiv'ditwith afeemingSatisfa&ion, 
commended her, and deHred her to continue her 

Diligence f which would be the only Way to gain 
< Shnre in her Friendlhip. 
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The Queen held a new Council, and found out 
the Means that Fiorina ihould go find out the Im- 
perial Rofe without Prickles. One of the Fairies 
was deputed to carry ihe Pfinrefs ro the Entrance 
into the Road that led to the Mountain where 
this Flower was to be found, and to give her of 
the Seed to fow another, with what other Things 
were neceflary during her lourncy. 

The Fairy conduced Fiorina to the Entrance of 
the Road : * "Tis here, fair Princefs, /aid Jhe^ that 

* I muft leare you, and beg that Heaven would 

* guide you happily to the Place where you are 

* to go: I have brought feveral Perfons hither; but 

* fome, by their Imprudence, have peri(h"d, be- 

< caufe they would not take the Advice of a Fairy, 
« which you will find in the Way; but fome who 

* have obey 'd, have accomplifh'd the Task impos'd 

< on them : Do then what is dire£led you, and I 

* Ihall have the Pleafure of feeing you triumphant 

* with the Flower you go to find.' And then em- 
bracing, they parted. A few Paces from thence, 
the Princefs found a Road very broad, ilrait, and 
open to the Sight : This Way was in the Middle of 
a great Wood of Palms, Oranges, and Citrons ; 
the Earth was enamell'd with all Sorts of beautiful 
fwcct Flowers, and wonderfully divided by an in- 
finite Number of fmall Streams and Canals, which, 
by their different Windings and Turnings, fofm'd 
Meadows, whofe murmuring Sounds charm*d the 
E^r ; while the Birdsi in Concerts, infpircd every 
Thing we can think of that is tender and agree- 
able. 

Fhrha followed the Road without Difturbance, 
and arriv'd infenfibly at the End : Here fhe found 
a Grand Porticot magnificently bnilt, which joined 
to a Palace not lefs ftately^ where was one Walk 
higher than the reft, on which was a Lodge, in 
vrhich Ratiorttina, who was the Fairy that wasto 
advife her, deliii;hted. It\ ^l^^\ci^c^cvvcv^;^c^fe '^^x- 



ticoj the Princefs faw tVve ¥iAt^ ^ >n\v^ c*xs^^ ^^ 
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ceiveher : She was full of Careffcs, to which Efa- 
tlna made fuitable Returns. Rationtina conduced 
her into the Palace^ and made her fit down on a 
rich Bed. This Fairy never came out but to re- 
ceive Perfons who palTcd by the Portico, to give 
them grave Advice what they were to do. She 
9Lsk*dFhrina the Occafion of her Journey; who 
told her that the Fairy Council had fent her to 
find the Imperial Rofe without I^ricklet. < You 

* will {uccecdf /aid the Fairy ^ if you will do as I bid 

* you : Many have fearch'd before you ; thofe 
s who have believ'd me have found ir, and others 

< have miferably perifhed for not regarding me« 

< A little Diftance hence you will meet with Per- 

* fonst who will appear very agreeable to you, and 

* prefs you clofe to engage you to ftay with them ; 

* they will attempt to perfwade you, . that they qin 

* give you all the Pleafures of Life ; take care not 

< to believe them ; for they intend nothing but 

* your Dcftruftion: The fhprt Time you are with 

* them, you will difcovcr Falfliood and Lying. 

< You will find others that will come to perfwade 

* you the fame Thing, and yet are more dangerous 
« than the firft ; avoid thci6 prefently. After them 

* you will meet with others, whofeWits are more 

* delicate, infinuating, and perfwafive, who have 

* Arts to furprixc thole they fee, as foon as they 

* liften to them. My Princefs, as foon as you 

< come among them, think that you are in a thin 

* contagious Air ; keep yourfelf clofe and referved 

* from their fatal Attempts, and be aflured that 

* you have no need of any Thing but the Imperial 

< Rofe in this Journey. Take nothing of the In- 

* bitants that they o£Ecr you; for 'tis to ruin 

* you. If you are obedient, you will arrive hap- 

* pily at the Foot of the Mountain where the 

* Flower is, and not fail to find it. I will give 

* you my Son for your Guide ; though he looks 
^ Jilce a Childj he Icnows the Road^ and will pre- 

^ rent you from going wrong. 
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• But, Madam, repYdthe Princefs^ is it fo difficult 
^ to find this Flower 1 and muft one take fucb 

* great CircumfpeSion to fuccfeed V * There is no 

* need, faid the Fairy^ of fb much Car6 as you 
< think ; there only wants an Integrity of Mind 

* and a firm Refoiution : I believe you doi^'t want 
^ that ; which makes me think you will fucceed/ 

* I forefee, /aid the Prtnce/sy there are few Perfons n 

* who have undertaken fo dangerous a Proje£k/ 

* Undeceive ywjrfelf, my Princefs, reply' d the Fairf^ 

* this Adventure is to be undertaken by all the 

* World ; and^I have fecn filly Shepherds fucceed 

* better than Kings and Queens." Saying this, flie 
carried Fiorina inta a Hall, which had the Pro- 
fpe£l of a very beautiful Garden, where ihejiad 
provided an Entertainment that wanted nothing 
you could wi{h for : The Princefs eat ; and when 
iho had done, the Fairy brought her Son to wait 
on her as F/w»<f's Gentle ma n-Uiher; and after 
making her Compliments, the Princefs left her, to 
purfue her Journey. 

Mauritiana Sill this Time was difconfolatc that 
Fiorina had eflPe&ually efcaped their Revenge in the 
firft Tryal, and was afraid fhe would ftill efcape 
by the famePcrfeaion. Her Friends on the other 
fide were as much tormented as ihe : But while 
they endeavour'd to hide their Melancholy from 
the reft, the Prince and the Counfellor Fairy met 
together ia a Grove of the Garden to divert them- 
felves, and find out who it was that ferv'd Eerina. 
During that their Converfatlon, the Fairy, who 
was Fiorina's good Friend, arrived, and informed 
them, that it was (he that reliev'd her, and after 
what Manner. The Prince and the other Fairy 
congratulated her with an inconceivable Joy. * I 

* fee plainly, /i/V the Prince ^ that this Perfon is one of 

* great Merit, fince ihe knew fo well how to make 

* ufe of the Water you fofeafonably gave her, and 

* which was fo valuable to her% VL^ikR.^ ^^ -o^v^ 
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^ fuppofe that the BcAUtics of her Mind excel 
* thole of the Body.' 

« You need not doubt ir,//^/iFIorina*s^4/V^ Friend: 
knew her in her own PaUce, from whence (he 
was brought hither, and always found in her that 
brilliant Wit and (hining Virtue, which, join'd 
to the Obligations I receiv'd, obliges rae to 
negled nothing to ferve her that I am able to dt.* 
And I, faidjhe Prince^ will fecond you : She is 
gone to find the Imperial Rofe : I'il go and ferve 
her , to the End that (he may return with that 
Flower ; for I am perfuaded that it was neyer ga- 
ther'd by any body that deferv'd better.' 
Fiorina^ after leaving Railontinay enter'd into a de- 
licate Wood, which had a great many Tracks half 
beaten, and croffing one the other, which made it 
very intricate to find a direft Paffage. The little 
Guide, feeing her concern 'd, fmil'd ; and running 
before, foon convinc*d her that he knew his Road. 
The Princefs was furprii'd to lee a Child fo certain 
in fo difficult a Paffage ; ' I have a great Curiofityt 
/aid Jhit to know how you come to be fo well ac- 
quainted with the Way/ • 1 have, faldhe^ con* 
du6^ed hither fevcral Perfons ; fo that 'tis imp^f- 
fible for thofc that follow me to lofe thei# Way.' 
But how is it, faid Fiorina, that you fhould do 
this, being fo young?' 

* I am not ^o young as you imagine, nply'dthe Con^ 
duBcr : I am as old as the firft Man ; and my Youth' 
will laft as long as any continue upon the Earthi 
I cannot grow old, as being theSon of RailontinM^ 
which fignifics Reafon, which is the Daughter of 
Heaven, who always gives'me a blooming Youtk.* 
But, dear Guide, /^/^ Fiorina, is your Mother of 
the Race of the Fairies?' She is as much a 
Fairy as the reft, reply'd he, bur of an Origin much . 
nobler and more elevated than thofe you have 
fcen : Thofe are only Children ofihc Stars, whole 
Power extend over maicriAV at\d ftYv(vblc Things ; 
/ hue my Af other, on the conxmr^ » U «lX>^>3i^x^x t!l 
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Heaven, and her Power is over Souls; and by her 
wife Advice (he influences the Wills of Mortals, 
whence 'tis (he iscaird Rathtaina^ or the Princefi 
of Reafon. Thofe who are affe&ed by her Mo- 
tions never mifcarry, or fail to be happy.' 
• Bur, /aid Fiorina, fince your Mother ia fcnt 
front Heaven to be a Direftor to us, how comes it 
that flic always refides in that Palace ? There are 
but few People that can find her out; otherwife 
they might improve themfelves from her Advice, 
if they had the fame Advantage that I have had. 
That Palace which you have feen, /did tks little 
Qulde^ is fo well (ituated, that they may come 
thither from all Parts of the World ; and that 
high Tower, where my Mother generally refides, 
is focontriv'd, that (he can from thence diftin6ll/ 
difeoverall the other Parts o^ the Earth ; and wheQ 
(he fees any one hath need of her, ilie goes to 'eni, 
or fends mc to help them : But her Inclination is 
much greater for chofe who come to her the Way 
that you have taken.' 

• How comes it, 4;7/5:i;er'^ Fiorina, that thofe who 
come to her do not all do ir by the fame Way? * 
No, fald the llttU Gulde^ few People come thi« 
Way i* and thofe wfeo do, ftay fo long, that they 
hardly ever get hack again.' • I am not furprii'd 
at xYiSLi^faid the Prmcefs; for 'tis hard for a young 

-Creature to pafs thro'fo agreeable a Place of li- 
ving haftily.' * You have not yet ftopp'd on the 
Kondt /aid the little CortduHor; and all that which is 
fo engaging in the PJac'e, has not hinder'd you a 
Moment from the Execution of your Orders.' 

• 1 know not, /aid the Princefsy how that can be 
done/ « 'Twas xhsit, faid the little Guide^ that made 
me fay to my Mother, that you would gain the 
Prize of the Imperial Rofe ; for the End of the 
Way is fo full of Delights, reprefeniing the Plea- 
fiJres of Infancy, where thofe whofe So\3.U v:^ 
well defccndcd love not to &a^\^Ti^^\kfcvcv'^^'^'- 
bitious of coming early to rct'^ ^<iO^^^*^'^«^>;''" 
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* who always rcceites them with cxtream Tcndci- 

* nefs; and thefe arc fuch Perfons as flie commits 

* to my Care and Conduft.* 

In talking thus, they came out of the VVood» and 
enter'd into a Plain, where they perceived at a 
Diftance fome Dwelling-Houfes. Crofs the Plain 
there was a Valley ; at the Bottom of which run a 
Kiver by a Wood's Side ; the pleafing Sight of 
which redoubling itfelf in the Reflexion of jthe 
Water, made an agreeable Landskip. There they 
met with feveral young Perfons laid upon the Grafs, 
under the Shade of the Grove ; who, as foon as 
they faw the Princefs, rofe up and faluted her. 
One among the reft civilly addreffing herfclf to 
her, faid, * Give me leave, Madam, to ask you 

* where you are going, and by what Chance yon 

* arrived in this Place? And fince you arc here, 

* whether we fliall be fo happy as to be any Ways 
« fcrviceable to you ? The Sentiments of Refpeft 
« and Fricndfhip which you infpire us with, Ma- 

* damj are uncommon : We are readily perfwaded 

* in feeing you, that if you are not a Goddefs, you 

* are at leaft a great Princefs.' • I am goin^, dw- 

* fwerd Fiorina, to find the Imperial Rofe without 

* Prickles.' * The Dcfign is worthy of you, Ma- 

* dam : We are not then deceiv'd in the Judgment 

* we form'd of you. I believe you are too obliging 

* to rcfufe us yourCompanyto a Plafce of Rcfrefh- 

* mcnt, and to ftay a few Days with us." * I can- 

* not do it^faid the Princefs ; my Defign will not al- 

* low me to ftay any where : The Fairies have fent 

* me, and they will be readily obey*d.' * That 

* will not fet you atVariance with them, repJy*d the 

* fame Perfon that fpoke frft to her : They are fenfible 

* that you muft take fome Days of Reft, the better , 
« to enable you to bear the Fatigues of the Journey. 

* You cannot meet with a plcafanter Place on the 

* Jloud than ours, or any Perfons more xealous to 
' ferveyou* We are impatient to Vvsin^ >jwx ^vc^ 

^ with us the Pleafures vie en\ov •• Do \x% x\k^\^oroa«t

* then, Ma.dAtn, and not the Mortification to refufe 

• us, who are entirely in your Incereft* We are 
*■ juft at the Palace-Door, and cannot fuSer you to 
^ go by without a Rcfrefhment/ All the other La- 
dies with her ]oin*d in their Intreaties, and fur- 
rounded her, fo that Fiorina yielded to their Impor- 
tunities and CarefTes. 

At a little Diftance they were met by Ociofina^ or 
Idlepefsy the Princefs of the Place, who was walk- 
ing out with the Retinue of her Court. She gra- 
cioufly received Fiorina^ andcondufted her into her 
Palace, where fhe made her fit down in an Elbow- 
Chair by her. Ochjina loU'd herfelf upon a fort of 
Couch, or Sopha, in a Corner of the Room. The 
Wainfcot and Cieling were of very fine Glals, and 
the Floor of Cedar. The Sopha was cover*d with 
a Silver Brocade, and fluff 'd with Down : The 
Curtains which form'd the Canopy were of Cloth 
of Gold, deck'd within and without with Rubies^ ' 
Diamonds,- Emeralds, and other precious Stones. 
All the other Apartments of the Palace were not 
lefs magnifix:ent ; particularly a great Number of 
Down Beds, Eafy ChairsJ Couches, Settees, Ta- 
bles, Toilets, and Glafies. AU the Perfons of the 
Court being feated about the Princefs according to 
their Rank, Ociofina turn'd herfelf towards Fiorina^ 
and ask*d her what the Occafion of her Journey was* 
"Fiorina anfwer'd, that it was to find the Imperial 
Rofe. •lam very much furpriz'd, fald the Princefs^ 
that being fo young, you (hould undertake fo dif- 
ficult a Task. Tis enough, continued Jhe, for one 
of full Age and Strength ro engage in. Infiead of 
going farther, and attempting fuch a Thing to no 
Purpofe, ftay fome Time here, and you will be, 
made fcnfiblc that it is out of your Power. I 
have Ladies in my Court who have made the 
fame Tryals you are going about ; but have been 
oblig'd thro* Neceffity to ftop thcvt ^vo>rtvK^> "w^^ 
take the A3rice wc offer \ou%*

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One Lady of the Circle rifing from her Seat here« 
upon, and addrcffing hcrfelf to Fiorina^ faid, * Ma- 
dam, I am one of thofe Perfons whom the Prin- 
ccishath fpoke of: I went to the Palace o£ Ration- 
tin^^ to try the fame Adventure which you do ; 
but was no fooner well in the Road, but I found 
a Lafiitude and infupportable Oppreffion upon me. 
I was forc*d to (it down, and found mylelf under 
great Uneafinefs for what I had undertaken, till 
Rationt'tna% Son came to me- This Child is cali'd 
Philaphtfca^ that is, Loye. His Prefence diflipated 
my Trouble, and he conduced me to the Princefi 
you fee here, who hath bedowed a thoufand Fa- 
vours upon me, and who hath every Thing cbat is 
plcaftng and agreeable about her Court.* 
As the Lady had done fpeaking, the little Pbi" 
laphtica^ whom fhe mencion'd, came in ; but percei- 
ving Fiorina's Guide there, he retir'd. During this 
Time the Prince Is Ociofina fell afleep ; and Florinit 
found hcrfelf fo dcje£ked, that fbc had not Strength 
to ask her little Leader^ if he that appear'd there 
Was his Brother. All the Ladies feeing their Prin- 
cefs afleep^ betook themfelves te what they liked 
bed ; fome to the Toilet, others to lie down to Reft; 
feme in Arm'd-Chairs, others again on Couches; 
while feveral enier'd into Difcourfe of Drefs> 
&c. Others there were who retir'd to Cards, 
which they manag'd with a furprixing DeKtericy. 
Fiorina^ who was yet feaicd by the Queen^ and 
who knew nothing of thcfe kind of Diver fions, ad- 
mired how the* Motion of the Cards Aiould make 
fuch frequent Changes, and wanted to know wh^ 
in thfit Time there appeared in the Women's FacJr 
Joy, Lovo, Anger, Rage, and all other PafHonsi 
one fuccecding another. 

Ociofina being waked, all the Ladies attended her, 
and ferv'd up a Collation of Fruits in the fineft Or- 
der in the World. The Princefs, without rifing 
£fom her Place^ could con\cnietvx\^ t^aicK to what«> 
erer was fet upon the Table* Eloma Ta.m«!vD^^>K^'^ 
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lierSeat,Tery attentive to examine whAterer pafii'd, 
feeling in ber Mind terrible Agitations, in rcfle&ing 
on the Adyice that Rationtina ha<i giren her, on 
what (he had feen, and what (he had heard. In 
this Confufion thev help*d her to whatever was 
choice upon they IVible, and without thinking on 
what (he did, (he was going to tafte ; when her lir* 
tle C0ftduSf or fipresLd hi« Wings, which were on his 
Shoulders, and which Fiorina had not yet feeOs 
which obfcur'd Florins^s with a black Mift that fur- 
rounded them. And foon after, this Exhalarion dif- 
iipating, Fiorina knew that all (he had fcenwas no- 
thing but Arrifice ; and that the Fruits were either 
empty, or fili'd with Poifon. Upon which fhe im- 
mediately rofe, and foIlow*d her Guide, who com- 
vey'd her from fo pernicious a Place. ^ 

After they had got out of the Limits of the Pa- 
lace, they entered an Avenne planted with double 
Rows of Elms, A(hes, and Limes, which form'd 
agreeable Vifio*s. Fiorina thought prefcntly that it 
was the Way they ought to go ; but her little Guide 
ilopp'd her, and let her know that fhe fhonld not 
always go the firft Way which fcems agreeable to 
us ; for the Ways which pleafe us moft, arc not 
ufually the happiefl. Then the Princeis went into 
a Path, or By-way, cover'd with Briars and Thorns, 
where it was very difficult to pafs : Upon which 
ihe could not help laying to her Conduftor, * Why 

* have you forc'd me to leave a Road which appear- 

* ed prain, to take one that is fo rough and unpaf- 

* fable?' * That which you have taken, reply^d th§ 
^-^ Guidey leads direftly to the Palace of PleafurCf 

* which is what my Mother told you would be fo 

* pernicious, and where you would be more expos'd 

* than you have been in that of Laiinefs, which 

* wc have quitted.' * How I am oblig'd to you, my 

* dcarConduSor ! /aid Fiorina. I am very fenftble 

* of your Kindnefs. But pray tell me, is there no 

* other Road more eafy to ^ut^vxc w» "^wixw^-^ vn>" 
•* This is the ihortcft Waj^ vc^l^* a iba GriWa^ 
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< Koad is not difficult but at the Entrance. The 
^ others you would take, arc indeed more com- 
« modious to Appearance^ but very eafy to lofe 
^ one's W ay in ; and you will meet with Abundance 
^ of Misfortunes therC) you cannot well avoid.* 

In a little Time after they arriv'd in a Plain, 
where the Land^ no ways ungrateful to the Til- 
ler's Care, made it a moft delightful Place. This 
Plain was fown with Corn, and the Hills which 
furrounded it were covered with Vines and Fruit- 
Trces. In the Admiration of fo fine a Place Fhrind 
loft all Thoughts of her Fatigue, but exprefs'd to 
her dear Guide the Joy ihe felt in being brought in- 
to fo charming Country. She rook the Opportunity 
of asking him, if the little Philapbtica^ thatlhefaw 
in Ociofina*s PalacC) was his Brother, and why he 
retired with fo much Hafte. 

* He is not my Brother, anfivefdhi : I am an on- 
ly Son, and my Mother never had any other Child 
but me. She nam'd me Agatonfhifay which fignifies 
Good Senfe ; and him that you have is an Impof- 
tor, who, to furprife Mortals with the more Eafe, 
and abufc their Simplicity, fays that he is my 
Brother, and fometimes paffes for me. 'Tis by 
this Means that he leads thofe who believe in him 
to their Ruin. He came with no other Delign 
than to furprize you '; but when he faw that I at- 
tended you, he went another Way. 

* I don't, wonder, fald Fiorina, that he retired fo 
fuddenly : Nobody loves to be found in the Com- 
pany of thofe whom they would pafs for/ In Tpeak- 

ing this, they faw a Cottage cover'd over withVines^ 
which form'd an Arbour of Mufcadine, and other 
exquifitc Grapes ; where one might fee Orchards of a 
vaft Extent planted with all Sorts of hortulan Fruits, 
and numerous Efpalicrs of Peaches, Abricocks, and 
Neftarines of a prodigious Site. On the other fide, 
the Eye furvey'd a large Kitchen- Garden full of 
whole Come Plants and Roots, neccfiat^j fctxk^XJfe 
of Life. The Pcrfon that cu\uva.Xfc^ xVkU'^Nscc^ ^vsk 
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CRll'd Ergmdesj which (ignifies Indufiry ; ivhotn 
thc7 found with a Spade in his Hand> folUciting 
Nature tobeftow on him that Plenty they faw be^ 
fore him« 

As foon as he perceived the Travellers, he went 
up to them ; and after (aiming of IBIorina^ he gave 
Agatonfhlfa athoufalid Careflesy which the other re- 
turned. Then he conduced them into the Shade, 
under one of the Arbours, where he entertain'd them 
with a Country Collation of thebeft Fruits he had. 
The Princefs durft not touch them ; but when {he 
faw her little Leader take of 'em, Ihe ear, and 
found them of an excellent Flavour. The Colla- 
tion ended, Ergonldes let them fee his Menagery. 
Fiorina was charm *d with the Propriety and fine Or- 
der in which every Thing was difpos'd, and to fee 
that this Man was indebted for all thefe Things to 
his great Diligence and Induftry. After Expremont 
of their Frieiidihip and Gratitude, they l^SiErgonldes^ 
and continued on their Journey.. 

Upon the Road Florlnay difcourfing with Agatort* 
ph/fa^ laid, * There's a Man, Jheakiftg of Ergonides, 

* who appears all Content, and lives a perfc^ eafy 
« Life I' * He labours, and that is fo great a Pleafure

* is a Friend of my Mother's, and always comes to 
*' confalt us when he has any Affairs to tranfafi. 

* He is a Son of the Sky, as ihe is a Daughter ; and 
^ 'tis he that fhcws Men that Labour is necefTary to 

* prolong their Days on Earth, and the moft cer- 
< tain Refourcc to fly to againd the indifpenfable 

* Ncceffitics of Life.' 

During this Converfation, the Princefs heard a 
Retoumelh of foft Flutes, which fenfibly pleas'd her 
Ear : • How agreeable is this Mufick ! /aid fie. I 

* find myfelf feii-'d with PIcafure, and in a kind of 

* Tranfport.that will not let me go much further. 

* Hearken, I befeech you, my de«tt Cc^xAxsS^^x "A^"^ 
' vs fee what it isj and vrheuc^ix. cotsxc.^ ^Ull 
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* care of your felf, anfiverd he; there it nothing 

* more dangcrom than for you to day here : That 

* which gives you fo much Plcafurc, you will find 

* prcfcntly frightful, if you underftood the Caufe.* 

He had no iooner done fpcaktng, but a vaft Num- 
ber of People of both Sexes appeared/ who piay'd 
the fool together after an extravagant Manner. The 
Women were half nak«d, without Shame or Con- 
fu(ion; and the Men, dcbauch'd wirh Liquors, had 
lefs Modefty or Difcretion. The Princefl trem- 
bled with Fear and Horror at fuch a diforderly 
Sight, and they feeming to approach nearer, (he 
Aolc off, and fled with a furprizing Swiftneff. H#* 
fina being got at fome Diftance out of Sight, ftopp'd 
a while to breathe ; and turning towards her Guide, 
faid, with a Trembling on her Spcechy * Theft 

* People have frighted me fo, I am not yet reco- 
« ver'd/ * JTou have done prudently, faid Agaton- 

* phifa : 'Twas only Flight whereby you could have 

< efcap'd the fatal Poifon of thefe detcftable £n- 

< chanters ; and if you ihould day to reft here a lit- 

* tie, you would fall into their Snare, and run the 

* Hazard of being imdone like them/ 

Borina being recovered out of herConfu/ion, and 
comforted by her faithful Guide, purfued the Road, 
and found her fclf advanced in a Plain which bbr- 
dcr*d upon a Mountain that fccm'd a vaft Diftance 
off. The Way that led to it was very direft, with- 
out the Appearance of Rivers, Brooks, Woods, 
Groves, or any other Place convenient for Rcpofe. 
JElcfina ask'd Agatonphi/a what that Mountain was 
they faw there. * That is the End of your Jour- 

* ncy, fMd he^ and the Place where the Rofe growi 

* that you arc in fearch after/ The Princefs leap- 
ed for Joy at this Anfwer; and believing fhefhoufd 
by the Evening come to gather the Imperial Rofe» 
redoubled her Steps and Diligence ; but the more 
Ibe advanced, the farther off the Mountain fecmM 

JO be, fo that it made her tneVsnicVvoVj > ^^^atientf 
-Aod y/c$.rj ; and the Sun ftunift^j ^vxiiQ^^ qtv >w8t 
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Head» quite confounded her, (6 that (he refolved 
to take another Road, which feem'd more agree- 
«ble» on the Left Hand, and would lead her to the 
fame Place as that wherein {he was. Agafonpbifa 
noticing confuited, let her alone; and Fiorina cour 
tinned to purfue this new Wny, where ftic found 
fome Shade which (he could not have exposed ; 
but the Unevennefs of the Ground infenfibly made 
an Interpodtion betwixt them and the Mountain^ 
. fo that they loft Sight of it. Neverthelefs ihc con- 
tinued to march on, more thro* Humour than Re- 
flexion, and at laft came to a Town. The Houfes 
were plain built, but very handfome within* Ac 
the Entrance into this Place, the Princefs huni, 
the Men of modeft Behaviour, who converfed toge- 
ther after a civil and referved Manner, and who 
faw 'em pafs by with a great deal of Indifference* 
She met others more fhy, who ihcw*d no Manner 
•f Curiofity or Concern for her ; and continuing 
the Road, ihe came into a publick Place, where a

ihe faw in the Way. * Do me the Favour, /i/V aw 

• of the Ladies^ to tell me where you defign to go 
« now?' * I am going, apfwer'd fb§ Prhcefs^ to find 

• the Imperial Rofe without Prickle*/ * Yon may 

• find it, anfwerd the Lady, on our Lands: And fioce 
^ yoa are engag'd in fo noble a Defign, we fhall 

• think our felves oblig'd to give you Affiftance, in 

• order to fuccccd.* Which they all repeated Tcqr 
obligingly. During this Converfation, there enter- 
ied a Man of a modeft Look, being yerv civil, and 
well bred. Upon which, all the Ladfies role up 
with great Refpcft, to offer him their Seats ; and 
then a Servant very oiSicioufly brought in an Elbow- 
Chair, which was fet in the beft Part of the Room, 
where he fcated himfelf. And being inform'd of 
the Subjc£i of their Difcourfe, one of the Ladiei 
told him that the Stranger which he law there came 
from Rationtinas Palace to find the Imperial Rofc; 
and being come into their Town without knowinfi[ 
anybody, they had tender'd her their Service ; ana 
that fincc her Arrival there, ihe had related her 
Adventures upon the Road. 

This Man turning towards Fiorina^ expref^'d hii 

Pleafure upon her Defigir; and after wifhing her

and after that went away. TKcfc Words made not 

M little Imprcflion on the Princess-. %\\^ ^^^^t\!^^ 

^n thefe Promifes fo mucU, that ft\^ ft^xxtf 4 \«i 
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fclf to be already poffefs'd of the Flower. This 
.agreeable lUufion had continued, if the Advice 
which Rationtina gave her had not alarm 'd her, by 
making her always fenfible of her Inconftancy, and 
of that Credulity which would be her Ruin. She 
was likewife atarm*d to fee her dear Agntonphlfa all . 
this Time mute, and in a kind of Lethargy, from 
which {he could not wake him. This was a Damp 
to her Joy, and the intended Meafuresof that Pro- ^ 
te&or or Guide. 

After the Man was gone, one of the Ladies told 
Fiorina^ that the Perfon who juft now left them 
was their Cordudor in the Enquiry they were 
making, as well as fhe, after that incomparable 
Flower. • He isa Man,/^/WJb^, Madam, of great 
Probity and profound Knowledge, and particular- 
ly in this Difcovery : He hath the Goodnefs loin- 
itruS: us, and to communicate to us fuch Lights as 
we are capable of receiving and making an Im-> 
provement of. Then affure your felf. Madam 
that this Flower is the Symbol of Virtue, which 
makes all thofe happy who poflfefs it. Several 
fancy, that to enjoy this Treafure, they ihould 
ftrip themfelves, and mortify their Padions; but 
they deceive themfelves. It is proper indeed to 
calm and temper 'em fo that they fhall not be dif-

Agatonpbifa cook her by 
the Hand I and conduced her to a Mountain at a 
Diftance, where he told her the Danger (he had 
l>ecn in> and what fecret Commuaications chat 
Place had with the Palace of Pleafurc. 

FiorifM was very melancholy upon the Reflexion 
t)f what had like to hare happen'd to her, and 
knew not how to return the vaft Obligations flic 
Aad to her ditux Agatofifhifa^ from off whom flie nc- 
Tcr caft her Eyes till flie came to the Foot of the 
Mountain, which was border'd with Cedars and 
Palms of a g-eat Height. The Rock appeared fo 
deep, that E^rlna believ*d it inacceflible, and that 
fhe (hould never be able to mount it. She took fe- 
deral Turns to difcover which Way flic might get 
up; but finding none, ihe fell into the laft Defpair.

She exprefs'd her Gratitude to 
Tfohus for the Favours he had done her. * I could not 
delay doing you this little Piece of Service, faid 
the Prince : My Inclination for you engag'd me to 
it ; and the Fairy, your good Friend, hath fufiici- 
ently foUicited me.' * How am I indebted to thac 
charming Fairyi crf'd Fiorina, after all that fhc 
has done for me, to fend fo great a Prince to me, 
who being fenfible of mv Grief, came himfelf to 
deliver me from my Delpair, and condu6^ me to 
the grcateft Happinefs/ 

* Princcls, faidProhuSy fee there the Road that 
leads you to the Palace of Perfe'verance^ who will

in your Return, to convey you fpeedily to my 
Mother's Court." The Princefs purlu'd the Road, 
and arriv'd at the Palace, where (he found the La- 
dy, who received her very agreeably, and condu£l- 
ea her to the Flowery Field, where this precioit 
Pledge was. Tis hard to conceive the Sentiments 
of Pieafure and Joy that feiz'd the Princefs at the 
Sight of this Treafure.

* take a fhorter Courfe.' And giving her his Hand, 
he condu£^cd her by a mod agrecaSleVVay, till flie 
infenfibly arriv'd at the Palace of the Fairies* 

Fame prefently publifli'd thro' the Fairy Court, 
that Fiorina was rcturn'd with the precious Tret- 
lure. The good Fairies could not contain them- 
fclves ior Joy ; and Mauritlana found her fclf at laft 
obliged ro confels publickly, that F/orw^ defcrv'd a 
Reward worthy of her Labour. Fiorina, in her Re- 
turn, w^ altogether under the Condud: of the 
Prince ; and when ihcy were come near the Pa- 
lace, Prcbiis faid to her, * I muft leave you, my 

* Princcfs, for fear of being feen. You arc in a di-

The Princefs continued her Way, lifting up her 

Eyes to Heaven, to give Thanks lor the Favours flie 

had received; and Mauritlana had aflcmblcd her 

Council, who waited to receive Eorina with great 

Magnificence* When fhe came to the Gates of the 

Palace, Mauritianay attended with all her Courti 

went to receive her, prefenting her with a. Charier, 

on which they obliged her to mount. The Chariot 

was of Gold richly wrought, and drawn by four 

fine white Horfes barncfs'd rarioufly. The firft 

Harncfs was cover'd with Saphirs ; the fecond with 

feveral precious Stones, as Agates, Onix, Topaz, and 

Rubies; the third was with Diamontis ; and the founh 

with Amathyfts of an incftimable Value, Four 

Fairies led the Horfes with Silk and Golden Kleins. 

The Princefs in this Equipage entes'd the Palace 

with the Acclamations of all the Fairies ; and at 

the Foot of the great Stair-Cafe MautUiana gave 

her her Hand to alight from her Chariot, and con- 

du&ed her into the Hall, where a eonfiderable En- 

ecruinmcnt was providcdi v«\vvc\i ^^ ^^Titvi\ fjfil 
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with all Marks of Joy for her happy Return. Af- 
terwards ihe was led into one of the fineft Apart- 
ments of the Palace, to repofe her felf. The next 
Dliy Fhrina was condiifted with the fame Pomp and 
Magnificence to the Temple of Virtue, which was 
not far from the Palace, to return Thanks to Heaven 
fcr the Favours ihe had recciv'd during her Jour- 
ney. There flie depofited the Flower flie brought, 
and receiv'd from Mauritianas Hand a Crowp con- 
fecrated to Virtue. 

Tlofifta being returned to the Palace, and retiring 
into the Apartment prepared for her, the two Fairies 
her good Friends, AndPtohttSi went to congratulate' 
her in particular, and exprefs the Joy they felt up- 
on her Advancement. * It is not to me, faid the 
Prince/s, that thefe Praifes which you attribute 
are due : *Tis to the powerful Afliftance you have 
given mc, and particularly to that generous 
Prince* All my Pains had been fruitlels, and I 
had remain *d at the F«ot of the Mountain, dc- 
priv*d for ever of the Opportunity of gathering 
that Flower, and the Happinels of feeing you 
again/ • Could Irefufe, faidthePriTicej my poor 
Ailiftance to a Princefs whom Heaven will pro- 
teft iox ever?

our Help.* * There are few Pct^onsyfa'td the Prln^ 
cefs^ who hav^ fhch valuable Sentiments: But 
after ullj I am not lefs indebted to ycu (or thac 
Excefs of Goodnefs you haveibewnto me.* The 
Converfatioft continued feme Time upon the Grati- 
tude Ficrha acknowledged due to ihem for their 
Care of her, and pray'd them to continue the fame 
o her. * Our Duty obliges us, faid the Counfellor 
Isiry^ and we arc fent upon Earth for no other 
End buttodcfcnt^ thpfe whp arc unjudly pcrfecu- 
tcd.* And after a long Difcpurfe> tjiey lef: F/oritta^ 
alone to reft her felf after fo much Fatigue. The 
good Fairy at parting faid, * Fear nothing farther, 
^ my dear Princefs; live at Eafc; 'S.^S^^^'i ^^sii^. 
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' hurt you.' * Btitf /aid Florina» I am not yet in 

* in my own Palace/ < Time brings all Things to 

* pafs, reply*d the Fairy ; and We will manage your 
^ Affairs fo well, that you fhall have Rcaion to be 
^ futisfied.' Fiorina thank'd them for their CarOi 
and begg'd a Continuation of their Favours ; which 
the Fairy promifed afrefh : And after embracing 
her, rejoin'd the other two, who were ^one beforei 
And WAite<i for her. Prince Probus and the Coun- 
fcllor Fairy feeing her arrive, propos'd to walk to- 
gether in the Palace Gardens to difcoarfe of all 
^hat had happen'd upon the Subjed of Fltrma* 
They could not help admiring of her Merit, and 

cfpccially the Prince, who carry'd it ,fo far, that 
he gave Occafion ro the Fairy, her good Friendt to 
think that the Prince lov'd her. She conceiv'd a 
iccrct Joy thereat, hoping thereby it would be more 
iifcful to the Princcfs. And to be the more afluredof 
ir, (being the Prince continued to prailc her, flic 
j'uid, *• Prince, I fancy that in this Commendation 

* you have made of the Princcfs, there is ibmethiog 

* more than Admiration in it ; and if I am not de- 
< ceiv*d, there is a little Inclination to Love in the 

* Bottom.' The Prince colour'd. Upon which the 
two Paries laugh'd ; and the grave Fairy -laid. That 
itwas not fo furprifing a Thing, fince it was diffi- 
cult to fee much Merit without having an Efteem; 
and that Efteem proceeding to Love, was too plea- 
fing to be refifted : But on the other fide, it would 
be a furprizing Thing, if his Soul was limited or tied 
down to a /ingle Eftcem. * You then approve, fage 

* Fairy, faid the Prince, the Love I have for the 

* Princefs/ * Yes, anfwerd [he ^ you need not doubt 
' it. Then the Prince could not forbear afluring 
them, that he had all the Love for that Prineeu 
that his Heart was capable of. * 'Tis by thefe 

* Deeds I know. Great Prince Prohus, faidjhi. yon 

* have perform 'd all thofc bright A&ions before: 
' Bur to love perfccuted Vitiwe \% ^ti vLt\^a.ralleird 

' AQioD, and worthy of ^ou: * ^wx^ »*1>WA \\% 
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Pftncej what (ignifies my Loye, fincc flie that in- 
spires my Paffion is ignorant of it ; and I cannot 
confent that you tell her, for fear, of difplcafing 
her.* * Fear nothing, (/3ii<^ the Fairy ^ Fiorina's good 
Friend,) that is too plain and agreeable to be mis- 
taken.* * Fair Fairy, refly'd the Prince^ you flatter 
my Paffion very agreeably : But tell me, I befeech 
you, when that is done, have I npt every Thing^ 
to dread, and the greateft Obftacle to furmount ? 
Will my Mother confent, when fl>e finds *tis for 
one againft whom her Malice will never have an' 
End 1 • * Heaven difpofes of every Thing as ir 
pleafes, faid the Fairy Advifer : I hope your Senti- 
ments for the Princcfs will be approv'd thereby^ 
and that you will be btcfTed with Means to exe* 
cute your Defigns. I forefce we fliall c'rc long 
have ibme confiderable Events happen at Court. 
The Glory of Fiorina gives the Qp^ca moft cruel 
Torments. She difTembles t^em fairly, but will 
Jtbfent it home at laft, waiting only for an Oppor- 
tunity to deftroy her. I found her in one of the 
Groves of the Garden, only with her Confidant^, 
and they appear"d to me very thoughtful and per- 
plex'd; whence I judg'd they were contriving, 
fome grand Defign. In the mean Time, Prince, 
conceal your Paffion, and let Fiorina know nd"- 
thing : Only do her all the good Offices you can ; 
for that is the Way you are to arrive at the Hap- 
pi nets that you dtfi re.* 
The Fairy Counfellor was not at all deccivM in 
her Judgment, that Fiorina's Glory occafion'd ter- 
rible Emotions or Difturbances in Mauritiana\ Soul. 
She retired every Day with her Confidant into tLhe 




to deftroy this Mortal, fd odiwrte ;ni45, have on- 
ly ferv'd toincreafeher Happincfs, and add to 
my Confufion and Defpair. I would ^^tt^'tcNs^.^ 
her and deftroy her, without Avfco'^QxvTi^m^^'^t— 
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venge, and I am forced to prepare a Triumph for 
her, and crown her with my own Hand. Unhap- 
py Ambirion ! why hjift th ou carry 'd me fo far, to 
make me undergo fuch cruel Puniihment ; let me 
forlake the Place, where I am all-powerful, and 
fly from the Advice, which oppofes every Thing 
that m y flatter my Paffion, without having the 
Liber y to complain. My Son difapproves my 
Cond a, tho' 1 have adranc-d him to theDigntty 
of a Prince. You fee almofl all my Court 
condemn me, and onlypay me the Appearanceof 
Refpeft, which is due to rheGlory that farrounds 
me. I-ct me rcftore to Feliciana the Throne, from 
which I have bani[h"d her, it will be more glo- 
rious for me to procure her Reftoration. Let mc 
live where I have eflablifli'd an Empire, that will 
make every body tremble under the Severity of 
my Laws; imprudent as I am",, my Paflion has 
blinded me, that I did not know: when I &w this 
Princefs, that her Virtue wa« folid,.An4 chacHca- 
Tcn favour'd her/ 

« 'QwXyfald the Confidant t if this Princefi hath ^u^ 
mounted all the Difficulties Ihe met with, 'tis 
from the Advice (he received {rovaRatlontims. « 'Tii 
true, reply d the Queen\ but Rathntina only gave the 
Advice ; but it was by the Decree of Hearen flie 
executed it. A v^ft Number of People -pals that 
Way, whom ihe advifes; but the Number of tfaofe 
who follow it arc fo fmaJl, that this Piincefstf 
almoft the only Perfon who hath made an Ad- 
vantage of it. Neither the Charms of the Palace 
ofOciofinay befides the other Difficulties flie met 
.with, could detain her. She arrived at the Foot of 
the Mountain where the Flower grew,' and there* 
Heaven ! by an unforefeen and wonderful Affif- 
tance, found out the Means for her to afceQd ir. 
That could not have been, anfwerdihe C^nfidant^ 
had not ore of the jirairies helpVl her t6 gain the 
Height of that Mountain^ And if it was fo, have 
»ot you the Right to ^\xu\&i ^xA t^n^V^ ^Kac 
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you have done for 'Shriruij as a Conqneft oStainM 
contrary to the Laws?' 

* No, /aid Mauritiana^ don't you know that wc 
inhabit the Earth to proreft Virtue?

tu7/j D^gcrs to undergo, wVver^ fti^^^\x\^^^\idta 
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need of extraordinary Affiftanoe to fupport and pr&- 
ferve her. The Queen faid» She would not op- 
pofe thati but give the Princefs leave to take what 
Helps {he could procure from the Fairies, who were 
left to their own Inclinations as to that Point* 

Hereupon two of the principal Fairies were lent to 
compliment her in the Name of the reft. Fiorina 
being come, Maufitlana fent other Fairies to her, 
o receive her ; and all together condu&ed her to 
he Queen, who ieated her next herfelf upon the 
fame Floor on which herThrone was placed. When 
Fiorina had taken her Seat, Mauriiiana fpoke thusP i 
The Condu^ which you have ^ewn, incompara- 
ble Princefs, in theConqueft of the ImpetialRofe^ 
perfwades us thatyou are capable of executing the 
greateft Defigns, and that there were no Difficult 
ties which could bound the Courfe of thofe 
Things you have undertaken. Here is another 
confiderable Opportunity offers itfelf of fignali^&ing 
your heroick Virtue. Our great Queen Feliciana 
hath been exiled fbme Time in the wonderful La- 
byrinth, from whence fhe cannot return, but by % 
Mortal like yourfclf. Fair Princcls, give Liber- 
ty to this dear Queen : Enter into the Labyrinch» 
and reftore her to us : All the Fairies with me 
befeech it of yoUf and entreat you with the 
ftrongeft Inftances of AfFe£^ion.

make me undertake any Thing: But, Madam, thit 
Deliverance is not rcferv'd for a poor Mortal like 
me. If I have gathered the Imperial Rofe, that 
Adion was to be done by every body that would 
? undertake it, and foUoYT iVvc K^Vviii ^I'BjptCvwtiiw^' 
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* 'Tis not the fame/Thing here, in relation to the 
^ Queen ; that is a Favour which cannot be grant- 

* ed but CO a Pcrfon whom Heaven has chofen for 

* that Purpofe : So I beg of you, Madam, to dif- 

* penfc with me/ 

Then the Queen attempted to perfuade her that 
the Cclcftiul Powers had dcftin'd her ro be the Deli^ 
vercrof that Queen ^ and rhat fhe could not oppofe 
their Wills wi.hout drawing on herfelf the Anger 
of Heaven . While Mauritlana was making this per- 
tinent Reply. Fkrifta attentively watched all the 

.Fairies, one after another, to penetrate their Sen- 
timents, and to judge from thexn what fhe ought to 
do. She thougnclhe faw in the Eyes of the fage 
Fairy Adviler, that (he was pleafed to have her ac- 
cept thcThing; But for fear of being dcceiv'd» (he 
ask'd Time to anfwer ; which was granted. . . 

The Council rifing, Fiorina was carried bajck to 
her Apartment by the Fairies, who foUiciced her to 
go the Queen. When F/of/»7/f was retum'd to her 

•Chamber, AdaurltiAfia lock*d herfelf up in hcrown, 
to thinir with Plcafure on the new Snare (he had 
laid for her: She fccrctly flatter'd herfelf, that 
phrlna muft periih by the Multiplicity of Dangers 
fhe would meet withal in the Labyrinth ; her only 
Fear was, that (he would not. accept xfifrhe Com- 
jniirion. 

Prince Prohus being inform 'd of the Propofal 
which the Queen his Mother had made to .Florhst 
went to find out the Fairy Counfellor, to advile be- 
forehand with her, what Way would be the brft for 
Florirra to execute theProjc£l with Succefs. He found 
her alone on the Bank of the Canal in the Garden, 
who was contriving,as well as himfelf, what- power- 
ful Sucrours they could give her* . As &on as the

As Fiorina had not yet accepted the Propofitions 

made (o her, they went to her. together; to know 
what her laft Sentimcnts^were.

with her, who had folUcited her to reftore Feliciana* 
That fairy feeing them enter in, faid, < Come and

« pcri(h." « Isitpoffible, my Prince6,/4|V«l>e Riiiy 
« Counfelloti that you can be ib hard-hearted to rc- 
' fufe Prince ^robuSf wha hath' been fo zealous f^r 

* your Service, and who defires wifh us the Deli- 

* verance of that Queen? Can your Soul have the 
! Wcaknefe to believe ilut & ^r^^x. ^ ^^vwys^^^ 
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young Shepherdefs come outy cloathcd lo a green 
Scuff, lin'd with white* She had a Crook- in her 
H^nd, and a Straw Hat upon her Head to ihade 
her from the Sun-Beams. When they approached 
nearer, FUrina was amazed to find in fo much Sim- 
plicity an Air and Manner the moft obliging and 
moft graceful in the World. ^ Aiay Heaven grant 
you your W^ilhes, fair Shepherdefs, fald Fiorina, 
and blcis you with all Happihefs.' ^ I wifli yoa 
the fame, fair Princefs, fald the Shepherdefs^ and 
that Heaven would conduct jou fafely to the End 
of your Defires.' * I am obliged to you, my Shep- 
herdefsy for the Good you wifh me. , But, alas ! 
contmuedfioey without the Favour of Heaven, I can't 
accomplifla what I have undertaken.' * If your 
Dcdgns are juft, and you have a ftrong Faith and 
Confidence, fald the Shepherdefs, you will. not be 
difappointed, but notwithftanding allthe Hazards 
and Difficulties arrive at the End of what you 
propofe. But, my Princcfs, you appear weary: 
Come into my Cottage, and reft you ; I can per- 
haps tell you of fomething that will not be ufc- 
Icfs.' Fhrlna accepted her Offer. And when ihe 
was enter'd, the Shepherdefs feated her; and after

Dcfign, faid the Shepherdefs t as foon as 1 faw you. 
Ah, Princcfs! what Glory and Happinefs has 
Heaven prepared for you, if you can re ft ore this 
great Queen 1 According to the Decree of the 
fuprcam Beings, this Deliverance is refcrv'd for 
none but one happy Mortal*, and that appears to 
bcyou' Don't be difcourag'd, my Princcfs, in all 
^ tAe V Angers you fliall undergo*, lot '^oxxVvW^wt- 
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* mount them. Pardon me» chat the Tranfporrs a 

' Joy you fee in me, proceed from an Excefs of 

* Tendernefs which I have for that dear Queen 

* you go in qucft of/ Then Fiorina ask'd, whether 
the Dangers to be met with in that Labyrinth, were 
not too diflScult to be overcome. * No, my Prin- 

ceft, /aid the Sbepberdefs ; they become eaiy when 

the Streugrh of Hefolution attacks them. Then 

Fiorina ask'd why the Queen Feliciana was banifh'di 

' That, anfwerd the Shefberdefs^ is a long Stery to 

relate.* 

* But to inflruQ you, eontinu'djbit I muft tell ^ou^ 
my Princefs, that when the QuecnFW/Vi^if^ reign- 
ed,everyThing wasperfeftly quiet upon ourEarch* 
My Sifters and I were then her deareft Favourites ; 
and it was thro' our Care that Mortals received 
that fweet Felicity. One of my Sifters was call'd 
Innocencfy the other Fidelity^ and I am called Sim" 
fUcity, Innocence was (he that prefervcd Mankind 
againft covetous and diforderlyDefires, which rob* 
bed them of the Sweetnefs and Pieafures of a real 
Security. Fidelity infpiredthem with Friendftiipt 
Credit, and inviolable Truft one towards the 
other : And I relieved them when they fell into 
fuch WeaknefTes, as to believe they had need of 
a great many di£Ferent Things to make them 
happy. This Order was fo well fix'd, that we 
needed only to appear before the People, where 
the Queen ient us to furprefs the one, and ani- 
mate the other. The People exprcfled fuch Re- 
(pe£^ andVeneration for us, that they fancied they 
could not live without us. That Time, my Prin- 
cefs, was yet happy, before this extraordinary

and rcfpedful Manner, that tho* my Sifter was no 
ways inclin'd to hearken to him, yet (he enter* 
tain'd a fqcret Compaffion for him ; tho' at the 
fame Time fhe gave him fevere Anfwcrs to every 
Thing he faid,ivhich perhaps was capable of block- 
ing the Conftancy of the moft amorous and moft 
infatuated Man in the \Vorld, However, he 
would not be rcpuls'd, but.continued his Addrel^ 
fes to my Sifter, in giving her freih Proofs every 
Day of his Conftancy. This engag*d Psfinida to 
give feme Attention. But after examining the 
Thmg, flie faw plainly that if fhe married Hy- 
popptes^ fhe would not only bring her felf into 
great Misfortunes, but expofe her fclf again to 
all the Violences of Zelopia his Mother ; which 
made her refolve to difcard Hypopfites. One Day 
as he was making his Complaints to my Sifter, 
fhe anfwer'd. That fhe would not marry R^m ; 
that all he could do would be in vain ; and there- 
fore dcfired him to retire. Hypcrbjites, who was 
very amorous, anfwer'd, That it what flie fiiid 
was ferious, hefhould die with Defpair. At they 
talked after this ufual way of-Lovers, Pifonida let 
him know, that he ought to be fatisfy'd with what 
fhe faid to him, for that they were her real Sen- 
timents. "Hypopfites retired, and went away as 
ufual. My Sifter finding her felf fatigued with 
his AddrefTes, begg'd the Queen to fend her fbme 
Diftance off, where Hypopfites could not come to 
her. FeliciMTJa fent my Sifter whither fhe defir*dto 
go ; and the young Man finding himfelf depriv'd 
of her Sight, went to find out the Queen, and to 
entreat her to be favourable to him. Heinform'd 
her of the Purity of his Flame, and the Sincerity 
of his Heart, with all he had done to engage my 
5/tfer to anfwcr h'u Defite^ «cTkd^ ^^^^^Q^ '^ww^ 
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the 02^^^ 0^1^ fotccPifonida to accept his Heart» 
land make him happy » Feliciana anfwer'd. That all 
our A&ions ought to be juft, and without Force ; 
that Pifimda might have as much natural Aver* 
£on to himt as he had Love for her; that he 
might eadly know that by her Hefufal ; and that it 
would be injuftice in her to oblige her to accept 
of an Heart that was not agreeable to her. 
* As this young Man was of a violeut Diipofition^ 
this Anfwer drove him to Defpair ; and hearken- 
ing to nothing but his Rage, he flew from the 
Queen,, and run up to the Top of a Rock, iroqa 
whence he threw him felfinio the tempeftuout 
Sea of Defires, ^hcre he extinguifli'd his Life and 
Paflion. The Noife of his Death being fprcad 
abroadj,^ his Mother, who was noc iefs violent 
than hlmfelf, became oucragoous, and could 
breach nothing but thefubdle Poifon of Revenge* 
Zelofpia went to Maaritiana to engage her in her 
Intcrefl, and to confult with hor about proper 
Means to deftroy her £nemies| and thofe of her 
Son* 

« MaMfittanar rcctiy*d this affliSed Mother, and 
judg'd it proper to do all they could to oblige the 
People to carry their Complaints to the fupreme 
Intelligences, and tell them that Feliciana and Vi'^ 
fonlda had kill'd Hypopjites their intimate Friend, 
from whom they had received confiderable Ser^ 
vices; which fucceeded compleatly. The Co- 
vetous, the Ambitious, and the Revengeful, all 
fign*d the Petition. The fuprcam Intelligences 
receiv'd it ; and to be afTured of the Truth, took 
Maufitiana into their Council ; which was fo fe- 
cretly tranfafted, that Feliciana was not apprized 
of the Proceeding. Thefe Informations were con- 
v^y'd to the fupreme Intelligences : And what 
Care foever was taken to make the Queen and

* nefstoaccurethem unjuftly, was, in her Opinion, 

< to agree to what they a&k'd, of fending the Qaeen 

< and my Sifter into the wonderful Labyrinth, and 

* giving M.aur'itiana to them for their Govemon 

< She added, that Felicity was an infeparable Com- 

* panion to Telicltna ; and that where Feliciana was 

* not, Trouble, Inconftancy, and Diforder ihould 
^ always reign, by which Means they ihould become 

* the Authors of tncir own Misfortunes. This was 

< agreed to by all the Intelligences. The Queen 
« and my Siftei* were fent into the wonderful Lt- 

* byrinth, to remain there till a Mortal was found 

< who ihould force an Entrance, and furmount all 

< Difficulties to deliver that Queen ; till wheui 
^ MauTttlana ihould govern in her ftead. 

* The Queen and my Sifter obcy'd this Decree,

The Shepherdefs's Joy was inconcemble to fee 
Fiorina in chefe Sentiments* She prefented the 
Princels with a Collation of the beftot every Thing; 
and then Floritia purfued her Journey. Stmpliciana 
attended her iome Time ; and in leaving her, ob- 
ferv'd to her, that at a Diftance thence there was a 
great Tuft of Trees, which Ibrv'd as an Ornament 
at the Entrance into the Tabyrinth. The Prineefs 
continued her March, and arriv*d at the Labyrinth' ;

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Innocence* ^ What Pleafure is it to me, falA Fio- 
rina, to meet with you» after haying feen SimpU' 
clana the Shepherdefs ! What have I not to hope 
for in my Journey, fmce I hare the Happinefs to 
meet che two Favourites of that good Queen 
which I am in fearch after 1 But to whom am I 
indebted for this fortunate Meeting?' • 'Ti* to 
our Sifter Simpliciana^ reply* d tbey, who told iu yoa 
were in the labyrinth, and engaged ^s to come 
and deliver yeu out of that Perplexity you wu 
in, about the Choice of which Road you ought to 
take. But as foon as we have informed yoa, we 
muft go and tell the Queen you are in fearch of 
her. Doubt not, fair Princefs, c»ntinu*d thef^ but

Thing to eat, and without Hopes to find any? As (he 
was making thefe fad Reflexions, there came to her 
aWoman cloathed in Rags, with a melancholy Conn* 
tenancc, foUowM gently by another who look'd 
more lively and eafy, but very negligent in HcrDrefs. 

* Who are you^faid Fiorina Mf Inhabitants of this 

* PJnce, pray give mc fomething to eat.* * I am 
' call \l Aftachlrdy or Poi;erty , faiel tbe Jirf \ \ Wtc no- 

^ thing to give you ; But VicrcTs rcv'^ 0«.^^xsyc1?\iw 
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• hpona^ or Indufity^ Ihe can affift you/ Phihpona 
had no fooner heard her Mother fpeak, but ihe 
went to find fome Relief for the Princefs. She 
brought her fome wild Fruits, which Fiorina eat 
with the fame Appetite as thofe prefented to her by 
Ergonides. When thjc Princefs hadrefrefli'd herfelf 
a Uttle, Ihe continued the Road, and Phihpona of- 
fer'd her his Company, which was a great Afliftancc 
to her, by bringing Fiorina from Time to Time 
fomething to eat. 

' Fiorina being advanced into the Defart, ask'd Phi-- 
hpona if it was yet very far to the Place werQ Ef/i- 
ciana was. He anfwer'd, the Way was ibmetimes 
fhorter, and fometimes longer, according to tbe 
Changes that happeo'd in paffing over the Land* 
Fiorina then made fenfible Refle&ions on the Condi- 
tion ihe was in. TheLofs of her Food was one of 
the ftrongeft ; and notwithftanding all the Care of 
Phihpvnay fhe was not contented. During that Tlmo 
there came a Man to her calPd Grilifon, or Difcon- 
tentf who followed her, endeavouring to perfuade 
her by many forcible Reafons, that fhe deferved all 
the Trouble (he met with. * Was not yoxL^faidbe^ 

* happy enough in the Fairy Palace, after having 
« efcap'd fo many Dangers in the Conqueft you gain- 

* ed, but you muft raihly and inconndcratcly em* 

• bark your felf upon a new Defign? Where arc now 

• your Friends, on whom you depended, and the 

• great Affiftancetbey would give you? The Prince ' 
< and the reft are divertingthemfelvesatCourt with- 

« out thinking of you ; and had it not been for Phih^ 

* pona^ you had not .got fo far.' Fiorina was vex'd 
to have this Man continually teaxing her: She 
difmifs'd him feveral Times; but he ftill returned. 
Philopona feeing that this Fellow was inlupportable 
to her, endeavoured all the Ways he could to com- 
fort her. The poor Princefs was almoft difconfo- 
late with his Converfation, which gave her xa^tft^ 
Trouble tban all (he had under^on^ vcvVictAnKa'sv^" 
There cii me happily, to her iLeM^i «cxww«iit'S| 

you 111. H - / ^ 
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with a Spade in his Haod, which fhc knew tQ be 
JErgonides* florlna j^rciently run to him, to receive 
her. * You come in the Nick of Time, faidjbe^ for 

* I have urgent Occafion for jrour Affiftancc : Give 

< me my dear Agatonfhlfa again ; ai)d tell me, I be- 

* feech you, why he left me.' * He has not leftyoDt 

< faid Ergonides ! it was he that fcnt me hither to 
^ ijprve you. But, ray Princefs, what do you do 

< with that Man that I fee follows you, who is fie- 

* tcr to drive you to Delpair by his Talk, than com- 

* fort you? ' * What you fay is true, faid the Priih 

< cefs : He follows roe againft my Will* He is & 

* infupportable, and wearies me Co much, that I 
' fcarce know where I am : I have difcarded him, 

< yet he follows me.' * I'll difcharjge him from 
' you, faid Ergonides : ' Who took his Spade, and 
ftrikin^ him on the Back, tlie Man fled quickly, 
and ftnid not to complain. Then Etgonuks dug up 
with his Spade a lai^e Square of Earth, whereoa 
he fow'd Seeds which he carried about him, aod 
from thence prefented to the Princeft moft delici- 
ous Fruits. Then brought a fair Nymph, called 
Sypomova^ or Patience^ to bear her Company, and 
afterwards took his Leave. 

Although Ergonides CRxne to the Relief of ERH^iif^,. 
Thihpona did not leave her. He lov'd the Princefi 
fo, that he continually found out new Ways to be 
lifeful to her. He afUded Fiorina all Day to culti- 
vate that little Earth which Ergonides had prepared 
for her,and which produced every Thing flie want- 
ed. Hypomona fo compos *d the Princels's Temper, 
and diverted her, that fho liv'd with the fame plea- 
iiire as if ihe had been in the Fairy Court : She 
could not fancy ever to have been more eafy and 
happy, than (he found her felf in that Solimde. 
One Thing that perplexM her was, that her Abode 
or Refidence there wou'd delay her Arrival at R- 
/^/afta's Palace to deliver that Queen. Sha plac'd 
Jier CpnGdencc in Uypmona^ V(Ko told h«r fte 
wight bo cafy in that Mww \ ^^t xVx^l^niK^^I 
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of her Journey did not confift in being always upon 
the March, but in making a good Ufe of ail the 
Troubles and Difappointments they met with ; that 
Heaven cauH^ fr^uent Changes to arile, which 
brought us nearer to the Palace of Feiiciana ; and 
that that was the true Wav of finding out that 
Queen. Carina was fo fatisfied with what Hyfomona 
told her, that fhe thought of nothing farther than 
of cultirating her Garden, and the deligkcful Soli* 
tude wherein Ihe was placed* While (he was exer- 
cifed in the dreffing of the Garden, fiie walked all 
around, fometimes alone, but moft frequently with 
her two Companions. On Day, as they were 
mounted on a Rock, from whence they difcorcr'd 
a large Country, Fkrina was charm'd with the 
Place, and particulariy the Beauty of the Palace, 
which was m Sight of them ; therefore ask'd Hypo- 
mona what that Palace was which appear'd fo beau- 
tiful. She anfwer'd, that it was Feiiciana's Palace, 
and the Place whither ihe was to go. * Well, my 
Princefs, continued Jhe^ you fee that you feem to 
be near, and not fo far off as you thought of: But 
^is here chat you ought to be arm'd with frefk 
Conftancy,. aiid the ftrongdl: Refolution. Don*c 
flatter your felf, my Princefs, there is yet a great 
deal of Trouble and Pains to be taken before you 
arrive at that Palace : But when you have con- 
quer*d all Difficulties, you fliall enter into that 
Abode, and rejoice with the utmofl: SarisfaSion, 
to fee Feliciana in all the Brightnefs of her Glory/ 
Fiorina hearken 'd with great Pleafure to all that 
Uypomona faid to her, and found it as a healing 
B«Ifam to rcfreih her wearied Scnfes. During this 
Time, all the Princefs's Steps tended towards the 
Rock ; and all the Time ihc went forward, ihe 
fcem'd ftill to approach nearer to the Palace ^fFe^ 
Jiciana^ or that it came nearer to her. 

One Day, as Ihc was contemplating otv xVv^ '^'cA. 
of her Dedres, Ihe faw an agt^ca)^^ ^jtkwcv^'^ 
cioatbed in purple Velvet, cmq:^ t^>^wii.^>aftX* 

Ha 
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^ina was furpm'd to fee that young Man in thofe 
Solitary Places. He faid to her as he came nearer. 
Madam, you anc admiring the Beauty ofFelicianM^i 
Palace.' * 'Tis true Jaid Fiorina ; and the Dcfirc 
of getting thither is what entirely imploys my 
Thoughts.' < That is a glorious Defign» Madami 
faid the yeungMan^ and the Way to arrive at true 
Happinefs. It is a long Time fince I propos'd to 
go thither ; but 'tis what I cannot do alone, till 
I find feme body that has the fame Inclination 
with my fclf. I have met with feveraU/^ii he^ who 
were very impatient to get thither, and who pro- 
mis'd me the fineft Things in the World; but they 
were repuls'd at the firft Troubles we mpt with» 
and quitted me. This is the Caufe, Madam, why 
I am not yet at the Palace of Feliciana^ and that I 
wander in thefe Places, feeking always for fome 
body who hath the fame Dcfign as I have. If yoa 
will go find out the Queen Feliciana, and take me 
for your Companion, I promife you, lot what will 
happen, not 10 forlake you.* 
Fiorina believing this young Man, who had fpo« 
ken to her, to be PJrphifinAtety or GoodOpporimiitft 
thought he might not be ufelefs to her ; hearing 
him fpcak in fuch advantageous Terms, (he teftifiea 
to him, that flie embraced the Offers he made of 
partaking the Fatigues of the Journey together, on 
Condition that he would not leave her. * Ic wt* 
* not I, /aid Pfiphifmates, who fail'd thofe I ac- 
< companied, but it was thofe who left me." And 
in faying th^t, he fat himfclf down by the Princefi 
upon the Rock where (he was, and entertain'd her 
with the Methods how they might arrive at that 
happy Palace. 

Some Time after there'came to them a Man of 

on odd, uneafy, violent Countenance, whofe "Eyes I 

thrcaten'd Revenge, as if he would fentence the I 

moA innocent AQions. In fhort, he no (boner laW I 

the Princefs and Pji^fci/mates, WtV\ft\i«lievcd then I 

to bc^uiltj of fome crimUwi\ltiti\eaR^«ti^y«^«i.^ 
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informing himfelf of the Truth of the Thing, or 
theSubjeft of their Converfation, he feiz'd them as 
Criminals. This Man was call'd Zilopftdes, or Falfe- 
Zeal; and as he conduft^dthe Princefs and Pfiphif- 
matiSf they met in the Road a Woman of an ill 
Phiz, who ask'd Zil<fpfidis who the Prifon6rs were 
he had fciz'd, and what they had done. ZHopJides 
anfwer'd, ^ I know not ; but I found them in the 

* Defart togiethcr, and am perfuaded they are guil- 

* ty of fome Crimes, and therefore I carry them 

* away.' * 'Tis well done, /aiii the TVifm/my *who caU 
« led herfelf Sycophanta, or Calumny, carry them 

* he£ore Agnoifa^ or Ignorance^ and fhe will punifh 

* them. Ill meet you there, if you will a^cufe 

* them.* In faying this. Calumny met with two Wo- 
men, Friciids of hers, called Crap and ^Treachery^ 
who, joining themfelves, made a ftrong League* 

Agno'tfa was then in a large Hall, where (he gave 
Audience to the Pleaders, being feated on a rich 
Tribunal, attended with Pe/^y, Obplnacy^ Prejudice^ 
and Efivy^ her Counfcllors. Calumny prefcntcd 1%^ 
firta and P fiphif mates ^ faying that they were Cri^ 
minals who had been in folitary Places, and un- 
drefs'd, holding a fecret Correfpondcnce together, 
in contempt of the Laws of Modefy and 'Decency \ 
that ihc thought herfelf oblig'd to bring them to 
Juftice; and that if the Tribu»al of Agneifa did no* 
make a publick Example of them, it would be a 
means to countenance Vice, and be an Introdufiion 
to all Mifchief. Craft and "Treachery were of the 
fame Opinion, and agreed with Calumny^ fs-ying, 
that the Crimes with which flic had accufed each 
of 'em, merited without Contradiftion to be fevere- 
ly fentcnc'd. Zlloppdes alio fpoke in his Turn, and 
faid, that Ythtit Calumny ^ Craft, and UCreachery h%dk 
adranp'd, was juft and true. 

Agno'tfa, after having heard the Accufations, rofe 
from her Seat, a,nd joined in the Opinions already 
deliver'd ; and as they were f;,o\tv^\o ^2>S% ^ ^v^- 
rous Scnrence upon them, P^jVifmates ^^€\evi>^^ 
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they were going to condemn both himfelf and i7(r- 
t'lna without being heard, rais*d his VoicC} and beg- 
ged leave to make his Defence ; which was grant- 
ed. Pfifihifmates faidi As he was always wanderings 
he had met paffing thro' the Deiarts of the wonder- 
ful Labyrinth that Lady whom they accofed along 
with him, who was alone npon one of the Moun- 
tains of that Defart : That hisGuriofity had carried 
him lb far as to approach her, and ask theReaibn 
which brought her there, and what (he regarded 
with fo much Attention ; ro which {he aniwer'd, 
That (he had a ftrong Inclination to fee and deliycr 
Feliciana-, that (he admired her Palace, which ap- 
peared of wonderful Beauty ; and that (he had a 
Defire to reach thither, but that it ieem'd impoffi^ 
ble : That fince it had been a long Time fince he 
himfelf hadattempted the fame Defign, he fat him- 
felf down by the Lady, to confult and difcourfe 
with her on the Method of attaining to that Pa- 
lace : That during the Time they were in this feri- 
ous G>nyerfation, Z//0/)/?^ei perceiving them, cane 
up to them, and rciz.'d, and brought them to this 
Audience : That the Lady and he were innocest 
of the Crimes of which they were accufed : That it 
was not fufficient for their Enemies to' fay they 
were criminal, but they ought to prove it : And 
that their Accufers not having done what thcjf 
were obliged, the Lady and himfelf demanded to 
be enlarged and font away, as having been unjaftly 
detained. 

Agnoifa conferring afrefh with her Cotinfellors. 
Envy M.nd Obfiinacy were of Opinion, without regard 
to the Keafons given by Pfiphifmates^ that F!crins 
and he ought to be condemned ; but Delay and Fn- 
juMce were of the contrary Side, and for havins 
Agnoifa make an Order, that the Parties accnfea 
(hquld remain Prifoners, and that Judgment (houU 
be deferred till Calumny and the others ftkovii 
prove the Crimes laid 10 t\x^it CVv^t^e. 
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They fttifp'd N#f/»4 und Pfipffifmates' of yt^hat was 
rriuable about them ; took the Ring which the 
Prince had giren to "Flofina^ loaded her with 
Chains, and led her info a long frightful liibtcrra- 
nean Dungeoni where they tied 'em both, oneop- 
poiite to thc'other. However, this was fomc Con- 
folation to FfothSf under her Misfortune, that [he 
could converfe with PfiphifmMes. Caltimfty finding 
her felf oblig'd to get Wicncffes to prove her Accu- 
fation, ask'd Zihpfides if he could help her to any- 

* l^Ot/aid hey I know nothing further of the Mat- 
« tcr, but that I found them together in the De- 
« farr.* » But, faid Calumny, you lee that won't do/ 
And in that Moment enter'd Exafenta^ or ^ratid, 
who came to tell them of a Turn fhc had to do ; 
and as ihe was proceeding to relate it, CaJnmny an- 
fwer'd, * We have fomcthing elfe to do, than to 

* hearken to you. I have^ accufed two Perfons of 

• Crimea, and the Tribunal of Agvoifa will have if, 

* that lihould prove what I have faid: Now Ifor6- 
^ fee that it is impoffible for me to make it out, and 

• I ihall forfeit the Confidence they have of what 
^ I have already faid.' « I know what that is, faid 

* Exapenta : I can do you a Piece of Service; and 1 

• promife you I'll do all I can.' 

Calumny and Falfe-Ztai were chartn'd with the 
Promifes of Fraud'; and as they knew her, they flat 
ter*d themfelves with Satisfafiion. Exapenta, with a 
forrowful Air of AffliSion, coming into the Prifon 
where F/(W/»4was, and approaching her, .laid, *My 

< Princefs, I never was lenfible of more Grief than 
« I feel now, to fee you in this deplorable Condi- 

< tion. I know you are innocent of the Crimes laid 

* to 5rour Charge, and that it is nothing but tht 

• malicious Contrivance of Cahmriy : But comfort 
» vour felf, for Heaven will not permit People t6 
« be falfc enough to fwear againft yoii. Be affur'd 

• that your Accufel^ cannottake away jptitLw^'^\ 

• you are kept here only xmAet ^^ Yx^xtxvwc ^ 

* proving Jxom one Day to aiEiotVvitt ^>bax 'Ckk^^^ 

A 

\ 
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* to fay Againft jrou, hoping that the Rigour of 

* your Prifon will kill you. My Princefs, you 

* know /lot the inviolable Laws of this PUce» 

< which free all Criminal» in Cuftody as fooQ^as 

* they {hall confefs the Crimes they ftand accuied 
^ of 9 provided it be before their Accufers have 

* proved them. This is the only way of ending 

* the Aifair. The Time is fhort, my dear Princefs; 

* break your own Chains : I tell you what I would 

* do, were I under the fame Misfortune as you 

* are.' 

Fiorina believed what Fraud faid to her» and fo far, 
that ihc was inclined to make fuch a Confeffion, 
when Pfiphjmates^ who had heard all, laid, • Take 
^ care, my Princefs, of doing what that I)eceiver 

* advifes; 'cis a Snare laid for our Deftruftion. Wc 
*• are innocent, Princefs, of the Crimes we are ac- 

< cufcd of: Heaven will take care to juftify us. 

* Let us not defpair then, and make a falle ConfeP- 

< fion, to deliver our felves.' This Difcourfe afto- 
niih'd Exapenta ; fo that (he retired, and went to 
find out Calumny and Falfe-Zeal^ to acquaint them 
with the Succefs of her Negociation. She faid, 
That fhe had perfuaded the Lady to confefs, but 
that the young Man who vrm^ in Prifon had in a 
Moment undone all; that while fhe was advifing 
the Lady, fhe did not perceive any Concern of 
MiflrufI upon her ; therefore they muil find out 
Ways to ftop the young Fellow's Mouth, and try 
another Way to gain her. 

This News put the Accufers into an ill Humour. 
They went to confult with Obftinacy and Envy^ and 
repeated to them what Exapenta had declared, and 
ask'd what they might do to preferre their RepO' 
tation. They order Bomotllla^ or Cruelty^ to go into 
the Prifon, and force Ffiphlfmates by all manner of 
Torments to confefs his Crimes ; which was readi- 
ly executed, after fo violent a Manner, tiiat the 
poor PJfphifmates lay ui^ou x.V\c "R.sick with the laft 
Tokens oi Life in him. TVvc ^tvuc.^S»^^\» ^%& 
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An Eye-Witnefs of all this Cruelty, had not fur- 
riy'd it, ifHypomona had not fupported and encou- 
raged her, faying, That it was in vain to aflftia tier 
felf ; for that the beft Temper Ihe could fhcw, was 
her Readinefs to fuffer, and to look wi th Tranqui- 
lity on the diflFerent Turns of good and ill Fortune : 
that it was common to fee the one fucceed the 
other, and that ihe might from thence hope that 
hers would chang^e. 

In a moment after enter'd two very graveWomen, 
who going towards Ffipbifmatesy Fiorina ask'dthetn 
who they were> and begg'd their Aflidance. ^ I ami 

* cdXVdXfatlafOtConfiancy^faidthefrfit and my Name 

< is Diagina^ or Refilutiony faid the other. He is our 

* Friend, and we are come to fcrve him/ Prefent- 
ly TfatiacmhrtLCcd'PJiphifmates, and rais'd him from 
the Ground where he was laid, and then Diagina 
took out feme Liquors which ihe carried, that rc~ 
ftored him. Fiorina feeing Vfiphifmates rccovci*ed, 
forgot all her former Misiortunes, and while ihe 
was acknowledging her Gratitude to the Ladies, 
Ihe perceiv'd a Light enterihe Prifon, which gave 
her frcih Terror, believing there were fomc new 
Mifchiefs approaching: But how great was her 
Surprize, when ihe, faw Prince Probus and two La- 
dies ! to whom • at feme Didance ihe cry'd out, 
« Ah Prince ! how opportunely you come to deli- 

* ver me out of this Condition ! Who inforln'd you 

* of the need I had of you V * *Twas that fair La- 

* dy you iee there, who told me of the Misfortunes ' 

* you were under, /r/i Probus, Jhe^hg her one of the 

* Ladles that attended him. Her Name is Hallitia^ or 

< Irutb, and ihe that is with her is Dtcayofina, or 

* Jtipfcation." EtoWu/j acknowledged her Obligations 
to them for fuch a Piece of Service; and could 
not help gazing particularly on Hallitia^ who was 
fo fair and bright, that the Rayis darting from her 
Eyes enlfghten'd the whole Prifon. 

After that, Di<:tfjr(7y?;»i«approacKlu^¥lwwa^\.ts^O^^ 
the Irons with which five was i^\.\&t*^^ vcA^«^*^^ 

H5 
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to Duft» fo that the Princefs was at Liberty. DU 
i^yofina did the fame to PfipbifmaUs ; and the two 
Prifoncrs not knowing how to make Returns for 
fuch fignal Fayonrsy were going to begin their 
Compliments to their Deliverers, when the Prince 
faid, ^ Lotusfinifh what we are about.* And ta- 
king the Princefs by the Hand, they all went out of 
Prifon together. 

As foon as Agnolfa^ Calumny^ and the other Perfe- 
cutors of the Princefs and PJIphifmsfes faw HalRtia 
and Dlcayofina^ they fled, and hid thcmfelves. The 
Prince purfued, and made them reftore the Ring 
they had taken from Fiorina; and then conduj^ed 
the Princefs into a Plain, where he fhew'd her the 
Road fhc ought to follow. * Then will you leave 

• me again, my Prince, /aid Fiorina ? * * I ftiall not 

• be long abfent, anfiver'd he ; and you have your 

• Ring again, to inform me when you want me* 

• PJiphifmatis (hall be left with you, who will be a 

• good Guide : You may put your Truft in him ; 
« he is a faithful Friend.' The rrince being retir'd, 
Fhrha continued in her Journey with FfifhifinaUs* 

Some Time after, Fiorina and her Comrade arriv'd 

in a Valley, where there was a thick Grove, which 

appear'd very agreeable to the Princefs; and as fhc 

was much fatigu'd, fhe was defirous to go and reft 

her fclf there. She imparted her Defign to PJiphif^ 

matest who would not agree to it ; but in Complai- 

fance to her, he entered into the Grove ; and the 

Princefs chufing out a convenient Place to fit down, 

he fat by her. They entertain'd each other a long 

Time with the Dangers they had efcap'd, and the 

Favour of Heaven in their Deliverances, till Fhrina 

inlcnfibly dropp'd aflcep from the foft Zephyrs of 

the Grove; and PJlphifmates feeing her afleep, would 

have willingly kept himfclf awake, but in fpiteof 

all his Care, he fell afleep too. Fiorina in this Sleepi- 

nefs fancy'd fhe was on the flippcry Brink or !£dge 

efa frightful Precipice •, and this Fear was fo vio- 

lent, that Die Wftk'ei) stud toxmd^fti^ iwi%tk«t^

ceivedy and that her Dreain noas but too true : For 
file had no fooner open'd her E^es, but ihe faW 
her felf on the Brink of a I^ecipice, wherei do 
what (he could, ike ti^as not able to get baek* 
The poor Princcfs called feveral Times Pjbhifmatii 
to her Affiftance, but in vain ; he flept fo ibund^ 
that he heard not. At laft the Princefs^ finding 
her felf going to fall, took the Ring out of her Bo- 
fom, and put it in her Mouth, when Prince Prohus 
appear'd, who, giving her his Hand, brought her 
back into the Road (he had quitted* 

The Prince bid her keep the Road* without 
leaving of it ; for that Ihe faw the' Confcqucnces 
if ihe fhould for&ke ic» and then left her again. 
The Princefs now could not think of parting with 
the Prince but with much Grief, finding the great 
want flic fhould have of him. The Prince obfer- 
ving the Trouble it gave her, to comfort her, faid, 
Thftt he would go fee the Queen FtUcianay to tell 
her the Dcfign that ihe intended to reftore her out ' 
of the Labyrinth, and to intreat her to fpare her 
the Fatigues in the Way. 

Fiorina purfued the Road again, and found Pfi^^

* reply*d the Latfy : Follow me, and you ihall prc- 

* fcntly have the HappmeCs to fee her/ Tliis Lady 
call'd her felf Leucotijfa^ or Candor^ and was the 
principal Favourite of Feliciana. ^ Our good Quen 

* has fent me to fliorten your Journey, faid Jbef 

* addrejjtng her felf to. Fiorina, and I have Orders to 
^ conduS: you by the nearcft Way. All the CouD' 
^ try that you fee before us, continued Jbe^ is full of 
' dangerous Places, where vbu Ihould have pafs'd, 
^ and where it would have ocen dreadful for you; 

* J)ut Prince Frohus has inrreatcd the Queen to dif- 

* pcnfe with it. Achakia and Pifonida have join'd 

* their Petitions to that of the Prince ; fo thatEr- 

* Uciana hath fpnt me to prevent the Trouble yovL 

* would have undergone.* 

A little while after they found themfelvcson the 
Borders of a Lake, cncompafs'd with large Trees. 

\ This Lake had in the Middle of it a/mall Ifland, 
\ wherein was the Queen's Palace. As foon as they 
faw the Palace, two Women entered into a Boat, 
and came to fetch them. Fiorina knew them to be 
Achakia and Vifonida^ who (tretch*d out their Hands 
jfor the Princefs to come into the Boat, and to con- 
du& her to the Queen, who attended in the. Palace 
to receive her. As foon as Fiorina had landed on 
this happy Soil, flie found licr felf transported with 
Joy and PIcafure. The Queen embraced her, and 
gave her her Hand, and conduSed her into the Pa- 
lace. But while the Princefs was breathing the 
Sweets of a pericQ: T/acquility, the Queen gave 
Orders for every Thing to be ready, and foon after 
departed with Fiorina and the reft of her Court. In 
the mean Time, thcFamo of Florina^shaying found 

. the Qiicen, and that they were upon the lioad to- 
gether in order to return, reach'd the Fairy Court;. 
This New5 affliSed Mauritiana^ whofcnt her Gon- 
£dant to inform her of the Truth ; who gave her 

an Accouni^ that Fe/iciawA ^iv^ Bonna -^^d ^rc- 
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fcmly arrive. Upon which MaurHlanalmmediktelf 
got ready her Equipage, and lefc the Courts to re- 
turn V7ith all her Followers into the Iflands. 

The good Fairie«» who waited impatiently the 
Queen and Fhrinas Return, went to meet her; and 
ivben they found her at the Palace-Gates, they fee 
up loud Acclamations of Joy- The fage Fairy Coun- 
fellor was the firft who approach'd the Queen's Cha- 
riot : Her Love and Zeal for the Queen and Fiorina 
made her advance before the reft. BJormas good 
Fairy followed ; and the Fairies being arrived all 
together, faluted the Queen, expreffing their ut- 
moft Joy for her Return, andrank'd themfelves be<- 
fore and behind her Chariot, forming a Train wor- 
thy the Reception of their QuecQ. 

In entring into the great Court of the Palace they 
heard nothing but Acclamations, and Concerts of 
Fairies finging the Praifes of the Queen, and the 
Glory of Fiorina. 'Tis not diflScult to tell the Sen- 
timents of the Queen and theFaries upon, this hap- 
py Reunion. Prince Prohus arrived foon after, and 
allthe reft of that Day was ipent in Mirth and Re- 
joicings. 

The next Day the Queen mounted with Fiorina 
upon a Golden Chariot fet with precious Stones, 
they went to the Temple of Virfuey where all the 
Fairies attended them. Afier the great Ceremonies 
of returning Thanks for the happy Return of the 
Queen and Fiorina, Feliciana took a Crown of an in*, 
cftimable Value, and turning to the Farics, faid. 
My dear Sifters, you know why the fupreme In- 
telligences judg'd it proper to order me to quit 
my Throne,, and to place me in the wonderful 
Labyrinth, till a Mortal fhould be found, whofc 
excellent Virtue had Power to force an Entrance, 
and to furmount all Obftacl^s that fhould oppofe* 
the Means of difcovering me. What fhall we do 
now, my dear Sifters, to this Princefs, who hath 
voluntarily enter *d the Labyrinth, aud generouCL^ 
fufler'd the Fatigues of an ^tv^\^^^ V-^wxx -ww^ 
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■ Chugrin till (he arrived At me, and U the Qrafe 

< that this Day I reafTum'd the Thlt>iie ? Therefore 

* to teftify to this Prineefs part of the Gratitude 

< due to her for the Obligations I have receivedi I 

* believe it is proper that I crown her once more* 

* She deferves it, continued Jbe/ And in laving thefe 
Words, the Queen placed the Crown Ihe had in 
her Hand upon Flofmn^s Head. During which, all 
the Fairies fung Praifes to the Honour of f7«rvji4, 
which was anfwer'd by aConcen of all Sorts of In- 
firuments of Mufick. 

Prince Vrobus could not contain himfelf for the 
Joy he felt in feeing the Prineefs twice crown'd in 
thcTemplcofF/Hi/f. She never look'd fo beautiful 
as ihe appeared in this laft Coronation* When the 
* Affembly was returned, he went to pay a Vifit to 
the Prineefs in her Apartment, to let her lee the 
Pleafure he took in the Honours conferred on her. 
The Fairy Counfellor, and the other good Fairy, 
were both there. 

While all thcfe Things were in Agitation at the 
Fairy Palace, the Kin[^, Flcrha's Father, after the 
Conqueft of his Enemies, return*d to the Caftlc 
irom whence Fiorina had been taken ; and upon his 
coming thither, his Grief was renew'd for the Lofi 
of the Prineefs, of whom he could get no other In- 
telligence, notwithftanding all his Search, but that 
Ihe was furrounded with a thick MiHf and in that 
Moment was loft. 

The King, after this Enquiry, font for the Magi- 
cian ; who being brought to him, he ask'd why he 
had deceived him, in affuring him that he had made 
the Cattle inacceffiblc againft any Surprize or Infult 
for the Prefervation of the youn^ Prineefs. • The 

* Prineefs is yfeWJaid the Magician ? She went out 

* of the Circle which«I drew, and was taken away, 

* which has proved to her Glory. But fhe wiU re- 
« turn fliortly, and with her a great Prince, to 

* whom you ought to give the Prineefs, and accept • 
/ him for your 5on%' 
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RlidatM aflembled her Council, where is was re- 
folv'd. That Florind fliould be conduced to the 
King her Father with all the Marks of Grandure 
poi&ble, not only for her Merit fake, but alfo to 
repair the Injuiy done her ; and all the Fairies pre< 
pared to appear bright in this Expedition. During 
this Time, Prince Prcbus found himfelf overcome 
with Sadnefs for the Lofs he was going to fuftain 
in the Abfence of the Princefs, whom he loved 
tenderly, and whofe Prcfence gave him the moft 
charming Delights* He retired into a folitary 
Place, where he could not defend himfelf, thro* 
the Excels of Love and Grief, from being over^- 
whelm'd in Tears. And as the Prince was thinking 
how to difcovcr his Paffion to the Princefs, Felici" 
AfiAy who was walking in the Palace Gardens, fur- 
prix'd him in an Arbour ; where, as foon as (he 
faw him, fhe faid laughing, * Why, Prince, are 

* you alone, and not ready to condud "^Imna to her 
^ Father, that we may put an End to all her Vic-* 

* tories ? Are you, Prince, who have always given 

< a helping Hand to that Princefs in all her Dan- 

* gers, the only Perfon now who is unaQive ? * 

< Fiorina has no more need of my weak Afliftance, 

* avfioetd Probus ; {he enjoys with you a real Hap- 

< pinefs. But if I could pcrfuade my felf that I 
« could yet be ferviceable — ' * You muft attend 

* the Princefs in the l^rixmi^h^ interrupted the Queen/ 

* The Time is bow fliort : Leave this Solitude, 

* and think of i>reparin^ your felf to Ajigmcnt the 

* pompous Equipage with which wc are going to ' 

* condudher.* 

The Prince obey*d the Queen : And as Lovers 
always flatter them felves, he fancied that, by what 
the Queen faid to him, (he had penetrated into the 
SubjcSb of his Grief; and that llie would think of 
Ways to make him happy with the Princefs. And 
in this he was not miftaken : The Queen faw what 
had invited Probus to give the Princefe CviitVv f^^SN^i^ 
tance^ and the wife Fairy CoxmfcWot Vvsi^ ^v^^ w«t* ^ 
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to her the Faffion that the Prince had for Flprlna; 
fo that (he improv'd it during this favourable Op- 
portunit^y urging that he ought to be rewarded for 
"what he had done for Flmna. 

Every Thing being ready for their Departure, 
Feliciana left her Palace, ai\d purAied her Journey, 
and fet out in this Order : Four pompous Chariots 
began the March, in which were as many Concerts 
of Vocal Mufick, who fung in Praife of FIorhiA 
Thofe Chariots were proceeded and follow'd by a 
great Number of Fairies, who anfwer'd to the 
others by playing on various Inftruments* Other 
Fairies again fallow*d thofe, carrying Enfigns, 
whereon were painted Fiorina's Viftories. Prince 
Ffohus follow'd thefe Enfigns, with a Train of moft 
beautiful Fairies magnificently cloath'd, and crown- 
ed with Laurels, Myrtles, and Rofes. The Fairy 
Counfcllor and Gooa Fair follow'd the Prince in 
the ftately Chariots, carrying upon the richeft 
Cufhions the Prince fs's two Crowns. More Fairies 
attended the Chariots, continually repeating their 
Acclamations of Joy, that the Crowns were given 
to Fiorina to reward her Virtue. SimpUcianay AcbaMd^ 
Pifonida^ and Leucotrffa^ were in another Chariot, 
and made a moft wonderful Harmony in finging 
the Vidorics of Fiorina in the Labyrinth. And then 
came Fiorina crown 'd with Bays, attended by the 
Queen Feliciana: Both fat in a Chariot of Gold 
an3 Ivory, drawn by Eagles. And the whole 
March closid with a Crowd of Fairies, gloriouflf 
apparell'd. 

ViThen thi^ pompous Aflcmbly arrived in the Tc^ 
ritories of the Ktng, Fiorina's Father, the Noife 
fpread all over ; and this News reaching the Court, 
he went from his Palace to fee what it was. In an 
Inftant two Fairies prefented themfelves : The King 
was furpriz-'d with the Beauty and Splendor of them, 
andask'd them what they dehred or him. The Fair- 
ries anfwer'd, * Sir, the Queen Feliciana defires Ad- 
^ miBoa to fee you, atiAeuut ua^^ovaP^Luce 
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« with her whole X:ourt.' The King anfwcrM, That 
he was too highly honour'd* that fo great a Queen 
did him the Favour of a Vifit ; that he would go 
before, and prepare every Thingfor her Reception. 
The Fairies told him, that the Qnecn only defircd 
he would ftay in his Palace> where fhe would pre- 
fently wait on him. 

The King return'd into his Palacei order'd his 
Court to meet to receive Feliciana ; which was na 
fooner done, but the firft Rank of the Triumph ap- 
peared in admirable Order. This Cavalcade being 
enter'd the Palace, rang*d themfelves on both fides 
of the Court. The King was furprizTd to fee fuch 
Magnificence, and knew not what to think : But 
when he faw the Trophies of FMfja*s Viftorics, 
and perceived the Prince who followed} he began 
to fancy that' it was his Daughter that the Queen 
had brought back to his Palace. He look'd along 
Time on the Prince, who rang'd himfelf as the 
others, but at a greater Diftance from the Entrance 
into the Apartment of the Palace ; and then the 
King recolle£^ed what the Magician had faid. At 
laft Feliciana's Chariot arriv'd ; which when the 
King faw, he advanced to receive the Queen. But 
what Joy did he conceive,' When he faw and knew 
Flofina likewife there ! He prefented his Hand to 
the Queen, and (he hers to Fiorina^ and all three 
enter'd the Palace together. 

Feliciana preftnted Fiorina to the King her Father^ 
faying, * Sir, here is the Princcfi your Daughter, 

* whom you thought lod. She has undergone great 

* Troubles, and been^ cxpos'd to ail Dangers, which 

* have been the Means to raile her to the high- 

* eft Pitch of Honour and Glory. Thclb Crowns 

* which you fee are the Prizes of the Vi&ories^ 

* which me hath gain'd by the Affiftance of Prince 

* Prohus^ whom I hereprefent to you.' The King 
cmbrac'd the Prince with the utmoft Sentiments of 
Gratitude, and the Queen coniitiMVcvi^ Vv^t \S>S.- 
comfc, begged the King lo reccvie \\iax'^t\xvR.^Vsv>^ 
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his Atlunce, and to reward him with the Princeri 
his Daughter, whom he lov'd with a faithful and 
tender PaOion. ' Madam, faid the King, the Choice 

* Is glorious for my Daughter and my felf, (ince it 

* comes from you : Tii too tittle for fo geneToui 

* a Prince, to whom we owe Tueh high Obligationi* 

* I have with my Daughter Aill more Crowni to 

* prefent to him, and thmk my felf too happy if he 
' will do me the Honour to accept them.' The 
Prince exprefs'd to the King and Queen a Share of 
his Acknowledgments ; and Ihrina underftanding 
that they fpolte of her Marriage with the Prince, 
was tranfported with Joy. The Koife of this M«t> 
riage was foon fpread every where about the King- 
dom ; there were univerfal Preparations made to 
celebrate it with alt po&Ible Magnificence. And 
afterwards, the Queen Stliciana retir'd with her 
Court into ber^nbominions, and Icfi the PrijiG* 
in the Foireaio£niii dear Piincelb 
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N former Times there lired a Kio^i 
whe WAS A Pattern to all others for his 
great and rare Qualities. He buried the 
Queen his Wife when {he was very 
young, by whom he had a Prince, wha 
WAS beautiful, and his only Comfort, and befidest 
a Prince of extraordinary Parts. As the King was 
pretty well advanced inliTears himfelf, he thoughc 
to marry him early ; and to chat End, caft his 
Eyes on a young Princefs of his Court named R^- 
mella^ who was a Sovereign of a Province tributar^r 
to his Crown. She was beautifal, but very ambi- 
tious and jealous ; and had a Sifter whofe Beauty 
exceeded hers, and whofe fweet and complaifant 
Temper made her as tnach beloved, as her Siftor*8 
Imperioufneis made her hated. 

The Prince could not behold her without being 
afFeSed by her Charms, and had for a long Time 
conceiv'd a violent Love for her; to H^VyxOcwlAwvc*^ 
which w»s the young Princcfe'^'Si^tci^'fcNR^'^^'^V^^ 
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fenfible. They conceaird their Paffions with Cure, 
infomuch that none of the Court perceived but O- 
phifa^ a young Maid, who was Ycry much belov'd 
by her Miftrcfs. Thefe two young Hearts tafted a 
pcrfe6l Happincfs in their Tenderncisy while they 
were not difturb. But the King haying formed 
the Defign I mcntion'J, fent one Day for his Soni 
and ordcr'd him to prepare to marry Romelia, Ne- 
ver was Grief equal to the Prince's, who bejgg'd of 
the King not to think of marrying fo foon ; for that 
at prefcnt he had no Inclination to Marriage. The 
King reprcfented to him the Beauty of the Princefs, 
and that Princes were not altogether to follow their 
Inclinations ; and, in fhort, told him. That he rouft 
think of obeying hin^; for that he had already fpoke 
to Romeliay who, being a very powerfiil Princefi, 
might creace great Dlfturbanccs m the Kingdom, if 
he did not perform what he had promired. The 
Prince could not relifli all ihcfe Rearons;his Lore 
of Lfo;7/ftf rendered his Marriage with her IS ifter a 
trvLoX Pnnifhmcnt : But not daring to provoke the 
King by an ohftinate Denial, only bcgg'a for Timci 
which the King granted him, upon condition that 
from that Night he (hould begin to make his Ad- 
dreflcs to the Princefs , and after that difmifs'd his 
Son ; who had no fooncr le t him, but he ran to 
his dear Leonice^ to tell her their Misfortune. What 
a Thunder-ftroke was this to the young Princefs I 
fhc was juft ready to expire with Grief. But after 
a great many Complaints, Sighs, Tears, and Pro- 
teftations to love each other for ever, they rcfoWd 
that the Prince fhould feem to obey his Fathcri and 
make his Court to RomeUa. 

That Night there was a Ball at Court, and both 
the Priiiccues were drefs'd very magnificently. 
The Prince, to execute what they had refolVd up- 
on, fpoke to none but Romella^ who, believing her 
fclf already a Queen, receiv'd him with inlupporta- 
ble Pride ; which had no EffeGb u^on the Frincei 
fho'tbe King, who obferVd tVi^nv cVc^^^Vj^ xwkvi 
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very ill, and told Romella as muchy The next Day 
the whole Court went a Stag-Hunting, and the La- 
dies, drefs'd like Amazons^ rid on horfc-back. But 
how beautiful did Leonice appear in the Prince's 
Eyes ! who was forc*d to follow her Sifter. ^ Thd 
Chacc was very diverting to the Ladies ; for the 
Stag ran a long while, and pafs'd ofcen by them; 
But as it was cxtreamly hot, the Princefs was very 
dry, and feeing two Springs that flow'd out at the 
bottom of a Rock, and a pretty Brook, fhe went 
thither to quench her Thirft. The Prince fpllow'd 
her with the fame Defign ; and having help'd her 
to difmount, ihe drank a great deal of one of thofe 
Springs, and the Prince did the fame, but not of 
the fame Water, tho* he knew not the Virtue of 
thole Wate;rs, one of which infpired Love, the 
oth«r Hatred. 

The Princefs drank plentifully of that Water 
which created Tendernefs, and felt the £ffe£lsi 
Then her Heart, which had never entertain'd any 
other Thoughts but what were ambitious, grew fen- 
fible of another Paffion ; flie look'd on the Prince 
with other Eyes, he appear'd much more amiablcy 
and ihe thought hcrfelf happy that he was deftined 
for hen But at the fame Time that fhe concciv'd 
thefe tender Sentiments, the Prince's Averfion re- 
doubled with fo much Violence, that he had much 
ado to ftay with her: and with thefe different 
Thoughts they returned from the Chafe. 

The Prince no longer Mafter of himlclf, went to 
his dear Leowccy and would not leave her all that 
Day, fay what flie would ; and the proud EomeUa 
obfcrved but too much the Rejgard he paid her. 
Then a thoufand Things came into her Mind, of 
which ihe had never taken notice before, andper- 
fuaded her that they had lov'd a long Time. Then 
Jealoufy poffefs'd her .Ueart> as well as Love ; and 
wrack'd between thefe two Paflions, fhe retired 
half diftra&ed : and Leonice^ for Vvet ^«oc\^ ^^'^t^sjx 
fnuc/i more eafy,. She kaeyi xVi^LtxV^'^xvw:'^'^^^*^

her tenderly ; but then again flic fear'd the King's 
Authority. And the better (he was acquainted with 
her Sifter's irppcricus Teniperi Ihe trembled the 
xnorCf led ihe fhould perceive the Sentiments of 
her Lover. The Prince we may be fure enjoy*d not 
more Tranquility : LoTe» Hate, and the Fear of 
difpleafing the King his Father, equally tormented 
him. Never any three Perfbns pafia Night more 
Melancholy ; and yet their Misfortunes increaled 
more the next Day. 

Romella refolv'd to know whether the Prince 
really lov*d Leonice\9Lndi having a Clofet that join'd 
clofe to her Sifter's Apartment, and having given 
out, as foon as ihe got up, that (he was ill, and 
would not he fecn, went privately into this Clofcti 
not doubting in the leaft but the Prince» finding 
that ihe would not (fir out that Day, would make 
ufe of that happy Opportunity to fee her Sifter« if 
he certainly lov'd her. And in this ConjefiurG flie 
was not at all deceived : For the Prince having 
been to pay her a Vifit, and underftanding that (he 
was not to be feen, went diredly to her Sifter's 
Apartment; and finding her alone, fell on hit 
Knees, and faid, * Now>fair Princefs, Ihayethc 
Happincfs to fee you without Conftraint;: RomelU 
is uck, and ^Q(ts no Company. How great a Plea- 
fure is it to me, continued bey after Jbe bad maiU bim 
fit by hevy to be able to tell you what I have en- 
dured fince that fatal Moment, when you charg'd 
me to deceive my Father ! Alas \ I have not Power 
to do it : I hate Eomelia too much, and love yon 
with too great a Paffion, to difguife my Senti- 
ments. Yes, my charming Princefs, faid be^fdl- 
ling on bis Knees again^ you rauft give me leave to 
declare my Love to the King, and to beg of him 
not to oppofe the Choice my Heart has made of 
you.' * Alas ! replied LQonice f or rovffulfyy that will 
only render us the more unhappy : The King your 
Fafhcr, whatever Tcndeti\eCs he may have for 
^ you, bus his Reafons *, ^oukxiovi> \0^^ Vl^^ y'A'O^ 
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< my Sifter before me ; and Policy will prevail. BeJ 

* fides^ fince the Death of my Father and Mother, 

< I depend on her ; and how do you think ihe 

* would refent fo great an Affront ? No, my dear 
^ Prince, continuid Leonice, take not fb ill a Courfe, 

* I conjure vou ; it will paly be a Means of fepa- 

* rating us fer ever.* * But what wouM you have me 

* do? reply' d the Prince : Would you have me marry 

* Romella?* * I have not Power to advife you, faid 

* the Trlncefs ; continue ftill to feed the King up with 

* Hopes that you will obey him, and endeavour to 

* conftrain vour felf when near my Sifter : But a-* 

* bove all, oe fure not to let her perceive that you 
« love me.* * But what will be the End of all thefe 

* Rcftraints ? reply*d the Prince.' • It will give us 

< Time, avfiverd Leonice ; and that is all wc can 

* hope for in our Misfortunes*' 

The proud RcmeUa heard all this tender Conver- 
Acion with a mortal Grief; and not being able to 
bear it any longeri retir'd into her Apartment, for 
fear ihe fhould not be Miftrefs enough of her felf. 
But, O Heavens ! what faid (he when ihe faw her- 
felf at Liberty to complain ! All the moft violent 
Refolutions imaginable came into her Head : Srecl 
and Poifon, in her Opinion, were too gentle Punifh- 
mcnts for their Perfidy. In fhort, the violent Paf- 
(ion {he was in, make her (ick indeed. But tho* (he 
had need of being alone to take feme Reft, yet (he 
was no fooner got to bed but (he call'd her Wo- 
men, and bid them go tell hor- Sifter to come 
to her. A Fit of Jealoufy made her dcfirous to (ee 
her, by that Means ro prevent her entertaining the 
Prince any longer, who was then with her when 
the MeflTage came.

? comforted himfelf with ^ou lot itoj ^^^\i^^% ^^^ 
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< Abfcncc." Leofiice blufli'd at this Anfwer of her 
Sifter's, and made no Reply , but was fo uneafy 
all the reft of the Day, that their Converfation was 
but very dull. The next Morning the Kin^ and 
Prince came to ^ccRomelia ; but the King ftaid not 
long. The Prince wiih'd to follow him when he 
went away, but durft not ; tho' he ftaid a longTime 
alone with her fo confufed, that he never open'd his 
Lips: But the Princefs, unwilling to lofe io fair an 
Opportunity, and feeing he ftill continued mufing, 
f^id, with Eyes enfiamM with Love and Anger, 
Come, confefs the Truth : Does not your Heart 
reproach you for thofe Moments which the King 
forces you to beftow on mc ? The too-happy Ln- 
nice poUefles you even while you are here with 
me.' At the naming of Leonlce the Prince reco- 
ver'd himfclf, and faid, * How come yoii, Madam, 
to make me this Reproach? Am not I guilty 
enough to forget a Moment that I ftood by you, 
but youmuft accufe me of loving Ltfmce,tho' yon 
know I am commanded by the King to attach niy 
fclf to you 1 ' * Can you deny that you love my 
Sifter, rtf/j/yVRomelia, after the Converfation I 
heard Ycftcrday t Yes, perfidious Prince, continued 
Jhe^ in a Pajpovy ivhich Jhe could not govern^ I was in 
a Place where I loft not one Word of all thePro- 
tcftations you made never to love any but her : I 
was a Witaefs to all the tender Things you faid to 
each other. But the ungrateful Leonice ihall not 
triumph unpunifh'd over mc : She {hall pay dear 
for the Plcafure of your Conqueft, and anfwer for 
all the Torments I haveendur"d upon the account 
of your Love : She fhall curfe the Day that (he ac- 
cepted of your Heart. And if I cannot make my 
fclf bclov'cl, I fliall have the SatisfaQion of reveo' 
ging my felf on one who is dearer to you than 
your own Life' 

The Prince was fo furpriz'd to find that his Pat 
/ion WAS difcover'd, tV\ai he V\«ixdl^ knew what to 
jrcfohe : But feeing tV\sit it w«c% Sn n vvn W Vvbl^ 
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difguifo the Matter any longer, and unable to bear 
the Menaces whi jh Ihc pronounced againft his dear 
Princefs, he faid, * Why, Madam, (hould you com- 

* plain of my loving Leonice ? I had given my Heart 

< before the King commanded me to addrefs you, 

< but durft not tell him fo. Love had not reach'd 

< your Brcaft before that fatal Order ; and I am per« 

* fuaded this Moment, that it is the Crown that 
^ gives you the greateA Pleafure in this Alliance? 

* Leave me but my Leonice^ and I ihall be fatisfied ; 

* let the King fet the Qrown on your Head.' * I muft 

* confult my Heart on that Article, fdj/yV Romelia ; 

* and in the Sentiments I have for you, the Crown 

< without you would be but an indifferent Prcfent« 

* What ! have I fo few Charms, that you chufe ra- 

* thcr to quit that, than (hare it with me ? Confi- 

* der, too4ovely Prince ; refleft on the Troubles 

* you will raife in this Kingdom, fliould you per- 
« fi(l in flighting me : Improve the Moment of my 

* tender Paffion ; forfake Leonice^ confent to my 

* Withes, and I fhall forget the Injury. But 'ti« 

* time you fhould rcfolve/ * Since I have gone fo 

* far, reply* d the Prince j as to confefs the Love I have 

< for your Sifter, you may think I never will change 

* my Sentiments. All your Threats have no Efiea: 

< i am not afraid of your Revenge on mc* ' I 
^ know fo well how to touch you in a fenfible Part, 
« anfu}er*d Jhey that you may repent.' * Ah, cfy'dthe 

* Frlncey that's to fay, my Princefs: But think, Re^ 

* mella^ before you undertake if, the Thunder 

* may fall on your own Head.' * Go^ go; I fear 

< you not, faidjheivith Blfdaln : The Misfortunes 

* you make me endure, have learn'd me to dread 

* no others.' 

Such high Word^ as thefc could not pafs without 
being heard by RemeJias W^omen ; and as Cepblfa 
was among them at that Time,fhe ran to inform her 
Miftrefs. Leenice was mortally gricv'd at tl\e. ^^^ 
News, which was the worft mcfc^t*^% ^^v^V^nr.'* 
thar her SiRcr^ when enrag'd^ -w^c^ ca^^Vi ^\ ^^^ 
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Any Thing ; and under the Apprehenfion of being 
cxp^arfed to the Violence of her Sifter's Temper, 
Ihe ran away to the Temple of the Veftals, which 
was near the Palace, attended only by Cephifa, 
The reft of her Maids went to tell Rfimella while 
the Prince was with her» which foon put a Stop to 
their Paffion. For the Prince he ftood like an 
Image ; and Romelia knew not whether (he fhould 
"be glad or ferry : For if the Prince was hinder'd 
from feeing her fo often, (he at the famcTime could 
xiot execute what her Rage prompted her to. How- 
ever, the Prince, borne away by his Loye, left her 
to her Reflexions, and ran away to the Temple of 
the Vcftals, where heask'd very preffingly to fcelw- 
filce ; and the Great Veftal, fearing to maktt h Prince 
•who was next Heir to the Crown her £nemy, fent 
to his afHi£led Miftrcfs to come and talk with him 
in her Prefence. As foon as the Prince (aw her, 

* Ah ! why, my Princefs, crfdhe^ do you leave me 

* cxpos'd to your Sifter's Rage ? Was it for thii 

< that you protcfted to love me for ever 1 And whtt 

* do you think will become of me, if 1 never fee 
« you more ? To what End did you retire to this 

* facred Place ? Do you believe that I cannot defend 

* you againft Romelia V ^ I am fenftble, Princei ff- 

* fly'd Leonice, both of your Love and Courage ; 

* but it would not be well in me to make ufe of 

* them againft my Sifter, who is fupported bv the 

* King's Commands. I £qq already the Difturbance 

* my unhappy Tendernefs will create : I muft ap- 
' ply the nccelTary Remedy, fince 'tis I v^ho ought 

< to be the Sacrifice. Marry the ambitious JRonie/tf, 

* and give Peace to your Subje£is, whom (he would 

* embroil in Troubles and Confu(ion# Obey your 

< Father ; forget me, if you can; and let me fpeod 

* the (hort Remainder of my Days in the Service 
« of the Goddels, who alone fhall be your Rival : 

* For fince I am not born for my dear Prince, no 

* Mortal elfe fhall ever aflfeO: my Heart/ « Now, 
5 my Leon ice f replfd the aifcoT»foUtePtiw*^\&cXOtt 
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<lon*c love me, fince you are capable of giving me 
fuch Advice: I adore you too mucfa, for you to 
think I ever could follow it. What if the enrag'd 
Romella has Power, and draws the King over to 
her Party, they never can force my Heart nor 
Hand. But if you will not promife me to be al- 
ways my beloved Leonice^ I cannot anfwer for my 
fell to be Matter of my Paffions.' Then the Great 
Veftal, who flood by all the Time, interrupted this 
tender Converfation, to beg of the Prince to think 
of the Duty he ow'd his Father : But finding that 
all ihe could urge was to no Purpofe, fhe obliged 
Leonice to retire* 

In the mean Time, the King was inform'd of this 
Difordcr, and font for the Prince ; who was met by 
the McfTengcr as he was coming back from the 
Temple, and went with him dire&ly to the King ; 
and throwing himfelf at his Feet, faid, * When, 

* Sir, you commanded me to love RomeJia^ I had 
« adored her Sifter for a confiderable Time : The 

* Fear of your Dilpleafure made me conceal my Pal^ 

* fion, wnich Romella foon difcover'd ; who, proud 

* of your Authority, threatened the lovely Leonice ; 

* who, to avoid her Menaces, and to fhcw you 

* that {he was not acccflary to my DifobediencCi 

* retired to the Temple of the Veftals, there tode- 

* dicate the reft of her Life. But, alas! Sir, I can- 

* not live without her ; my Love increafes every 

* Moment fince I am dcpriv'd of the Sight of her ; 

* and I come to beg of you, if you would preferve 
« my Life, to toke her out of a Place fo fatal to my 

* Repore,and to defend her againft her furiousSifter.* 
< I oxx^hUf efly'd the X/i3f^,to punifh your Difobedience 
« more fevercly than I defign : But yet, you may 

* merit ]rourPardon,and ieeLeonlceat Liberty again.* 

* Ah, Sir! ety'd the Prince^ v;ltb Precipitation, what 
« muft I do?' < Go to the Princefs, fald tleKing^ 

* fwear to her never to love her Sifter any more ; 

* that you arc fubfervient to my Coawm?ccv\s\ ^\A 

* that you are ready to give hct ^o>akxW3ttAx^-^'"*- 
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row Morning ; and I'll anfwcr for RomeUa*s Fricnd- 
fliip, and that fhe fha 11 have no Caiife to fear her/ 
Alas, Sir! faidthe PWwce, if that's the Price of my 
Princcfs*s Liberty, I fhall never fee her again : I 
never ^ill marry the hateful RomeUa ; and what- 
ever happens, will always love her too-charming 
Sifter/ * Well, then, faid the angry Khg^ I will 
marry her for thee, disinherit thee from my 
Crown, and for ever deprive thee of feeing Leo- 
wVf, who makes thee brave my Commands with 
this Infolence. Til give you till to>morrow to 
think of it ; and that's all the Favour you can 
expeS from me.' 
After this the Prince took his Leave, and rctir'd 
to his own Apartment with incxpreffible Grief, 
and fpent the Night in the moft frightful Agita- 
tations ; and as fccn as he thought it convenient to 
fee RomeUa^ went to pay her a Vifir. « Behold, 
Madam, faid he, going into her Chamber^ H Prince 
whofc Life depends on you : The King, to keep 
his Word which he gave to place the Crown on 
your Head, will have me marry you, or isre- 
folved to do it himfelf, and in the Aflurancc of 
having Children by you, will deprive me of it for 
ever. T confcnt to it with all my Heart ; and 
fliall behold you on the Throne without Envy, if 
you will but obtain of my Father the Favour of 
confining his Revenge fo far, iand to reftore me 
my Princcfs. I promife not to marry her, but 
only to have thePIeafureof feeing her ibmetimes. 
Is the asking a few Moments to tell Leonice that 
I facrificc both my Life and Glory for her, too 
much for a Crown ? ' « O Heavens ! reply d the «»- 
raged Trimefsy how can I fupport this injurious 
Diicourfe 1 How can you believe. Prince, thatsny 
Paflion for you will let me accept the Offer you 
make me of your Crown ? Was not you told TcP 
rcrday, that nothing could pleafc me but yoni 
dear felf "i Has m^ Sift.ct's'^caMVj fe bewirch'd yo« 
sii to think, thai 1> vjYvo^aXxLe ^^\x tc^tix^ >etoisi^\ 
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* Life, which I would almoft forfeit, that you would 

• never fee her sjgain, but forget thofc pernicious 
^ Charms, can fubmit that (he Oiould be reftored to 
' you 1 You would have me deliver her, that you 
^ might fhew the Difdainyou have of me, byyield- 
' ing mo up to your Father. No, Traycor, think 
» me notfo eafy ; for fince I cannot gain any Thing 

* on thy Heart by my Tcndernefs, I will abandon 
' myfelf to whatever my Rage Ihall infpire. Ill 
' marry the King, only to be the more Miftrcfs of 

• my Sifter, O Heavens ! How pleafcd fliall I be to 
« make thee partake of thofe Torments which thou 
« caufcft me to endure, and to render thy Leonice 
« fo miferable, that fhe fhall wifli for Death ! * 
« Ah, cruel Princefs ! interrupted the Prince^ you drive 

< me to the laft Defpair : You (hall anfwcr for the 
« Life of your Sifter ; no Violence fliall bound my 

< Revenge, if fhc's in arty Danger/ And in faying 
thefe Words he tui*n*d about to go, but was ftopp'd 
by the King, who was juft then coming in : 

Stay, Prince, fald he, and tell this fair PrinceCi 
and me, if you are rcadv to do her that Juftico 
which in Duty you are ooliged to do.' * Sir, /aid 
he^ you know what I told you Yeftcrday : I can- 
not live without Leonice ; therefore it is in your 
Breaft whether you will give me Life or Death." 
Go, avfwer'd the King in a Rage, thou makcft thy 
Iblf by thy Obftinacy unworthy our Care. Buc 
how, m^sim, continued he t turning himfijf towards 
the Princefs^ can I otherwife repair the Infatuation 
of my Son, but by offering you my Hand and 
Grown, and promiungrhat your Sifter fhall never 
ftir out of the Temple of the Veftals, but by your 
Orders 1* * I am confounded with your Majcfty's 
Bounty, repJy'd Romelia, and fubmit to what you 
fhall pleafe to command.' What a fudden Shock 
was this to the unfortunate Prince, to hear cheRe- 
folution of the revengeful Romelial But it ^^^njx 
of his Power to prevent it ; tcndiVi^ ^^^l'&^^x^:^^"^^ 
fee hex that ©riming the Wife oi VAaik l^'Casst \ ^^ 
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the King would have the Marriage private. The 
whole Court was very much concerned : They 
knew the Princefs's Humour ; and never doubted 
but the Kingt who was very old, would be govern- 
ed by that wicked Woman ; and above all, pitied 
the Prince, who did not deferve fuch ill FonuMC. 
Tho' this he found was not the greatefi, when go- 
ing that Night to fee his dear Lecmce^ he was re- 
fuied that Pleafure by the pofitive Command of the 
new Queen. 

The poor young Princcfs was inconfolable whea 

fhe was inform 'd of her Sifter's Marriage : She 

knew very well that it was to torment her that 

ihe married the King, and that fhe never fhould fee 

the Prince any more. Alas, what Complaints did 

fhe make to Cephifa ! who endeavour'd to comfort 

her ; but knew at the fame Time fhe had fo juft 

Canfc to bewail her unhappy Fate, that the couH 

not forbear crying with her. In the mean Time the 

new Queen's Pleafure was fomewhar allay 'd with 

Grief ; for fhe was no fooner married to the King, 

but fhe knew that fhe was no longer to look upoa 

the Prince. Then fhe repented that fhe had made 

herfelf fo great an Obftacle to what fhe fo much 

defiled. Her Revenge fell with more Violence on 

her own Head than ihe imagined ; and the more 

fhe drove to take Pleafure in rendring both the 

Objcdls of her Love and Hate mifcrable, the more 

ihe found herfelf fo ; and could not but fear the 

King would repent of the Injuftice he had done his 

Son, and would give his Confcnt that he fhonld 

many Leonice to make him an Amends. 

She was no fooner ftruck with this Idea, but fhe 

thought of preventing it while (he had the greater 

Influence over her Husband. She was not unfenfi- 

ble that a Prince named Llgdamon had been for t 

lor)g Time in Love with Leenice ; and that the young 

Princcfs conceived a Tnonal Averfion for him bf 

Jlcafon of his iUQuaVities^ ^ocv^ xVv^x.>atW^%VA vai 

-^cry ugly and dcforra* 4. TViu'PAxit^ ^t^Q;^^ 
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fent for, and told him. That if he would fteal her 
Sifter away, and marry her, fhc would find him 
the Way how ; and that he might not fear the 
Prince'3 Kage, flie would give him a Guard to con- 
duft them imo her Province, where he Ihould be 
abfolute Mailer* Ligdamon accepted thefe Condi- 
tions fo conformable to his Defircs : His Delicacy 
was not fo rcfin'd, as to infift on an equal Return 
of Paffion ; but if he could pofTefs Leonlcey he cared 
HOC by what Means. And the Queen pleafed to find 
him fo ready to obey her, difmifs'd him, charging 
him to enzage as many People to affifi him as he 
could, and leave the reft to her. 

That this Plot might fucceed the better, it was 
jiccefTary that the Princefs ihould be taken out of 
the Temple. To this End, one Day when the 
Queen was alone with the King, ihe fell on her 
Knees, and begg'd of him to grant her the Favour 

of permitting her sjfter rc be v/irh her, afuiring 

him that ihe ihould have no Commerce with the 
Prince. The King, who could refufe her nothings 
and who, fince his Marriage, had conceiv'd a very 
great Tendernefs for her, confented. The Queen 
had no fooner got this Leave, but ihe fent immedi- 
ately for the Prince, to whom ihe had never fpoke 
fince ihe had been his Mother- in- Law, and told 
him, That having refle£^ed on thofc Misfortunes 
ihe had caufed him, to make him a Recompence^ 
ihe would reftore Leonice to him, for whom ihe had 
ask'd the King's Leave to quit her Retirement. 
The Prince knew not what he ought to think, and 
how fo great a Change ihould come about ; and 
ihe perceived his Irreiolution. But willing to per- 
fuade him that (he was fincere, faid, * I fee^ 

• Prince, that you don't believe me ; but that you 

• may be a Witncfs of the Truth, give me your 

< Hand, and lead me to the Place which retains the 

• Perfon who of all Things is moft dear to wo.* 

• Ah ! Madam, replied the Prince, teceWin^ "ten IcLmr^^ 

< whubfie bildoHt U him. how iaucVi£M5W\^'i f^^^

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* gcd to you, my Life will be but too fmall a Return 

• jFor this Favour.* 

After thcfe Words they went to the Temple, and 
the Queen ikewing the King's Orders to the Great 
Veftal, bid her let her Sifter out. The Veftal re- 
ply'd, ^ That fhe was ready to obey the King, if 
the Pr inccfs would confent ; but as that Temple was 
a San£^uary fhe had made choice of, to be under 
the Prote^^ion of the Goddefs, (he could not force 
her to quit it. The Queen hearken'd to this Dif- 
courfe with great Impatience, and turning herfelf 
toward the Princels, faid, * What, Leomce^ are you 
^ refolvM to live here theRemaindcr of your Days, 
^ and will you not obey the Commands of the King, 
^ who order'd me to bring you back to the Palace ? 
' Do you hate me fo much as to chufe a Prifon ra« 
^ thcr than be near me "i Speak, fince we muft have 

* your Confent.* • Why, Madam, fald the Princct 

* ^fi!?^ iff ^Pffht^ail Vii^^ t9 ^i ftJ'c vou loth to leave 
^ a Place which gives a Prince who adores you lb 

* much Pain. The Queen grown fenfible of the 

* Mifery I endured in yourAbfence, hath made the 
^ King my Father relent; and will you be more in- 

* exorable than him V • I doubt not of the Queen's 

* Favours, teply'd Leonice; for tho' I am dilpos'dro 

* obey, I cannot caflly refolvc to bid adieu to this 

* facred Place.* However, with fome intreating by 
the Prince, (he, with Tears in her Eyes, took her 
leave of the Veflal, and all her lovely Companions* 
and foUow'd the Queen to Court, who prcfented 
her to the King ; by whom fhe was received very 
coldly, but by the whole Court with all imagina- 
ble Demonftrations of Joy. The Queen her iclf 
carefs*d her feemingly with a great deal of plea- 
fure ; and in her own Apartment fwore fhe had 
forgot all that had happened before, and that fhe 
would endeavour to get the King*s Confent for ihe 
Prince to marry her : To this flie added, that in the 
mcAn time, they fhould have the Liberty, unknown 

io the Kwg, ot feeing one anoi\\^t t;^et^ \>«i \ ^.tA 
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that by this Piece of Ser7ice> fhe hop*d (he (hould 
make an Amends for the Injuries received by them, 
and (hould oblige them to entertain a Friendfhip 
for her. 

The Prince, who thought what (he faid to be 
all fincere, knew not how to teftify his Acknow- 
ledgment by Thanks: But the young Princefs, who 
could not pcrfuade herfclf into a Belief of what 
ihe faid, was more refery'd in her Joy. And afcer 
the Queen had led her to a magnificent Apart- 
ment which fhe had prepared for her, and whither 
the Prince follow'd her, fhe told him the Diftruft 
flie had of all Romelia*s CarefTes. The Prince could 
not approve of this Mif^ruft of the Princefs's, and 
was in unconceiveable Tranfports of Pleafure to 
fee his dear Leonice again ; and tho' he faid all the 
mofl tender Things a violent Paflion could infpirc, 
the Princefs anfwer'donly by Tears : And whatever 
the Prince could fay to remove her Apprehenfions, 
ihe was (lill alTured that the Queen had concealed 
fome Dcfign in what (he did, and that fhe fhould 
pay dear for the Pleafure fhe then enjoy'd ; and 
was not much miftaken in thefe Conjeftures : For 
that wicked Woman had no fooner retir'd to her 
own Apartment, but (he font for Ligdamon to bid 
him prepare againfl the next Nfghr. Her Rage 
would not permit her to wait longer for her Re- 
venge ; the Prince's Love for that innocent Lady 
redoubled both her PaflSon and Jcaloufy, infomuch 
that fhe could not bear thofe precious Moments they 
pafs'd together : And tho' through Policy (he had 
refolved to defer it for fome Days, fhe changed her ' 
Mind, and contrived every Thing with that Mini- 
fter of her Hate for the next Ni^hc, and order'd 
him to take care to be fupportcd m all the Places 
throns^h which he was to pafs ; and then he took 
his Leave. 

The Apartment that the Queen had appointed 
the Princefs was a great Diftance from her own, 
and look'd into the Gardens ; fo tK^xb") \\v^\^&'^s^% 

1 5 ^^ 
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of one of the Park-Gates which open'd into them> 
and was by her Orders left unlock*a, fhe might b'e 
taken away without any great Difficulty. All Things 
being ready, the Queen appear'd very merry that 
Night, and extream complaifant to her Sifter ; and 
when {he retir'd, embrac'd and wifli'd a good 
Kight. The Princc> who could not bear the 
Thoughts of parting frojn her, ofFcr'd his Hand to 
condu^ her ; but was dcflr'd by Rcmelia not to do it, 
for fear the King might fee .him : But he unable to 
oppofe the Defire he had of conyeriiDg with her be- 
fore he went to Bed, thought that when her Atten- 
dants were difmif&'d he Ihould have that Happinefs^ 
and fo went and walk'd in the Gardens ; and firting 
down in an Arbour that faced her Windows, wait- 
ed with Impatience till fhe and Cephifa were alone. 

. Ugdamon^ after he had placed his Myrmidons, came 
juil almoft to the fame Place to execute his perni- 
cious Defigns ; and feeing but little Light in the Pa- 
lace, and being fecure ofLeonic€*s Guards, gave the 
Signal for his People to advance. Upon which the 
Doors of the Prmcef^'s Apartment were open*d, 
and Llgdamon and fome of his Party went in unper- 
cciv'd by the Prince, the Night being dark. The 
Shrieks of the Princefs anii Cephifa alarm'd him, 
and he ran in juft as Ugdamon was dragging her 
along ; and ac that Sight, like an enrag'd Lion, 
drawing his Sword, cry*d out, « Stay, bafe Villain, 
^ or with thy Death atone for thy Infolence. Ug- 
damon fearing that he was difcovcr'd, turn'd hit 
Head, and look'd pale, but feeing the Prince alone, 
would not voifchfafe him an Aniwer, but making a 
Sign to his Ruffians to ftop him, kept ftill hold of the 
Princefs. The firft who advanced received his Death 
from the Prince, and feveral were fore wounded, 
that at laft he made his Way thro' them, and calling 
out to Ugdamon to defend himfelf, gave him fuch 
a Blow on the Arm, as forc'd him to quit his Hold. 
Jn the mean Time the Shrieks of the Princefs's 

Maids kw^ken^d tlie vrViokCouix^wv^xVv^Qxwirdi 
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which were not in that Confederacy, ran to fee 
what was the Matter* and came to the Affiftance 
of their Prince juft when he was opprefs'd by great 
Numbers of ldgdanion\ Party ; who as foon at he 
faw the Guards would have made his Efcape, but 
was prevented by a Stroke, which the Prince gave 
him, of which he immediately died* 

The poor Princcfs during this Diforder was in a 
Condition worthy Pity, and implor'd Heaven to at 
fift her dear Prince, whom (he expe&ed to be fa- 
crificed every Moment. But how great was her 
Joy, when fhe faw the Guards arrive, and Ligdamon 
weltering in his Gore \ whofe Followers, as foon as 
they faw he was dead, fled with fo much Precipita- 
tion, that in the Confufion etre^y Body was in, they 
were not purfu'd till they were got out of their 
Reach. 

In the mean Time the (^ecn was tranlported 
with Grief, when Ihe was inTorm'd of the ill Suc- 
cefs of her Plot, which had been the only Means 
of reftoring her Sifter to her Lover : But that (he 
fiill might the better conceal her ill Defigns, (he 
rofe prcfently, and went with all her Guards to 
Leon'ice's Apartment, to sive her an Afliftance which 
(he knew (he then ftood in no need of. She found 
the Princefs half dead with the Fright, her Cham- 
ber full of Blood and dead Bodies, and the Prince 
on his Knees, holding one of her fair Hands, and 
endeavouring to remove her Tears. What a Sight 
was this to her ! She was ready ro burft with Rage ; 
but reftraning herfelf, at latt told her Sifter how 
forry fhe was for the Accidert ; when the Prince, 
interrupting her, gave her to underftand that he 
knew it to be a Work of her own Hands too well, 
and told her, that for the future he himfelf would 
be the Princefs's Guard, to defend her againft all 
fuch Affaults. The Queen denied it with Anger ; 
and telling the Princefs that fhe ought not to ftay 
any longer ift a Place fo horrible, ordcr'd hec «i 
follo\^ hen 
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Soon after this Diforder, Day appear'd, and the 
Prince went to complain to the King of the Infult^ 
and accufcd the Queen as an Accomplice : Which 
the King would by no means hearken to ; but pro- 
mifcd to allow Leonlce fo good a Guard, thatihe 
ihould not be expofed again to the like Misfortune. 
After this, the Prince not over-well fatisfied wfth 
thele AfTurances, went to the Princef*, and fwore 
never to leave her. However, all his Precautions 
were in vain ; for the Queen perceiving that it lay 
not in her Power to leparatc thofc two Hearts, ad- 
drefs'd herfclf to a Fairy whom Ihe knew to be an 
!Enemy to the Royal Family, and told her, thatfhe 
came to beg her AfTiftance again ft the Prince her 
Son-in>Law and her perfidious Sifter; and that by 
revenging her,^ Ihe might alfo gratify her own pri- 
vate Pique. The Fairy glad of the Opportunityr 
bid the Queen carry her only into the Palace-Gar- 
dens, and then leave the Affair to hen Upon which 
the Queen return'd home very well pleas'd, and 
■with Hopes of being deliver'd of her Rival for ever. 
And to execute her Part, in the Evening invited 
her Sifter to take tlvb^Air in the Gardens, withrery 
few Attendants. The Prince, who never left her, 
went with them ; which was not fo agreeable to 
the Queen, to whom he was oblig*d to give his 
Hand, and the Princels walked behind, leaning on 
Cethlfas Arm ; when all on a fudden ihe felt herfelf 
lilted up into the Air by an invi/ible Power. She 
gave a Shriek, which made the Prince ftop, who 
immediately let go the Queen's Hand to run to the 
Affiftance of his dear Pnncefs ; but finding only 
Cephlfa^ and hearing her Voice in the Air, follow'd 
jt a long Time, till it leffening by Degrees, was no 
longer to be heard, and he, juft ready to die with 
Wearinels and Defpair, had got a great Diftance 
from the ralace. In the mean time, the poor Prin- 
cels was tranfported by the Fairy into an old Caftle, 
luilt on the Top of a fteep craggy Rock, which 
Jao Morcal had ever climb'd upv vfhcre after fhc 
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had put her under the Guard of a Dragon vrithchree 
fiery TongueSf (he return'd to the difconfolate 
Prince in the S'lape of a decrcpid old Woman. 

• Alas ! what brought you hicher Prince? faidjbe*' 

• An invifible Power, reply'd he^ hath carried away 
f my Princefs, whom I have followed as long as I 

• could hear her Voice/ * Come, faidjhe, firiklng 

• him with her Wand^ I can lead you to the Place 

• where ihe is.' The Prince follow'd her till they 
came to the Bottom of a Rock, where the Fairy 
pointing to the Caftle, faid, < Behold the Place 

• where thy Princefs is detained; if thoudoubtcft 

• the Truth, I will (hew her to thee/ In faying 
thefe Words, flie left the Prince overwhelm'd with 
Grief ; and going into the CaiUe, took Leonice by 
the Hand, and led her to the Point of the Rock» 

• Look, faid JhCf pemng the Prince/s^ I am as good 

• as my Word ; take her from me, if y6H are able.* 
And without giving them Time to fpeak to each 
other, dragg'd her into her horrible Prifon. 

The Prince remain'd in the urmoft Confternation 
when he faw his beloved Leonice forc'd into her Pri- 
fon ; afid what incrcas'd his Dcfpair, was the Im« 
poffibility of delivering her from ^o horrible a^ 
Place. He endeavoured often to climb the Rock, 
and as often, after two or three Steps> fell down 
again. Then he thought of returning, to fetch 
Workmen to cut a Track ; but was too much afraid 
of not finding his Princefs again, torelblve to leave 
her. And in thefe Irrefolutions, and bewailing 
himfclf, he fpcnt the Night without any Hopes 
that the next Day would make him the more happy* 

On the other hand, the Queen was very much 
pleas'd that (he had got rid ot her Sifter, but not ta 
lofe the Prince. The King grew y^ry uncafy for 
his Son, and fent out Parties, but all in vain, to 
find him, which increafed his Melancholy. He re- 
pented, but too late, of the ill Ufage he gave his 
Son, and began to conceive an Aver&o\v "C^x xVs. 
Queen, which never difturVd \iw \ ^ox "^"^ ^^"^

Intrigues Ihe had made fure of the greater Part of 
1m^ Dominions ; and the Prince's Abfence affe&ed 
ner more than her Husband's Coldnefs. 

She went again to the Fairy, to ask where the 
Prince was, and what fhe had done with her 
Sifter. The Fairy told her, fhe could give her the 
Plcafure of feeing them both in that miferable 
Condition to which her Hatred had reduc'd them* 
The Queen feem*d very defirousof it; and the Fairy 
immediately tranfporied her to the Caftle where 
the unfortunate Ltonlce was kept, whom fhe found 
chained to the Foot of a Pillar, from whence fhe 
could fee the Prince without ever being perceiv'd 
by him, and guarded by a watchful and terrible 
Dragon which never flept. The barbarous Queen, 
overjoy'd at her Mifery, infteadof comforting her, 
loaded her with Reproaches : To which the Prin- 
cefs return'd no Anfwer, but fix*d her Eyes fledfafl- 
}y upon the Prince, whom fhe faw endeavouriDg to 
climb the Rock ; which the Queen cbferving, and 
turning about, beheld that Objeft of her Love and 
Hatred, ]\xVt when he had found a better tracked 
Path, and began to mount with more Eafc. At 
this Sight, and for fear he fhould deliver her Rival, 
fhe fhriek'd out : But the Fairy affur'd her fhe had 
nought to fear ; and that the Dragon would fecure 
her, fhould he get to her. In the mean Time, the 
Prince purfued the Path, and the Hopes of afHfling 
his Princefs gave him frefh Strength, when he per- 
ceiv'd a Greyhound Bitch tied to a ragged Piece of 
that Rock, and jufi flrangled. This Objeft raifed*' 
Compaffion in his Breaft ; and going; up to the poor 
Creature, with feme Difficulty broke the Chain : 
But how great was his Surprise to fee the Grey- 
hound, as foon as at Liberty, become a Woman ! 
He flepp'd back: But that beautiful Perfon taking 
him by the Hand, faid, ' Be not afraid, Prmce, of 
* the Inchanrment which you yourfelf have broke. 
' I am of the Race of the Fairies, and have a great 
* jnsny GiftSf which 1 y^iW bcftoH? on '^q>3l% But msf 
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• Power is limited : The envious Fairy, who keeps 
« thy Princefs a Prifonef , hath tied me to this Rock 

* for many Years under that Form you releafed me 
^ from, becaufe I was beloved by a great man/ 

• Princes, who defpiled her. I have waited your 

* coming wih great Impatience ; and in Acknow- 

* ledgment of your Service to rae, and out of Re- 

• vcnge, will ao what I can for you, GOy /aid Jhe^ 

* into that Cavern, Jbe*iving him an Opening that was 
*■ hewn out cf the Rock^ and put on the Armour you 
^ will find there, and fear not the Dragon, for you 

* (hall affuredly vanquifh him ; and in the mean 

• Time I will wait for you by yonder Brook, which 

• purls over thofe Pebbles.' After thefe Words flie 
left him ; and the Prince, as foon as he could put 
on the Armour, purfued his Way to the Caftle- 
Gates; and the Fairy feeing him advance, detach*d 
the Dragon from the Prioceft to thofe Giites. The 
Prince without Difmay prefs'd hard with his Lance • 
in his Hand upon that frightful Monfter, which at 
the fame Time, with a dreadful Hiffing, flew into 
the Air, to fall plum upon him ; which the Prince 
being aware off, ftepp'd back, and taking the Op- 
portunity of that Monftcr's Extenfion of hisWings« 
ran his Sword diredly into his Belly, that he died 
at his Feet. 

The Fairy no iboner faw this Afilon, but taking 
hold of the Princefs, notwithftanding her Cries^ 
carried her away in the fame Manner as at firft- 
In the meanTime, that vidorious Prince entered the 
Caftle with Precipitation to deliver bis Princefs r 
But, O Heavens ! how great was his Defpair when 
he found none but Romelia! His bloody Sword iell 
out of his Hand, and he remain'd fomeTime infcn- 
fible, when the Prefence of that wicke^i Woman 
rekindling his Rage, he went diredly vtp to her :

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« at the Prince's threats : The Fairy no fooner faw 

< that vou had conquer'd the Dragon, but fhe re- 
« mov'd her hence. Witnefs, ye Powers ! hew I 
« trembled when I faw yon expofed to the Rage of 
« that terrible Monfter, and with how much more 

< Violence I loye thee than thy Leonke^ who, I oI>* 
« ferv'd, during the Combat, fcem'd o?erjoy'd with 

< Hopes, and never ^o much as ch«ng'd CoJour for 
^ fear you fhould not fuccced. Wilt thou never be 
« fenfible of thy Error \ Thou believed that thou 

< art beloved by her, and art not : 'Tis only in my 

* Heart thou canft find that ardent Paffion fo wor« 

• thy of thine." 

The Prince would not have borne fo malicious a 
Difcourfe fo long, if his Grief to find that his Prin- 
cefs was again forced away>had not put it out of his 
Power to anfwer her. He was more unhappy than 
ever, to have his Lconice inatch'd away juft when he 
thought to deliver her ; and befides, knew not 
which Way to go afrer her. In this deplorable 
State he could not tell what to refblve on ; and 
without minding what Romelia faid, imploy'd his 
Thoughts how to find the Princefs ; and at laft re- 
membring that the Fairy Greyhound told him that 
ihe would wait for him at the Brook, he believed 
fhe might ferve him again. With this Thought, 
and not looking upon the Queen, he went out of 
the Cafile with an incredible Swiftnels, and climb- 
ed down the Kock with as much Hafte, without 
regarding Romelld's Cries, who, notwithftanding 
his Difdain, ran as faft as ihe could afcer him, and 
fell into that Cavern from whence the Prince iiad 
his Arms and was never heard of more. 

The Prince made all imaginable Hafte to the 
Brook, where he found the Fairy Greyhound wait- 
ing for him. * Well, generous Prince, faidpe^ I 

* lee you have vanquifh'd the Monfter.' ^ Alas ! re- 

• fly*d hey of whar Ufc is my ViSory to me, fincc I 
^ Jjarc not deliver'd my Princefs, and know not 

/ where to look for her 1 * * TS^^w fcw^ wfwer'/ 
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< the compaJltonate Fairy ^ we Ihall find her/ And bid- 
ding the Prince ftay a iittlei Iqfc him» and rotum* 
ed ibon a^ter with an Horfe in her Handi which 
ihe bid himmoun|; and (hewing him a Track 
which lay by the. Brook-Side, told hi^n that would 
lead him to a fubterraneous Cave, where his Prin- 
cefs was ; that the Gate was guarded by Monfters 
that were half Men and half Serpents, which would 
oppofe his Entrance ; but that he need but prelenc 
his Shield to them, and not make ufe of his Sword 
and Lance ; that after he had overcome them, he 
would meet with a furious Lion, which was the 
laft Guard the Princefs had ; and alfo, that when 
he came near her he ihouid (hew his Shield, which 
would hinder the wicked Fairy from taking her 
away as before. 

The Prince thunk'd theFairy in. few Words; and 
mounting the Horfe, and folio wing the Track with-* 

out flopping a Moment, ^rrly'd iv. 2 fhort Tims at 
the Entrance of the CaYcrn. It was guarded, as 
the Fairy had told him, by Monflcrs; to which the 
Prince no fooner prefented his Siiicld, but they flood 
motionlefs, were chang'd into their former Shapes 
of Men, who throwing thcmfelves at the Prince'* 
tcet, fwore to employ the reft of their Lives to ac- 
knowledge their Deliverance from the malicious 
Fairy's Enchantment, and that he might command 
them for ever. * I only ask your Afliftancc, fepiy'd 

• the Prince f to fet an unhappy Princefi at Libertyt 

• who is kept a Prifoner by the inhuman Fairy m 

• this Cave." And then he led them into it, and faw 
at the further End of that frightful Den the Princefs 
chain'd by the Middle, and a terrible Lion lying by 
her. What a Sight was this for the Prince ! who 
defirous to free her from fo miferable a Condition^ 
gave a Shout, which rouz'd the Lion. The Prince 
went dire&ly up to him without any Difmay before 
the refl came up, ran his Spear into his Throat as 

• he open'd his Mouth, and ih^i Vkfe mv^\ x^^VKr^ 
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any TimCi plung'd his Sword into his Sides : But 
notwithftanding theLargenefs of both the Wounds, 
the furious Creature flew upon him, when the Men 
that were freed by him came into the Aid of their 
Benefaftor^ and gave him fo many Wounds that he 
died inftantly. The Prince no fooner found that 
he was rid of his' Enemy, but he ran to the Princefs, 
and prefenting his miraculous Shield, her Chains 
fell off, and that frightful Den was chang'd into a 
magnificent Palace, out of which there came a 
great Number of beautiful Pcrfons, who came to 
rejoice with the Princefs for hers and their own 
Deliverance. 

The Men who followed the Prince fhoutcd with 
Joy at the Sight of thefe Ladies, and threw them- 
felvesat their Feet, to tcftify their Gladnefs to find 
them again ; while the Prince, who never obferv'd 
what pafs'd, was at the Princefs's Knees, exprefling 
he Hhoft yiplcnt Faffion that Love ever infpired. 
Once more then, my dear Princefs, /^/<i he^ I fee 
you again, and the ciuel Gods are wearied out 
with my Sufferings 1' * Alas! my dear Prince, 
Anfwevd Leonice, I am fo unhappy that 1 know 
not how long I (hall enjoy this Pleafure ; and I 
doubt the im^XAcMQRomelia is now inventing feme 
new Torments.* * Fear nothing, crfd the Fairy 
Greyhoundy who appear d that Moment^ your Misfor- 
tunes arc ended as well as mine. The Queen is 
puni(h*d for all her Crimes; the envious Fairy has 
no more Power over you ; and you are ablolute 
Miftrefs in this Palace, which your generous Lo- 
ver has reftor^d me, and nothing (hall interrupt 
your Happinefs.' The Princefs beheld fo many 
furpriziing Things at once, that (he knew not what 
Anfwer to make : when the Prince> who knew and 
had made tryal of the Fairy's Kindnefs,thank'd her 
with a fincere Acknowledgment both for himfelf 
and his beloved Leonice ; and till then had not taken 
notice of the Mctamorphofu of iVk^ Cvr^ vato a Pa- 
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luce, nor of the many illnftrious Perfons who flood 
about him. In the mean Time, all thcfe Gentlemen 
and Ladies prefled forwards to pay their RefpeQs 
to the Fairy their Princefs, who, for all fhe had 
been transformed into a Greyhound, was the So- 
vereign of that Palace, and all the .(Country about 
it. ^' 

Leonice could not recover her Amazement, and 
would have ask'd her Lover a thoufand Queftions 
at once, toclear up that Adventure : But the Prin- 
cefs Fairy, taking her by the Hand, told her it was 
not then a proper Time; that ike flood in need of 
fome Repofe; and that the next Morning her Cu- 
riofiry fhould be fatisficd. After that flie led her 
into a Chamber that ihined all over with Gold and 
Jewels, where foon after there was fcrv"d up a nice 
Supper ; and as foon as the Cloth was taken away 
again, fhe retired to give her the Liberty of en- 
joying the Prince's Company in private.

* cefs^ and am not forry that my Deliverer, t^^^ 

• fie, feeing the Prince come ii»| to wl)om \Awiv:,^V^«st^ 
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ed to fit do^m^ and fay nothing^ ihould be a Wit- 
uefs.' 

< I am the Daughter of a King^ who, of all the 
Dominions that he had once been Mafter of, (but 
that Story is too long to tell yon now,) had no more 
left than this Cattle, and the Country about it. He 
married a Princefs of the F&iry Race, who, know- 
ing that fhe ihould die foon after I was born, en- 
dow*d me with all the Gifts fhe was Miftrefs of. 
MyFather diedalfo when I was very young,and left 
me Miftrefi of this fraall Sovereignty. My Court 
was gallant, and full of the mod beautiful Perfons 
of both Sexes : Nothing'but Pleafure was to be fccn 
in every one's Countenance ; and hardly a Day 
pafl without Feafts or Tournaments, made by all 
the Princes about me. This envious Fairy, my 
Neighbour, her Court was as empty as mine was 
crouded ; and jealous of my Happmefs, {he fought 
all the ]^ays imaginable to make me mifcr?.b!c 
One Day, when we wereali drefs'd for a fine Ball, 
and wafhing my Hands, I had forgot to put a 
Ring again upon my Finger which my Mother 
had given me "to prevent all Inchantments ; and 
flic being in my Chamber, and perceiving my For- 
getfulnefs, and willing to make ufe of that Op* 
portuniry, followed us to the Ball, where we 
.danced a long Time, and ihe was never taken out. 
Outraged at this Slight, fhe got up in a Pafiion, 
and ftriking the Floor three Times with herVVand, 
Curs'd Race, faid Jhe^ in a frightful Tone^ feel the 
Power of her whom ye. have defpifed. At the 
fame Time the Women became as motionlefs as 
Statues, and the Men half Serpents, without the 
Senfe of knowing what they were before ; and 
my Palace was changed intp a horrible Den ; 
then coming up to me, and catching me by the 
Hair of my Head, fhe dragg'd me to the Rock 
where you found me, metamorphofed me into a 
Gre/boimd, and chaining me iiA to the folid

StonCf and leaving me^ faid, with a mocking 
Smilci For an Example to all thofet who, noc 
knowing their own Strength, defpilb thorn who 
have Power to deftroy them, thou fhalt remain 
in this miferahle State, till a Prince* more mife • 
rablc than thyfelft {hall come hither to feek for 
his Princefs. And after thefe Words ihe left me 
overwhelm*d with Defpair. While I remain*d in 
this State, a great raainr Years rolled away ; aad 
when I lead thought of vour Coming, Jaidjbi to 
the Prince^ through the Length of Time whereini 
cndur'd fo much, you arriy'd and compaf&onating 
my Misfortunes, broke my Chain> and with A- 
mazement beheld my fudden Change* You know 
what follow'd fince by your extraordinary Cou- 
rage : You have given Liberty to your beloved 
princefs and all my unhappy Subjeas. How en- 
rag'd is the envious Fairy that it is no longer in 
her Power to hurt us ! And how great a Plcafuro 
is it to me, to beftow on the beautiful Leonice ail 
diofc Gifts ray dving Mother left me ! Youth and 
* Beauty ihe mall carry with her to the Grave ; 
Plcafures ihall croud after her Steps ; and all 
Places wherever her bright Eyes fhall fliinc, 
fhall abound with all that can fatisfy Magnifi- 
cence or Ambition ; while the Sweets that Love 
prepares for ye both, fliall be uninterrupted. For 
you, Prince, the only Sorrov/ that fhall attend 
your Days, I fhall now reveal to you : The King 
your Father, no longer able to Aipport the 
Weight of Years, ana the Grief of lofing you, 
and full of Remorfe for the Injury done you by 
martying Romellay died within thefe two Days; 
and your Kingdom wants your Prefencc. Go 
there with, your lovely Princefs, and fill a 
Thtone worthy of yon and her. I have prepa- 
red an Equipage that jQiail fecond your Impa- 
tience.' 
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Afcer thefe Wordi the pAiry ro& off her SckC^ 
and embracing them both with Tendcrnefs, led' . 
them, withoat liRening to their Thiinks, to a Cha- 
liotofGold adom'd with Diimouds, drawn hj 
flying Dragoni x and having bid cliem a laft Adieu^ 
Ihe fooQ loft Sight of them, leaving iheio to go 
to their own Kingdom ; where they foon after ar- 
rived, and where they finifh'd their Days >vith 
all the Pleafures a mutusl Love can create, whea 
Attended wiih WiTdom and Beauty. 
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The Tyranny of the 
Fairies deftroy'd. 




H E Power of the Fairies was arrivM tofo 
grfcat an Height, that the ^reateft Princes 
of the World were afraid of difpleafing 
them ; and that curfed Generation be- 
came fo formidable by the Panifhments 
they infli&ed, that few or none were fo hard^ ^ to 
difobey them. Their Rage was not to be fatisfy'd, 
but by changing the moft amiable Perlbns into the 
inoft fright^l Monfters ; and if they gare not im- 
mediate Death, they made them languifh away in 
the moft miferable Condition. The Impoffibility 
of being reyengM of them ^renderM them the more 
imperious and cruel* But of all the Perfons whom 
fhey made the moft unhappy, w*s the PrincefsPW- 
lofiicef whofe natural Charms made them defirous to 
match her to one of their Kings. 

Big with this Thought^ one Day, when fhe was 
walking out with her Mother, they took her away, 
without any Regard to the Cries, either of the Mo- 
ther or the Daughter. The young Princefs was 
about twelve Years old ; and for her Age was a 
Mafter-piece of Nature, both for the Beauty of her 
Body and Mind. But to make her an Amends for 
the Violence they had done her, they tranfgorted 
her to a charming Palace, (ituate\ietw^csvv«^^'^^^^ 
Hill*, ia a VaJJcy that abouud^di ^vCtL ^\v%x«*^' 
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might delight the Eye, and even excell'd the VaN 
ley of iTempe^ fo much boafted of by the Poets. An 
eternal Spring reign'd there ; the Gardens were fall 
of Canals, Fountains, and Orange-Trees, which 
fofm'd Shades Proof againft the moft piercing Sun. 
In {hort, whatever Nature and the Fairy Art could 
a£Ford, was found in this enchanted Abode. 

The young Princcfs, infcnfible to all thefe Won- 
ders, was feized with a Melancholy, that would 
have rais'd Pity in any but thofe mercilcfs Fairies : 
However, they committed her to the Care of the 
moft human and render among them, whofe Name 
vrasSerpenta^ with Orders to let her have no Com- 
merce with any Body. Serpenta^ to execute their 
Commands, immediately rai&'d, at one End of the 
Garden, a magnificenr Pavilion, whither (he led 
"Philonlce^ and gave her for a Companion a young 
Girl they had t&ken away at two Years old, whofe 
Name was Elifa^ with feveral pretty Creatures be- 
fidcs to divert her. One Par t of the Day (he em- 
ploy*d her in working Gold, Tiflue, and fine ein- 
broider'd Silks; and the reft in dreffingherfelf in 
lately Habits, full of Diamonds and Pearls. In 
Ihort, fhe let her want for Nothing that fhe thought 
. could plcafe a young Perfon, but was cautious how 
flie mention'd the Monfter for whcm they defign'd 
her ; for the Time was not come when they in- 
tended to confummate that fo difagreeable a Mar- 
riage, and they had a Mind to ufe her to their Cul^ 
toms before they pronounc'd her Misfortune. 

Sometimes ihe would take her a walking into 
thofe before-mention'dpleafant Places, and makins 
her to take notice of all the Beauties they abounded 
with, told her, * That if (he was obedient to her 

* Commands, fhe fhould one Day be Miftrcfs of 

* them ; but muft take care how fhe merited her 
< ill Will, for that (he knew as well how to puniih 

* AS reward.' While the Fairy was talking after 
this Manner^ Phiki&ce fcein?, vwoT^xtiles that &em'd 
rery tdme, fittirg by AcCanaVSiie^ ^t^^-^crj ^v 
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firous of them, and ask'd leave to catch them, and 
carry them to her Pavilion. * I cannot grant your 
Requeft, fald the Fairyj for the Fate of thofc tw» 
Birds is never to leave the Canal. They were 
formerly a beautiful Prince and Princefs, for whom 
we had taken a great AffeSion, and loved each 
other with extraordinary Tendernels: But when 
our Thoughts tended moft to their Happinefs, thef 
happen'd to fee one of our Sifters, whole Skin was 
cover'd with Turtle- Feathers, which fhe careful- 
ly conce'aled, bathing in this Canal ; who, vex'd 
to be difcover'd, wilh'd they might never tell what 
they had feen, and might become Turtles them- 
felves : At the fame Time throwing Water in their 
Faces, they immmediately chang'd their Nature^ 
and became Doves ; as you fee them , and under 
that new Form, prefcrving their Tendernefs, never 
leave one another, but pafs away their Time in be- 
wailing their ill Fortunes. Here are many Exam- 
ples ot our Power befides, continutd the Fairy ; all 
the Statues that you fee along thereTerrA{res,were 
formerly the Subjefts of a powerful neighbouring 
Prince, who before thele Gardens were made, and 
we had this Habitation, faw us ^ne Night, bf 
Moon-Light, dancing in this Valley, and ridicu- 
ling our Xaions and Poftures, Co much provoked 
us, that we converted them into Statues, and plac'd 
them afterwards where they now (land.' 
This pifcourfe increas'd Philomce^s Fear; fhe pro- 
mised to obey them, and never to incur their Dil^ 
pleafure, tho'the Thing appeared to them very diffi- 
cult.

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Eltfa with a Paffion, of which that young Perfon 
was defcrving; for her Temper was fo fweet,ic was 
jmpoffible to forbear having an Inclination for her. 
And one Evcning^whenit was vcrylior, as they were 
walking in a Grove of Citrons fome Diftance from 
xheir Tent, and the Beauty of the Night charm'd 
them fo much, that they could not refolve to retire 
early, they faw a Woman coming towards them, 
■with a Handkerchief in her Hand, with which fhe 
dry'd up the Tears which trickled faft down her 
Checks. So melancholy a Sight created Pity in 
thefe young Perfons, who advanced both at the 
fame Time to ask her what troubled her ; but were 
prevented by the Fright they were put in by a great 
Dragon that fallied out from behind a large.

Pbilonice 
perceivinfr her Fright, ^nd accofling her, faid, * Be

one capable of Compaffion ; for you are the firft 
that I have met with for thefe fi^e Years, that I 
have been kept here by the Fairies with my un-> 
ha^^y Phihxipus^ pointing to the Dragon** * I wifh to 
Heaven ! reply'd the Princefs^ that it was in my Pow- 
er to put an End to vour Misfortunes, you mould 
fee I would not watte Time in pitying you : But 
fince that is all that 1 am able to do, refufe me not 
that duU Pleafure, and tell us by what cruel Fate 
you was brought hither. TheStorvisnowtooloogt 
reply d the Stranger; our implacable Enemies may 
take my too long Abfence ill ; for they allow mo 
but an Hour in a Day to fee my lovely Dragon 
in, and. that is a Favour which I obtain*d by my 
Tears of the Fairy Serpenta^ who is the only one 
that is fenfible of Pity : But to-morrow at this 
Time, I will fatisfy your Curiofity.' Phllonice pro* 
mifed to meet her, and then left her to fpend the 
fmall remaining Time with her dear Dragon. 

This Obje£^ ftruck the young Princefs and her 
Companion fo deeply, that they could not deep all 
that Night; and the Fairy Serpenta going into hec 
Chamber the next Morning, found her fo much con- 
cerned, that fhe ask'd her the Reafon of it.

* generous Stranger, anfiverd Philonice, 1 cannoc 

* accept of your obliging Offers: You cannot deli- 

* ver me out of their cruel Hands ; and I Ihall ex- 

* pofe you in vain to Danger. Only take care thai: 
^ they don't difcoycr you ; make hafte to leave this 

* Place while it is in your Power ; take my Advice 

* this Time, and fly, both for your own Repole 

< and mine.' And after thefe Words fhe took Mlifs 
by the Arm, and went away* The Stranger could 
not rcfolve to retire from that fatal Place till he 
knew the Habitation of that beautiful Perfon ; and 
therefore folio w'd her at a Biftances and faw hoc 
go into her Pavilion. He gaz'd a long Time, and*

We loved with great Tendernefs, and were 
ovcrjoy'd to receive their Comma;ids to regard 
each other as two Perfons that wer^; fhortly to be 
united. We waited impatiently for the happy 
Day, and when that came, rhoughc nothing could 
difturb our Felicity. But, »ilas ! how long did it 
laft, and what deadly Sorrows have wc fince un- 
dergone ! Scarce had we enjoy 'd four Months to-

* an Hour in a Night with the unfortunate Thlhxrpus^ 

* who fpends his miferable Days under this Bufh, in 
^ Expectation of the Time when he may mix his 
^ horrid Hiffings with my Sighs. And if Death was 
^ in our Power, we ihould have put an End to our 

* Misfortunes long ago^ having no other Profpeft 
^ but in the weak Hopes of theAftrologer's Predic-

Here CUonice finifli'd her Relation with a Torrent 

of Tears, that flow'd from her beautiful Eyes* 
How fcnfible I am of your Misfortunes, faid Phi- 
lonice, embracing her^ and how much I compaffio* 
nate poor Philoxifus ! I wifli it was in my Power 
to make you both happy ! It would be a Pleafure 
to me to fee you in your former State of Blifs , 
and enjoy with you the Pre fence of your Kingr 
for whom, tho* I am not his Subjeft, you have in- 
fpir'd me with Refpcft/ * You are in all Things 
fo obliging, Madam, reply'd Cleonice, that I know 
jiot how to return your Favouts.

f Heart.* * Ah I Madam, faid the PrincefXhtLt*s cruel 
Vnot to let me think it the Effcfl of Inclination.' 
i That well talk of another Time, faid the Princefs 

* fmiling» But tell me fomc News of my Mother.' 

* The Princefs vour Mother, faid Anaxander, in 

* defpair for lohng you is not to be comforted, iho' 
' it is fo long fince you have been away, but leads 

* M very melancholy Life* And for my Part, Ma- 
' dnnij conthu$dhey feeing iVvatmNY«L\Vw>^Vvwidl 
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Europe bcfides was in War, liv*d in Peace> I got 
his Leave to make a Campaign with a neighbour-' 
ing Prince. With this Intent I left my Father's 
Dominions, and croffing this Kingdom, arrived that 
Night that you found me on the Tarrafs in a large 
Foreft, abounding with an hundred di£Ferenc 
Tracks, that led as many feveral Ways ; and I 
riding fafter than my Attendants, and they taking 
a wrong Road, were feparatcd from me; which 
I knew nothing of till Night had overtaken me*

loiiice made no Anfiver ; for itisTime we retire to- 
night, for fear our ConduQ fhould be iufpe^^ed.. 
What's that you have engaged for us, Eli/a ? [aid 
the Trincefs fnddenly.* * Ah .' Madam, interrifpted the 
Prince^ don't refufe me the Favour the Charming

then, faid Philonice, let to-morrow be the laft 
Time.'

Pbihnice thtnik^d 
the Fairy, and bidding her good-nighty went to 
bed, but not without fome Difcourfe with Mfa 
about the Fright they were in* The ntxt Day 
they fpent in contriving how to keep the Prince 
from being difcover'd ; for they were apprehenfive 
left he fliould be met by fome of thofe Fairies, ei- 
ther when he was coming into, or going out of 
thofe Gardens ; and at laft they concluded, that 
they muft never fee him again, or keep him in aa 
Arbour, or the little Hut in the Grove. After they 
had concerted theie Meafures, they went in the 
Evening to the Place of Rendevonz, where they 
found Apaxander^ to whom the Princefs told the 
Fright ihc had been in, meeting Serpenta ; and then 
took an Opportunity to tell him, that they muft 
no longer run the Hazard of being difcover'd, and 
he muft come no more unto fo dangerous a Place* 

AfMtander harken'd to this Difcourfe with Im- 
padonce ; and as foon as (he had done fpeaking. 
faid, * I fee very well, Madam, that you repent of 

* the Favours you have (hewn me ; that you, in- 

* fenfible of the Miferies I ihall endure by not 

* feeing you, would abandon me to the moft ter* 
< rible Afllidion. Yes, cruel Maid, you may de* 

* prive me of the Liberty of feeing you ; but can* 
^ not hinder me from inhabiting the fame Placet 

* you do, from breathing the fame Air, and feeing 

* you fometimcs pafs by me : Perhaps Elifa will 
*- not be fo hard-hearted, {he will hear my Com- 
^ plaints, and receive my laft Sighs.' * The Prin- 
« Cefs, teflyd Elifa, with a Stn^licity <wiih which tht 

* Prince was vgry much fUafedy is fo far from not ha- 

* ving a Defign to fee you, that we have refolvcd, 

* that you fhall not ftir our of this Grove : Y\\ take 
« upon my felf the Care of furnilhing you with 

* whatever is neccflary fbr the S\x^'^^x\ <A \j^^v 
•• and wc wiJ] come and vi&t no^ ^% ^iv^sa. ^^ ^' 
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can.' ' Ah ! re^/jrVAnaxander, how much am I 
obliged to you, my dear Eli/af for giviog me this 
Proof of Philonice% Klndnefs ! And how, lovely 
Princefs, could you talk to ire in fo cruel a 
Manner ? What, had tou a Mind to make tryal 
of my Tendcrncis, ana to fee if your Prefence 
was dear to me? ' * Indeed, /^i^Philonice, I am , 
fo much concern 'd for fear of being found out, 
that I no fooner refolye on a Thing, but I pre- 
fcntly repent of it. The Idea of the implacable 
Rage of the Paries,^ which is always prefcnt in 
my Thoughts, frightens me fo much, that I fancy 
every Moment, that you are a Wolf, Lion, or 
fome other terrible Creature, and that I am fol- 
lowing you as the melancholy dtenice does her 
dear Dragon.* * Now my Princels, cry'd Anax- 
ander, the Farics may do what they wiU with 
me ; after thofe Words pronounced from your 
fair Mouth, Death itfelf is welcome.' * Indeed, 
/aid the Ttincefs bhjhifig, thofe Words have efcaped 
my Lips«before I was aware ; but Ancc my Heart 
hath exprefs'd iifclf with fo much Tcndcrnefs, I 
repent not, if you will but deferve thofe advan- 
tageous Sentiments.' 
Anaxander fwore a thoufand Times to his beloved 
Thitonice to adore her always with the fame Ar- 
dour, whatever Difficulties might arifc in the Pur- 
fuit of his Paffion. After this they rcfolved, that 
ke fhould ftay fome Days in the Summer-houfe in 
the Grove ; and Tor fear C/«mVe, not being informed 
that fhe had told Serpenfa {he was her Sifier, ihould 
let a Word flip, PhUomce went to her, and return'd 
to call on Efifaj whom ihe left with the Prince, 
from whom they fbon parted, and retired to their 
Tent, where having no Defirc to fleep, they en- 
ter'd into a Converlation relating to whatever had 
happen'd. 

. Among all the living Creatures that the Fairy 

Serpef:ta had given the Princefs, there was an Ape, 

ih0thiid been a young beauxi£\i\ IjBtii^ wA wia of 
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a pleafunt Wit, but malicious, and above all, cx- 
ccird in mimicking. It happened one Day, as this 
Lady was walking out with Ibme of her Compa- 
nions) fhe faw at a Diftance an old Woman com- 
ing towards them, who had fomething fo indolent 
and (low in her Motion^ that fhe took a Diftafte 
againft hert and imitated her fo well, thilc fhe fee 
ail the G)mpony a laughing ; tho* it proved to her 
own Coft. The old Woman, who was one of the 
Fairies oi this Place, to punifh her, changed her 
-immediately into an Ape, and tranfported her to 
this new Abode ; where, under that new VorrOf . 
ihe ftill preferved her natural envious and maliciodJi 
•Temper ; and when the Fairy Serpent a made a Pre- 
fent of her to the Princefs, fhe order'd her to ob- 
ferve every Thing fhe did, and gave her the Liberty 
of her Speech when fhe had any Thing to tell her. 
This mifchievous Ape had conceived a mortal 
Hatred againft Fhilonice^ and waited with Impa- 
tience for an Opportunity to exercife her Tongue ; 
•and having heard the Princefs's and EUfas Con* 
verfation, fhe thought fhe had enough to fatisfy 
her Malice. As foon as fhe faw the Fairy Serpenta 
come into the Tent the next Day, fhe made a Sign 
to her, that fhe wanted to fpeak to her, upon 
which the Fairy went to her ; and fhe told her 
that fhe knew a great deal, but could not tell her 
before Pbihmce. The Fairy told her fhe would 
come again in the Evening, when the Princefs was 
gone out : but bid her be fure not to tell her any 
Lyes, for if fhe did, ihc would punifh her more 
feverely than her Sifter had done. 
• When it was Night, Eli/a carry'd the Prince 
fomething to cat, and the Princefs went lo the 
Grove of Citrons; and the Fairy in the mean Time, 
curious to know what the Ape had to fay, went 
direftly to the Pavilion, where that mifchievous 
Imp gave her an Account of all fhe had heard 
thofc young Creatures talk of, atvd to\^Vv^T^ ^^*2^ 
ihe faw Elf/a loaded witK;Eaia.\A^s. \4VvOc1 ^^ v^?^ 
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Thilonlce fhe was going to carry to a Prince. Away 
went the Fairy at this News to the Citron Grove, 
very much inrag'd againft the Princcis, to fee if 
the Ape fpoke Troth, and determin'd to find out 
die Myftery ; and juft as fhe had parted from Cleo- 
nlce^ found her, and follow'd her to the Summer- 
Houfe in the Grove. There fhe was foon inform'd 
ofwhatihe wanted to know; for the Prince no 
fooner faw Pbilonice^ but he told her he was ready 
to die with Impatience to fee her again ; that he 
could not live under that hard Reflraint; and that 
if (he had any Kindnefs for him, fhe would con- 
fent that he fhould deliver her from thofe barbarous 
Furies, and condu^ her to her Mother, who had 
languiih'd many Years for the Grief of lofing hen 
For my.Part,/if/^£lifa, I think you ought not to 
refufe to follow a Prince, who was deftin'd for 
you, by thofe who had a Right of difbofing of 
you, fince he promifes to deliver you irom this 
Confinement, and carry you to your Mother/ 
But Eli/at reply* d Philonice, do you think that I 
doat fo much upon this unhappy Abode, and that 
I would not accept of Anaxandet^t Propofkls, if I 
thought them fcaiibler * Ah ! cruel Fair, inUf 
tufted the Frlnce^ 'tis only your Unwillingnefs ren- 
ders them impoffible; I have Vainly flattered my 
felf with having a Part in your Heart; you have 
fucked in with Time the Barbarity of thefe De- 
vils in the Shapes of Women, and with Joy will 
behold my Death, fince you will not confent to 
my juft Propofals.' * Well then, f aid the Ftincefs^ 
1*11 follow you, whatever happens ; but when the 
Thunder falls upon you, remember that it wiUt 
not be in my Power to fecure you.* 
. The Fairy could not bear this Difcourfe any . 
longer, but appeared aa the Princefv had done 
fpeaking, who, as* well as 'EJlftiy was ready to dio 
with Fear. * What could make t^icc fo bold, au- 
* dacious Youth, faidjbty addre^n^ herfelf t§ Anax- 

* andcr, to come to thUPUce N»j\iVwo\x\i\alft».^^H 
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find to be fo vaia, as to think to take this Prince^* 
away from us 1 Doft thou believe that we hayC 
educated her with fo much Care for thee? 
Notwitbftanding all thy fine Proje£^s» thou (halt 
never fee her more; therefore be gone imme- 
diately, for fear I puniih thee more fevercly** 
Alas ! cruel Fairy, tepUed Anaxander, what Pu- 
nlOiment can be fo horrible, as to deprive me of 
the Sight of my Princefs 1 If ever you have been 
fenfible of Pity, (hew it now, by lavouring two 
Hearts united by Love, and reftoring me Thllonke* 
I own, reply* d the Fairy y if I was Miftrefs of that 
Princefs s Fate, I would grant you what you dor 
fire ; for my Heart, more inclinable to Pity thap 
to punifli, would eafily forgive thee a Crlmcf, 
of which Love made thee guilty : But, Anaxander^ 
I am only the Princefs's Guardian ; (he is a Truft 
repofed in me by my Sifier, and I muft take a 
fecial Care of what they commit to my Charge ; 
therefore once more, I fay, retire, and leave this 
Princefs in quiet, if thou wouldft not create her . 
new Misfortunes.* 

• Take no care of me, Madam, r*^/^*^ Philonicci 
embolden d by the Fairy's Goodnefs^ if you deprive me 
of feeing Anaxander' * But Fhilonice^ anfiverd the 
Fairy y don't you dread my Anger, when you make 
fo open a Confcfiion ; what's become of that Obe- 
dience you promifed to fliew to my Will ? ' * I 
confels, Madam, repJy*d the Princefs^ I deferve all 
your Anger; I acknowledge my Fault, but can- 
not repent : The Commands of a Mother I love, 
and my Inclination, which attaches me to this 
Prince, may, perhaps, ftand for a fufficient Excufe 
to you, if you would but follow the Difiatcs of 
your own Heart. Ah 1 Madam, all the unfortu- 
nate Perfons in this Place have found the Effe£is 
of your Compa£Eon ; and ihall I be the only un- 
happy Pcrfon among them 1 ^ la \% vs^x. x^ jv^ 
Power, /aU the Fairy ^ to g^Wc '^ow to \N\\%^^^'^'=-^; 
/incc you are defign'd for anoxYkct^ *- V^^^ ^l^;*^ 
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* ThlknUe^ defign'd for another! No, Madam* 
^ that's in rain ; you may inflift on mc the moft 

* cruel Punifhmcnts, but cannot be Miftrefs of my 

* Will** * Ah ! my dear Princefs, //li^ Anaxander, 
' how much am I obliged to you for fo much 

* Goodnefs? *Tis I, my Princefs, who muft deliver 

* you from this Tyranny, and will punifli with 

* Death the Perfon for whom they defign you,were 

* he guarded by all the Furies ; for no Perfon fliall 
« poffefsP^i/»7i(re, and I live.' ^Alas! fald Elifa, 

* v)ho had not yet fpoke^ thefe Menaces only provoke 

* the good Fairy; rather implore her powerful 

* Aid, (he expeSs only your Obedience to allay your 
'« Misfortunes. If (he carnot render you altogether 

* happy, yet her Heart is liot void of Emotions of 

* Tendernefi for that charming Princefs ; make ufc 

* of it, and depend upon my Word, you will not 
*'be long infenfibic of the EflFefts of her Compaf- 
-* ifion.* * Farewcl, Anaxander^ fald Philonice, hold- 

* ing out her Hands ; let us believe Elifa j and yield 

* to our Fate, fince we cannot tlo other wife.* The 
Prince took hold of the Princefs's Hand, and kifs'd 
it in fo great a Tranfport,. that he had aim oft quite 
difarm'd Serpenta ; who, that they might not per- 
ceive her Sentiments, which fhe cndeavour'd to 
conceal as much as poflible, pulled Philonice by the 
Arm very roughly, and made her go inio her Tent, 
leaving the poor Prince in the moft deplorable 
State imaginable. He follow'd his dear Princefs 
with his Eyes as far as he could, yjhcwEUfa made 
a Sign to him to ftay where he was, and Ihe would 
come and bring him fome News. 

In the mean Time, the Fairy Serpenta Ihut Philo- 

vice into her Tent, with Orders not to ftir out 

till ihe came again ; and without faying what ihe 

further refolv'd to do, left her. But, O Heavdh i 

how miferable was that poor Princefs's Condition! 

£7^ could not comfort her in the leaft, the Ima- 

gination only of being inarrieA to lom^'^^xv^^t^ 

put her into fo horrid a Dcfo«ar» xV^t ^^ cw^\ 
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fcarce breathe for (ighing and fobbing, and in rhac 
melancholy Manner fpent the whole Kight. As 
foon as it was Day, the Fairy came into her Room ; 
PhilonUef faidpe^ I have done what I could to get 
my Sifters to confent jto give you your Liberty: 
I have boafted of your Lover's Merit, and told 
them, that it was a good Aftion to reftore a Prin- 
cefs to her Mother, and to endow you with all 
the Gifts that lay in our Power; that you had ne- 
ver difpleas'd us^ and it was unjuft to force a 
Princefs to ftay with us againft her Inclination : 
But all my Remonftrances were in vain. They 
told me, they had taken you away on Purpose to 
beftow you upon the King of Monfter$, and or- 
der'd me to prepare you for it.' * Alas ! Madam, 
faid Philonice, you Ihall fooner prepare me for 
Death, than that fatal Marriage ! What will be- 
come of poor Anaxandety if ne never fees me 
more!* • I can let you fee that Prince again, re- 
pyd the fairy ; but as it is not in niy Power to be- 
ftow you upon him, that Indulgence will but 
make you the more miferable ; therefore refolvc 
fooner to obey my Sifters, than to love a Prince 
whofe you can never be, while we have Power.* 
Sure, cry'd Philonice, it cannot laft long ; for Hea- 
ven, wearied with fo much Injuftice, will not 
alv/ays abandon unhappy Moj-tals to the cruel 
Tyranny of your barbarous Sifters. I fee, I feet 
cty'djhe In a prophetick Manner^ that adorable Prin- 
cefs prom ifed by the Gods, coming to lofe our 
Chains, and reduce your Sifters Power only to 
find out new Inventions ro imbellilli this Place: 
Methinks I behold thofe Furies turning great 
Wheels in a River hard by, to furnifh this in- 
chanted Palace and Gardens with Water ; and hj 
their bitter Yells and Cries, more horrible than 
thofe of the unfortunate Perfons they changed 
into wild Beafts, they makt «l\\ vWt ^^^^V^ '^cc^s^ 
Hell broken Joofe. But fox yo\x>^«^^«^^x^^7'^^^ 
/^e Pri/icefs^ who never confctite^ ^^ ^^^ Vox^ ^ 
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' your wicked Sifters have done in the World, you 

* Ihall not be one of their Nunaber; the Princcfs 
' knows AS well how to reward as punidi. She will 

* diftinguilli you from the reft, by committing thefe 

* beautiful Gardens to your Care, where you will 
' enjoy the Happinefs of her auguft Prcfencc, aftd 
' be carefs'd by her, while yonr Sifters repent, but 
^ too late, of all their Cruelties.' 

Serpenta hearken'd to this Difcourfe of the Prin- 
cels*s with Amazement, and was fenfible ihe was 
infpired by feme Divinity, becaufe that Propheey 
was writ at the Beginning of their Empire ; but 
that there was no other Mention made of the Time, 
but that it fhould come to pals in the Reign 6f a 
raoft powerful and viftorious Prince , and tho* they 
law that Prince perform the moft furprizing Things, 
and obtain the greateft Vidories, yet they ftill 
flatter'd themfclves, he was not the Perfon meant 
by the Oracle, and that that Day whereon a Prin- 
ce fs (hould be born, who would prove fatal to their 
Empire, was not yet arriv'd. But the Fairy find- 
ing all theie Things confirm 'd by FhUonlce^ perceiv'd 
that their Ruin was nigh at hand, and refolv'd to 
inform her Sifters of it, that they might confult 
how 10 avoid the impending Danger; but in the 
mean Time, told the Princefs, that xtiQ did not take 
her Words for a Prophecy, but rather looked upon 
them as the EfFeS: of her Rage, telling her, that 
their Power had b^cn of long Continuance, and 
would laft to the End of the World. After that 
{hepromifed to ufc her iitmoft Endeavours to make 
her happy, and affurod her, that if Ihc could not 
obtain anyThingbf her Sifters, that while ihe was 
under her Care, Ihe would give her the Opportu- 
nity of feeing the Prince ; and then left her, to go 
and acquaint-the other Fairies with what had hap- 
pened, who were all frighten'd ; and the more, be- 
caufe the Fairy Envy told them, that having a Mind 
to change a Prince that had dAS^\^«^^^ >cv«t \Ti\a t. 
Sear, (he could not do it. TVic 1?«Xt^ Rahwut iSJta 
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complain'd, that fhc could not do all the Mifchief 
flie wiih'd ; and in fhort, in their Fear for the 
Deftru&ion of their Empire, they confulted their 
Magick Book, and found Pbllomce\ Prophecy to 
he very true. Inragcd at their hard Fate, which 
they faw draw To nigh, they redoubled their Cru- 
elties, of which Philonicej we may believe, had her 
Share. They immediately fent Serpenta for her, and 
loading her with Injuries, told her {he muft prepare 
to marry the Husband they had provided for her 
the next Day ; and order'd Serfenta to ihew her her 
Spoufe in the Icy Hall. 

The Fairy, lor fear of provoking her Sifters 
more, took the Princels by the Hand, and carried 
her into the Hall, where the Prince of Monfters 
waited for her. He was like the Polyphemt/s of the 
Poets, but he had a Ho2*s Snout, which *render'd 
his Voice fo very terrible, that poor Thilomce was 
ready to die away with Fear, when he ask'd her^ 
if flic would confent to marry him. And when 
the Princefs with Tears told him, flie would pre- 
fer Death a thoufand Times before him, the Mon- 
fter, without being the Icaft moved by them, no 
more than the hateful Fairies before him, told her 
fhe muft make . him amends for the Torments he 
had endured, and think foon of obeying him ; and 
then went from her without the leaft Emotion of 
Pity. Serfenta carried her back again to her Tent, 
more like a dead Corpfe than a living Perfon ; and 
' not knowing how to comfort her, convey 'd the 
Prince to her in a thick Cloud, and diffolvmg that 
Vapour, led him clofe to her, faying, « I have 

• brought Anaxander here to you , confert your 

* Mcafu res together,' And then left them. 

The Prince was tranfported with Joy to fee his 
Princefs again ; but could not guefs what made her 
fo infenfiblc of all his endearing Exprcflions, and to 
be in Tears. EUfa bore her com^eitv^ vci \N\\^>^^^ 
lancholy, in/bmuch that he co\x\A ivi>\ ^^^t ^^^"^^^^ 
4mt of cither of them, * WM> ^^ 1?tvD.^^^^^ ^^ 
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Anaxandefj will you not tell me the Caufe of 
thofe Tears ? I flatter'd myfelf, that my Prefence 
might have fomcwhat allay'd your Misfortunes ; 
and that the Pleafure of knowing all the Love 
you have infpir'd me with, might fufpend your 
Grief : Do you believe that I am lefs concerned 1 
Yet charm 'd at the Opportunity I have of fwear- 
ing an eternal Conftancy to you, whatever I muft 
fuffer to defervc you, ftill the Joy of feeing you 
again out- balances all my Sorrows; and it you 
loved me, Phihmce. with the (ame Faffion I do you, 
my Prefer)ce would have the fame EflFeft on your 
Heart.' ' Ah! cruel Prince, repjy'd the Princefs^ 
do not compleat my Mifery by your Reproaches ; 

?ou know but too well the Value I have for you, 
ut are ignorant of all our Misfortunes* The 
Fairy Serpent a would have had her barbarous Sif- 
ters confented to our Happinefs; but thev inflexi- 
ble to her Entreaties, are refolved to give me to 
a frightful Monfter, whom they acknowledge for 
tfheir King ; and can you now want to know the 
Caufe of my crying ; Ah ! my dear Anaxander^ 
the Source will be dryed up, and thefe hcllilh 
Furies feeding on my Tears, will not let me put 
an End to them by Death. The compaflicnate 
Serpenta has told mc (he can do no more for us, 
than to give us the fad Pleafure of complaining 
together for the laft Time.* ' Ah! Madam, cry*d 
the Prince, you will not deferve all her Favours, if 
you don't make a right Ufc of them : I know 
very well the Meaning of her laft Words, and the 
Misfortunes prepared for us. Did not flie fay, I 
will go and ferch the Prince, that you may con- 
cert your Meafures with him ? What do you think, 
Madam, arc the Meafures I ihall advife you to 
take ? Can you believe that flic, knowing my Love 
lor you, hopes I will perfuade you to give your 
felfto the King of Monfters ? No, Madam, flic 
moanfi, that you {hou\d foUow the Advice I gave 
* you in the Summcr-Honfc m xVi^i Clt^N^s ^^^ ^^"^ 
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* while you are free, and your Keeper opens the 

* Prifon-Doors, you Ihould go away ; have a care 

* chat it is not too late ; make ufe of thofe precious 

* Moments given you; they quickly glide away, 

* and will never come again.* ' Alas ! Madam,y^ii 

* Elifa, feeing the Frincefs unrefolved what to doy why 

* do you ftay here 1 The Fairy will undoubtedly 
' conceal us in our Flight, and we (hall meet with 

* no Obftacle in our Way to the Princcfi your Mo- 

* thcr/ * Alas 1 how vainly do you flatter your- 

* felf! reply'd thedifconfofatePrincefs^ to believe it fo 

* eafy a Matter to avoid the ill Fate which purfues 

* me/ ' But, /<!/</ Elifa, can you be more unhappy, 

* and what Ilifque do you run in taking our Ad- 

* vice ? • ' Wcli then, /aid the Princefs^ let us go; 

* but yet remember, Anaxandety that I am doing 

* what I (hould not do, in taking you for my 

* Guide.* ' You Ihall have no Caufe, Madam, re- 

* flfd the Prlncey to complain : Love ihall be relpon- 
< fible for all.' 

After this Difcourfe, EUfa went and fetch 'd what 
Jewels they had ; and they all three went out of 
the Pavilion, to hide themfelvcs in the Grove till 
Night; but were very much lurprized to lee thcm- 
felves furrounded by the fame thick Cloud whicl^ 
concealed the Prince ; and not doubting but that 
Serpenta favoured their Retreat, and having no Oc- 
caHon to wait till Night, follow'd Anaxander^ who 
purfued his old Path. When it was dark, and 
they were got out of Sight of the Gardens, the 
Fairy Serpenta came to them, and ordered them to 
travel always by Night, and to make all the hafte 
they could into their own Territories, affuring 
them, that as foon as they were within them, they 
were out of the Fairies Power; and of all Things to 
beware of Day-light. 

After this kind Advice the Fairy took her Leave, 
and they went forward ; and the Prince CQ<iw ^^\-^x. 
perceiving a great Number oi Wot^^xrw^x^. Tevs^slvcvsi 
towAids them, began to be wivd^t ^om^ k>$^^^^^^ 
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fions, but that Fear vras foon remored, when he 
found them to be his Gentleman and Attendantsi 
ivho told him, they were fent to meet him by a 
Man who brought a Letter from him^ which they 
were all fcnfible was another Mark of the Fairy's 
Care. They all immediately mounted Horfes, and 
leaving the great Road, went before Day-break to 
the firft Habitation they found, where the Prince, 
for fear FhUonice's Beauty might difcover them, ob- 
liged her and EUfa to put on Man's Apparel. At 
Night they took Horfe again, and travelled with 
all Ex[>edicion poffible ; and this they did through-- 
out their Journey, the Princefs's Defire making her 
fupport the Fatigue with great Refolution, tbo' at 
the fame Time Anaxandit was in great Pain for his 
dear Phjhnice^ left ihe ihould fall (ick. 

In this Manner they got within a Night's Jour- 
ney of Home. The Hopes of being in Safety gave 
new Life to the whole Troop. Never were any 
People more gay and merry; they could talk of no- 
thing but the Happinefs they ihould enjoy. * What 

* a Plcafure will it be to me, fatd the Princefst to 

* fee my Mother again ! O Heavens I how charm - 

* ingly fhall we fpend our Days ! I fee already the 

* Beacons ; in a licrle Time we (hall be out of Dan- 

* ger.' * Would to Heaven we were, reply^d Elifa ; 
< but methinks I hear fome Noife behind us ; too 

* dcfirous of reaching home, wc have travelled too 

* late, for fee Day appears ; and that was forbid us 

* by Serpenta* Hereupon the Prince liftenin^, and 
hearing a great Noife of Men and Horfes, began 

^ to be uneafy, and made the Princefs and Elifa go 
fomcwhat before with fome of his Retinue to de- 
fend them, while the reft ftay'd with him. Pbih^ 
nice would not leave him ; but upon his Proteftations 
to overtake her as foon as he knew who they were, 
{he at laft confented. But before (he had got fari 
t/jc Prince perceived a great Body of monftrous 
Afen, and the King of Monfters at tVv^vt \^^«id^ 
vAo having been onfon&cd of PbiUnices "E.^^^^^^ 
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had purfued her with all Hafte, to punidi her for 
flighting his Alliance, with the Fairy Rancour on 
one Side of him, exafperating him againft that beau- 
tiful Princefs. 

As (ooi;i as the Prince faw this frightful Troop» 
he put himfelf into a Pofture of Defence; which 
the Fairy Ranconr obferying, advanced firfl. ^ See 

* there, faid Jhe to the King of Monfiers^ Vhllonlces 

* Lover, whom my Si^tr Serpent a would have per- 

* fuaded us to prefer before you ; be a Witncfs of 

* the Revenge Fll take of him.* In faying thefe 
Words, (he touch'd Anaxander with her Wand, but 
all in vain, her Magick had no Force, and the 
Prince was never the lefs able to fight with thofe 
Mongers, who, tho' they had Boars Heads, yet their 
Bodies were of human Shape. The Fairy fwelling 
with Rage, left thb Prince inftancly, venting a 
thoufand Curfes upon him, and flew dire&ly after 
the Princefs, who (he knew was gone before, and 
overtook her, when fhe thought fhe had nothing 
to fear ; and catching hold of her delicate Hair, 
lifced her up into the Air ; and returning back with 
ber to the Plac^ where Anaxander was fighting with 

: that monftrous Troop, flopp'd juft over his Head, 
and raifing her Voice, cry a out, * Sec, Prince, ray 

* Power is not always reftrain'd ; forbear that un- 

* profitabJe Combat, the Delivery of this fugitive 

* Princefs out of my Hands will be a more glo- 

* rious Enterprise for you : And you, Prince of 

* Mon&ers^ continued (hey leave that unhappy Wretch, 

* your Revenge will be greater in giving him his 

* Life, than by putting an End to his Misfortunes 

* by a fpeedy Death.' 

Upon thefe Words the Fight immediately cea- 
fed for the Prince at the Sight of Phihnice fell into 
a Swoon, with the Grief of not being able to af* 
fift her ; and when he came to himfelf again, faw 
not one of the Monfters, who a^ll '^^tv\ v^v\ ^^ 
Toon AS they few that the Yavt^ "Rancow \s»A ^ 

Voi, III. \^ ^ 
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Tbilonlce in her Power. She tranfponed her back 
to the Fairy Abodcy and carrying her into a yauic- 
ed Hall of their Palaccy where all the Fairies were 
affemblcd together ; * Behold here, Sifters, faid 
Rancour, that guilty Fugitive, who left us to 
follow a ra(h Youth, whom I have punifh'd for 
his Infolence ; (he mud be made an Example of, 
that all who ihall dare to difpleafe us, may trem- 
ble at the mentioning of her Panifliment.' *• We 
leave her to you, anfwerd all the Fairies ^ fhe is 
your Prize, and you may revenge your felfof that 
ungrateful Princefs.' « That Task mould be mine, 
faid the King of Alonfiers: I pretend to be Mafter 
of her Fate, fince you gave her me when (he was 
twelve Years old.' The Fairies agreed that the 
King was in the Right, and that they could not 
difppfe of the Princefs., Rancouf confented with 
Relu&ancy, tho* with the Hopes that the Prince of 
.Monfters would be as cruel as herfelf. In (hort, 
the .poor Vi£lim was deliver'd to him; and he, 
without being in the leafl moved with her Tears 
and Complaints, hurried her away to a frightful 
Den, where he told her, if (he would marry him, 
he would forgive her Flight, ai^d make her the 
Queen of Monfters, and Miftrefs of all his Trea- 
fures. The Princefs told him, that the only Thing 
that could induce her to accept of fuch a Propofi- 
tion, would be to find out a Way to deliver her 
felf of him ; and therefore defired him to be fatif- 
fy'd with making her as miferable as he could, 
j,\saihout her own Confent. • Well then, faid he^ 
^ (ince thou wilt be fo, thou ihalt:' and with that 
carrying her down Steps below that frightful Den, 
and opening a Gate, fliew'd her a large gra(7y 
Plain, water'd by a clear Brook, and bounded by 
. a Rock, to which hcfaften'd her by a long Chain, 
> and driving fome Monfters of all Kinds out of his 
Stables, told her, That (ince (he would not be their 
Qi^eeni ihe muft be their Shepherdefs ; and that 

to 
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to have them at her Command,' ihe needed but to 
touch them with a Crook he gave her; and after- 
wards left this poor unhappy Princefs fo frighted, 
that fhe would have raifed Pity in a Heart of Stone ; 
who, whenever flie faw thoic Creatures coming 
near, flie cry'd and fhriek'd out, and keeping clof© 
to the Rock, made ufe of her Crook to put them 

off. 

In the mean Time, the unhappy Anaxandet was in 
the utmoft Defpair, not knowing which Way to 
follow his Thllonice'y when Elifa returning as foon 
as the Princefs was taken from her, came to him. 
^ Ah ! my dc9.r Sli fa, /aid he^ where fhall I find my 

* Princefis again V * VVirhout doubr,/^irf Elifa, (he 

* is carried back again to the Fairy Abode, and per- 

• haps, by the Means of the Ftiiry Serpent a^ I may 

* fee her, and let her know that you furviv'd the 

• Combat with the Monfters.' ' Ahs ! /aid the P/ince^ 

• certainly it had been better that I had died, than 

• to live uncapable of ferving Fhilonke* * Follow 

• me, reply'd Elifa, and I hope we may once more 

* fee that lovely Princefs.* After this they clapped 
Spurs to their Horfcs, and with an incredible Speed 
reached the Fairy Abode in a few Days ; and whon 
it was Night, went by the old Way into the Gar- 
dens, virhere they found Serpenta^ who told Ana^^ 
xandefy that her barbarous Sifters,as foon as Rancour 
had delivered Fhilonke into iheir cruel Hands, gave 
her to the King of Moniters. * Ah ! compaffionate 
« Fairy, crfd the Prince^ can you let fo charming a 
< Perlon luflFer ? And will you nor aflFord me the

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* know you/ Whereupon touching them with her 
Wandt they immediately became Centaurs ; and 
riien giving them a certain Herb, of which they 
needed but to tafte'to recover their former Shapes, 
went with them to** the Plain of Monfter% where 
the unfortunate Phihmce warch'd her terrible Flock 
Kight and Day. There at Day-Break they found 
the Princefs laid on the Rock, with her Crook in 
one Hand, and her Head leaning on the other, 
while Tears trickled down from her Eyes upon 
her tender Breafts, which were half naked. The 
Koife they made awaken'd her, and up fhe ftarted, 
thinking they were fome new Mongers ; when the 
Prince, to remove her Fears, faid, • Since, Divine 
Princefs, none but Monfters are fuffer'd to ap- 
proach you, be not furpriz'd that Eli/a and I ap- 
pear under this horrible Form, for nothing is ira- 
poffiblc to Love and Friend fhip, when join'd. 
The Fairy Serpentay according to her ufual Com- 
paffion, hath transform 'd us into this Shape, to 
give us the Pleafurc of pafling away our Time 
with you.* * Alas, Anaxandety anftver'd the Frlncefsy 
after recoveflng her Surprize f what Demon, an Ene- 
my to your Lives, hath conduced you and Elifa 
here 1 Were not my Miferies gjreat enough be- 
fore, but you muft add to them ? The Fear left 
you (hould be difcovcr'd by the Tyrant, under 
whofe Power 1 live, and by the moft cruel Pu- 
nilhmcnts, pay dear for the Pieafure of feeing 
me. Ah ! my dear Eli/ay continued Jhe^ if you love 
me, carry the Prince back again, and do not by 
your Imprudence make me he the Caufe of his 
Death.* * Entertain no Fears for the charming 
£///"« and rciCyreply^d Anaxander ; for when we tell 
you that the Fairy Serpenta brought us hither, you 
need not be under any Apprehenfions.' 
By this Time the Sun began to rife, and the mon- 
ftrous Flock to roujie themfelves with terrible 
Roarings and Bowlings, which fo frightened Eli/ay 

who 
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who had not been ufed to them, that {he ran oa 
the other Side of the Rock, and finding it hollo Wf 
went precipitately into it, but was very much a- 
mazed to find a Chamber hung with Mourning, 
lighted by two Chryftal Lamps, and in the Middle 
of it a yt)ung Lady in Black, who feem'd, not- 
withftanding the Tears that trickled down her 
Cheeks, to be very beautiful, fet by a black Coffin. 
The Surprize fhe was in at this unexpcfted Sight, 
made her fhriek out fo loud, that the Prince and 
Princefs, who were following her, but were a 
gteat W*y off, heard her, and made all the Hafte 
they could after her.

in this Coffin ; bur. Madam, that you may be the 
better informed of this Adventure, I will tell you 
theOccafion of my Punifliments> which renew* 
my Sorrows/

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As the Princels was ahout to anfwer her, a 
complaining Voice which fhe heard frona the Cof- 
fin, ftopp'd her. The Stranger, redoubling her 
Tears, made incredible Efforts to open it, and Pi&i- 
hriicey the Prince, and Erifa^ ufed all their Endea- 
Tours to help her. * Trouble not yourfelves in 

* \9i\n^ f aid the Voice y let me fulfil my Fate in this 
' melancholy Tomb; a Day will come, which is 
< not far off, \yhen I fhall behold the Light again, 
' and tell you, my dear MeJlcerta^ that the cold icy 

* Grave cannot affeft my Love.; till then, rejoice 
« for the Comfort Heaven has fcnt you in the Prc- 

* fence of a Prince and Prlncefs as unhappy as thy- 

* fclf/ 

After thcfe Words the Voice was heard no more, 
andAip/r^^/r, throwing her Arms about Philomce'a 
Keck, fjiid, * Ah ! how blcft, Madam am I in your 
Piclcncc^. to bear my Husband promife a more 
happy Time J and to hope to fee him once again: 
But is not this a Dream, rep/yV Jbe, falling down 
en- a Couch from which Jbe had rifen ; certainly my 
Sftufe*, dillurbed by the Length of my Misfor- 
tunes, make mc believe Impoflibllties.' * No, 
Madam, fald Philonice, you are not deceived in 
what you heard, we heara the fame ; and Heaven, 
undoubtedly, weary with the Punilhments inflic- 
ted on fo many innocent Perfons, will fend us 
Succours proportionable to our Mifcries ; and this 
is notcfn.ly declared by the Dead, but foretold by 
the Living** * Ah ! Madam, fatd Melicerta, how 
much ani I oblig'd to you, for confirming what 
I durft not believe ! But where is that Prince, 
fald pey looking ahout her^ my Husband fpoke oil 
Can this obliging Centaur, who was fo kind to 
endeavour to affift my poor Uphidamentus^ be him ? 
Yes, Madam >/^i^Anaxander, I am he, tho'forc'd 
by my pcrvcrfe Fate to appear under this extra- 
ordinary Figure.* * I muft own, /aid Mclicerta,

V Pare of this Day, for fear the King of Monftcrs, 

* who fometimes comes to fee if I perform my 

* Duty, ihould find me abfent, and (bould abridge 

* me of the Liberty I have. For you, generous 

* Prince, added Jhe^ ftay here with the charming 

* Melicerta^ and quirting your Difgoife, fhew her 

* you are deferving of her Eftecm ; while my dear 

* Elifa^ throwing off her Mctamorphofis likewifc, 

* informs this beautiful Lady, by relating my Hif- 

* tory, that (he is not the only mifcrable Pcrfon/ 

* But do you think, my Princcfs, /aid Anaxander, 

* that I can part with you fo foon ; that fatisfy'd 

* with having fccn you but a Moment, I have not 

* a thoufand Things to fay to you ? ' • Ac Night * 

* fipiyd Philonicc, I'll come and hear them all ; 

* but be fo complaifant to me, my Anaxander^ as 

* not to (hew yourfclf before" my Argus, the Emo- 

* tion he would fee in my Countenance would in- 

* form him what we have fo much Reafon to con- 

* ceal/ 

^ After thefe Arguments flic left him, and got but 
jaft in Time upon the Rock, before the frightful 
King appeared. * You are very gay To-day, Phlh^ 

* nice, fold he, I fee none of thofe Tears on your 

* Face, as ufual ; your Punifhment begins either to 

* be eafy to you, or elfe you intend to confent to 

* marry me. Speak,, continud he,fweetning her vjitb 

* fair Words \ I am yet inclined to receive you.; 

* but take Care how you provoke me by a Rcfufai, 

* for what you have hitherto undergone, is nothing 

* to be compared with what you ntuft fuffer, if you 

* deny me/ The Princefs (hudder'd at this Dif- 
courfe» but at laft told him ^UirvVj^ xJcv^v^^ \sc<s5^ 
now yield to fo much ConftaTi^^ , ^^ ^^\si^ Vos 
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till the Return of the new Moon to offer up a Sa- 
crifice to that Goddels. The Monfter very well 
fatisfv'dyanfwer'd, that he would grant it her, pro- 
Tided ihe would not deceive him, though a Month 
feem'd too long for his Impatience ; and in the 
xnpan Time would go tell the Fairies, and order his 
Subje& to prepare all Things for a magnificent So- 
letnnization 01 his Nuptials. As foon as he was 
gone, the Princefs had a great Mind to have re- 
turned to Uphidawentus*s Tomb ; but fearing he 
ir.ight come again that Day, ftaid till it^was Night. 
When (he went into the Room, Eli/a had juft fi- 
niih*d her Hiftory. Melkerta exprcfs'd how much 
{he intercftcd herfelf in her Troubles ; and the 
Prince told her a hundred Times, in Tranfports ne- 
ver felt by any Lover befideshim, that he had much 
ado to fupport her Abfcncc, dcfiring her for the fu- 
ture to exaft no more fuch cruel Proofs of Obedi- 
ence.

• Tyrant/ Ji^eGceria told the Princefs her Requcft 
was very juft ; and to lofe no more Time began as 
follows. 
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I Am the Daughter, Madam, Jaldjiie^ of a fovereign 
Prince below the Rhine. I have two Brothers, 
who fignalix'd their Courage in a War which has 
been carried on by almoft all Europe^ againft the 
King of this Country ; who, to the Shame of ^o 
many crown*d Heads, is not to beconquer'd, what- 
ever Forces they bring againft him. While my 

Father 
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Father and Brothers were employ'd in defending 
their Dominions againft the Conqueft of this vifto- 
rious Prince, I was brought up under my Mother 
with all imaginable Care, and wanted no Educa- 
tion to make me an accomplifli'd Princefs. When 
the Campaign was finilh'd, and the Warriors were 
return'd Home, the Fame of the fmall Stock of Beauty 
with which Heaven had bled me> brought almoft all 
the young Lords and Princes to my Father's Court : 
But of all the Princes, Upbid^mentus fo much ex« 
cell'd the reft, that I could ndt help entertaining a 
fecret Inclination for him. All his A6lions were 
graceful beyond every Thing I had feen; and from 
the extraordinary Ardour and Refpea with which 
he always addrcfs'd himfclf to me, I foon found 
that his Heart was touch'd with a moft violent Paf- 
fion. And that he might not difcover the advan-* 
tagcous Sentiments I had of him, I avoided the gi- 
ving him any Opportunities of a Declaration. 

In this Conftraint the Winter was fpent, and the 
Spring calling the Armies again into the Field, I 
could not prevent, in his taking his Leave, his per- 
ceiving fome Emotions of my Heart. But with 
what Tranfports of Joy did he receive thofc Marks 
of my Tenderncfs ! He made a thoufand Protefta- 
tions of loving me eternally; and would never have 
given over repeating them, "but that he was told, 
my Father and Brothers waited fpr h^m to be gone. 
And I was fo happy in this ASUir, that the Abfen'cc 
of fo many near Relations gave me an Opportunity - 
of concealing the mortal Grief I was in jtor his De- 
parture. I Ipent all that Summer in the moft in- 
lupportable Uncafinefs ; and had not Winter ap- 

troaching calm'd my Troubles, I could not have 
ornc them. Upon Advice of my Father's Return^ 
my Mother and I went a great Way to meet rhem ;* 
and after the Prince had fainted my Mpther, he 
came to mc with an Eagcrnefs that was bliferved 
by all the Court, and all the Way in our Return to ' 

L 5 C<i^^^> 
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Court, rid by rniy Coach fide, and faid all the tender 
Things his Paffion could fuggeft, which I heard 
vyith ihc utmoft Plcafurc ; Befides, he appeared fo 
much more amiable, that my Heart could not de- 
ny the Conqucft he had made.. 

In this tender Converfation we arrived at the Pa- 
lace, and from that Time every Day increafed our 
Loves ; and the Prince knowing himfelf to be 
Mailer of a very plentiful Fortune, ask'd me Leave 
to demand me of my Father ; which I readily gave 
him. Unwilling to defer his Happinefs any longer, 
he went dircQly to my Father who received him 
very handfomely ; and tho'he promis'd me to him, 
yet would not confent that we ihould be married 
before a Peace, alledging. That it would not look 
well for a Soldier to folemnize Nuptials when all 
JRurope groan'd under the Burden of an heavy War. 
XJfhidamentus came and told mo his Anfwer, and 
complain'd hard, to find his private Happinefs mufi: 
depend on the publick Good ; while I endeavour'd 
to perfuade him that the Reafons my Father gave 
were very juft. 

From that Day we Ijpent our Time thcmoft plea- 
fantly in the World : We faw each other almoft 
every Hour ; and (hould have been happy if that 
Time had always been. But, alas ! the Spring re- 
turn'd again, and we mud part ! It is impoffiblc 
to exprefs our Griefs. For my Part, when I heard 
of the Orders given out for taking the Field, I fell 
in a Swoon upon my Bed, while my Brothers took 
Ujpjb/A4;77fi;rirj oat of my Chamber. Alasl we both in 
a Manner divin'd at what happefi'd, and had a fc- 
cretForefight that our Abfcnce would be attended 
with Death. After my Swoon I fell into a violent 
Fever, which in a few Days brought me to Death's 
Door. My Mother was inconfolablc, and never left 
me a Moment, till by the .Strength of Youth and 
good Remedies I recovered. When I was able to 
go Abroad; I ask'd my Mother to go to a County, 
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Seat, fome Leagues diftant from the Town ; whcm 
I fpent my Time in thinking on Upbtdamtntusy and 
counted the Days, Hours, and Minutes, when I 
ihpuld iee him again. One Day, afcer Dinner, 
when my Thoughts were more employ'd than or* 
dinary on my Tcndernefs, I took a Walk into an 
adjacent Forefl, and walking mufing in a pleafant 
Path, which was fomewhat dark, and the more 
agreeable to the Humour I was in, went farther 
than I thought ; and finding myfelf weary, fat 
down under a Tree, and fell aflecp. But, O Hea- 
vens ! how confus'd was I when I awakcn*d, and 
found myfelf in a frightful Den, and your Tyrant, 
attended with the Fairy Rancour^ and her Sifters 
Envy and Cruelty ^ (landing by me ! I (Tould not tell 
what to think, whether I was among the Living or 
the Dead ; and juft as I was going to ask, the Falr^ 
Rancour faid to me, * Blefs Heaven, AdeUcerta^ that 

* for thy good Fortune we happen'dto pafs thro' the 

* Forefts where thou wert lain a fleep: Thy Beauty 

* furprix'd the King ofMonfters ; and he was fo much 

* ftruckwich thy Charms, that we immediately took 
' thee away, to make thee Queen of all that mighty 
^ King poffefles. Accept ot lb great an Honour as 

* thou oughteft to do, and by thy Obedience merit 

* our Fricndfhip.* * I thought, /ui^f, I ow'd no Obe- 

< dience to any out my Parents, and cannot compre- 

< hend what Rijght you have to command over me, 

* nor what Juftice there is in what you have done 
« by me/ * We have no Regulation of our Aftioni 

* but our Wills, fa\d Rancour: All the World 

* knows our Power ; and happy arc they who like 

* you find Favour in our Eyes; which, if you are 

< wife, you will make a good Ufeof, or dread our 

* Anger.* * Why, what can you do worfe to me, 
« reflfdiy than to force me away from my Parents, 

* to give me to an execrable Monfter 1 Either 

* give me my Liberty, or take away my Life." 

' CiO, JM thi on$'esiA MowRw* i^QiwwtwiJ^'t^^^ 
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* fclvcs about the HeluQancy fhe ihews ; leave me 
« alone with her> I Icnow how to reduce her to 
« Obedience** * Ah! Madam, try V/, throwing my 
« felf at Rancour'i Feet^ if ever you were fenfible of 

* Pity, leave me not with your King, for I fhall 

* certainly die, if you do.* The Fairy relenting at 
my Grief, tho' the firft Time fhe ever did in her 
Life, told the Monfter fhe would take care to 
difpofe me to obey him. The King confentcd, 
and I was put into Rancour^s Hands, who carried 
roc to the Fairy. Abode, where fhe fhew'd me all 
the Beauties of that Place. After that fhe conduc- 
ed me to her Pavilion, which, as you know, flands 
juft by the great Grove, and is very rich in Gold 
und Jewels, and gave me magnificent Habits, and 
nc^lefted nothing to make me for^^ct the Injury 
done me. But all this Ufage could not dry up my 
Tears: My Abfence from my Father and Mother 
affli&cd me very fenfibly, and the Idea of never 
feeing Uphidamentus more, made me almofl dif- 
tra&ed. 

In the mean Time the Kin^ofMonflers was im- 
patient to fee that I was not difpofed to marry him ; 
and Rancour weary of a Softnefs, fo contrary to her 
Nature, told me one Day, thatlabufed their Good- 
ncis; that I muft think of conforming to their Will, 
or prepare for themofl cruel Punifhment. Neither 
my Tears nor Sighs could move her enraged Spirit, 
but away fhe hurried me to this curs'd Place ; and 
abandoning me to my Defpair, left me rather dead 
than alive. When fhe was going, I caird after her 
and faid, * Why, Madam, will you force me to 

• marry the King of Monflers, fince lam promised 

• to Uphidamentus ? And you know I ought not to 

• break my Vows/ Rancour had no Relifh of my 
Bxcufes, but without hearing me any longer, left 
me with this wicked Tyrant, who is a thoufand 
Times more cruel than frightful ; and after fhe was 
gone, I fainted away. When I came to my fcif, 

which 
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whicH was without any Affiftance from him, he 
told mc, that I did not deferye that he fhould take 
any Care of me ; that he would not marry me, for 
that the Fairies had provided a beautiful young 
Princcfs for him, (which, Madam, was undoubted- 
ly your felf;) but that notwithftanding I (bould 
not be the more happy, for fince I was fo fond of 
. XJfbldamentus^ he would fetch him to partake of my 
Pnniihments. In this and fuch like Converfation 
we fpcnc that horrible Night together; and as fooA 
as the Morning appear'd, Rancour came to us, and 
bid me in a fevcre Manner follow her, which I did 
trembling,till we came to this horrid Cave, where I 
faw this Coffin cover'd with a black Cloth, which 
ihc took off, and fliew'd me TJphidamentus dead* 
Never was Grief equal to mine at this difmal Sight !' 
I faid and did all that the mofl violent Love could 
infpire, and would willingly have died with this 
dear ObjeQ: of my Tenderncfs. The deplorable 
State I was in at the Sight of this unhappy Prince, 
would have melted the moft ftrong Heart, but that 
of this cruel Fairy ,who, as if by what fhe had done, 
{he had given me fome Comfort, put down the black 
Cloth again, and taking two or three Turns about 
the Coffin went away, telling me in a farcaftical 
Way, that I ought ta be fatisfy'd, fincc (he left me 
with him I lov'd. As foon as ever her back was 
turn"d, I ran to lift up the Coffin-Lid : But, O Hea- 
vens ! how much amaz*d was I to find it faften'd ! 
Upon which I redoubled my Tears. But when I 
heard ray XJphldamentus figh from within, judge of 
my Defpair ! I made the moft incredible Efforts to 
open the Coffin, and call'd both Gods and Men to 
my Affiftance, but all in vain. Then again hear- 
ing nothing ftir, I believ'd my dear Spoufe was 
ft>Bcd. In thefc cruel Agitations I pafs*d the whole 
Night almoft diftra£^ed. And when again my Ears 
were ftruck with the fame fighing, I ran to the 
Coffin, but with the fame Succefs. From that fiital 
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Time I have never fail'd hearing him figh and moan 
joft at the fame Hour ; and always forgetting that 
it is not in my Power to help him, yet I ftrivc to 0- 
pen the Co£5in, as you faw me. 

Here KdeUcerta^ almoft drown'd inTears and Grief, 
made an End of her Story. Fh'tknice^ the Prince, 
und El/fay did what they could to comfort her, and 
make her hope her Misfortunes would foon have an 
!Ead : But the Sighings beginning as ufual, fhe ran 
to the Coffin with the fame Eagernels as before, 
not regarding what thofc amiable Perfons faid to 
her. In the mean Time, the King of the Monfters 
return*d from giving his Orders to the Fairies to 
prepare everyThing to celebrate his Marriage with 
Pbibmcef to tell her that no Solemnity had ever 
appeared fo noble in the Kingdom of Fairies as 
his Wedding ihould, and withal to condud her to 
a magnificent Apartment he had provided for her 
till that Day came ; and amax'd nor to find her 
there, look'd about to fee which Way the Chain 
might direQ him, and follow'd her into the Cave juft 
tis Uphidamentus's Sighings cea{ed, Alas! howinex- 
preffible was the Fright our Lovers were in ! They 
ftood perfefily motionlefs, while the King of Mon- 
gers loaded Pibi/^ific^ with injurious and opprobrious 
Language; but to pafs that ny, and come to Fa&s, 
he took her by the Arm, and by Force pulled her 
out of the Cave. Avaxander attempted to refcue 
the Princefs, when the Monfter looking on him 
fcornfuUy, faid, * Learn, rafli Youth, to know thy 

• Strength ; and to increafe this falfe Creature's 

• Puniftiment, come and partake Torments with 

• her.' At the fameTime Anaxander found himfelf 
bound by the fame Chain that Thlhnice was faften'd 
to, and forced to follow that monftrous Tyrant as 
well as ihe ; and tho' he was in the utmoft Defpair, 
that he could not deliver her, yet he had feme 
Comfort in bearing the fame Chains^ and in that 

irifc- 
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roiferable Condition follow'd her to a dark Prifon. 
Voor Eli/a^ (he was inconfolable, Melicerta incretis'd 
her briny Tears, and the unhappy Upbidamentus, by 
new Complaints, fhew'd how icnfible he was of 
their Misfortunes. After this the King of Mon- 
fiers told the Fairies the News, who were affem- 
bled from all Parts of the World to be prefent at 
this Marriage, and had all prepared Gifts for the 
Bride. They were all very much furpriii'd ; and 
every one, to (hew their Zeal for their King, were 
for contriving the moft rigorous^ Punifhments for 
Thllonice and her Lover ; till the King thanking 
them,faid. That he believed he had thought of one 
which would be fevere enough, which was to 
marry her, and to put Anaxander to Death that Day 
before her Face. The Fairies all applauded his 
juft Revenge, and promi.s'd to be prefent at the Exe- 
cution of fo horrible a Piece of Cruelty ; and the 
next Day the barbarous Tyrant went to tell thofc 
illuftrious, but unfortunate Lovers, the Sentence he 
had pronounced againft them. But what Grief can 
be compared to what they both endur'd i * Ah ! 

* how tranfported fhould I be, fald Anaxander, if 
< by my Death I could make Philonke happy : But 

* to leave her a Prey to the moft horrible Monfter 
^ in Nature, «racks me more than a thoufand 

* Deaths.* * And, alasi Prince, fald the forrowful 

* Trincefsy if he would but fparc your Life, I'd mar^ 

* ryhim freely; but, oh! the wicked Tyrant knows 

* yoitr Death to be my grcateft Pain.' 

In thefe and fuch like mutual Complaints they 
fpent the Night, and as foon as Day appear'd, the 
Fairies Rancour^ Cruelty^ and Envyy came with their 
King to carry Pbihnice to the Palace, and from 
thence, re^rdlefs of the Prayers and Entreaties 
ihe made to them to fave Anaxavdtr% Life, con- 
duced her to the Temple, where a Scaffold was 
raifcd, and the Prince, tied to a Poft, was ready 
to be iacrificed. What a horrid Spe&acle was this 

to 
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to the tender ThllonUe ! She caft herfelf at the 
Tyrant's Feet, and with a Deluge of Tears begg'd 
once more, that he would Ipare the Prince's Life, 
unlefs be would with the fame Stroke take hers 
too. But he was as deaf now as before, and the 
deadly Kmfe was lifted up, when a Clap of Thun- 
der, attended with Lightning, made the Temple 
fhake, and founding Trumpets pierced the Mon- 
fter*s and Fairies Ears, who all ran to the Temple 
Gates to fee what was the Matter ; when the Fairy 
Serpenta coming in Hafte, cry'd, * Courage, Philonicef 
« yout Misfortunes are ended, the divine Priacefs, 

* foretold by the Oracles, is coming to punifh my 
^ barbarous Sifters for all their Crimes.' All the 
Fairies trembled at this News, and were running 
away, but were ftopp'd by the Prefcnce of that au- 
guft Princefs, who appear'd with fo majeftick a 
Beauty, that it was a Puniihment to the Fairies to 
look $Lt her : * Go, hateful Monfters, /aid Jhey in a 

* thrBAtning Voices undergo the Punifh raents you de- 

* ferve, which ihall be as lafting as the World. 

* G0| and prepare by you magick Arts, the Inftru- 

* ments or your own Puniihments, that all thofe 

* illuftrious Perfons whom you have made mifera- 

* ble, may acknowledge the Goodnefs of Heaven 

* in puni(hing you for your Crimes. Go, faid the 

* enrag^dTrincefSj and like the Damides, work with- 

* out End.' 

The Princefs had no fooner pronounced this 
Sentence, but the King of Monfters, and all the 
Fairies, ran howling and crying to the River, and 
working to prepare their own Punifliments, fix'd 
great Beams in the Midft of the River, to which 
they faften'd larj^e Wheels, with which they drew 
up Buckets of Water, Night and Day, into great 
Citterns, which fupply'd the Water- Works in thofe 
enchanted Gardens. From thence they fent forth 
fuch bitter Shrieks and Lamentations at this new 
Torment, that they difturbed the Neighbourhood, 

and 
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and reach 'd the Princefs*$ Ears, while Hie wait uo- 
loofing Anaxander^ who with Philonhe threw himfelf 
at her Feet, to thank her for his Life. The Princefs- 
raifed them both up with her natural Bounty, and 
turning about to Serpenta^ faid, taking Phihnice by 
the Handy ^ Go, Serpenta^ and condu& us to the Pa« 

* lace : I know you never contributed to the Mif- 

* chiefs your wicked Sifters have done» therefore 

* I efteem you, and fhall keep you to embelifh by 

* your Art, this plcafant Abode for the greatcft 

* King in the. World, who after he has given 

* Peace to Europey will come to repofe himfelf af- 

* ter his great Toils in thefe charming Gardens. 

* Find out new Inventions every Day to pleafe him, 

* and add to Nature all that the Fairy Art is ca* 

* pable of performing. But above all» that none 

* may be unhappy in this Abode of Pleafurcs, go 
' afterwards, prudtnt Serpenta^ and deliver all thofc 
' innocent Vldims from their EnchantmcntS| and 

* bring them to me.' 

After this flie went, attended by Phiknicey Anax^ 
ander^ and all her Court, to the PaUce, where fhe 
profefs'd a great Friendfhip for the Princefs, while 
all her Retinue gazed on her Bcaury with Admi- 
ration, and were charm *d with her graceful Mien% 
In the mean Time Serpenta return *d, leading Cleonlce^ 
follow'd by her dear Dragon, and prcfenrcd her ^o 
the Princefs, and after telling her that flic dcfcrvM 
her Proteftion, related all her Misfortunes ; which 
raifed ^o much Pity in the Breaft of the beneficent 
Princefs, that, unwilling to defer her Happinefs 
any longer, touch'd Philoxipus^ who immediately 
quitting that terrible Form, appear'd the fame as 
when he gain'd his charming Spoufe's Heart; who 
was fo overjoy'd, that if PhlJontce had not fupported 
her, flie had fainted in that Extafy. After them 
came the two Turtles, who recovering their former 
Shapes, ihank'd tlic divine Princefs, and fhewM 
ber, by their polite Manner of ^d^t^^^^tv^"^^"^^^ 
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their Compliments, that they were not unworthy 
the Relief Heaven bad fent them. At the fame 
Time the Statues on the Tcrrafs, reanimated with 
the fame Life the malicious Fairies had taken, came 
and made the Hall ring again with the Praifes 
they beftow'd on the Princefs* But in the Midft 
of all this Joy, Mellceria was abfent as well as the 
friendly Elifa^ who was not fuffer'd by the King of 
Monftcrs to follow Fhllonice^ and who were both 
ignorant of this furprixing Change» and pour'd 
forth Torrents of fait Tears. But when Serpents 
toli the Princefs, that UpiidamentHS*s Enchant- 
ment could not bo deftroy'd but by her Prcfencc, .. 
fhe haften'd to the rocky Cave juft when they, thro* 
Dcfpair, had relinqui(h*d all Hopes. So melancho- 
ly and beautiful a Subjcd, fo lively afiFc£^cd the 
great Princefs 's Compaflion, that without the leaft 
Delay, Ihe ran and uncovered the Coffin in which 
XJphtdamentus lay, who at the fame Inftant rofc and 
got out. But ir MeUcerta and El'ifa were aftonilh'd 
to fee the Princefs, how much more furprixcd were 
they to fee Uphidamentus alive t MeUcerta^ without 
rejgarding who had deliver'd him from the Fetters 
ot cold Death, ran and embrac'd the dear Objeft 
of her Tendernefs, while Elifa did the fame to 
Philonke; but at lad reflefting t>n, and alhamcd^ of 
their ill Conduft, they went and ask'd their kind 
Benefadrefs's Pardon, who, never weary of doing 
good, ask'd Serpenta if any more Unfortunate ftood 
in need of her Affiftance. The Fairy told her, 
none could be unhappy wherever flie was, and 
that (he had done enough for that Time. * Come 
« then, fald ihe Princefs, let us go tafte the Sweets 
< #f that Repofe we want, and leave this Place, 
* which cannot be over-agreeable to MeUcerta,' 

After thefe Words, they all left that horrible 
DcQ) and return'd to the Palace, where, perfuaded 
that they had nothing more to fear, they enjoy'd 
A perfeft Happinefs. When it grew late in the 

Evening, 
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Evening, they all took their Leaves of the Prin- 
cefs, and retir'd to their ApartmentSi where they 
had the more LibcAy of difcourfing in private, 
and tailed fo much Fieafure in entertaining each 
other on their Loves, that the Night, in rcfpeS 
to thofe they had fpent fo forrowfafiy before, was 
gone before they could well tell where they were. 
Above all, Mellcerta could not forbear asking TJphi- 
damentusy how he was convey 'd into thatCof&n, 
and how he lived in it fo long without being ftiflcd. 

* I cannot tell you, chvLtming MeUcerta^ fa'idhe^ by 

* what. Enchantment I lived and died every Day 

* fincc that fatal Time I return*d from making a 

* Campaign ; but you may eafily judge of my Dc-" 

* fpair when I loft you : I retired to my own Apart" 

* ment, rcfolvcd never to fee my Country more 

* till I had found you, and with thefe Thoughts 

* went to Bed, and without knowing how I was 

* tranfported in that Coffin in which you found mc, 

* I awaken *d every Day juftasifithad been out 

* of a deep Sleep, found myfelf confin'd in that 

* Abode of the Dead, endeavoured to get out, figh'd, 

* heard you, and then falling again into my former 

* Lethargy, became infcnfible. You know as well 
« as mc how long the Time was, and all I can tell 

* you, is, that my Heart ever burnt with the fame 

* Flame that your bright Eyes firft kindled/ 
JJphldamentus here finilh'd his Difcourfc, and A/e- 

licetta having told him that it grew late, he retir'd, 
as did alfo all the other Lovers. The next Morn- 
ing the Fairy Serpenta prepared magnificent Habits 
cover'd over with Gold and Jewels, for the ado- 
rable Princefs, which {he accepted of very favour- 
ably, and mounting a triumjphai Chariot, which 
the Fairy had alfo provided tor her at the Palace- 
Gates, went, attended by thefe illuftrious Slaves*, 
to meet the vi&orious King, to whom iheprefented 
all thofe charming Perfons, and whom he received 
with an Air of Grandeur an4 Sweetnefs natural 
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to him. He was furpmed at the Sight of fo many 
Beauties, efpecially with PhiIomce*s^ and was bcfidcs 
fo much tal<en with the good Mien of her Lover, 
that he wifh'd he would but refide at his Court ; 
and the Sovereign Princefs taking as great a Fancy 
to Thilnket told her that Night, how that flie 
could not refolve to part with her. Thllonice made 
anfwer, that fhe was too happy in being prevented 
by her Goodnefs from attaching herldf to her ; 
that file had been inform'd by Serfenta that her 
Mother was dead, and in that Misfortune nothing 
could comfort her, but the dedicating her Life to 
her Service, and therefore fhe might always com- 
mand her* 

In the mean Time great Preparations were ma- 
king to folemnize the Sovereign Princefs's Nup- 
tials, than which none were ever more magnifi- 
cent and gallant. AU the Princes Ihew'd their 
Addrefs in|Tournaments and Horfc-Raccs ; and the 
Princeffcs were drefs'd ^o richly, and in fuch Va- 
riety of beautiful Colours, as fliew'd the Judgment 
of the Fairy Serpenta* But among all thefe Beau- 
ties, the lovely Princefs's Charms were fo piercing, 
that none could look on her without Admiration. 
After this Feaft was over, which laded nine Days, 
in which there was fliewn all the Grandeur that 
a powerful Monarch and a skilful Fairy were ca- 
pable of fetting forth, Uphidamentus taking upon 
hinri to pay the Compliment of all the Princes, as 
Adelicerta did for the Princcffes, told the happy Bride 
and Bridegroom, that they fhould always prcferve a 
living Remembrance of all their Favours, and fo 
took their Leaves. The Fairy Serpenta^ that no- 
thing might be wanting on her Part, provided Equi- 
pages fuitable to all their Births, and in her Adieu 
promifed them an eternal Friendfhip. But wher* 
Pbihmce^ Adelicerta^ and Cleonice^ came to parr, a 
Flood of Tears poured down from their Eyes, tho' 
the laft had not far to go. In fliort, they all em- 

brac*d 
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bnc'd wirh great Lore Kod n fincsre Frieadfliip, 
and in a little Time arrived, without Any ill Acci- 
dent, in their Principalities, and gave cew Joy to 
their SubjeSt by their Prefence.

5 leafed w iih his happy Fate, and ferving fo great « 
Ling, perform'd all the Duties of a tender Huf- 
bana, and prefervcd a growing PalSon. 
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
